2. The number of persons likely to require relief in the union before next 
harvest ? — This is a most difficult question to answer correctly ; but from the 
number of children that were relieved last year by the British Association, at the 
different schools, amounting to about 8,000 weekly, together with those on the 
out-door relief on the rates of the union, which in June and July, 1848, 
amounted to 7,000, I should come to the conclusion, that there would be at least 
from 8,000 to 9,000 a week requiring out-door relief in this union. I could not, 
however, pledge myself to the above statement, so far as the numbers that will 
actually require relief; but from the great abuse that existed last year, when 
the Government and British Association were advancing both money and pro- 
visions, I should say that 8,000 weekly would be a fair average number. I beg 
here to observe, that in the above calculation I do not propose to give relief to any 
able-bodied men out of the workhouse in this union ; and I am sure that if the 
guardians and ratepayers, with the relieving officers, do their duty strictly, the 
out-door relief this year will not exceed the above number, nor do I think it will 
come up to what I have stated. 

3. Admitting that the uncollected rate at present due could be all got in, 
which is by no means likely, from some of the occupiers, it would scarcely be 
sufficient to carry on the union beyond the 1st of March next. The obstacle to 
additional rates being collected is, that several of the small occupiers are not 
able to pay. Although I at the same time think, that a rate could be collected 
from about one-half of the occupiers, as also from the immediate lessors ; still I 
am of opinion, that it would press very hard on some of them. I have questioned 
the rate collectors on this point, and they have told me that it is their opinion, that 
if there was a three-shilling rate made, they would be able to get one-half of it 
collected before harvest next. I can see no difficulty in collecting a three-shilling 
rate from the immediate lessors, and also from a good number of the occupiers, but 
the means of many of the small ratepayers are exhausted, and they could not pay 
before harvest next. There is no negligence or dishonesty on the part of the 
collectors or ratepayers. 

The large proprietors are all absentees. I cannot say whether their means 
are exhausted or not ; but I think there are many small proprietors who are 
immediate lessors in this union, who would be able to pay up another rate, as 
also many of the occupiers. 

The cause of so much distress amongst the small occupiers of land is, from 
their not exerting themselves to cultivate their farms, and most of them seeking 
out-door relief, which system has tended to demoralize them very much. 

4. The real cause of destitution in this union, is the want of employment, as 
there are scarcely any resident proprietors who are able to give employment, on

1,800 : total, 4,400 ; of which number there are not more than 100 able-bodied 
men. 

2. With regal'd to the second query, — viz., the number of persons likely to 
require relief before next harvest, — I beg to observe, that for the last few weeks the 
number has increased at the rate of about 200 per week, which may be expected to 
continue for five or six weeks longer, so that about the 1st of March there may 
be upwards of 5,000 persons receiving relief in the union. There will probably 
be then no great increase for the next six or eight weeks until about the 1st of 
June, from which period to the latter end of August the numbers may increase 
to about 8,000. This estimate has been made from reports from the several 
relieving officers, as well as from my own knowledge of the union. 

3. The funds likely to be derived from poor rates before next harvest, are about 
£4,000, being £1,430 less than the outstanding arrears, which I calculate will 
not be collectable ; this sum, added to £5,500 in the treasurer’s hands, will give us 
£9,500 to pay the present liabilities (about £2,500), and to defray the expenses 
which will be incurred for the relief of the destitute for about four or five months 
longer. At this calculation, there would be a rate required about the middle of 
June or early in July, before which time it will be utterly impossible to collect 
another rate. In fact, from the present state and the future prospects of the 
union, I can form no opinion how the funds will be raised to support the poor 
from June till September, before which time the ratepayers will not have the 
means of paying another rate, no matter how small. Up to the present time, we 
have not observed any negligence or dishonesty upon the part of the collectors. 

The ratepayers who are still in arrear are now not inclined to pay, in con- 
sequence of the late appeal against the rates by Mr. Coote, who has succeeded in 
making an impression upon the minds of the ignorant, that all the rates they 
have paid were illegally levied ; and they are now prepared to resist the pay- 
ment until compelled. Mr. Coote has expressed himself in the same manner ; and 
until steps are taken against him, little or no rates will be collected in the union. 

The means of many of the proprietors are, I fear, either exhausted or nearly so, 
in consequence of their having been unable to procure the rents due at November 
last, with little or no prospect of receiving what will become due at May next ; 
and besides, there are a great many farms in the union untilled and unoccupied. 
The means of the occupiers generally are also nearly exhausted, as they had to 
dispose of the greater part of their crops to pay the rates, and to support them- 
selves and their families. 

4. The precise causes of destitution arise principally from the repeated failure 
of the potato crop, the want of a proper knowledge of cultivating the land, 
together with the many small holdings in the union, which are quite incapable 
of producing a sufficient quantity of food for the support of the occupiers and 
their families; and the payment of taxes and rents, the former of which has become 
so very high, in addition to the loss of the potato, has had the effect of reducing 
many of the ratepayers, who were in comfortable circumstances, to a state almost 
verging on destitution. 

The want of capital among the ratepayers, and the insufficient security of 
tenure, has prevented many permanent improvements, such as thorough- 
draining, from being proceeded with ; and the fact of the proprietors not having 
the means of employing the labourers, many of whom have deserted their families 
in consequence of want of employment, leaving them a charge on the rates. 

5. There are no potatoes in this union fit for human food, and very few can be 
calculated upon for seed. The kind of food most commonly in use amongst the 
peasantry at the present time is a mixture of oat and Indian meal. The lowest 
classes are living chiefly on turnips, mixed with a small quantity of meal, in daily 
expectation of out-door relief. After these means are exhausted, they present 
themselves for admission into the workhouse ; hence many of them enter the 
workhouse in a very debilitated and emaciated condition, and do not long survive. 

6. There has been some opposition to the payment of the poor rates manifested 
in the poorest parts of the union, mainly attributable to the poverty of the rate- 
payers and their want of means to pay them.

2. The number of persons who we think will require relief up to next 
harvest, will be about 3,400, making a weekly increased average of 1 00. 

3. We think we have sufficient funds until the month of March, and are pre- 
paring to strike a new rate immediately. 

The means of both proprietors and occupiers are very much exhausted, and 
they all appear to be in a sinking condition ; for, in addition to the poor rates, 
there is now in course of collection the county cess and a rate to pay the 
advances made under the Labour Rate Act. Want of capital and employment 
amongst the small landholders, prevents the payment of rent, which is pro- 
ducing the ruin of the proprietors, particularly those who have encumbrances 
affecting their property ; and there is a general scarcity of money with all. 

4. The cause of the present destitution is the repeated failure of the potato 
crop, and want of employment. 

5. The present stock of potatoes is very small, and the people are trying to 
preserve them for seed. The food used is turnips, with a mixture of oaten or 
Indian meal. 

6. No opposition has been given to the collection of poor rates in this union.

A return which I append (A) shows the number of persons actually receiving BaUina Union, 
relief at the present time in my district* specifying the numbers in and out of the P °fi ion °L-, r 
workhouse, and distinguishing able-bodied men from other classes. You will Valuation, £9i’i6i 
observe that about one-sixth of the population, according to the Gensus of 1841 
is now in receipt of relief. 

The number of persons likely to require relief in this portion of the union* 
before next harvest, will probably amount to 27,000, including in and out relief. 

Of this number I estimate that there will be 4,300 able-bodied men, with 
about 14,000 dependents. I do not think it would be safe to reckon upon any 
lesser number. The striking of another rate would, of course, have an indirect 
effect upon the above calculations. 

With respect to the financial state of the union, I cannot hold out any hope 
to the Commissioners of an early improvement. I have latterly o-iven* much 
attention to the subject, owing to the necessity which exists for taking early 
measures to prepare for the striking of another rate. The increasing destitution, 
and decreasing weekly receipts from the rate now in course of collection, im- 
peratively call for some speedy provision being made to provide for the due 
relief of the poor. I stated to you on a former occasion that I would postpone 
bringing this important subject to the notice of the Commissioners until every 
possible step had been taken by the A'iee-guardians to enforce payment of 
the rates due by defaulters : for amount see return (13). Instructions have 
now been given in every case, relative to the necessary proceedings, as far as 
practicable, without putting the union to useless expense. 

I believe that with one or two exceptions non-payment of the rates now due 
may be accounted for by the utter inability of the defaulters to procure the means 
of payment, and not generally from any opposition or unwillingness to pay the 
sums due by them, respectively. Very unusual exertions and sacrifices were 
made by a large majority of the ratepayers, who came forward early and paid 
the present rate. The .weekly lodgments of rate during the months of October 
and November last, owing to the above causes, together with the activity of the

collectors, were such as I was not prepared to. expect. (See return C.) There 
are no less than eighteen properties under receivers in my district. (See return D.) 

A considerable portion of the union was quite unproductive last. harvest, and 
in many cases has been so for the last two, and even three years ; in fact, there 
are thousands of acres which. were, formerly occupied and cultivated, that have 
now more the appearance of having, been devastated by an enemy than any thing- 
else I can compare them to. 

The best paid landlords have not generally received one-half of their rentals ; 
some have not received as much as would pay their poor rates, county cess, and 
rent-charge. I append the evidence of Colonel Knox Gore, Mr. Orme, of Owen- 
more, Major Gardiner, and Mr. Symes, agent to the Earl of Arran, on the sub- 
ject of then- receipts, &c. The Earl of Arran’s property is one of the best 
circumstanced in Tyrawley. (See papers E, F, G, H.) _ - 

Notwithstanding this state of affairs, I would say, strike another rate, if I 
could think that by so doing there would not be an increased burden of pauperism; 
but I am apprehensive that there would be a great increase, which, if kept alive, 
could only be by other resources than those of the union. 

The striking of another rate under present circumstances would have the effect 
of. extinguishing the little hope which is still to be found in the union. The few 
landlords who are giving employment would come to a stand-still. In the next 
place, a rate could only be collected by tedious legal proceedings, and by the time 
it would become available the poor would have ceased to exist. 

The average rate required in each electoral division for the year ended 29th 
September last was about 12s. Qd. in the pound on the . nominal value of the 
union. There is every probability that a larger average will be necessary for the 
year ending 29th of September next ; the expense of the three months ended 
29th December last having considerably exceeded that incurred during the cor- 
responding three months of last year. There are, moreover, liabilities to the 
amount of £10,000, which must be defrayed, and for the recovery of a large por- 
tion of which legal proceedings have been taken against the vice-guardians. 
The liabilities of the union are now increasing at the rate of £2,000 per month. 
I think that it is only by the gradual riddance of such of the present proprietors 
as are already irrecoverably ruined, and the substitution in their places of men of 
energy and capital, that matters can mend, even with a reduced area of unions 
and electoral divisions, and a greater stimulus to men who are desirous of doing 
their duty than there has hitherto been ; but it is hardly necessary for me to 
observe, that no person will purchase property or invest capital in any way, so long 
as there is a probability or a prospect of rates being levied for the actual 
requirements of the union. I very much doubt whether the present real value of 
the union, if exclusively devoted to the support of the poor, would prove suffi- 
cient for the next few years. 

The first failure of the potato crop brought to light the miserably rotten social 
state of this part of Ireland. Subsequent events, such as non-payment of rent, 
evictions, quarter-acre clause, dread of starvation, anxiety for relief on any terms, 
&c., & c., have either compelled or induced the small holders of land to give up 
their holdings, which holdings, however small, and however highly paid for, had 
always been their chief, if not only, means of support. The annexed return (I) 
shows the almost incredible changes in this respect. 

There were but two courses open to these small holders : either to increase 
their holdings and become farmers, or to give them up and become labourers. 
There never was in the best of times much employment given in this union; the 
little that there was, was uncertain; money wages were almost unknown. However, 
employment was then merely an auxiliary; it has now become the only means of 
support to several thousands: in addition to its being very difficult to obtain, the 
terms which are usually offered are such as to put it out of the power of the 
employed either to do justice to his employer, or to support his numerous 
dependents ; unless therefore the labourer has something besides his hire, he 
cannot contrive to live honestly at the present scale of wages ; that something, 
not one in a hundred of them now possesses. Some employers say, that they 
■do not find it their interest to pay more than the lowest wages for which men 
can be procured: that a man at Is. per diem, and at 4 d., will do the same 
quantity of work, unless closely watched; that is to say, as little as possible. 
•Others assert, on the contrary, that it is more economical to employ one man 
at Is., than three men at 4d. each. The labouring classes, although many

instances may be shown to the contrary, are however generally very lazily 
inclined, and have no idea of doing any thing for themselves; hence, the' 
difficulty of in any way bettering their condition. 

I am of opinion that the stock of potatoes still remaining is large, compared 
to this time last year, and generally sound, although of very inferior size and 
quality; in fact, they never arrived at maturity : the supply is principally in 
the hands of the better class of farmers, at prices varying from £3 to £'4 per ton. 

I believe it is no exaggeration to say, that the few of the poorer classes, who 
have contrived to evade bailiff and relieving officer, and to save and conceal 
potatoes for seed, would as soon part with their lives as consume them. 
There is every probability, as far as seed is concerned, . that potatoes will be 
planted this year, to as great an extent, if not greater than, last year, unless 
emigration should interfere. If the potatoes succeed, the principal effect will 
be, to raise the price of land. 

The kind of food most commonly in use among the peasantry in this portion 
of the union, is a mixture of Indian or barley meal with turnips, the latter 
(turnips) frequently of the most watery and worst description. Turnips are 
now becoming scarce; it is probable that by the end of this month the Society 
of Friends will have disposed of their stock. The people in portions of this 
union were formerly very well supplied with fish. It will be seen by a return (K) 
which Lieut. Henri, r.n., inspecting commander of coast-guard, has given to 
me, that the number of registered boats and men in his district, which com- 
prises over twenty miles of coast, has considerably declined. I have recently seen 
remarks in the papers, especially The Dublin Evening Mail, as to the difficulty 
“ of getting the fishermen off the relief lists.” As far as this union is con- 
cerned, there may have been a difficulty in getting them off, but only because 
they never were on. 

There has been no opposition to the payment of poor rates in this portion of 
the union. The rate collectors have not required the protection of either the 
military or the civil power. 

In conclusion I may state, that up to the present the rates have been compa- 
ratively light in this union, but they have been as heavy as could have been borne. 
As I before said, I am surprised that they have' been paid so well, considering the 
state of the union, — a state which I do believe requires to be seen to be believed. 
At all events, I have seen nothing to equal it, although I have no doubt that there 
are some of the neighbouring unions just as bad. I do not attribute the present 
insolvent state' of the ratepayers to the amount of rates which they have been 
called upon to pay, neither do I attribute the present deplorable condition of the 
recipients of relief to the potato failure of last year. The ratepayers will no 
doubt be benefited, but I do not believe that an improved condition of the 
majority of the recipients of relief is at all contingent upon the success of the 
potato or any other description of crop. What the latter classes require is the 
circulating medium, without which they cannot honestly profit by an abundance 
of food at any price. If the labourers were inclined to work hard, and employers 
were inclined and able to encourage them by paying fair wages, there is more 
than an abundance of profitable labour for every labourer in the union, and the 
rates might he considerably reduced. At present the labourers are badly able 
to work — they have suffered so many hardships in various ways, that a robust, 
healthy-looking man is rarely to be met with. Most of the landlords cannot 
afford to pay for work ; those who can are in dread of the undefined prospect of 
rates, and with two or three exceptions are doing as little as they possibly can. 
Whether the future success of the potato crop would enable and induce the^ land- 
lords to pay fair wages for fair work is, I think, very doubtfid. It appears to me 
more likely the tendency would be rather to return to the old state of affairs, 
notwithstanding the bitter experience of the last three years. I can therefore 
see no other remedy for the present and probable state of the union but a great 
change and importation of proprietors; and I think that moderate rates for a : 
time will effect this sooner than rates which cannot be paid, and which would 
effectually prevent any person worth having from settling or investing capital in 
the union. 

If, notwithstanding what I have stated, the Commissioners should be of opinion 
that a rate should be struck forthwith, I have only to add, that the Commis- 
sioners may reckon on the fullest co-operation on my part, and that of the vice- 
guardians and collectors, in carrying. their directions into effect.

Colonel Arthur Knox Gore, being duly sworn and examined, states : — I am lieutenant 
of the county Sligo, and magistrate of Mayo ; am possessed of considerable property in 
the Ballina Union ; reside constantly at Belleek manor (never having been absent one 
year at a time). I employed before the famine of 1846 near 100 men a day; paid in 
money wages every week ; I have contrived to do so ever since, having reduced my expen- 
diture in other ways to enable mo to do so ; I did not lose by small tenants 10 per cent, of 
rent previous to 1846 ; I have lost near one- third of my small tenants since 1846; most of 
them emigrated to America, or have become labourers with cottages and gardens ; one- 
third of my property is unproductive at present, but I am bringing in about 150 Irish 
acres this year ; the unproductive part is pretty equally divided between deserted lands 
and those held by tenants who will not, or cannot, pay rent ; I have been obliged to sub- 
mit to a temporary abatement of one-half in the years 1846, 1847, and 1848, and am now 
agreeing to a permanent abatement of about one-third, or even more, to those tenants 
who seem inclined to remain or to be industrious ; I cannot calculate on more than lmlf 
my former income, and that is required to pay rates, cess, rent, interest of family charges ; 
I look entirely to the improvement on the waste lands to give me enough to feed and 
clothe my family, for as to carriages, wine, and other luxuries, I have long since given 
them up, and my establishment is now like that of a mere rent-paying farmer, struggling 
to pay, by exertion of skill and industry, a high rent (which the rates and county cess 
are on waste lands) ; I have taken £2,500 under the Land Improvement Act, and am 
employing from 100 to 200 men and women, in carrying out improvements under this law; 
I have paid over £1,500 rates since 1846, and owe none, having always made it a point 
to pay my rates the moment I got the means ; I think three-fourths of the electoral 
divisions of Ballina and Ballisokeery are waste ; and till a change in the poor law takes 
place, by which the rating will be by properties and not by electoral divisions, I think it 
will continue so, as no co-operation can be obtained ; I am now engaged in preparing for 
a turnip crop 100 Irish acres of land of a good description (not more than 20 acres of 
it requiring draining, and six subsoiling and removing stones) ; and taking tbe expense of 
manure (six cwt. of Peruvian guano per acre), it will take £800 to cultivate the crop to 
maturity ; I stated before, and now repeat, that till the landlords are compelled either 
to employ, or pay for the support of, the able-bodied on their properties, I think, as a class, 
they will not cultivate then- waste lands ; and I think a vast number of small tenants who 
sowed potatoes last year, will either emigrate to America, or be unable, from want of means, 
to sow ; there is quite enough of land in this district to employ all the able-bodied, without 
taking into account bogs and mountain, the improvement of which, with very few excep- 
tions, I believe to be a ruinous speculation.

Major John Gardiner, sworn and examined : — Is possessed of a large property in the 
Ballina Union, the rents upon wliich were very well paid, by a comfortable class of tenants, 
previous to the winter of 1846; the arrears and losses at that period were very trifling! 
Since 1846 has lost nearly seven-eighths of his tenants, principally by emigration ; has 
about 1,200 acres, which were formerly occupied and cultivated, now unproductive ; the 
greater part lias been so since the commencement of the famine. A great many of the 
remaining one-eighth of the tenants now in possession, have not paid any rent. Previous 
to the desertion and emigration of his tenants, he offered them in many instances a receipt 
in full for a year’s rent, if they would pay a half year’s rent, and to make an abatement the 
following year of one-fourth of their rents. Out of £2,900 due by his tenants, has only 
received £800 ; cannot reckon upon receiving £500 annually, as matters are at present ; 
has paid about £350 poor rates during the last two years, and a very large sum for 
rent-charge and county cess, upon the waste and unproductive holdings alluded to ; has 
applied for money under the Land Improvement Act, and has given as large an amount of 
employment as liis private funds would admit of during 1847 and 1S4S ; cultivated 275 
acres of land, which were thrown upon his hands, and lost £200 by tbe transaction ; has 
now been obliged to borrow money upon a life insurance, for wliich he has paid £132 
annually for twenty-oue years, in order to pay his present poor rate.

William Orme, Esq., of Owenmore, duly sworn and examined, saith:— That he is pos- 
sessed of property in the barony of Tyrawley, which before the failure of the potato crop 
was exceedingly well paid; that at the commencement of the year 1S47 the tenants resid- 
ing thereon were for the most part seized with panic, and the most solvent emigrated to 
America, and consequently, the land they held has since been unproductive. That from 
this cause, as well as from the loss of the potato, two-thirds of said property have been since 
unproductive ; that for the last two years an abatement has been given to the few tenants 
who still occupy, amounting to 25 per cent. That the income thus reduced is little more 
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i° n than half paid; that he lias taken a sum of £2,000 under the Land Improvement Act, from 
-which, and from his own means, he has employed about 100 men daily, — the number at 
present is 150 daily; that he has paid £420 poor rates since July, 1S47; that he sup- 
poses one-half of the land in the electoral division of Kilfyan is unproductive ; and that 
from the impoverished condition of the mass of the people, he can form no idea of the time 
when it can he made again fit to supply food for them. That he considers, from the above 
Ballina Union. cause, that the quantity of land last year under cultivation, will this year he considerably 
Population of reduced; that he considers all the arable land in his district capable of improvement, 
Union, 120,787 by draining, fencing, removing rocks, &c., and that if operations of this nature were put in 
Valuation; £91,161 progress by proprietors in general, there would be ample employment found for the 
able-bodied poor of the district ; that he is perfectly well aware, that bad as the state of 
his property is, there are others much worse ; and that in consequence, there are several 
proprietors unable to leave their houses in consequence of executions against their persons.

John Symes, Esq., being duly sworn and examined, states : — Is agent to the Earl of 
Arran, who possesses considerable property in the barony of Tyrawley, union of Ballina ; 
the rents upon the property were well paid up to May, 1845 ; the arrears were very 
trifling. The lands are let, in some instances, under the Ordnance valuation, and, generally 
speaking, low. His lordship made abatements of one-fifth to his tenants, and succeeded 
in keeping the greater part of them ; many of them, however, have not paid even half of 
their rents. There are about 400 acres now unoccupied and unproductive. The offers 
made for vacant farms have been thirty-five per cent, under the Ordnance valuation. Does 
not expect to receive two-thirds of the rental this year, exclusive of waste lands. Has paid 
£875 poor rates since July, 1847, in the Ballina Union.

The number of persons actually receiving relief in this union (exclusive 
ot Ems) on Saturday the 20th instant was, 392 able-bodied men, and 2 218 
oi other classes, making a total of 2,610 relieved in the workhouse; and 572 
able-bodied men, and 13,665 of other classes, making a total of 14,237 receiving 
out-door relief; and the number of applicants is increasing daily. 

I he number likely to require relief, previous to next harvest, may be esti- 
mated at between 25,000 and 30,000 persons; and after that period we cannot 
calculate on any very great or permanent reduction, as the quantity of land at 
present in course of preparation for cropping, is very limited, and the small land- 
holders not having means, many of whom are applicants for relief. 

Irom the great difficulty experienced in collecting the present rate from both 
proprietors and occupiers, the general neglect of all agricultural employment in the 
country and the vast. tracts ot land allowed to remain entirely unproductive, we 
are led to the conclusion, that the proprietors and occupiers’ means are exhausted; 
and the laying on of even a small rate, independent of one sufficient to defray the 
expenses until next harvest, would in our opinion have the effect of paralyzing 
whatever exertions may be making. The collectors are using every exertion, and 
the ratepayers evince every disposition to pay. 

V Tlle cause present destitution may be traced to the great facilities afforded 
to persons without capital getting small quantities of land for the cultivation 
ot potatoes; who, on the destruction of that crop, were obliged with their families 
to resort to the relief afforded by the poor laws : the landlords, not receiving their 
rents, were unable to give any employment. 

The potatoes offered for sale in the market exhibit the same appearance as 
when taken out. of the ground, and it is not likely that an equal breadth of land 
will be planted in the ensuing season. The food principally used is Indian meal 
and turnips, but the latter cannot be calculated on much longer than the end of 
this month. °

ana tile number ot persons who received out-door relief was 4,079 ; total 4,991 
Ul these 1,000 are composed of the able-bodied, to whom the labour test is applied ; 
the remaining 3,079 are of the infirm class. 

2. I am of opinion the total of those who will require relief before next harvest 
will not be less than 8,000 individuals. 

o. Very little indeed is likely to be derived from poor rates in these divisions 
betore next harvest,— -by.no means sufficient to defray the expenses necessary 
±oi the relief of the destitute. The present expenditure is at the rate of £200 
per week, and destitution is fearfully increasing; and besides this enormous and 
increasing expendhure, the district owes to contractors and others the sum of 
hbout £1,200. A rate of 3.9. Ud. m the pound was made last September. The 
entile amount of this rate would not defray the present expenditure for more than 
eight weeks. With regard to making additional rates, I fear but little can be ex- 
pec ed from the proceeds of such; and I am sure insisting on them would be produc- 
tive of much injury. The obstacle to the collection of the rates is the very general 
.destitution of the ratepayers of the lower class, and the almost universal bank- 
ruptcy of the higher class. I consider the collector both diligent and active ; he,

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Present condition evidently, is doing his utmost. Opposition has been given to the collection of 
and prospects of rates ^ j n some instances, a rescuing of cattle distrained ; but no organized system 
Unions. of 0 pp OS iti on has been adopted by the peasantry. A few of the proprietors .are 
Connaught. defaulters to a considerable amount : for instance, Mr. Denis Bingham (who, with 
Co. Mayo. the exception of Mr. Carter, is the principal proprietor in the district) owes the 
Erris District of rates ma de respectively in 1846, 1847, and 1848. The rates made, however, in 
Baiiina Union. 1846 and 1847 were collected at the same time, during the autumn of 1847, and 
Population of amounted to only Is. 8 d. in the pound. I attribute the non-payment as much to 
District, 22,773 the embarrassment of the parties as to any other cause. That the means of the 
ua ion, , - 0CCU pyj n g tenants are exhausted is proved by the wretched appearance of them- 
selves, their families, and habitations, and by their very generally deserting the 
cultivation of their holdings, seven-tenths of which remained uncultivated last 
year from want of means to cultivate them, though a great exertion was made ; 
every sort of available property, even bed-clothes, having been sold to provide 
the means of purchasing seed. That the means of proprietors are exhausted is 
proved, by some of them being in gaol for debt ; others being confined to their 
houses to avoid the same fate ; by others being absolutely supported by charity 
funds, and the remainder (deriving their means of living hitherto generally from 
rents) by the universal destitution of the occupying tenantry, by whom their 
rents were paid. 

4. The universal destitution in these divisions arises from the circumstance, 
that the entire country (with a few exceptions) was occupied by tenants of a 
very small class, — two acres being above the average size of the arable part of 
each man’s holding. Their tenants, I am informed, even in the most prosperous 
times, considered themselves fortunate if they raised enough of potatoes to carry 
them over the current year, and enough corn to pay their rent, so as not to be 
compelled to part with any of their cattle, — one or two head of which, each of 
these small tenants usually possessed ; value probably for £4 or £5 a head. 
These cattle have long since disappeared, and the holdings having generally 
lain waste for the last year, added to the very general failure of the small 
extent of potato crop which the people were able to put into the ground, 
cause the present frightful destitution. 

5. No potatoes but those which were planted early, and were in moory soil, 
survived the blight of 1 848 in these divisions ; whatever of those were in the 
hands of the peasantry are long since consumed ; whatever of them are in the 
hands of the few who can afford to keep them, will be preserved for seed for the 
next year. The food commonly used among the peasantry is, a mixture of 
turnips and Indian meal, with fish, where it can be procured, — a description of food 
they seem to like very much. Indian meal is preferred by them to oatmeal. 

6. As I above stated, the peasantry have rescued cattle seized for poor rate. 
I can assign, however, no cause for this, as there appears to me to be a general 
inclination to rescue cattle when under seizure, no matter for what, or whose 
property the cattle may be. In general, the occupying tenants (who are able) 
pay their rates without any opposition. Some of the embarrassed proprietors 
have given a good deal of opposition, by endeavouring to avoid the service of the 
necessary legal papers on them. 

The valuation of these two divisions is £10,822. The sum required for the 
relief of destitution, even at the present rate of expenditure, would amount to 
upwards of £10,000, so that a rate of 205. in the pound (if it could be collected) 
would fall short of what would be required. 

I have not the least hope this country will be in a much more self-supporting 
position next harvest than it was last harvest. Both peasantry and proprietary 
are so pauperized, that, even if they exert themselves, I fear but a small portion 
of the arable land in these divisions will be cropped. 



Swmeford Union. Swineford Union , in Cos. Mayo and Sligo — Captain Hanley, Temporary Inspector : — 
Population, 73,529 January 22, 1849.

That the prospects of the union are gloomy m the extreme, I must admit, 
when at this early period we have 8,302 persons receiving relief, of which num- 
ber 664 are able-bodied men; and I feel assured, from my knowledge of the union, 
that before harvest, 24,000 will require relief, being a full third of the population, 
and I am under the mark. 
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As to the funds likely to be derived from rates in this poverty-stricken district, 
it is hard to hazard an opinion. Of the present collection, of which £8,000 remains 
out, I would hope to realize £7,000 — a sum totally insufficient to meet the ex- 
penses of relief for the destitute ; and as to additional rates before harvest, the 
attempt could only produce disappointment, — poverty, extreme poverty, being 
the obstacle. The collectors are zealous and correct, but the means of the pro- 
prietors and occupants are exhausted, which is easily proved by the waste lands 
and ruined fortunes of the former, and the deep privations some are known to 
suffer. As to the occupiers, one-lialf of them are little better in circumstances 
than the actual recipients of relief, and must, ere long, get assistance in some 
way : bereft of cattle, and the voluntary surrender of their holdings, can leave no 
doubt on the subject. 

Destitution in this union is caused by the failure of the potato crop for suc- 
cessive years. No union in Ireland more depended on the success of that root. 
Last season the unhappy people staked their all to cultivate it, which, combined 
with the total want of employment — not a shilling to be earned — no resident 
gentleman or farmer to give work, even in a small way — has tended to reduce a 
portion of the population to mere ragged phantoms, whose suffering, for want of 
clothing, is not the least of their privations. 

In some electoral divisions there is a plentiful supply of potatoes for seed, but 
in none could I calculate on them for food. Indian and oaten meal is most com- 
monly in use. 

Until within a few days there has been no opposition to the payment of rates 
in this union — poverty alone making the collection difficult. Opposition has only 
been offered on one estate, which I attribute to the proprietor having recently 
had an alteration made in the rating of those lands for which he was in the 
habit of paying (showing that a lease subsisted), thereby placing the payment on 
a number of small occupiers, which they resist, and which will require a mili- 
tary force to subdue. 



Castlebar Union, in Co. Mayo — Captain Farren, Temporary Inspector : — 
January 22, 1849. 

The number of persons receiving relief in the union on Saturday 

the 20th instant, amounted to . . . 10,740 

Viz. : — In the Avorkhouses and auxiliary workhouses, . 1,487 

of which 667 were able-bodied men and their families. 

Out-door relief — consisting of classes relievable under section 1 
of the Poor Relief Act and able-bodied persons, as follow, 
viz. : widows Avith one’ child, women (with one child) Avhose 
husbands are confined in any gaol or place of safe custody, 
and children whose parents are both dead, . .

I have not before me the actual cost of relief, &c., for the week just ended ; 
but by comparison with preceding Aveeks, it may be estimated at £390, viz. : — for 
in-door relief, salaries, &c., £150 ; and for out-door relief, £240. 

As the season advances, the increasing pressure of distress will bring large 
accessions to the numbers on the out-door relief lists. 

On examining the returns of the relieving officers for the past year, I find 
that betAveen the 22nd January, 1848, and 25th March, 1848, the increase in 
this respect amounted to 8,134, and that the difference betAveen the number 
receiving out-door relief on the first-mentioned date and on the 29th July, 1848, 
(the month in Avhich the distress reached its maximum point,) Avas 13,755 ; 
further, that the average number of persons Avho received out-door relief from 
22nd January to 31st August, 1848, was 19,431. 

The distress is noAv I believe as great, if not greater than at the corresponding 
period last year, and the relative pressure until the harvest will not, in my 
opinion, be less ; but additional Avorkhouse accommodation to the extent of 400 
having been obtained, the relieving officers having become more experienced, 
and the Avhole machinery of relief being more perfect, the aA-erage number of 
recipients of relief for the period ending 31st August may be taken at a loAver 
amount, say, 

Out-door relief, 16,000 persons, 

In-door „ 1,450 „ 
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The cost of whose maintenance, & e., from this date to the 31st August, may be 
estimated at £17,600, viz.: — 

For in-door relief, including salaries, &c., 32 weeks, at

To which however must be added the liabilities of the 

union, which amount to about, . . . 6,300

The amount of rate now uncollected is £9,645 : assuming that £8,000 of this 
sum is collectable, which I fear can scarcely be calculated upon, and deducting 
£700, collectors’ poundage, — a balance of £16,600 remains to be provided to meet 
the liabilities of the union and its expenses to 31st August, or the next harvest. 

The valuation of the union, according to the last revision, was £50,363 4s. 3^d., 
so that an additional rate of 6s. Sd. in the pound will be necessary to realize the 
amount so required ; making, with the one now in course of collection, 10s. in the 
pound, and in many cases 13s. and 15s., as one-fourth of the present collection 
and upwards is composed of arrears of rates varying from 3s. to 5s. in the pound, 
and this without raising one shilling to meet Government advances for building 
or other purposes, or loans under the Temporary Relief Act. 

I cannot but state my conviction that the struggling and impoverished rate- 
payers in this union could not meet such an assessment as this. Successive years 
of famine have told fearfully on the circumstances of all classes. Amongst the 
highest rated immediate lessors are the names of no less than nine proprietors, 
whose estates are under the supervision of the Court of Chancery, and managed 
by receivers. The encumbrances, and improvidence perhaps, of former years, 
accumulating upon the difficulties of the last three seasons, appear to have 
rendered extrication hopeless in these cases; and others differently situated 
before, by the insolvency of some of their tenantry, the dishonesty of others, 
and the general depreciation which has taken place in the circumstances of all, 
have 'now suffered heavy losses, and with reduced incomes, find it hard to over- 
come the pressure of the times. 

That the small farmers (forming the majority of the landholders in the union, 
as will appear by the note at foot*) have suffered severely, the enormous changes 
now taking place in the occupation of land and the extent of waste holdings, 
clearly prove. The relieving officers, in reply to a question put by me to them 
on this subject, all agree in stating that a great deal more land is waste at the 
present time than last year. In two electoral divisions it is said to be one- 
fourth more, — in one, One-third more, — in one, one-half more, — in another, two- 
thirds more, — in four others, twice as much, — and in the remaining electoral 
division: the proportion is not specified, but the quantity waste is stated to be 
much more than last year. The reasons given in almost every case are, accumu- 
lations of arrears of rent, consequent ejectments, emigration, in some cases 
voluntary surrender of the land from inability to till it or subsist. It is stated 
that in one district the population of four townlands have been ejected within 
the. last four weeks; that in another, five villages were ejected since the 3rd 
January ; that in other townlands of the same electoral division many houses 
and lands have been left, and the population scattered throughout the district. 

In some instances, particularly in the case of a nobleman, a very extensive 
proprietor in this immediate neighbourhood, the land so obtained from time to 
time, has been put under a course of improvement, and large sums apparently 
expended upon it, but generally, nothing has yet been done with these holdings : 
indeed both time and capital are required to render them again productive, 
exhausted as they have been by a system of forcing crops of grain year after 
year, repeated burnings of the soil, and other practices of a rude and' defective 
husbandry. 

The farmers still retaining possession of their land are in many instances in 
a very unsettled state ;— the tide is flowing in the direction of emigration, and 
numbers are preparing to launch into the stream. 

* Of the total number of tenements, 10,006, rateable in the Castlebar Union when the present- 
rate was struck, 6,584 are valued under £4,-1,103 at and above £4 and under £5,-588 at and 
above £5 and under £6, — 450 at and above £6 and under £7, — 322 . at and above £7 and under 
£8, — and only 959 at and above ,£8. 
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Those results are re-acting upon the tradesmen and shopkeepers in the towns; 
the incomes of all have been reduced, and business is falling off; they too, and 
m some cases the most respectable members of the class, are leaving the country. 
Instead of new streets or houses springing up, shops are seen closed, business 
advertised for sale, houses with roofs falling in, and other indications of the loss 
of trade and a waning prosperity. 

Though such are the effects of the famine which has raged in this part of 
Ireland with more or less severity during three successive years, it is not to be 
inferred, however, that the resources of the district are exhausted, or that a con- 
siderable portion of the rate now in course of collection cannot be exacted • but 
I am under the conviction that the whole burden of the destitution which may 
be expected to prevail until the next harvest, cannot be met by funds locally 
obtainable, and that unless some assistance be afforded from other sources, at the 
proper time, the union must fall into a state of hopeless bankruptcy. 

That the present rate is being enforced, the weekly returns for periods recently 
past wnl show. The amount of rate obtained during the week just ended was 
1 »L?r ? k 5 ~ in the week Previously, £397 18 s. 7\d. ; and in the one pre- 
ceding, £455 3s. 1 \d. v 

These sums were not collected without great exertions on the part of the 
collectors ; and three of these gentlemen have displayed great zeal and energy. 
In one district only has there been no opposition; in the others passive resistance 
lias prevailed to a considerable extent, concealing and locking up cattle, &c.- 
and in some instances this feeling has broken out in open violence, resulting in the 
imcible rescue of cattle seized for the rate. Information' sworn against the 
offenders, and a subsequent visit of the collector to the locality, accompanied 
by the resident magistrate and a protecting party of police, have been the means 
resorted to with success in such a case. In one district, a Rockite notice threaten- 
ing whoever should assist the collector “ with being dealt with as in Tipperary ” 
was employed as a measure of intimidation to stop the collection. 

I he unpopularity of the poor law generally, which appears in some localities 
to be scarcely less than at its introduction to the district, and the inability to pay 
ot some of the persons rated, arc two of the causes of opposition ; and one collec- 
tor states, that the uncertainty of the landholders as to whether they will remain 
in their holdings, or leave them before their means to emigrate or settle else- 
where are exhausted, and he believes the spirit of opposition displayed by the 
press and by the landlords generally, has had an encouraging tendency to such 
opposition ; also, that a spirit of prejudice has been raised against the 'rate and 
iumselt personally by designing persons: another attributes the disinclination to 
inability to pay in many instances, and in some to bad advice of designing parties • 
adding, that the gentry generally are so impoverished, in consequence of the 
lamine and consequent loss of rents, that many are unable as well as unwilling 
to pay: another ascribes it partially to the fact, that rates assessed before on 
immediate lessors, are now where there are leases thrown over on the occupiers ; 
to distress, and to the rate not having been collected from many of the small 
holders before, who are now in arrears ; but goes on to say, that in Castlebar 
fully 0ral < * 1V * S *° n ’ - an< * P articular] y i n the town, the people are paying cheer- 

To this may be added, that the opposition of some of the proprietors arises from 
their considering themselves improperly rated, and too highly valued ; and some 
decline payment in such instances, until their appeals have been disposed of; 
whilst others object to pay where no appeals have been made at all. 

In dismissing this part of the subject, I must not however omit to say, that 
some of the landed proprietors have at once paid their rates, and encouraged 
their tenants to do so; and one (Col. M ‘Alpine) generously disbursed the sums 
due tor rate by his tenants last year; and this gentleman has signified his intention, 
as well as some others, to perform a similar noble act in the present season. 

With regard to the masses of destitute* creatures, whose relief forms the subject 
ot this communication, it is scarcely necessary to say, that the immediate cause 
ot their distress is the failure of the potato crop for three successive seasons. 

Clustered in villages, a plot of ground attached to their cabins, and a portion 
ot a field hired by con-acre for potatoes, as their means of living,— in the best of 
times their existence was but a wretched one ; and when the famine came, and 
the only root they had been accustomed to cultivate for food became a mass of 
rottenness, with no employment) no manufactures to fall back upon, they were left 
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without subsistence and without resources, fit objects for the aid provided by the 
bounty of the empire, the charity of the benevolent, and the law now in force for 
the relief of the poor. Such form a numerous class of the recipients of relief. 

Another class, consists of those who had a small holding- of land, two, three, or 
more acres, or who with several others had a small farm in joint tenancy, (the run- 
dale system,) the allotments being chequered, a patch here and. a patch there, 
without a fence, a slight difference in level being made to distinguish the plots. 
Holding in common, so all their operations were in common, none tilled his land 
before his neighbour, and on certain fixed days the work of the seasons began. 
The tillage was of the rudest description ; green crops were unknown ; a crop of 
potatoes, then of oats, potatoes again, oats, perhaps barley, and often two or three 
grain crops in succession was the course pursued, except near the towns. A cow 
or two and some pigs formed the stock ; the potato produce fed the family, the 
grain paid the rent ; the former was swept away by the blight, but aid by public 
works, and the succeeding measures of relief, enabled many of the poorest to 
struggle on for a time. Some of the potatoes which did not decay, were hoarded 
for seed, and planted ; the next failure was partial, the potatoes would grow 
again. Courage was acquired at the thought, and in 1848 the most extraordinary 
efforts were made to put down a crop : potato seed was sought for with avidity, 
and high prices paid for it. It was a last effort. In some cases the cow and every 
available article were sold, to put a crop in the ground; many staked their all on 
this cherished root, and lost: the blight came, and in this district, even more wither- 
ing and devastating than before. It consummated the ruin of many ; accumulated 
arrears of rent have been followed, as already stated, by ejectment, in some cases 
by voluntary surrender of the land ; and these houseless wanderers, as well as 
those who still retain the cabin and a little plot, have swelled the train of 
applicants to the relieving officer. The widow, the orphan, the aged, helpless, 
the infirm and disabled, are the other classes receiving relief. 

During these years of famine many tons of seed for green crops, principally 
turnip, were distributed by benevolent societies, and much was also bought by 
the small farmers and planted : the cultivation was very rude, and thinning and 
weeding sadly neglected ; but imperfect as the produce was, it has formed a con- 
siderable item in the means of support of many a family in the union ; and the 
food in common use at this moment amongst the poorer classes, consists of turnips 
and cabbage, mixed with a little Indian meal. 

The stock of potatoes is very trifling, they are not used for food, but preserved 
for seed. Two relieving officers, when questioned by me, estimated the quantity 
available for seed in their respective districts as not sufficient to sow more than 
one-fourth of the land under potato cultivation last year ; two others stated it at 
one-third in their district ; two others at about one-half ; one at three-fourths in 
his; one at two-thirds in his; and two could not estimate the proportion, but con- 
sidered that there was not sufficient to sow the same quantity of land as last 
year. These statements as to the scanty stock are corroborated by the collectors, 
and my own observation ; nevertheless, more seed may be available from other 
places not in the union ; and so wedded are the people still to this plant, that if 
they have the opportunity they will assuredly give it another trial. At the same 
time those who can keep up their farms will, I am inclined to believe, sow more 
grain than heretofore, and in one electoral division efforts are now making in this 
respect. 

In the other electoral divisions a little wheat has been sown, and some pre- 
parations made for other crops ; but with the exception of farms in possession 
of large proprietors, and in the immediate vicinity of this town, it is of trifling 
amount, and there is generally less activity displayed in agricultural operations 
than at this period last year.

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2. The number of persons in our opinion likely to require out-door relief 
before next harvest, about 18,000 to 20,000. 

8. With respect to the funds which the union is likely to derive from the 
poor rates, we are of opinion that about £6,000 will be collected, in addition to 
£2,000 already received, which sum will be exhausted by the 1st of April next 
in payment of debts now due and to accrue up to that time, leaving the five 
months following without any funds ; and we are of opinion that the ratepayers 
will not be m a position to meet a second rate before September next There is 
neither negligence nor dishonesty on the part of the collectors, but we regret to 
observe that there is a spirit of resistance and litigation on the part of the rate- 
payers to a considerable extent ; and the means of the principal portion of the 
proprietors and occupiers are likely to be exhausted, inasmuch as many of the 
proprietors cannot get the rents from the occupiers, who are themselves unable 
to pay m consequence of the failure of the crops — many of whom are applicants 
ior relief. It is to be observed, that lands in great quantities are laid waste 
throughout the union, neither paying rent, taxes, nor yielding crops. 

4. We conceive that the principal cause of the present great destitution is the 

failure of the potato crops for the last three years, and the great want of employ- 
ment of the labouring classes. 1 J 

5. lhe present stock of potatoes in this union must necessarily be very small 
and most inferior in quality and quantity; and the kind of food most commonly 
m use amongst the peasantry is Indian and barley meal, with cabbages and 
turnips, which vegetables are now nearly exhausted. 

6. There has been opposition to the payment of the poor rate in this union, 
and Ave are of opinion that the example set by the higher and better classes of 
persons has been followed by many who were otherwise well disposed to pay. 
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Westport Union , in Co. Mayo — Captain Primrose, Temporary Inspector : — 
January 22, 1849. 

The workhouse, built for the accommodation of 1,000 inmates, is quite full, as 
also is the auxiliary house ; the two together containing at the present time 
1,680 paupers : of this number, 128 are able-bodied men, but in this classification 
a great number of boys, varying in age from 15 years and upwards, are not 
included. A second store has also been taken by the vice-guardians, which is now 
undergoing necessary repairs and alterations, and Avhen completed will probably 
contain about 800 additional inmates — thereby affording Avorkhouse accommo- 
dation in the union for about 2,450 paupers. 

There are on the out-door relief lists at present, 9,S40 ; of this number 243 
are considered able-bodied men, thus making a total of 12,040 receiving relief, 
in and out of the Avorkhouse. This exceeds the numbers in the corresponding 
week last year ; and from the obserA'ations I have been enabled to make, I am 
of opinion that the destitution in this union Avill certainly equal, if it be not 
greater than it Avas in 1848; and at its height, the number to be relieved maybe 
estimated at about 28,000. Many small farmers who struggled through the last 
year arc surrendering their holdings to the landlords, and these must°be added 
to the mass Avho have no other support than the funds of the union : the means 
to be derived for this object are quite inadequate to so vast an undertaking. 

In September last, a rate of three shillings and four pence in the pound was 
struck for each electoral division, which amounted to £6,503, added to the 
arrears of former rates, give a total of £8,265 to meet the expenses of the union 
till next March. About £3,000 of this rate has been collected, but I am at a loss 
to estimate Iioav much of the amount still due will be forthcoming. The union 
is noAv upwards of £5,600 in debt. The current expenses even at this period 
are not met by the incoming rates ; and as the expenditure must be increased as 
the season advances, its pecuniary affairs must become more and more involved 
Avith no apparent possibility of being improved. 

Vast difficulty has been experienced even in the collection of the present rate: 
a strong feeling of opposition to the poor laAv seems to pervade almost every 
class, Avith a few exceptions, both as regards occupiers and immediate lessors 
throughout the union, displaying itself in various ways. Some there are who 
would pay had they the money; but with others, all the means the law has pro- 
vided for enforcing payment are obliged to be resorted to, and the smaller 
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farmers are with violence opposing the collectors, and forcibly resisting them in 
the execution of their office. With but one exception, frequent attacks have 
been made on them in the rural districts, and in many parts of the union an 
armed force is absolutely necessary for their protection. 

The small farmers who held from three to four acres of land, have nearly all 
been obliged to give up their holdings and seek for relief, having left the greater 
part in a state of perfect waste, and so much impoverished, that a great outlay 
of capital would be required to bring it to a productive form : this outlay the 
proprietors are not in a condition to make, being with but few exceptions reduced 
to most straitened circumstances. Three successive years of failure in the 
potato crop, and the consequent non-payment of rents, have left them totally 
incapable of using any exertion to improve the condition of the people, or giving 
employment, whereby a mass of frightful destitution might be relieved. The 
Marquess of Sligo and Sir Richard O’Donnell are, I am informed, the only two 
proprietors who employ any great number of labourers ; and although they, as 
individuals, are doing very much for certain districts, their exertions are but light 
when compared with the requirements of the union. 

Potatoes, of which how r ever there are very few, are selling in the Westport 
market for eight pence the stone ; being brought in by persons who cannot afford 
to consume them for food, but purchase meal from the proceeds of their sale. 
In the rural districts those who possess them, and these are confined to two or 
three persons in a village, are keeping them entirely for seed ; a general feeling 
existing, that in the next season there will be no failure, as there is no appear- 
ance of disease amongst those they have on hand, although they are of a very 
inferior description. In some districts, however, there are no potatoes whatever. 
Indian meal, which at the present time is exceedingly low in price, forms with 
turnips the principal food of the people who are not applying for relief. 



Westport Union, in Co. Mayo — Messrs. Lecky and Hogreve, Vice-Guardians : — 
January 20, 1849 n 

1. We have on this day 1,680 inmates in workhouse and its auxiliary: of 

these 128 are classified as able-bodied, from their age, size, and their being free 
from bodily ailment ; but so far from possessing ability, the majority of these 
exhibit an appearance of feebleness and deficiency of muscular power, the conse- 
quence of insufficiency of food and clothing, and exposure before admission to 
the workhouse. Such men would not be taken for hire in any labour market ; 
and from the others it would not be easy to select twelve really able-bodied men! 
We have also in the house a large number of boys between the ages of fifteen 
and twenty ; but there is not amongst them an individual who could be properly 
classed as able-bodied. 1 J 

On out-door relief there are this day 10,361 individuals, the great majority of 
whom are persons comprehended under the 1st section of the Poor Relief 
Extension Act, and the residue, widows with one child dependent on them, 
married women for a long period deserted by their husbands, or whose husbands 
are in gaol, young unmarried women, and some cases of men similar to those 
before described, who are classed as able-bodied, but are not so in reality. Of 
such as these, there are 243 individuals, fathers of families: of these Lord Sligo 
has proposed to take 100. 

2. In answer to your second query, we feel warranted in stating our per- 
suasion that the destitution of this year will exceed that of last ; and we think 
this aggravation of the distress will arise from the heretofore limited means of 
the small landholders having experienced a very considerable diminution. This 
description of persons made great efforts last year to cultivate and sow their 
land, and sold any or every article of furniture they possessed for the purpose of 
providing seed ; still the extent of corn sown was very deficient, the attention 
of the people having been mostly turned to the growth of potatoes and turnips, 
but particularly the former ; and had these crops succeeded, the strugglin°- small 
landholder would have been restored to comparative prosperity ; but unhappily 
the blight fell again on the potato crop, and all their sacrifices and outlay on 
this crop produced no advantage, but rather added to their difficulties and pri- 
vations. These considerations make us fear that numbers of this class will be 
added to those who may now be considered as permanent objects of relief. We 
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allude lo that class who in former years had been eon-aere sowers. This system Pteamt condition 
injurious to the prosperity of any country, has now been put an end to ; but the and prospects of 
people and their families who derived a support from it, remain, and constitute Unions ’ 
the major part of the destitution which abounds in Mayo. Viewing therefore Co™ H t.

increased At this time last year we had the workhouse capable of accommo- 
dating 1,000 full, and only 9,000 on out-door relief; now, with in-door accom- 
modation for 1,650, completely filled, we have 10,361 on out-door relief- thus 
showing a great increase, and accompanied by a pressure for relief also fearfully 
increasing ; and this from a description of persons whose appearance bespeaks 
their poverty, and whose claims seem to deserve attention. Judging therefore 
from these data, and notwithstanding our house accommodation will shortly be 
t0 2 ’ 500 ’ we sti11 estimate that the out-door relief lists will reach 

28,000. 

8. With respect to the funds derivable from poor rates, we have to remind 
you, that on the 27th of last September, we struck an uniform rate over the 
whole union of 8*. 4 i. in the pound sterling, net annual value, intended as 
a provision for six months, which amounted to £6,603 6s. 2d ■ and with the 
arrears of former rates, (exclusive of those of the Earl of Lucan and Sir Samuel 
O Malley,) to £8,265 Is. \i. ; of this £3,000, being nearly one-half of the last 
rate struck, has been collected, and we expect before the 1st of March a eon 
•adorable amount of the balance, probably one-half, will be obtained ’imme- 
diately after the 1st of March we propose to strike a second rate, probably to 
a similar amount, as a provision for the ensuing six months ; but heavily as 
these two rates may press on a community straitened in its means we cannot 
flatter ourselves, or lead you to believe, that they will produce means sufficient 
to relieve the pauperism of the union ; nor do we believe that a sum adequate 
tor this purpose could be obtained by any means in the union. The obstacle 
which exists to prevent this, is the general poverty of the ratepayers We do 
not ascribe to negligence or dishonesty on the part of the collectors, the backward 
and unsatisfactory state of the collection of the present rate, but rather to the 
very general disaffection of the ratepayers to the poor law, and their disinclina- 
tion to pay the rates. Much of this ill-feeling, we doubt not, is occasioned by the 
altered cn-cumstanees of both proprietors and occupiers ; and though it may 
appear invidious for persons situated as we are to make such a statement we 
do not hesitate to say, we believe the available means of many of the pronrie 
tors are seriously lessened, and some of them on the brink of ruin We form 
this opinion from the avowals made to us by some of the most respectable of 
them, on the manifest reduction of their establishments to the very humblest 
scale,— on their altered style of living,— and on the well-founded conviction we 
entertain, that they are not in receipt of one-third of their usual payments from 
then* tenants. With respect to the condition of the small occupiers we have 
already spoken; and we have now only to add, that we are convinced, unless some 
change neither to be expected nor calculated on, sufficient to stimulate their 
hopes and foster the remnant of their wasted properties, should take place a 
number of them, fearful to contemplate, instead of being nominal ratepayers 
must become actual paupers seeking for relief, and thus add to the already over- 
whelming difficulties of the union. J 

4. The precise causes of the destitution of the union are all mainly traceable 
to the destruction, for three successive years, of the potato crops. In a 
country like this, where the arable lauds are so minutely subdivided, and where 
the rural population have principally relied for their support and prosperity on 
so delicate a crop— precarious in its health and productiveness ; where every 
man, by his hands, or his children’s, cultivated his farm, and sought for no paid 
assistance ; m such a condition of society, when successive blights destroyed the 
favourite and exclusive source of the support of the people,— their capital. 

(whether m cattle or money,) never very large, soon disappeared ; there was no 
home-labour market for the able-bodied man to fall back upon, and he very 
shortly became a pauper. At this day no labourer, except a few about the towh 
of Westport, and those employed on the drainage works of the Marquess of 
Sligo and Sir Richard O Donnell, can get a day’s wages to earn. It is true 
there is no scarcity of food, for the markets are abundantly supplied with foreign 
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Present condition corn> and prices are unprecedentedly low; but this is of small consequence to those 
and prospects of w ^ 0 j iave no t the money to buy, and who, while one penny would purchase the 
mons ‘ sustenance of an individual for a day, that individual, unless relieved, must perish, 
Connaught. because lie cannot dispose of his labour for that penny.

Population, 77,952 confined to those in better circumstances. It would be very difficult to arrive 
Valuation, £39,019 a t any knowledge of the stock of potatoes on hands, as the holders are very 
anxious to conceal them, chiefly to escape the probability of their being plun- 
dered ; and such a thing as a pit of potatoes in the open ground would not be 
found in the whole union. The quantity brought to market is very limited, and 
they are small and of an inferior quality, being mostly those called lumpers, which 
sell for 8 d. per stone. 

6. There has been the most violent and determined opposition very generally 
manifested to the payment of the poor rates in this union, insomuch, that in many 
of the electoral divisions, unsupported attempts on the part of the collectors to 
enforce payments, would not only be useless but attended with danger. As we 
before said, we believe this very general display of opposition and disinclination to 
pay a legal impost may be attributed to the increasing poverty of the people, who 
for a succession of years have beheld the daily wasting of their means, without any 
prospect of a recovery, and who have the sad experience, that every effort they 
have made for the improvement of their condition, has only thrown them into 
greater difficulties ; nor is it to poor rates alone this opposition is exhibited : 
rents, and county cess, in many instances, share the same fate, and are almost 
equally distasteful. It is generally conjectured, that many of the smaller, rate- 
payers are reserving any means in their possession to enable them to emigrate 
with their families — a disposition for which is becoming universal.

1. The number of persons now actually receiving reliet is lo,302 ; of whom 
1,825 are able-bodied men, 646 of that class being in the workhouse, and 1,179 
of them receiving out-door relief. 

2. We are of opinion that from 20,000 to 25,000 persons are likely to require 
relief before the next harvest. 

3. Although a large portion of the present rate will be collected, and a con- 
siderable part of a new rate will be collectable, the funds to be derived from poor 
rates before harvest will not be sufficient to defray the expenses incurred for the 
relief of the destitute. The obstacles to the collection of additional rates are, the 
passive and active resistance of ratepayers, and on the part of many, inability to 
pay. We do not think the collectors can be charged with either negligence or 
dishonesty, but every species of fraud is practised by many ratepayers to evade 
payment of poor rates. The means of the majority of proprietors and occupiers 
are not exhausted, nor likely soon to be ; but there are some of both classes in 
very straitened circumstances : this is proved by the number who allowed pro- 
ceedings to be taken against them for the last rates, thereby incurring heavy costs 
without afterwards taking defence. 

4. The causes to which the destitution existing in this union may be attri- 
buted are, the consecutive failure of the potato crop in the years of 1846, 1847, and 
1848, and the losses thereby to all classes ; the extensive plantation of a potato 
crop last season and its failure, and the neglect of all other green crops, except 
by a few individuals ; the late and deficient harvest of last season ; the want of 
employment owing to the absence or inability of many of the proprietary ; the 
numberless evictions of the smaller tenants, and the overwhelming inundation of 
the labour market thereby; the abandonment of their holdings by many who 
have emigrated, and of others who have become totally destitute. 

5. The stock of potatoes is very deficient, but it is difficult to arrive at accurate 
knowledge of the quantity on hands. The food most commonly in use amongst the 
peasantry is Indian corn meal, or other kinds of meal, turnips, cabbage, rape, &c. 

6. There has been much opposition (legal and otherwise) to the payment of 
poor rates ; the difficulty of the times and agitation against the poor laws, pro- 
bably with a hope or view of forcing aid from national sources, are amongst the 
causes to which it is to be attributed. 
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Balliwrobe Union, in Cos. Mayo and Galway — Captain Labalmondiere, Temporary 
Inspector : — February 5, 1849.

and the lists on out-door relief will swell gradually till J uly. 

It is very difficult to estimate the probable numbers who will require relief 
before next harvest. The greatest number who actually received it in any one 
day in last year was 52,749 ; and the average numbers in receipt of it in the 
period between the 26th of February and the 15th August, when the harvest 
may be considered to have generally commenced, was 39,024 daily. 

I do not believe that the destitution in the ensuing season will be less exten- 
sive than in the coiTesponding period of last year ; and evictions have qualified 
for relief under the poor laws many persons who, as holders of land, were last 
year not entitled to it. We have not either to count upon the food supplied to 
about 5,000 children by the British Relief Association. On the other hand, 
emigration has been extensive ; and there has latterly been so great a cheek to 
the marriages among the lower classes, that the increase by births must fall far 
short of the decrease in the population by deaths. In addition to these causes of 
diminution in the numbers, we may hope that the extension of in-door accommo- 
dation, both by hired and newly-erected buildings, may have considerable effect 
in the detection of abuses which, without doubt, prevailed to a considerable 
extent. But independently of the above considerations, so much depends upon 
the manner in which the law is locally administered (and we are at present in 
ignorance of the machinery to be employed in working it after the 25th of March), 
that with the very insufficient grounds which I possess of framing a correct esti- 
mate, I prefer not making one at all to furnishing one, on the approximation of 
which to the truth, I could myself feel no confidence. The numbers will not, 
however, in all probability, nearly approach those of last year. 

Of the rate now in course of collection, which amounted, with arrears, to 
£L7,273, the sum of £6,553 has been collected up to this time ; or very little 
more than one-third of the whole. 

The collectors are bound by their bonds to close their collection by the 1st of 
March. At no time did I anticipate that much more than two-thirds of the 
whole sum, or about £12,000, would be collected ; and from the progress hitherto 
made, it is not to be expected that in the course of the next four weeks so large 
a sum as £5,447 will be lodged by them. But even were the whole rate to be 
collected it would not do more (the present rate of expenditure being £520 per 
week, with a certainty of increasing) than carry the union on till about the 
middle of April. 

The funds are therefore wholly inadequate to defray the probable expenses up 
to next harvest ; and a great obstacle to the collection of another rate is the time 
of year at which it must come into collection. 

With the exertions of the rate collectors in general (but with one exception) 
I do not think there is much reason to be dissatisfied, neither is their honesty to 
be impeached ; but on the part of the ratepayers there does exist a great feeling 
of opposition, and a very frequent recourse has necessarily been had to levying 
by distraint, though comparatively few sales of property so seized have been 
made, as in most instances the rate has been paid up. 

There can be no doubt that both proprietors and occupiers are in a most 
embarrassed state for funds. Many of the former have large tracts waste, and 
there is also a great scarcity of stock upon the lands in general. I believe the 
origin of the very great destitution in this union may be traced in a great mea- 
sure to the creation many years ago, for political purposes, of very large numbers 
of “ forty-shilling freeholders and the same cause, I am led to believe, affects 
the whole of this county in no ordinary degree. 

The population was thus unnaturally multiplied on the lands ; and when the 
encouragement of this class of tenants ceased to be an object, they were in course 
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anTprospec^of of time g rad ually evicted, and, clustered in villages which are now nests of 
Unions. poverty ; deprived of their former means of subsistence by the con-acre, they are 

now necessarily a burden upon the rates. 

Potatoes are selling at a cheap rate in the markets, ranging from 4<r/. to 6d. 
per stone. On them, however, the peasantry have long ceased to support them- 
selves; they have no money to buy them, and their general food is Indian meal 
Population, 85,031 made into stirabout, or porridge made from Indian or oat meal and a mixture of 
Valuation, £85,215 turnip.

I attribute the opposition which exists to the payment of rates to the general 
aversion entertained to the law — to the example of hostility to it set by persons 
to whom the people are accustomed to look up for example and advice, and not 
a little to the experience of the two past seasons, with their recollections of liberal 
grants from imperial funds, a renewal of which is, no doubt, looked for to lighten 
the load on the local taxpayers ; and indeed, unaided, this union is unable, in 
such seasons of scarcity, to support its own poor.

Among the creditors are all the officers, small traders, mechanics, distributors, 
carriers, nurses ; in fact, every description of occupation within the union, inde- 
pendent of large sums to meal contractors.

These two last sums make £11,122, being nearly eleven-nineteenths of the whole 
valuation unproductive as to rates. 

The few persons who had previously given employment have now ceased doing 
so, — the majority from want of means, and some fearing lest the improvements 
may be the subject for additional taxation. 

The greater number of the fishermen’s boats are out of repair, and most of 
those having good boats want nets. The last season was so very wet, that, 
although the whole of this union is a mass of bog, all classes are suffering from 
a want of fuel. The clothing of the people is wretched in the extreme. There 
are few cattle, and scarcely a stack of corn to be seen. The people are fast 
selling their furniture. The few potatoes that came to perfection have nearly 
disappeared. 

The union has suffered by a frequent change of relieving officers. A difficulty

land cultivated in previous years, but left idle last season, was very large ; whilst 
a lamentable loss was sustained by the small holders having planted potatoes 
only — neglecting other crops, which would have yielded a larger and more 
certain return of human food. 

On considering the causes of the great destitution in this union, we deem the 
following the principal : — . 

1st. The great landed proprietors are so circumstanced as to be powerless in. 
mitigating the evils, by affording employment. 

2nd. There is no labour engaged in mills or factories, nor is there any export 
trade from any part of the union. . 

3rd. The fishery failed last year, and has not realized the expectations formed 
this season. 

4th. Sea-weed, which in former years was most profitable both as manure and 
in the manufacture of kelp, is now almost valueless, since the reduction of duty 
on barilla, and the potato blight. 

5th. The successive failures of the potato crop have completed the ruin of the 
majority of the population. As a consequence, payment of rents lias been 
suspended, and immense tracts of land left uutilled. When we consider the 
large quantity of land abandoned, we cannot avoid concluding, that had means 
been available to sow barley, oats, and green crops, one season’s supply of food 
would give a check to that universal pauperism which is now again to be pro- 
vided for. We would beg to express our opinion, that it would be productive 
of incalculable benefit to send a practical agriculturist to the union, to dissuade 
the people from the ruin of risking another sowing of potatoes, and to teach them 
the utility and mode of producing more certain crops. 



We beg to subjoin replies to the queries : — 

1st. Number of persons receiving relief in the union, on 6th January, 1849, in 
workhouse and auxiliaries :

2nd. It is not easy to form an accurate opinion ox the probable numbers wno 
may require relief before next harvest ; but assuming that our extended work- 
house accommodation will prove an efficient test, we would state from 12,000 to 
14,000 as the number likely to need relief. on- , 

3rd. We expect that the rate at present in course of collection will be made 
available, within about £700 (to be brought over as an arrear) ; and we would 
feel justified in recommending another rate of 3s. in the pound to be struck, so 
as to be put in collection at the commencement of harvest. The total of the 
receipts, from present and new rate, may be about £2,000 — a sum totally inade- 
quate to meet the wants of the union. W e do not consider a larger rate than 
that proposed could be realized, — not from any apathy on the collectors part, 
nor from any hostility on part of the ratepayers, but we have reason to know 
that the proprietors have not means to meet a rate before harvest. 

4th. We have above glanced at the prominent causes of the destitution, viz. : 
an embarrassed proprietary, — want of employment, failures of potato crops and 
of fisheries,— land lying untilled for want of means,— the obstinacy of those who 
had some little means in persisting to sow potatoes and neglecting other crops. 

5th. Many of the better class, and some small farmers, hold potatoes for seed, 
and are preparing to sow them ; but the great majority is without land, or any 
means whatever. The food in general use is Indian meal ; amongst some, 
barley and oaten bread, fish, and in some localities turnips. 

6th. Opposition to payment of rates in this union is of very rare occurrence. 
In one or two instances the collectors were obstructed ; but there is no organized 
defiance to the law. The people are peaceable and orderly in general. 

In conclusion, we beg to offer our matured opinion, that the resources of 
the union would, if made available, be amply sufficient for the independent sup- 
port of its population.

The numbers receiving relief in the union at the latest date to which the 
account is made up, viz., 13th inst., were 10,898; of whom 833 were able-bodied 
men. 

There are at present, in addition to the union workhouse, three auxiliary houses 
rented tor the accommodation of paupers; the whole affordin - • 

to above 3,000 persons. 

The extension of the workhouse accommodation has been of the utmost advan- 
tage m affording the means of testing the real destitution of parties applying 
tor relief; mmry hundreds of whom have failed to avail themselves of the tickets 
ot admission which were offered them. 

Further extension of workhouse accommodation beyond its present limits, 
however desirable, as affording the only test of poverty that can be relied on is 
however rendered impracticable from the embarrassed state of the finances of the 
union, which will not admit of the purchase of clothing, bedding, and other 
equipments sufficient even for the present amount of accommodation; and under 
these circumstances, I felt myself reluctantly compelled to recommend that the 
Commissioners should grant an extended order for relief £o some of the able- 
bodied out of the workhouse, the daily increasing distress and destitution rendering 
such a measure imperative. 6 

Every care is taken to prevent imposition : as little as possible is left to the 
discretion of the relieving officer, beyond affording provisional relief, in cases of 
extreme and urgent necessity ; every ease, prior to admission on the relief list 
being inquired into, and the members of the family actually seen by one of the 
vice-guardians, except in cases of certified sickness. 

The average number of persons relieved daily in each month, from the 1st Fe- 
t r “ a 7 “' e SOth 1848, was 23,480 ; and the cost of maintenance 

was foi the same period, £24,620. I should estimate the numbers to be relieved, 
and the expense of maintenance for the same period of 1849, to be as follow

The total amount of present rate and arrears was £26,287; of this sum there 
has been collected less than £9,000, to which may be added arrears already paid 
l imS'’ u K recovel ' e . d from his sureties, say £700— making in all 
about £9,500 collected up to this date. I do not expect that there will be col- 
lected between this and the next harvest more than £2,000 inaddition; indeed it 
may fall short of that amount. 

The obstacles to the collection of any additional rates are— first, the exhausted 
means ot the majority of the proprietors and occupiers, of whom I do not believe 
more than one-tenth are m a state of solvency : the former still struggling to 
keep up an appearance their changed circumstances will not justify ; the latter 
not having the means to cultivate the soil in such a manner as to insure a profit- 
able return, and the greater part being unable to pay up their rents. Second, 
there are many holdings three and four years in arrears of rent. A rising in the 
net value is, under such circumstances, a fictitious standard. The rate struck 
last autumn, of 3s. in the pound on the net annual value, could not, under ordinary 
circumstances, be considered high or oppressive; but under existing circum- 
stances, it amounts m reality to a rating equal to three times that amount, inas- 
much c.s the rents realized, particularly in the poorer districts, do not amount to 
30 per cent, of the arrears. 

While thus stating my conviction as to the inability of many to pay their rates, 
1 am at the same time compelled to admit that there has been dishonesty on the 
part of many of the ratepayers, who refuse, not from inability, but because they 
are determined to resist m every possible way the payment of these rates; and

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Present condition j n this resistance the small holders have been encouraged by the proprietors, 
^ Uidon^ °* many of whom are defaulting ratepayers, and will not pay until legal proceedings 
' are taken against them.

Valuation, £90,903 i n the defaulters’ houses, and the doors locked. 

Iii one case we have had the sheriff elect dogging the heels of the collector 
when distraining for rates on his father’s lands, getting informations sworn before 
his father (a justice of the peace), who issued summonses to the collector, and 
bound the parties to prosecute at the quarter-sessions. The indictments were 
thrown out by direction of the crown solicitor, and the conduct pursued by the 
magistrate was condemned by the assistant-barrister. In another instance, 
where the collector met with violent resistance, the stipendiary magistrate did 
not afford him immediate protection, because the landlord wrote to say that his 
tenants would pay without giving further trouble. The result has been, that 
the tenants have not paid ; and when the stipendiary magistrate did afford 
the collector protection he was unable to distrain, the landlord having in the 
interval carried off the cattle, &c., for arrears of rent — he himself being at 
the moment a defaulting ratepayer. Opposition on the part of proprietors has 
occurred in several instances, and the encouragement they have given to their 
tenants to oppose the collector to a still greater extent, has no doubt materially 
injured the collection; the object being to collect their own rents, and a desire to 
avoid, on their own parts, the honest discharge of their share of a tax necessarily 
laid on them for the support of the poor. 

The causes of destitution are the almost total want of employment and the 
repeated failure of the potato crops, on which the labouring class have entirely 
depended for subsistence. Many thousands who were considered in comfortable 
circumstances before the potato blight occurred, are now without clothing to 
cover them, and depending entirely on the relief they may be entitled to receive 
under the provisions of the poor laws. 

The potato crop generally had not arrived at maturity when the disease 
attacked them, and I have no reason to believe there is any great stock on 
hand; but it is difficult to ascertain this, as parties generally are desirous to keep 
what they may have a secret, to avoid being plundered. What stock they do 
possess are apparently free from disease. 

The chief article of food at the present time is Indian meal, which is selling 
at £8 1 05. per ton. 

In estimating £21,000 as the amount likely to be required for the mainte- 
nance of the destitute poor up to next harvest, I have not included the salaries of 
officers, establishment, or fever hospitals, which will exceed £3,000 — nor have I 
alluded to the present liabilities of the union, which amount to £8,362. 

It is but too evident that the rates likely to be collected will not enable the 
vice-guardians to provide for the maintenance of the poor beyond the end of 
February.

Great destitution exists in the union, especially in the western district, com- 
prising the electoral divisions of Killannin, Moycullen, and Oughterard. 

The number of persons receiving workhouse relief for the week ended the 13th 
instant, was 4,190, of which number there were 833 able-bodied males, and 
1,549 able-bodied females; on out-door relief for the same period, 6,708, of which 
number 6,285 are destitute persons relieved under 10th Viet., chap. 31, sec. 1; 
and 423 relieved under sec. 2, being widows with one child dependent on them, 
and orphans whose parents are both dead, — making in all 10,898 persons relieved 
of the classes already, described for the week ended the 13th instant, being one- 
eighth of the population, according to the Census of 1841. Every person relieved 
has been personally examined and inspected by us ; and we can testify to the 
extreme destitution of them all. 
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With regard to the number likely to require relief in the Galway Union before Pr ® sent condition 
next harvest, we have to state, that taking as a guide the numbers who received an Unions* 8 ° f 

relief during the same period last year, and bearing in mind that destitution is '

The rate and arrears made last harvest amounted to £20,287, of which a sum 
of only £8,652 has been collected up to the 13th instant. The debts of the 
union on 1st of January last amounted to £8,300; and we are under an 
engagement with the creditors to pay them an instalment of 5s. in the pound 
on or before the 25th of March next : this will take a sum of upwards of £2,000. 
And taking into consideration the cost of relief up to the 1 st of February next, 
Ave calculate that the present rate will only carry us on to that period. We 
shall, therefore, require a sum of £23,084 to carry on the affairs of the union 
from the 1st of February to the 31st of August — the period of harvest. The 
next question Avhich presents itself is, the funds which the union is likely to 
derive from poor rates during that period. On this head we regret to have to 
state, that excepting the electoral division of Galway, we much fear that the 
imposition of a new rate Avould not be attended with any success. Nearly all the 
collectors in the union. have had considerable assistance and protection from the 
military and police ; and although the ratepayers have acted very dishonestly, 
still we cannot overlook the fact, that Avith very few exceptions, the means of the 
proprietors and occupiers are at the present time exhausted. We judge of the 
former from the reductions they have made in their establishments, as well as 
from the numerous applications made to us for employment by their sons and 
relations, and further, from the difficulty which has been experienced in collect- 
ing their rates. We judge of the poverty of the latter class by the deserted 
appearance of their haggards, and the almost total absence of stock on their 
grounds. The want of clothing is also a great proof of their poverty. The 
markets are also very badly attended. 

Most of the collectors have been vigilant in the discharge of their duties ; but 
great and formidable opposition has been shown to the payment of the rates. 
The landlords, in several instances, have seized the occupiers’ crops and stock for 
rent, and left them utterly destitute and unable to pay their rates. This was 
effected previous to the collecting warrants being issued. We are of opinion that 
the opposition shown by landlords to the payment of the rate, is partly attribu- 
table to a desire on their part to secure as much rent as they possibly could, 
and to take all the occupiers possessed, before the collector came, — and partly 
from their real inability to pay their own rates. 

The causes of destitution in the union may be traced to the failure of the potato 
crop, the deficiency in the grain crop, and the almost total absence of any 
employment. 

The stock of potatoes in the union is- very small. The later sown crop was 
totally destroyed. That portion of the early soavu crop saved has not rotted to 
any extent ; and we are led to believe that the stock of potatoes required for 
seed is very limited indeed. 

The description of food most commonly in use amongst the peasantry at the 
present time is Indian meal, which is very cheap, the market price being £8 10-s. 
per ton.

S&Z.' The Go y t Union > in common with others situated on the Connaught coast, has 

been a serious sufferer from bad or inferior crops during the past season. Ovvinw 

Gort Union. to late sowing, imperfect tillage, and insufficiency of manure, in addition to the 
P^uiation, 43,543 general blight, the crop of potatoes may be almost said to have failed; few, if any 
lon ’ ’ having arrived at a full and perfect growth, while a great portion were blasted 
before the formation of the tuber, and the remainder consisted principally of half- 
grown roots, small in size, bad in quality, and frequently black and decayed in 
appearance. 



Of the corn crops wheat suffered the most, one side of the ear being in many 
instances completely empty, and the fields of this grain were generally light and 
poor. Barley suffered less, although we have frequently observed patches which 
bore indications of a considerable extent of blight. Oats, we believe, was the 
best of the corn crops, and may be said to be nearly an average one as to 
quality. 



Turnips, in some instances, grew well; but in others, more especially those 
sown by labourers and very small holders, the produce was small, probably owing 
to late and imperfect tillage. A fair share of turnips was, we understand, put 
down by the proprietors and a few of the large farmers, but the quantity in the 
hands of the smaller holders of land is limited. 



The breadth of land under corn was not nearly so great as it has been in for- 
mer years. Very much less than an average quantity of potatoes was planted, 
and the greater portion were set late. The few patches of rye, rape, and mangel- 
wurzel put down by the farmers require no special notice, being too small in 
extent to have any material effect on the condition of the union. 

Having thus given a view of the amount of agricultural produce during the 
past season, we have now to advert to the present stock of the several articles 
we have mentioned. 



Potatoes, we may say, are nearly exhausted, more especially among the poorer 
class of occupiers. We have, however, reason to believe that some of the larger 
farmers are holding a portion for seed, and we observe that some are still brought 
to market, where they bring from Gd. to 7 d. per stone. These are almost inva- 
riably small, wet, and diseased. Turnips are more plentiful ; a fair quality of 
these roots may be had in some localities at Is. Gd. per cwt. 

Scarcely any corn is now visible in the poorer districts, or in the haggards of 
the small tenant-farmers. Occasionally a few stacks may be seen on the lands of 
the larger occupiers : still this is not commonly the case, and it is said in some 
instances that the corn has been threshed out and the straw replaced in the rick. 
From causes to be hereafter mentioned, many of the farmers, and more especially 
those of the smaller class, threshed their corn immediately on its being cut, and 
either sold the grain or placed it in some secure receptacle in their house. Thus 
our collectors have not unfrequently discovered wheat and barley concealed in 
chests, or under straw in the residences of parties owing poor rate. However, 
hordes of this description are rapidly disappearing, being either sold or ground 
and used as food by the owner. 

Of live stock, the number in the hands of tenant-farmers is evidently diminish- 
ing. The decrease is observable in all descriptions — cows, sheep, horses, and 
.swine, particularly the latter. 

We do not perceive agricultural operations, with a view of preparing for a 
future crop, progressing to any extent among the farmers generally. Many of 
the small holders have left their land, up to this, altogether untouched, and few 
of the larger occupiers are making extensive arrangements for the coming season. 
Moreover, the quantity of land surrendered, deserted, or the last occupier of 
which has been removed, is considerable, and is now in a great measure waste. 
This, coupled with the roofless cottages, dilapidated fences, and almost total ab- 
sence of cattle or sheep, stacks of corn or pits of potatoes, from the fields, gives 

man y districts of the union a desolate and disheartening appearance, and 
affords but a gloomy prospect for the next harvest. 

These indications of what may be called the destitution of the districts in 
which they appear, are particularly observable in the remote parts of the union, 
and also m those portions which are near the coast, and those which consist of 
mountain land. The improved demesnes of several of the larger proprietors 
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which border the road from Ennis to Gort and from thence to Galway and Present condition 
to Loughrea, give a more favourable idea of the state of the locality. But no and ^°i®P e g cts of 

contrast can be greater than that which occasionally presents itself after passing .* 

through a large, highly-improved, well-drained, fenced, cleared, and planted Connaught.

There is scarcely any employment now for the labouring population of this Valuation, £46,488 
union: with the exception of two or three of the larger proprietors who still keep 
a few men at work, chiefly consisting of small holders of land who are not eligi- 
ble for relief under the poor law, there is little or no demand for agricultural 
labourers. The farmers are executing what little work they now undertake, 
with the assistance of members of their own families, and very few of them will 
now give even food to an able-bodied man as a remuneration for his labour. 

Under these circumstances, the condition of the labouring population must 
evidently be very wretched. Some few, indeed, by extraordinary exertion in the 
past season, succeeded in sowing a few turnips, or potatoes, or a small patch of 
barley ; and where the crop succeeded they have been enabled to exist without 
relief up to this period ; but these resources are now almost entirely exhausted; 
and in the absence of all employment very few of the labourers have any means 
of support unless an occasional day’s work, and the assistance afforded by the 
poor law ; and the numbers of this class are becoming daily greater from the 
circumstance of small holders giving up or deserting their land, in order to 
qualify themselves for relief from the poor rate. 

The recent increase of disease, — principally fever and dysentery, — has added 
another item to the difficulties of the union. Probably arising from cold and 
wet, superadded to insufficiency of wholesome food and the absence of proper 
covering, the progress of sickness amongst the poorer classes since winter set in 
has been rapid, and in many cases fatal. The hospital accommodation we have 
provided being for 400 patients, and in fact the only accommodation of this 
description in the union, is nearly filled up, and we are now giving out-relief to 
several persons suffering from the diseases we have mentioned. 

We would desire it should be understood that our observations as to the quan- 
tity of corn and stock now on hands, and as to the extent to which agricultural 
operations are in progress, apply almost exclusively to the tenant-farmers and 
labourers. On the demesnes of the resident proprietors we do not notice any 
diminution in the number of live stock, and several of them have a considerable 
share of corn in stack. We also believe that, generally speaking, they are 
making the necessary arrangements for an ordinary extent of tillage during the 
ensuing season. 

In reference to the first point to which our attention has been directed, namely, 

“the number of persons actually receiving relief at the present time in the Gort 
Union, distinguishing able-bodied men from other classes,” we have to state, that 
the total number of persons now relieved out of the poor rate in this union is 
7,184, as follow, viz. : —

After the best consideration we have been able to give the subject, we do not 
believe the number of persons getting relief can be much reduced, at least until 
warm weather sets in, when the absence of fuel and clothing will not be so much 
felt. Even then it may be a matter of doubt whether the increase of destitution 
will not at least counterbalance any relaxation in the pressure for relief occasioned 
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by parties leaving the workhouse, who, though they might perhaps have been 
able to obtain some food outside, had neither firing, shelter, nor clothing during the 
inclement season of winter. Moreover, we apprehend that a class of' paupers, 
already numerous, will become considerably more so during the spring months. 

W e advert to the wives and families of persons who emigrate to America. These, 

Gort Union. almost immediately on the departure of the head of the family, apply for relief; 
Population, 43,543 and as we can very seldom find any means with them available for their support. 
Valuation, £46,488 we are generally under the necessity of affording assistance in cases of this descrip- 
tion. In fact, we believe the husband usually disposes of every thing he has, in 
order to provide sufficient funds to defray the expenses of the voyage ; and it not 
unfrequently occurs that these resources are insufficient for the purpose, when 
the friends of the party afford the requisite additional assistance. In some in- 
stances we have reason to believe that a landlord, on condition of getting posses- 
sion of the land of a tenant, has advanced the amount necessary to enable the 
head of the family to proceed to America ; and after his departure the remaining 
members, as in other cases, become applicants for relief. 

W e may be pardoned for directing particular attention to this subject, as we 
are led to believe that emigration of this description, — that is, by the head of the 
family, — will be very general during the ensuing spring, and will result, in most 
cases, iii the wives and families of the emigrants becoming recipients of relief and 
remaming a dead weight on the union for the next two or three years, and in 
some instances for a longer period ; as we have observed that when funds are re- 
mitted to take a portion of a family over, in general those only who are grown, 
healthy, and able to work, are sent out, whilst the young and helpless children 
are still left dependent on the poor rates. 

Under these circumstances, in reference to the second point of inquiry, regard- 
ing the number of persons who are likely to require relief ip the union before 
next harvest, we have to state, that in the absence of all other assistance, we 
consider that relief under the poor laws will be necessary, either in or out of the 
workhouse, for from 7,000 to 8,000 persons in this union until next harvest. We 
do not think the most stringent administration of the law, having due regard to 
life and health, can reduce the number much below 7,000 ; and we believe that 
by activity, vigilance, and energy on the part of those managing the affairs of the 
union, the number relieved need not greatly exceed 8,000. 

With regard to the inquiry as to the amount of funds which the union is likely 
to derive from poor rates before next harvest, we have to state, that the amount 
of the current rate and arrears now uncollected is £5,641 15a. 8^. Of this sum, 
probably about £3,000 may, after some delay, and in certain cases after legal 
proceedings, be made available. Further we would say, that if an uniform rate 
of 3a. in the pound were made, after a re-valuation of the union, about two-thirds 
of the amount might be collected up to harvest. We do not believe a greater 
portion of the present rate and arrears than the sum we have mentioned, nor 
more than two-thirds of a three-shilling rate, could be obtained before harvest ; 
and these amounts should be collected principally from the proprietors and the 
larger holders of land, who have generally more or less live stock or corn on 
their farms available for distress. W e ground our opinion, that the results of the 
collection would not show a greater amount of receipts than the sums we have 
indicated, on the fact of the total absence from the premises of the smaller 
occupiers of all means whereon to levy the rate. As we have already stated, the 
corn crops of this class have disappeared, the few sheep which they did possess 
are rapidly diminishing in number, and when their cottages are examined they 
are generally found to be devoid of all furniture or bedding of any value. 

W e are inclined to think, that a higher rate than that we have mentioned 
would scarcely be paid, without much difficulty, by any, except perhaps a few of 
the more independent proprietors ; and it appears to us that even a three-shilling 
rate would press very heavily on this class of ratepayers, in consequence of the 
large sums many of them are liable for as “ immediate lessors,” and in respect 
of premises from which the occupiers have been removed, or which have been 
surrendered or deserted. We consider, also, that a higher rate would in some 
measure throw a damp on the exertions of the provident tenant-farmer, who, 
having paid his previous rates, and having some resources still available, could 
not avoid the payment of this. Many of this class will probably proceed to 
America in the present year, or the next. The failure of the potato crop, and in 
some instances of other crops, in the last three years, and the necessary high 
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rates which have been made to relieve the destitution consequent thereon, have 
caused several, who have some little capital still remaining, to look on emigration 
in a more favourable light than heretofore. 

_ W e cannot charge any of the collectors with dishonesty, nor, taking all the 
circumstances of the case into consideration, can we attribute negligence to them. 
On one or two occasions we have observed a disposition to avoid resorting to 
extremities, when parties owing rate had applied for a little delay, in order to 
enable them to dispose of their crop or stock to advantage ; but in such cases we 
have cautioned them of the consequences of allowing -persons having available 
means to remain in arrear, and we believe that our remonstrances have been 
attended to. 

In regard to the fourth point, we believe the destitution now existing in the 
Gort Union arises from the almost total absence of agricultural employment; 
the cessation of some limited drainage works in this and the adjoining unions ; 
the failure of the potato crop, particularly that portion planted by labourers and 
small farmers, which, being put down late, was almost totally destroyed ; the 
scarcity of fuel in many parts of the union, and the want of proper covering 
during the winter months ; the number of farm servants, male and female, dis- 
charged by their employers, in consequence of the scarcity of food, and the desire 
of those who have a small stock to husband their resources — from which cause 
many farmers will not even give diet to an able-bodied man or woman for their 
labour. To these causes we may add the general disposition of all those who 
have any resources to curtail their expenditure to the utmost possible extent, 
whereby a large number of country tradesmen, including weavers, tailors, shoe- 
makers, carpenters, hacklers, blacksmiths, and others, who have been heretofore 
generally able to maintain themselves by their labour, are now thrown on the 
poor rates for support. The occurrence of diseases of a serious nature, of which 
the most usual are fever and dysentery, has likewise contributed to increase the 
destitution in many instances. 

In reply to the fifth query, wo have to state our belief from what we can learn, 
that the stock of potatoes now remaining on hand in the union is small in quan- 
tity and inferior in quality, and is principally held by the larger class of farmers, 
several of whom are reserving a portion for seed. Some are still offered for sale; 
they are mostly of a bad description — small, wet, and damaged. The price is 
from 6d, to 7 d. per stone; but they are not much in demand. The principal 
article of food used by the small farmers and peasantry is Indian meal. Turnips 
also constitute, in some localities where they can be had cheap, a portion of the 
diet of the poorer classes. 

In reference to the sixth query, as to any opposition that may have been mani- 
fested to the payment of the rate, we have to state, that serious difficulties in the 
collection of the present rate were caused, and a considerable loss incurred, by 
the proceedings which took place at two meetings of proprietors and other rate- 
payers in the union, held at Gort, about the period of the rate being made. In 
the collection of the previous rate we had experienced few obstacles, except those 
arising from the poverty of the ratepayers ; but immediately after the meetings 
adverted to, a system of opposition, active and passive, was rapidly developed ; 
in consequence whereof, the collectors were unable to proceed in the execution 
of their duties until civil and military assistance was obtained. A period of six 
weeks thus elapsed after the making of the rate before the collection was in fair 
progress, and an opportunity was afforded during the interval to many of the 
ratepayers, more especially those who owed arrears of previous rate, and who, 
having no cattle, could not be compelled to pay unless their crops were distrained, 
and also those who intended to emigrate or surrender their lands, to thresh and 
dispose of their corn ; and the proceeding was carried on with so much diligence, 
the parties working, as we are informed, both day and night, that when the 
collectors were enabled to proceed with the execution of their duties, they found 
nothing to seize, unless perhaps a little straw. We believe that a considerable 
number of tenants holding land availed themselves of the opportunity thus 
afforded of removing every thing that could be distrained for the rent ; and we 
have little doubt, that in many instances the landlord, as well as the collector, 
lias been defrauded. The result is, that so large an amount of arrears of rate 
appears against many tenements, that scarcely any person will be found to cul- 
tivate them, lest the entire crop may hereafter bo taken to pay the rate and 
arrears. We have invariably found the greatest amount of opposition in those 
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Present condition districts where the payment of the rate has not heretofore been enforced with 
an nrnsneete o an y strictness, and where, in consequence, large arrears remain due. It was in 
these localities that violence against the collectors was first resorted to ; and 
even now, since the departure of the military, the system of combined resistance 
is again in operation in a part of the district of Kinvarra, where we have always 
experienced much difficulty in getting in the rates. On the whole, however, we 
Population, 43,543 are led to believe, having regard to the little disposition to resistance which was 
Valuation, £46,488 manifested while the rate made in March last was in course of collection, that 
the difficulties we had to encounter, and the opposition we had to contend with, 
may in a great measure be attributed to the meetings we have adverted to, and 
to the speeches which were reported to have been delivered on those occasions. 

In conclusion, we may be allowed to state, that by the end of the present 
week, when the arrangements we have in progress for preparing the auxiliary 
buildings we have lately taken shall be completed, we shall have workhouse 
accommodation available for about 2,400 persons, exclusive of a temporary fever 
hospital at Kinvarra, capable of receiving 120 patients, and one at Gort which 
will admit 100. We have the necessary bedding and clothing for this number 
of inmates, either already made up or in course of preparation. A proper and 
thorough system of ventilation has been established in the workhouse and in the 
auxiliary buildings, whereby the danger of disease being generated in the insti- 
tution is in a great measure obviated. All the able-bodied inmates are constantly 
employed, and a wholesome, though, since the introduction of the use of cocoa, 
cheap scale of diet has been brought into operation. 

To persons receiving out relief we still continue to issue the scale of rations 
we adopted last year, — namely, to able-bodied males at work, one and a 
half pound of meal per day ; to all other persons apparently over nine years of 
age, one pound per day ; and to all under nine, half a pound per day. Particular 
circumstances may, in some instances, render a modification of this arrangement 
necessary, but in general we adhere to the above standard. 

Now that the expenditure for placing the auxiliary houses in a proper state 
has been incurred, and that a sufficiency of bedding, clothing, furniture, & c., has 
been provided, and that there is a reasonable prospect for food being obtainable 
at a low rate, we think by a proper system of managing the affairs of the union 
from this period to harvest, — say, for the next thirty weeks, — the expenses of the 
union will not much exceed £10,000, or about £350 a week ; and we do not 
believe that, with a due regard to life and health, any very considerable reduc- 
tion can be made in the above estimate, unless other assistance be afforded. 
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Loughrea Union, in Co. Galway — Messrs. Brodie and Barry , Vice-Guardians : —

1. There are at present 2,800 persons receiving relief in the workhouse and 
its several auxiliai’ies, of whom are classed as able-bodied — males, 590 ; females, 
1,000. There are 2,400 aged and infirm persons and widows with children 
dependent on them receiving out-door relief. 

2. From the very great destitution at present existing, and viewing the avail- 
able resources of the union in the most favourable light, we are persuaded that 
the numbers who will require relief between this and the next harvest will be 
double what they are at present, and that fully 10,000 will during a considerable 
portion of that interval require to be supported by the rates of the union. 

We calculate on a further extension of in-door accommodation when the 
raising of the idiot wards and the repairs of the auxiliary house at Monivea are 
completed. But we anticipate that the different houses will continue full until 
the month of August. The in-door weekly expenditure at present for 3,000 we 
may take at £180. By some modification in the dietary, the nutritious character 
of which the medical officer considers we have improved, while the cost is 
lessened, and by a reduction in the contract prices for supplies, the weekly expen- 
diture may be reduced 121 per cent.; the cost may be taken at £157 10s. 

The number of persons on the out-door relief list at present is 2,400. Cost of 
relief per week, £60. By the favourable terms of the late contracts this item 
will be reduced 10 per cent. We estimate that the numbers receiving out-door 
relief will be increased by at least 1,000 within the next month. 

3. We have at present to our credit in bank £3,400, and about £3 , 000 of the 
present rate outstanding, of which we calculate that £1,000 may be collected. 
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But when we deduct from the sum to our credit the debt to the Treasury, for the 
partial repayment of which we estimated in our last rate to the amount of £1,150, 
it must be obvious that the funds to be derived from the present rate, will not 
suffice to meet the requirements of the union for a longer period than the 25th 
of March. 

Without entering into all the details of the estimated expenditure, the following 
is an abstract of what we conceive will be the probable expenditure from this 
date to 29th September : —

We do not see any reasonable obstacle to additional rates being declared and 
collected in this union. There is no dishonesty or negligence on the part of the 
collectors ; and the ratepayers generally have evinced no disinclination to pay 
the rates; on the contrary, the majority appear satisfied with the economy of the 
arrangements of the union affairs ; and we feel fully justified in stating that a 
sufficient sum can be realized by the collection of rates to meet the above 
probable requirements. This opinion is grounded on a careful analysis of the 
rate books of the union, of which we submit the following summary.

The tenements, No. 6 a, are charged to the immediate lessors, and therefore 
taken as all recoverable. The tenements, No. 6 b, are charged to the occupiers 
who hold on lease, and are amongst the very poorest class in the union.

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We have deemed it prudent to make large allowances for non-collection 
of rates before harvest, from classes 3, 4, and 5 ; because we have reason to 
believe that most of them will in a short time be obliged to purchase food for 
their own families, which will press severely on their already much exhausted 
resources. The middle classes of farmers are still possessed of money to a 
considerable amount ; and the large extent of land, which has been thrown into 
pasturage, and stocked with sheep and cattle, afford ample means in most parts 
of this union for providing for the rate. 

4. The failure of the potato crop, on which the great mass of the population 
depended for support, has been the proximate cause of the present destitution. 
Great exertions were made last spring, by the small farmers and cottiers, to procure 
seed. Those who had a cow or other means sold all, to enable them to get a 
good breadth of land under potatoes, and that root being almost wholly blighted, 
great misery and privation have been the consequence. But the lamentable want 
of employment which prevails in the Loughrea Union ; the melancholy extent 
to which whole families have been evicted ; and the converting of large tracts of 
land, hitherto under tillage, and furnishing employment and support to numerous 
persons, into pasturage ; tend, as they naturally must do, to increase and per- 
petuate the destitute condition of the poor in this union. The scarcity of fuel, 
owing to the wetness of the turf season ; the insufficiency of clothing; and the 
emigration of a large number of heads of families, who have left their wives and 
children chargeable on the rates of the union, have also tended to increase the 
amount of destitution. 

5. The stock of potatoes cannot be calculated on as an article of food for the 
people. They are so much exhausted, that what remains will not more than 
suffice for the seed, which the people seem even still determined to get down. 
The food generally in use amongst the small farmers is Indian meal or oatmeal, 
made into bread or stirabout. The food of the class who were day labourers is 
almost exclusively turnips. 

6. There has been no kind of open opposition to the payment of poor rates m 
this union ; a certain degree of dissatisfaction has been expressed by some of the 
landed proprietors at the present system of poor rate. But we are happy to 
state, that the great majority of the other classes have cheerfully met the 
rate when demanded ; and we feel persuaded, that no effectual opposition will 
ever be organized against an equitable system of poor rate in the Loughrea 
Union. 



Ballinasloe Union, in Cos. Galivay and Roscommon — Major Stuart, Temporary 
Inspector: — January 23, 1849. 

1 . The number of persons receiving in-door relief (there being no out-door 
relief given, with the exception of a few provisional cases) was on Saturday last 
the 20th instant, 2,716, of them 126 are able-bodied men. The total number is 
composed of 260 men, 878 women, and 1,578 children. 

2. The number of persons likely to require relief in the union before next 
harvest, has been estimated by the relieving officers, to whom I have had recourse 
for information on this point, at 15,000. 

It is not improbable that some of the estimates which have been furnished to 
me, may be in excess, and may have been calculated with a view to out-door 
relief. 

It is however to be apprehended that destitution will not be less extensive, 
notwithstanding the low price of grain, than it was last year ; and immediately 
previous to the last harvest, early in August, there were 12,217 persons on the 
relief lists in the union — -.of whom 1,450 were in-door, and 10,767 out-door. 

3. The funds which the union is likely to derive from the poor rates, before 
next harvest, to defray the expenses incurred therein for the relief of the desti- 
tute, would, I consider, be sufficient for that purpose. It must however be 
observed that the rate now under collection, was estimated to pay those expenses 
only until March next, and that a large portion of the collection, nearly £14,000, 
is to be repaid to Government. At present £19,000 remain to be collected, and 
there will be unquestionably a large arrear in the collection ; and if another 
rate be made for the support of the poor from the end of March till the har- 
vest, it may be anticipated that very few persons will be in a condition to pay 
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it, the obstacle thereto being absolute want of funds. It is not improbable that 
negligence on the part of the collectors in not adopting efficient steps for the 
enforcing of payment of rates, exists to some extent. A careful and frequent 
inspection of their collecting books may go far to check that neglect. There 
are cases in which ratepayers have evaded payment of rates justly due, by clear- 
ing their lands, and have baffled the collectors. 

The means of many proprietors and occupiers are already exhausted, and 
those of more are becoming so. In proof thereof I would state, that even 
where rents used to be regularly paid, they are now no longer so ; and that the 
quantity of employment given throughout the union has very much diminished ; 
although there are a few proprietors who, with diminished resources, still give 
employment to some extent. 

4. The precise causes of destitution in the union are the loss of the potato, 
and the want of employment. 

5. The present stock of potatoes is small, and confined to those who have 
large holdings. The potatoes keep better than could have been expected. 

Turnips and meal have been the food most commonly in use amongst the 
peasantry, since the potatoes disappeared ; and the turnips are in some parts 
of the union exhausted. 

G. There has been no serious opposition to the payment of poor rates in 
this union. 

In conclusion I would state, that the number of applicants for relief just now 
is very great,, and is probably increased beyond its legitimate amount by the 
desire of forcing the guardians to grant out-door relief. 



Loughrea and Ballinasloe Unions— Messrs. Richards and Brodie, Vice-Guardians 
of Loughrea Union: — September 26, 1848. 

Referring to that part of your letter of the 16th instant, in which you are 
pleased to intimate that some gentlemen connected with this union had lately 
drawn your attention to the fact, that in the neighbouring union of Ballinasloe, 
scarcely any paupers. remained upon the out-door relief lists at the period of our 
last report, and desiring that we should state our opinion as to the difference in 
the circumstances of the two unions, and explain the consequences which we 
conceive would result from our insisting on the impotent destitute poor at 
present appearing on our out-door lists being relieved in the workhouse only ; 
we have now the honour to state, that in our Opinion the circumstances connected 
with the union of Ballinasloe, are in almost every respect so dissimilar from those 
of Loughrea, that it would be absurd to contend that a system which might be 
considered applicable to the one (by those connected with it), should be therefore 
as a matter of course applied in the other. 

In the first place, the union of Ballinasloe, as to its geographical position, is 
much more highly favoured than the union of Loughrea. The former extends 
over a wide range of fertile plains, and embraces some of the best land in the 
counties of Galway and Roscommon. The latter is well known to be for the 
most part mountain, (a great portion of which is sterile,) and a large waste of bog. 
The tillage in Ballinasloe is properly attended to, the seasons are judiciously 
observed, and crops there come to maturity from three weeks to a month earlier 
than here, where it must be admitted the most neglected system of agriculture is 
pursued. In the former union the harvest produce is, in numberless instances, 
carefully made up at the homesteads ; in the latter, the crops are in many 
districts, from late sowing and the peculiar nature of the soil, at the present date 
not only uncut but in some instances quite green. 

Again, the dilapidated town of Loughrea affords but a miserable contrast to 
the busy and thriving town of Ballinasloe, with its tan-yards, its breweries, its 
mills, its canal, — all tending more or less to provide employment for the able- 
bodied, and furnish them with means to support their more helpless dependents. 
There are besides, in and about the town of Ballinasloe, very many respectable 
and independent residents. The noble proprietor of the town and chairman of 
the Board of Giiardians— whose example as a landlord, an extensive employer, 
and useful public man, it would be well to see more generally followed, — being 
amongst the number who no doubt contribute largely to alleviate distress, from 
their private resources. But here in Loughrea such things are not ; there is no

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public establishment of any kind at work. There is, comparatively speaking, no 
private employment, nor are there any persons resident in or about the town who 
are in the habit of dispensing private relief to the destitute, with the exception 
of the religious community of Nuns at Mount Carmel; and until within a late 
period, the distribution of a breakfast, daily, to some poor children, provided by 
the liberality of the Society of Friends. 

The union of Ballinasloe is in addition to, and as a natural consequence of, its 
more highly-favoured geographical position, very much richer in the possession 
of the absolute means of subsistence than the union of Loughrea. A glance at 
the Police Report on Agricultural Produce in Ireland, Part I., will show the 
amount of cereal produce, and of those esculents usually consumed for food by 
the working classes, which were raised last year from the unions of Ballinasloe 
and Loughrea respectively ; and although some may urge, that the production 
of these large quantities of food is not proof of the consumption, still the fact of 
their production within a given area, is conclusive as to the amount of employ- 
ment which the proper preparation of the soil for such an extent of tillage, and 
the subsequent cutting and saving of the crops, must afford. 

The police returns to which we have ventured to allude, have been most 
carefully compiled ; and a reference to them will show, that in the two unions 
now under notice, the total extent under tillage in each, respectively, is — 
Ballinasloe, 64,833 acres ; Loughrea, 38,907 acres ; leaving the large extent of 
25,926 acres more under tillage in Ballinasloe than here. 

A further reference to that excellent report will show the quantities of gram 
and roots available for food which each union has produced for the last year ; it 
is as follows

Thus, you have 207,275 tons’ weight of food produced in the union of Ballina- 
sloe more than in its neighbouring union of Loughrea, exclusive of other green 
crops, of which 10,879 tons were produced in Ballinasloe, and only 7,404 tons in 
Loughrea. 

We have also to draw your attention to the fact, that the amount of property 
in cattle possessed by the holders of from one to five acres of land, is much more 
considerable in Ballinasloe union than in Loughrea, and is conclusive as to the 
comparative destitution of that class in the two unions. The amount of property 
in stock possessed by this class is as follows : — •

Which shows the number of head of live stock in the actual possession of the 
humble holders of from one to five acres to be 11,922 more in Ballinasloe than 
in Louo-hrea ; and the natural inference to be drawn from this fact is, that a class 
who possess no property nor means, save the bare uncultivated acre or two of 
land, will be much more likely, not alone to require relief, but to surrender the 
land and qualify themselves to receive it, than where (as in Ballinasloe) they 
possess so many comforts and resources besides. 
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If you will permit us further to direct your attention from the humble class 
above referred to, and see the proportion of property in stock held by the highest 
class of occupiers in those two unions respectively, you will observe the class in 
Ballinasloe occupying above thirty acres (that class to which the destitute must 
naturally look for employment or relief), to be in possession of much more pro- 
perty than we have in Loughrea amongst the same class of occupiers, as the 
following table will prove : —

The number of head of live stock in the possession of this class of occupiers is 
49,336 more in Ballinasloe than in Loughrea ; and the number of holdings of 
this class is in Ballinasloe only 1,407, whilst in Loughrea they amount to 1,500. 
The valuation of rateable property in Ballinasloe is also £151,664; in Loughrea, 
£91,007. 

The many and substantial advantages in the possession of the humbler classes 
in Ballinasloe Union, to which we have ventured to draw your attention, must 
tend, and has tended, to alleviate the pressure of destitution in the locality in 
which such advantages are enjoyed ; and consequently destitution, though 
doubtless very severe, cannot and does not exist in the union of Ballinasloe to 
the same extent that it does here ; for out of a population of 99,020, there are 
but seven persons on the out-relief lists, and considerably under 1,300 relieved 
within the workhouse ; whilst here, with a population of only 71,774, we have 
760 aged, infirm, and impotent poor on our out-relief lists, and 1,512 at present 
in the workhouses ; and numbers are daily being carried in from the rural divisions, 
being in many instances too old, and are all so exhausted as to be unable to walk. 

It is further worthy of remark, that in the Ballinasloe Union out-door relief 
was extensively* given to the able-bodied in preference to taking them into the 
workhouse ; and that in the month of August, when employment offered, and the 
harvest approached, they were, as a matter of course, struck off and thrown upon 
their own resources. But in the union of Loughrea, no out-door relief was given 
to the able-bodied labourer (the workhouse test being here rigidly enforced), and 
consequently none of that class had to be reduced ; but still, as they were dis- 
charged from the workhouse and went to seek employment, a corresponding 
reduction was made in the out-door lists from the other classes relieved under 
your orders. 

In the union of Ballinasloe, as we are informed, but few (if any) aged, infirm, 
and impotent poor were discharged from the workhouse to make room for the 
admission of the able-bodied. In Loughrea, the contrary course was pursued. 
The late board discharged upwards of 168 from the workhouse the week previous 
to our coming here, in order to enable the test to be put to able-bodied applicants ; 
and we ourselves discharged many more on out-relief, so as to furnish us with 
room to continue to apply the only effectual test of destitution to the crowds who 
daily applied for relief, and which accounts in a great measure for the numbers 
of impotent poor at present remaining on our lists. 

Of those now relieved out of the workhouse of the Loughrea Union, we may 
with confidence assert, that a more miserably helpless class of living mortals it 
has never been our lot to meet. They may certainly defy competition from any 
other union for wretchedness, impotency, and exhaustion ; and seeing no advan- 
tage to be derived from forcing them into the workhouse again — labouring, as 
many of them are, under cutaneous and loathsome diseases — we decided on con- 
tinuing to administer what the law provides for them, “ out,” rather than be the 
means of reviving and spreading those fatal maladies which for so long a period 
of last year raged throughout every department of the establishment, and daily, 
nay hourly, swept such numbers to their graves. 

Independent of the advantages which we hoped' to gain by preserving the 
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Present condition workhouse from the introduction of filth and contagion, and in our opinion the 
aD Unions S ° incalculable advantage of not filling up all our available space, and leaving ourselves 

' without the means of applying the test to the able-bodied, should the pressure 

Consaugiit. which we apprehend soon be made upon us, we have secured a further, and we 
Co. Galway. should suppose to the ratepayers a more highly-prized benefit, by relieving 
Loughrea and those classes out ; for even under the moderate general average cost of a pauper, 
Baiiinasloe Unions, which we have hitherto been enabled to keep, the cost per week for the 760 
paupers we have retained on the out-door lists would, if relieved in the work- 
house, including clothing, amount to about £63 6s. 8 d., whilst, you are aware, 
the sum allowed them out is only £25 4s. 5 \d. 

In conclusion, we beg respectfully to state, that this being the closing week of 
the half-year, we have directed the relieving officers to close their books altoge- 
ther, and to issue no further relief. This we have done, not with a view of taking, 
the persons at present relieved into the workhouse, but to afford us an opportu- 
nity of cheeking fraud or personation, by having the parties re-registered in the 
relieving officers’ books, and of undergoing a fresh inspection previous to the 
commencement of the March half-year. But we regret to observe, that we fear 
the gentlemen connected with the property of the union must be prepared to find 
them speedily put on again.

2. From the best information, and from my own knowledge of the union, 
the number of persons to require relief before the next harvest, will most pro- 
bably amount to nearly 20,000. 

3. This is a most difficult question to answer with any degree of certainty; as 
after the collection of the present outstanding balance of the poor rate, amount 
about £7,000, the most numerous class of ratepayers will be unable to bear 
another rate, as their remaining means wdll scarcely suffice them to crop their 
lands and feed their families until the next harvest. It is estimated that a rate 
of five shillings in the pound will be required to carry on the relief in the union, 
until the 29th of September next ; and I think it will be found to be impossible to 
collect such a sum before the harvest. The proprietors and ratepayers in general 
are quite exhausted as to means; great quantities of land are being given up to 
landlords; most of the farmers who have any means left are emigrating, leaving 
the lands waste. The last harvest was almost a failure in every crop excepting in 
the oat crop. There is neither negligence nor dishonesty in the collectors or 
ratepayers. 

4. The chief cause of destitution in the union is the failure of the potato 
crop ; and the more immediate cause is, the total want of employment of any 
kind whatever in the union. 

5. The poorer farmers have no potatoes, — depending on meal and turnips ; 
the better kind are saving whatever potatoes remain, either for seed, or hoping 
to obtain high prices for them. It would be the merest guess work to calculate 
the quantity remaining. The poor have hitherto subsisted on turnips, but they 
are now nearly all used. 

6. There has been no general resistance to the payment of the poor rate in 
this union. Some cases of rescue where distraints were made have occurred. 

I would beg leave to add in conclusion, that the people in this union have been 
remarkably peaceable, and that they bear their great privations and distress with 
unexampled patience. 



Able-bodied men, 
Other classes, 
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Tuam Union , in Co. Galway — Messrs. Bell and Reardon, Vice-Guardians : — 
January 23, 1849. 

1. The number of persons receiving relief in this union, on Saturday the 20th 
instant, was 9,874 ; of these were able-bodied, 792. 

2. We are of opinion, from the apparent state of destitution and the daily 
increasing applications for admission into the workhouse, that the numbers likely 
to require relief will average 19,000 before next harvest. 

3. With respect to the third point to which you have directed our attention, 
you will perceive by the annexed statement of the financial position of this union, 
that a rate of 5s. in the pound on the net annual value, in addition to the rate 
at present in course of collection, would be required to defray the expenses of 
the union to the 29th September next. 

We are of opinion that this amount of rate could not be collected before the 
harvest comes in aid; not on account of negligence or dishonesty on the part of 
the collectors or ratepayers, but the inability of the latter to meet such a rate, — 
their means both as proprietors and occupiers being considerably exhausted. 
We are led to this opinion from our own knowledge of the fact, that large 
tracts of land are left waste, the tenants having emigrated or deserted their 
holdings, leaving heavy arrears of rents and rates due; and many of the proprie- 
tors, from this and other causes, having no means to render those lands produc- 
tive : add to this the general depreciation of all agricultural produce — the great 
failure in the potato and turnip crops — and all grain crops being deficient in 
quality and quantity, particularly wheat, which was more than one-half deficient. 
Taking these facts into consideration, we are of opinion, that the funds likely 
to be derived from poor rates before next harvest will not exceed £10,500, being 
a rate of 2.9. Qd. in the pound on the net annual value of the union. 

4. As to the cause of destitution in this union, we consider it is attributable 
to the failure of the potato crop, partial failure of turnips, and the almost total 
want of employment. 

5. With respect to the quantity of potatoes on hands, we believe that, with few 
exceptions, all rated under £10 have none; from that upwards have about one- 
sixth of the usual quantity saved for seed for the ensuing year. 

The general food of the peasantry at present consists of turnips and rape ; 
with the exception of some who are able to purchase Indian meal, which they 
mix with the turnips. 

6. We are glad to state in conclusion, that there has not been any organized 
opposition to the payment of rates in this union.

Sligo Union, in Co. Sligo — Capt. Gilbert, Temporary Inspector: — Jan. 23, 1849. 

1. Tlie number of persons in receipt of relief at the present time in the union, 
is 8,830 ; ot which, 5,834 are upon the out-door lists. The number of able- 
bodied men (this class are relieved in the workhouse) is 600 ; but this number 
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is by no means a fair criterion of the numbers of families of able-bodied men 
supported, as a great number of men desert their families, go to Scotland, 
England, and America, and leave them chargeable to the union. 

2. J udging from the increase last year, and present prospects, it is to be feared 
that during the three summer months there will be an increase of 5,000 above 
the present number of recipients of relief, or 14,000 in all. 

3. There is £8,000 of present rate in collection, which may be counted on ; but 
£6,500 of this is to be appropriated for the repayment of Government advances 
under the Relief Act, the remainder will of course be insufficient for the relief of 
the destitute ; and though the guardians intend striking another rate in March 
next, yet before harvest it will be found impossible to collect more than a small 
portion of it. The obstacles to its collection are, the general inability of the 
farmer and gentleman classes to pay previous to harvest ; the falling prices for 
agricultural produce ; the large and several demands upon the ratepayers — two 
county cesses, including repayment of labour rate, being payable in the mean- 
time (for instance, the charge now in collection on the town of Sligo is 6s. lit/.), 
added to this the rates must necessarily be highest in the poorest districts, and, 
vice versa, lightest in those best able to pay ; so that the amount to be reckoned 
on previous to harvest must be small. There has been no negligence on the 
part of the collectors. The rates have been well collected, considering the 
impoverished state of the union. As to the means of the proprietors being 
exhausted, I say they decidedly are, although it is a difficult matter to point out 
proof sufficiently definite to the Commissioners ; but from what I personally 
know of the proprietors and occupiers in this union, the bad circumstances of 
nearly all, the running away of the better class of tenants, and the breaking 
down of the inferior class, I think that the means of meeting the increasing 
pressure are scanty, if not entirely exhausted. 

4. The causes of distress are, the successive failure of the potato in the first 
instance, the stagnation of employment, resulting from inability and unwilling- 
ness amongst proprietors in country districts ; and in the town, from the diminu- 
tion of trade, and of the large export of provisions which formerly employed a 
great many persons. 

5. It is difficult to ascertain the quantity of potatoes at present in the union; 
supposed to be sufficient for seed. They are bad in quality, and not forming 
the same good article of consumption that they had heretofore ; besides, the 
high prices place them much out of the poor man’s reach. The kinds of food in 
use amongst the lower classes are Endian and oat meal, and turnips. 

6. There has been no opposition to the collection of the poor rates in this union 
worth noticing, particularly in the collection of the last rate. 

This union, I consider, has borne up well against the weight thrown on it by 
the effects of famine, making little noise about its misery, and not bringing its 
distress into notice, yet it had a large proportion of both to deal with ; and taking 
into consideration the great and increasing poverty of the class who had to 
support such a disproportionate amount of pauperism, the strain upon the funds 
to make the income meet the expenditure, and the difficulties experienced in 
endeavouring to check extravagance and avoid wholesale out-door relief by 
procuring in-door accommodation, I think much has been done, and with much 
credit to the management of the affairs of the union. Its present, prospects are 
bad: distress appears increasing amongst a large class that will have to be 
supported ; rates will soon be uncollectable, and much must be done to remedy 
the pauperism of one class, and prevent the ruin of the other.

sufficient to bear the expenditure until harvest (two electoral divisions excepted, 
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where a larger amount of destitution exists). This will prevent the necessity of Present condition; 
a new rate, which, at all events, could not be collected before harvest. aIili prospects of. 

One of the rate collectors has absconded. His sureties will pay the sum due • 
which is not supposed to be above £80. The others are doing their best, and 
meet with no desire to avoid payment on the part of the ratepayers, except in 
cases of poverty. 

The means of the proprietors and occupiers are exhausted. Rents are not to Union. . 
be had except in part in some electoral divisions. The stock of cattle is P°P»l“i°n, «,990 
decreasing amongst tenants; the haggards are empty; and many townlands waste ValuatioI ‘- 
and deserted. 

4. The causes of destitution are— the failure of the potato crop, absenteeism 
and the consequent lack of employment. 

6. There are no potatoes in this union except some retained for seed The 
food m general use amongst the peasantry is Indian and oat meal ; turnips as an 
article of food was much in use up to the present time, but the store is now 
exhausted. 

6. There has been no opposition offered to the collection of poor rates, except 
where inability exists. 1 

This union is a poor one ; and though it may appear to be favourably circum- 
stanced now vet this must be taken as a mark of economy and good manage- 
ment, rather than of prosperity. Being an inland union, it depends solely upon 
agricultural resources, and these having partially failed, from the loss of the crops 
and the slackness of employment, more than usual destitution must have ensued.

They 
will perform all the tillage work themselves. I do not consider there is anv 
vexatious opposition to the payment of rates in the Mohill Union ; yet I am 
satisfied that if a high rate were attempted to be collected before harvest it 
would cause some extent of land not to be cultivated, as many wdio would other- 
wise cultivate their holdings would emigrate, leaving the land waste and their 
families a burden on the union, thus causing the double injury of decreasing the

1 make these calculations from past experience and present observations and 
information, and am of opinion that a Is. 6d. rate might be collected, though not 
generally, but would yet produce an average rate of Is.

There are at present relieved in the Mohill Union 5,718 persons, of whom 
1,187 are in the workhouse, and are classed as follows: — 36 able-bodied men, 
and 65 boys over fifteen years of age, making a total number of males able to 
work, of 101. The other males are — 1 3 aged and infirm, 183 under fifteen years 
of age, and 152 under nine years of age. The females are — 335 over fifteen 
years, 34 aged and infirm. 200 under fifteen years, and 169 under nine years of 
age. Total number, 1,187.

From the appearance of destitution that I observe in the union, I may fairly 
average an increase in relief, to the beginning of March, of about 1 ,200 persons, 
which would make a total number in receipt of relief in the beginning of March 
of about 7,000 persons. The relief may, most probably, decrease for a few weeks 
to about 6,000, and before harvest it is likely to average the present number. 

I cannot calculate on a great decrease in the relief, because there are so very 
few able-bodied male adults in receipt of relief, and those few that are classed as 
able-bodied on the out-door relief list, are, in fact, not able-bodied in the true 
sense of the word ; and I find that many persons who were in possession of land 
last year, are now seeking relief, having surrendered the land. I also find there 
are about 500 deserted women and children in receipt of relief ; and, from the 
best information that I can obtain, I understand that many heads of families are 
emigrating, or likely to do so, and leave their families as burdens on the union. 
A number of ejectment processes have been also served, and many decrees 
obtained ; and there also appears to be an increase of civil bill decrees. All 
those circumstances combined, justify my stating that the number of persons 
requiring relief in this union will not be less than about 6,000 persons during 
the ensuing months, between the present time and harvest. 

The loss of the potato may be considered as the primary cause of the great 
destitution in the union, to which may be added the want of energy and industry; 
the potato being so prolific encouraged idleness, and the proprietors in many 
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instances gave merely nominal wages; the land being charged at an over-value, Present condition' 
a portion of the wages being deducted in part-payment of rent, and the other and prospects of 
portion of the rent paid in labour; and at the present time there is a difficulty in mon8 ’ 
obtaining employment; in fact, there appears to be no employment for the people. Connaught.

class it should be remarked, that before the failure of the potato crop they were Population, 68,859 

well able to support themselves, each having their potato garden. I am also Valuation > £58, sis 

aware that there is a great want of clothing among the people in this union, and 

that many families of grown-up males and females, have to sleep in the same bed, 

having no bed-covering ; several applications have been made to me in behalf of 

this last-mentioned class ; and many of them are holders of one or more acres of 

land, and therefore excluded from relief. I have been in some of their huts 

myself; the best of them are wretched places of abode; the bed is generally a 

bundle of straw in the corner of the hut, and some old bags or piece of old blanket 

for covering, seldom sufficient covering for one person. 

There is some difficulty in stating the quantity of potatoes in the Mohill Union, 
as the people conceal their potatoes, preserving them for seed; and a family being 
in an actual state of starvation, is no proof that they have not potatoes; and I 
am aware, that after the failure of the potatoes last year, the people were eating 
the diseased potato, saving the sound potato for seed. The extent of potato which 
may be planted in this union during the present year, will be. probably about 
two-thirds, at most, of the quantity sown last year ; the planting is also likely to 
be very early, and principally confined to those having land bordering on bogs 
or red bog land. 6 

I have visited many cottages, and in every instance have found the people 
using turnip ; I also found a little meal in some instances. Some of the cottages 
I visited, the people were in receipt of relief— they had meal, but also used turnips. 

The turnip is first boiled, and then a little meal is thrown on the turnip, and 
further boiled ; they do not use the turnip from choice, and they prefer India 
meal to rye meal. The turnips which I have seen used in the cottages, appeared 
of a bad description, or perhaps, were imperfectly cultivated. 



Mohill Union, in Co. Leitrim — Messrs. Duncan and MacDonnell, Vice-Guardians : — 
January 22, 1849. 

1 . The number of persons actually receiving relief at the present time in the 
union is— in workhouse, 1,190, of which 42 are able-bodied men ; out of doors, 
4,520, of which none are able-bodied men. 

2. We are of opinion that relief, either in or out of the workhouse, will 
require to be extended to 7,000 persons before the commencement of spr ing 
labour — about 1st March. The number can probably be then reduced to 6,000 
by the application of the workhouse test, but after employment in cropping the 
land ceases, an increase of 1,500 will likely be found necessary ; so that from the 
1st of June to the close of August, between 7,500 and 8,000 will require relief, 
of which 1,190 will properly be relieved in the workhouse. 

3. Of the £4,800 now uncollected, at least £3,500 will likely be collected ; 
and a new rate, averaging Is. Qd. in the pound (no division being rated higher 
than Is. 9 o'.,, and probably two excluded altogether), can we think with safety be 
laid on ; which, assuming that two-thirds (what we anticipate) of it be collected, 
will realize the sum of £3,000, so that £6,500 may be fairly expected as the 
produce ol the rates before harvest. Such funds will be deficient, possibly to 
the extent of £6,000, calculating the expenses to 1st November. 

The chief obstacles to the collection of additional rates beyond those con- 
templated, would probably be, that- the attempt at the further withdrawal of the 
little capital the farmers still possess, would excite extreme opposition ; perhaps 
preventing without great difficulty the collection of any rates ; cause them to till 
their land for the ensuing season still more defectively than hitherto, and thereby 
diminish employment and production; would probably render them hopeless as 
to struggling through the present crisis ; increase the tendency to emigration 
amongst those that constitute the strength of the country, which the low price 
land is given at, to procure money for this purpose, shows to be now great ; 
increase the waste lands, the chief cause of so much of the last rate being inca- 
pable of collection ; deter , landlords from taking up unoccupied lands, or tenants

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condition f rom renting them ; and thus limiting the property available for rating ; even- 
la *M^ eCtS ° f tually reduce the surface for taxation, ruinously to those still possessing any means. 

’ ° DS ' The collectors, we are convinced, could not be more attentive and active in 

the performance of their duties ; and of their honesty, as well as desire to forward 
t | ie co n ec tion, we have no doubt ; nor have we to complain of dishonesty on the 
■MfffiiWtiTnion. part of the ratepayers, for they have in general always since we became acquainted 

68,859 with them, shown a disposition to meet the demands for poor rates to the extent 
8 W^oifp,£58 > 5i8 of their ability. 

A large proportion of the proprietors still possess ample means, and have 
resources to meet forthcoming rates to any reasonable amount ; there are others, 
say one-tliird of the entire, who could with great difficulty meet the Is. 6d. rate 
we have referred to, and probably are even now suffering much privation. Their 
altered mode of living, anxiety to dispose of their property, and difficulty in 
discharging their debts, give evidence of this ; and their reduced circumstances 
may easily be conceived when it is borne in mind, that the small farmers upon 
whom the latter class of proprietors chiefly depended, are no longer a source of 
profit, or scarcely remain in existence. The heavy demands for rent, county 
cess, and poor rate since last harvest, have well nigh exhausted the occupiers, 
and their stock reduced piece-meal to a state beneath the requirements of proper 
farming, to meet successive demands of this kind ; and the fact, that members of 
the family perform the work formerly done by hired servants attest the conclusion. 
The sale of cattle and butter will place some means in their hands during the 
summer, which may chiefly be depended on for the payment of the new rate 
before harvest. 

4. The precise causes of the destitution existing in the union may be 
described proportionately thus : — 

i Old age, infirmity, sickness, or accident, in themselves or those upon whom 

• the persons destitute were dependent for support, to the extent of 40 per cent. 
f> Widows and children of labourers who died during late famine, 10 per cent. 

Widows and children of small farmers who gave up their land, or were 
^evicted in consequence of death of head of family rendering them unable to hold 
it, 15 per cent. 

Destitute in consequence of being deserted by husbands or parents, who, being 
small farmers and labourers, left the country because of want of employment, 
1 5 per cent. 

* The remaining destitution, amounting to the further 20 per cent., is caused 
by the cessation of employment to persons now relieved, or to members of their 
^families who would have contributed to the support of relatives, arising from the 
reduced means of the farmers ; mendicants, travelling dealers, and tradespeople, 
being no longer able to live by their, calling, and persons who had been supported 
1% relatives now unable to do so, coming therefore upon the union ; as well as the 
"’almost complete cessation of private charity. 

00( 'We need not add, that the destitution of almost the entire of the foregoing classes 
or'cstrlts from the failure of the potato, — the great article of production, as well as 
Dt&e£ chief source of wealth in the union to all classes, — and its attendant calamities, 
tiafi'^general causes are not what you seek ; nor need we. state the great bar which 
the absence of any trade or manufacture (except food) is to the prosperity of the 

• locality. 

loih&l There is not a greater stock of potatoes than will plant as much ground as 
otwas raider that crop last year, if there is even so much ; and the farmers will 
Jreserfe all the seed they can to plant in the light bog land, which almost entirely 
oskcafted the blight last year.

Z'Mohill f Union — Report from Mr. Duncan, one of the Vice-Guardians, since appointed 
noiiCTgixrro Vice-Guardian of Ballina Union: — January 26, 1849. 
oor! Nkv,- at the close of my connexion with the Mohill Union, I beg to take the 
« iib^rty .Bf providing a special report, in my individual capacity, upon the present 
“ r cbHditibii* of that union, as contrasted with its state little more than thirteen 
when placed in charge of vice-guardians. -- 
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Adverting first to the workhouse, we found it out of repair, and dilapidated to 
such an extent as scarcely to afford shelter to the inmates it contained, who were Unions. 

considerably beneath the number appearing by the books, or which the building 

was calculated to contain. The place was one mass of disease ; and in every part 

of the house were lying the sick and dying j and the mortality must soon have ’ 

swept off the entire inmates. No attempt was made at preserving classification MoMli Union, 
or cleanliness; the paupers wore their own rags, and were half naked, doing no Popuktion, 68,859 
work and debased to a degree scarcely conceivable. The dietary consisted of vaiuatum, 
some Indian meal, half cooked, left at the mercy of those paupers who were 
strong enough to help themselves, but little of which reached the young or the 
sick. The state of the children was miserable in the extreme, and few of that class 
then in the house have since survived. Scarcely a single article was contained in 
the establishment necessary to provide for the requirements of human beings, to 
secure decency, or life itself. In fact, every regulation for the management of a 
workhouse had become inoperative, and it must have soon ceased to exist as a 
means of relief. The officers were unfit for their duties, and perfectly careless as 
to their performance ; and this state of affairs at a period of unexampled destitu- 
tion in a peculiarly impoverished locality. 

With regard to the present state of the workhouse, — the cleanliness, order, and 
discipline of the establishment, are now almost perfect. The paupers are worked 
to their full capacity. Every requisite for the proper management of the insti- 
tution is in existence. Discipline is so well maintained that scarcely an offence 
takes place, and any that do occur are of the most trifling kind. More than 
double the numbers are relieved in the house than when vice-guardians^ were 
appointed ; and the accommodation has been economically increased from / 00 to 
1,200, as well as adequate temporary hospital accommodation provided for the 
sick at other parts of the union. A severe epidemic in the workhouse has been 
successfully overcome with very little mortality, giving evidence of the proper 
treatment of the sick and an adequate dietary. The children are well attended to, 
and considerable progress made in their industrial training; many of the girls 
are able to produce, amongst other descriptions, lace work of much excellence 
and value. The workhouse is now in all respects, even in the minutest matters 
of detail, in a thorough state of working order, and as the central instrument to 
control and relieve destitution in the union, most effective ; for while the paupers 
are treated with kindness and care, still discipline and employment are so fully 
maintained, that the strongest desire is manifested by every pauper in it to be 
relieved out of doors, or to claim their discharge when they have any possible 
means of support ; and there are scarcely sufficient able-bodied men to perform 
the work of the house. When the building and works now in progress are com- 
pleted, the establishment will possess conveniences to the fullest extent, and its 
permanent management with ease and satisfaction fully insured. Several checks 
and subsidiary systems have been introduced, which it is hoped will the better 



promote this end. . . . 

Of the financial position of the union, in place of almost no rates being col- 
lected — the debts amounting to nearly £4,000 — no funds in treasurer s hands, 
and confidence so completely shaken, that no supplies would be given without 
payment first being made, when vice-guardians were appointed— we have now 
nearly two-thirds of a rate of upwards of £1,000 collected within four months, 
amidst the utmost poverty of ratepayers ; the union free from debt, either of the 
late board or for current supplies ; a considerable sum in treasurer s lianas, and 
a prospect of future rates being satisfactorily paid ; for the ratepayers have been 
so completely satisfied with the disposal of the funds, that they not alone ha\ e 
given no opposition to the collection (although the union embraces some most 
lawless districts), but they pay with cheerfulness to the extent of their ability, 
and do not look with dread or are deterred from exertion by the prospect of poor 
law taxation. Nearly all the immediate lessors have paid without our being 
obliged to have recourse to any law proceedings ; and though the union, I fear, 
will require to be helped through the present transition, I have hopes that it will 
be less burdensome in this respect than most western unions, and that it will 
sooner be restored to a self-supporting condition. t . 

I trust that an examination of the expenditure of the union will convince that 
the fullest economy in all respects, to minuteness, has been fully consulted ; and 
though from this principle slight delays have taken place in the completion ot 
works, still I think that the true interest of the union has been consulted, the

Unions. buch confidence; is placed in the transactions of the union, that from ten to twenty 

tenders are received for almost every contract, and thus the supplies obtained

While no out-door relief, under the new poor law, was given, up to the vice- 

MoMll Union. guardians’ appointment, we have since been able to avoid an extravagant expen- 
Popuiation, 08.859 diture. We made it a point to closely investigate the claims of all applicants for 
valuation, £os , 518 rehef, and the persons receiving relief have been personally before us, frequently 
m presence of the ratepayers, many times ; and by this means, and the proper 
application of the workhouse test, the numbers relieved in Mohill Union are much 
beneath the numbers relieved in many other unions reputed to contain less actual 
destitution ; and the comparatively little fluctuation in the numbers on the Mohill 
lists at certain seasons, gives evidence that the really destitute are alone relieved 
and by constant watching that deception has been defeated. The number of 
deserted persons (over 500) may appear a defect ; but when it is considered that 
the husbands and fathers of these frequently, as has been the case within our 
knowledge, send for their families, what is an embarrassment now may eventually 
m the most satisfactory way relieve the union of a burden it could not otherwise 
have got rid of, and in the meantime averts the necessity of relieving out of doors 
able-bodied men. 



We were fortunate in receiving the co-operation of the ratepayers, whom we 
did all m our power to conciliate : and much valuable assistance was given us by 
the Roman Catholic clergy, who exhibited much kindly feeling to us; and conflicts 
with local parties, with few exceptions, wore at all times avoided. 

Ihe accounts, so much in arrear on our taking charge, are now in an advanced 
state. The audit has been nearly completed up to March, 1848, and the accounts 
have received the approbation of the auditor ; and the September accounts, which 
are now almost completed, will be ready on the day named by him ; and I trust 
the manner in which they are completed, containing the record of many difficult 
and new sets of transactions, will give satisfaction. The master’s accounts are 
now kept most accurately, and with a minuteness of detail which renders them 
as correct and real as possible ; and they are not alone a collection of well- 
arranged figures, but a genuine representation of the actual transactions. 

The valuation has been restored from a state of considerable confusion to be 
tolerably accurate ; and when the corrections now in progress are made, it will 
form a proper basis for future rates, and thus save much trouble. We at all 
times gave the ratepayers an opportunity of stating their complaints, who in great 
numbers availed themselves of the privilege ; and a mass of information was 
obtained by the searching inquiries we then made which has been of much 
importance. No appeals will likely take place, only four notices relatino- to 
matters of trifling importance, and which can be easily arranged, having been 
received. ° 



I feel happy in being able to speak in the highest terms of the entire staff of 
officers in the employment of the union. They appear zealous in the discharo-e 
of their duty, which they perforin most effectively ; they have all been selected, 
with the exception of one relieving officer, since my appointment.

Valuation, £ 59,979 The number on Saturday, the 20th instant, receiving relief in this union 
was 7,952; that is to say, 1,602 in the workhouse, including the auxiliaries and 
6,350 on the out-door lists. No able-bodied men receive out-door relief in this 
union as yet. 



The order for out-door relief empowers us only to administer relief in food to 
such destitute persons, viz. : « being widows, or being women whose husbands are 
confined m gaol, or women unmarried, or being children whose parents are both 
dead. The recipients under said order comprise in class, able-bodied men 
relieved through sickness or accident, 260 ; widows, 661 ; unmarried women 
482 ; women whose husbands are in gaol, 15; the remainder aged and infirm men 
and women, orphans, and families of the former classes, which average at four to 
each family. There are but few men in workhouse who can be properly 
termed able-bodied; for although there are 270 male adults in the house, out of 
that number only 80 are fit for field labour, being principally boys of from 15 to 
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17 years of age, of stunted growth caused by destitution. Notwithstanding, how- Present condition 
ever, that there appears so few able-bodied men in the house, and none on the 311(1 of 

out-door lists, the inference must not he drawn that destitution does not prevail s * 

amongst that class, for the contrary is the case to an amount that can scarcely Connaught.

At present the numbers receiving out-door relief are considerably increased as Union, 
compared with the corresponding week in January, 1 848, which appears to be Population, 67,077 
then only 965 ; but the pressure is rather diminished as compared with two or Valuatl0n ’ ^ 9,979 
three weeks ago. This may be accounted for by the scanty employment afforded by 
the preparation of the ground for the next crops in Leitrim division of this union ; 
but when the spring has been completed we must expect a vast increase to the 
already crowded lists of applicants ; and as now none of the class, able-bodied, are 
relieved out of doors, and as there is little or no employment likely to be pro- 
vided for them during the summer, we cannot see any other resource for those 
who were last year employed on the Shannon and other public works, than to be 
chargeable on the rates. If our presumption proves correct, therefore, there is 
likely to be an increase of about 2,000 during the summer to those now relieved. 

The rate struck in the month of September and October last was calculated 
from no probable estimate of the sum which might be required for the support 
of the union, but in accordance with your circular of the 28th August, 1848, in 
which you stated that at present no more than a 3.s. rate would be required to be 
struck in this union. The amount uncollected at present, out of a sum on the entire 
union, inclusive of arrears of former rate of £12,908 7s. 3§c/., is £8,300 4 s. 1 \d., 
and this will be sufficient to carry on the necessary measures for the relief of the 
destitute until after March, that is supposing the Avhole to be collected, which is 
a thing not likely to occur.* Judging from the progress of the collection for the 
past few months, we cannot attribute the slowness of the collection to any thing 
but the poverty of the ratepayers of every class ; even the gentry to a great 
extent, from the non-payment of rents on some of the properties in this county. 

There is as much as three years’ rent due, not only by small holders (for whom 
the landlord becomes responsible under the poor law), but also by those who were 
heretofore considered Avealthy farmers. 

We consider the means of paying rate by the small occupiers will not be in 
the country after the expense of the tillage of the land. 

We are of opinion a great deal of this po\ T erty is attributable to the emigration 
of that class of farmers holding from ten to twenty acres of land, who, on their 
leaving, have disposed of their farms to a class who Avere desirous of obtaining 
possession ; such have given their entire capital, leaving themseh-es unable to 
stock the land, or to pay either rates or rent, for proof of which there were 
entered Avith the clerk of peace for the last quarter sessions, in this division 
alone, 186 ejectment cases; also the loss of the potato, Avhich has affected men of 
every degree, for Ave may say the rent was chiefly paid by means of feeding pigs 
on the refuse of that esculent. 

The potato as an article of food has almost disappeared ; but we are of opinion 
there are more fit for seed in this union than could have been expected from the 
appearance Avhich the fields presented last autumn. We should say there is 
nearly a sufficiency for this year’s use as far as cultivation goes ; and as the potato 
has disappeared altogether amongst the poor classes, their present food is Indian 
meal and turnips. 

With respect to the collectors of the rates in this union, Ave have not heard of 
the collectors, in discharge of their duties, meeting with greater opposition than 
to require the mere assistance of a few policemen in cases of rescue ; but there 
appears to be a Avell-arranged passive resistance, which exists to a considerable 
degree amongst the larger farmers, Avho have threshed their corn and stored it 
in their houses, Avhere it is next to an impossibility for the collector to make a 
seizure. 

_ W e are of opinion that much land, from which a pauper tenantry has been 
ejected, will be uncultivated and useless the ensuing season. 

* It appears however, from a subsequent communication, that the above sum of £8,300 4s. l£<7., 
includes an uncollectable sum of £1,471 9s. 2>\d. of former rates, being arrears which accrued from 
time to time from the opening of the workhouse; and this sum not being included in the present rate, 
tho amount remaining on 20th instant to be collected is by so much less,— namely, £6,828 14s.

On the out-door relief list, 6,835 ; of whom 
Carrick-on-Shannon none are able-bodied men.

The financial prospects of this union are far from satisfactory. The difficulty 
of collecting rates is extremely great, and the current expenses very heavy ; 
owing not only to the amount of destitution to be relieved, but also to the extent 
of repairs, alterations, and additions which became necessary, from time to time, 
in consequence of the deplorable state into which the house, and every thing con- 
nected with the establishment, was allowed to fall previous to the vice -guardians 
taking charge of the union. The amount of rate uncollected at this time is 
£6,304, of which above £4,000 may be collected before the 1st of May, by means 
of extraordinary exertions. The sum required weekly for current expenses, 
independent of the claims of urgent creditors, is £400. The available portion of 
the uncollected rate would therefore meet the current expenditure till the 1st of 
May, if collected with sufficient promptitude, which I greatly fear it will be most 
difficult to accomplish. It will be necessary to have a new rate in collection on 
or before the 1st of May. I cannot, however, hold out any prospect of that rate 
being collected before harvest, except in a few cases, where the parties are 
wealthy, or graziers ; and certainly not with sufficient promptitude to supply the 
exigencies of the union. Having frequently accompanied the collectors in the 
discharge of their duties, I am in a position to state, that the means of the small 
occupiers and proprietors are for the most part exhausted, or likely soon to be 
exhausted. Many however of this class are able to pay, and manage to find 
money for that purpose when the collector is able to distrain their goods. 

Destitution in this union proceeds from want of food, want of clothing, want 
of lodging, want of fuel, want of employment, and sickness. 

It is very difficult to ascertain the present state cf the stock of potatoes, as the 
people have hidden large quantities of them under ground in their gardens and 
fields; but there is reason to conclude that the stock of seed will be sufficient. 
The principal food of the people is Indian meal. 

The opposition to the payment of the rates in this union has been entirely of 
a passive nature, — not, however, the more easily overcome on that account. 

There has been no instance of dishonesty on the part of the collectors ; nor do 
I think they are in any case chargeable with negligence.

Population, 71,355 We shall take the liberty of placing the fourth point in the circular first in 
a uation, £t 9,401 or q er ^ b ecause un der that head it will be necessary to advert to those causes and 
effects to which can be traced the present condition of the union ; to the state 
of which all our observations under the other heads must have reference, and 
from which we deduce those conclusions whereupon we must form the estimate 
required respecting the prospective condition of the union. 

The precise causes of destitution existing in our union followed from the 
immense loss sustained in the destruction of the potato, in which consisted so 
much of the wealth of the union, and the subsistence of the population. 

From this stupendous calamity resulted, to a vast extent, the cessation of em- 
ployment, which, after the loss of their little stock of potatoes, was the only 
means by which the far greater portion of those which now compose the destitute 
could procure their subsistence without relief under the poor laws. The land- 
holder was restricted in his means of giving employment when obliged to con- 
sume, instead of the potatoes upon which he calculated, so much corn as food; 
and thus trench upon the resources from which he before defrayed a portion of 
the expense of labour, and supplied so many other wants, by converting that 
kind of his farm produce into money. After the loss of the potato, the most usual 
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and convenient means of obtaining the services of labour no longer existed, viz. : 
the letting of con-acre in exchange for it, and an abundance of potato diet in part 
payment, of wages to servants and labourers. 

Occupiers of small holdings or cottier tenantry, — a very numerous class, were 

also, by the loss of the potato, reduced to the necessity of consuming their corn, 
always a scanty produce of their few and wretchedly-cultivated acres. This 
necessity deprived them of the means for meeting other very necessary wants, 
and especially the landlord’s demand for rent. A great number of evictions con- 
sequently took place. Multitudes of this class were saved from starvation by 
the intervention of relief under the poor laws. 

Great numbers of these classes sunk under privation, disease, depression of 
mind, and the unavailing struggle to support, with the inadequate wages of their 
labour, wives and children. Thus, numberless women were reduced to widow- 
hood, without any means of subsistence save from the poor laws ; and to a great 
extent, helpless and destitute orphanage became the lot of the rising generation. 

These are the precise causes of destitution in this union; and the consideration 
of them brings us to that of the first, second, and third points to which our atten- 
tion is directed in the circular. 

The number of persons actually receiving relief at present in our union, in 
and out of the workhouse, amounts to 9,806 individuals, among which there are 
364 able-bodied men. 

The number of persons likely to require relief in our union before next har- 
vest will depend upon the extent of employment given. The intention of 
planting potatoes, and restoring, if possible, the con-acre system, though not so 
ardently entertained by the most intelligent classes, is universal among tenant- 
farmers, forming the vast majority of occupiers, and will, no doubt, give con- 
siderable employment in spring, as w'ill also the preparation of ground for the 
sowing of oats, turnips, &c., the subsequent cultivation of which will afford em- 
ployment during the following months. 

But on this point it is not only important to consider the probable extent of 
employment, but also the general rate of remuneration which will be probably 
afforded in return for labour. We know that at present great numbers of the 
labouring class think themselves happy if, for as much daily toil as they can 
undergo, they can get “ their bit,” as the phrase is, meaning a meal or two of 
stirabout in the day; and the majority of employers deem themselves fortu- 
nate in being enabled to hire service and labour upon the only terms they could 
afford, as Indian meal is so cheap. Thus, labour now in this union is not gene- 
rally paid for in money, but, in most instances, exclusively and inadequately 
remunerated by an allowance of Indian meal, which is, in numberless cases, 
administered and received rather as a dole than offered and accepted as wages. 
This quantum of food is never sufficient for more persons than the actual labourer 
or servant who earns it ; therefore, a labouring man with a family cannot accept 
such means of support unless he is allowed to abandon those wdio are legally and 
naturally dependent. on him, or impose them for relief upon the union. Unless 
he succeeds in effecting either alternative, he is driven to obtain, as a pauper, at 
the cost of the union, an allowance of food sufficient to preserve his family from 
starvation. 

When, in addition to these considerations, we know that as the year advances 
the resources of the farmer will diminish until harvest, we must believe that the 
numbers of persons likely to require relief during the spring will not fall short 
of the number of individuals at present in the receipt of relief; unless, according 
to our most sanguine hope, we shall be enabled to reduce the numbers consider- 
ably by means of auxiliary workhouses. And seeing that 9,866 persons are now 
in the receipt of relief, and that last summer 16,000 individuals had to be 
relieved, we estimate that during the ensuing summer it will be necessary to 
relieve, most probably, at least a fourth more than must be relieved by in-door 
and out-door relief through the corresponding periods of the spring season. 

From details which, if stated here, would render this report far more voluminous 
than we apprehend is required, we believe that the funds which our union is 
likely to derive from the poor rates before next harvest, to defray the expenses 
incurred therein for the relief of the destitute, will probably amount to £4,000— 
and this sum would be far from being adequate till harvest, to defray the expenses 
alluded to ; and the chief obstacle to additional rates being collected, is to be found 
in the condition of the union already described, in which the resources of the

This, in addition to want of means, would, no 
Valuation,' £79,401 doubt, operate as some, but not a very formidable, obstacle, in the collection of 
additional rates before next harvest, in this union. 

W e are not aware that any negligence or dishonesty can be attributed to our 
collectors, nor do we think either remarkably general among the ratepayers 
as such. 



In answer to the next question, we state, that the means of the proprietors 
and occupiers are not exhausted ; nor in this union is society dissolving so rapidly 
into that common mass of destitution which, as we are told, is becoming general 
elsewhere. 

In reply to the fifth query of the circular, we have to observe, that although 
it is impossible to form any probable estimate of the quantity of potatoes stored, 
where they are preserved and concealed as a treasure in the houses of the tenant- 
farmers, yet it seems certain, that the supply is sufficient as seed for a breadth 
of land nearly equal in extent to that cropped with potatoes last year. 

The kind of food at present most commonly in use among the peasantry of 
this union is Indian meal, boiled into stirabout ; and among the more comfortable 
of that class, this is frequently mixed with oaten meal, which they believe more 
nutritious. 

To the collection of the poor rate in Coolavin, there has been, we regret to state, 
much opposition, which we believe to be owing to a lawless spirit of resistance 
secretly fomented, as we have reason to suspect, by persons who will not commit 
themselves by any overt act, but who, from their social position, should be found 
openly discountenancing such opposition to the laws. Several months since, Wil- 
liam Lellie, collector, was in this part of the union forcibly deprived of his collecting 
book, and Mr. Sherlock, who succeeded him after his dismissal from office on 
that occasion, was, we have reason to know, intimidated in the discharge of his 
duties in that district.

I am of opinion that the number of persons likely to require relief in this 
union, before next harvest, will not exceed that at present receiving relief to 
any considerable extent; nor do I think that the present number can be 
permanently reduced till harvest. 

The operation of the auxiliary workhouses at present in preparation will, 
effect a. reduction ; but I feel assured, that in consequence of the amount of 
destitution which prevails in the union, the parties struck off, by means of the 
workhouse test, will accept relief on any terms that may be prescribed, when, 
they find that they cannot obtain it on those which they might choose. 

I am of opinion that it will not be possible to collect from the rates sufficient 
funds to defray the expenses of relief to the destitute in this union till the 
harvest, and for the following reasons : — 

There is at present uncollected of the current rate a sum of £6,772 Is. 8 \d . ; 
of this sum, not more than £4,200 can be collected before harvest. The sum

I cannot however, from my practical knowledge of the condition of the rate- Population, 71,355 
payers, holdout any hope of being able to collect a new rate with sufficient Valuation, ’ £79, 401 
promptitude to meet the current expenses of the union between the end of May 
and harvest. Grazing lands alone will be productive during that period. Indeed, 
the experience of the last fortnight, during which I have had ample opportunity 
of judging (personally) of the condition of the ratepayers generally in this union, 
leads me to the conclusion, that the majority of them will be utterly unable to 
pay another rate till harvest, as their means appear completely exhausted. As 
an instance of what I state, I will mention, that several cases occurred last week, 
in which the household furniture and other property of ratepayers, owing from 
£2 to £3, were distrained and sold for from 2s. to 8s., being their full value. I 
need scarcely add that this was done in those districts where violent opposition 
to the law had been manifested by the people and for the sake of example, as it 
could not increase the funds to any extent, as the sums produced did not pay the 
expenses of cars, &c., to remove the distress. In some cases the parties may 
have had money ; but I believe in most cases they were absolute paupers in the 
fullest sense of the term. 

There has been no dishonesty on the part of the collectors in this union ; nor 
do I think they are fairly chargeable with negligence. I think that, with per- 
haps one exception, there is no reason to find fault with these officers. 

? The causes of destitution in this union are, want of employment, and conse- 
quent want of food, want of clothing, want of lodging, want of fuel, and of 
all the necessaries of life. 

There are no means of ascertaining, with any thing like accuracy, the quantity 
of potatoes in this union, as they are hidden in the ground by their owners. 

There is reason to believe that the stock will be sufficient for seeding purposes, 
for which they appear well suited, though very bad as human food. The prin- 
cipal food of the peasantry is Indian meal. 

There has not been much opposition to the payment of poor rates in this union, 
with the exception of Coolavin electoral division, and Ardcarn electoral division, 
to a trifling extent. In the former, the opposition to the payment of rates and 
the resistance to the law has been extremely violent and most determined. I am 
of opinion that there are strong reasons for supposing that these circum- 
stances are attributable to the counsel of parties, whose position ought to insure 
a more salutary exercise of influence, than in encouraging, directly or indirectly, 
resistance to the laws ; and it is worthy of notice, that one of the charges 
preferred against the vice-guardians, by the ratepayers of this locality was, that 
they had not collected the rates. It is to be hoped that the lesson which 
this locality has received, has produced an effect which will not easily be 
forgotten ; and that in future the opposition to the payment of the poor rates, 
and resistance to the law, if any, will be of a more passive character.

The number of inmates 
in the woikhouse at present is 2,724 : out of this number 387 are returned as 
able-bodied. The number of persons who will require relief under the second 
section, will amount to about 20,000 before next harvest. 

The last rate struck in this union was for £24,500 : of this sum there is 
uncollected £15,029 ; a large portion of this sum will not be available before 
next harvest, and I consider it will be very difficult to collect a sufficient amount 
of rates for the relief of the destitute for the next seven months. 

The greater portion of the union is in the hands of small occupiers who will 
not be able to pay poor rates before next harvest, and also there are large por- 
tions of land totally waste. There is the greatest negligence in many instances

The number of persons now receiving out-door relief is 4,211, none of whom 
are able-bodied men. The numbers in the workhouse and auxiliary houses are 
2,754; of these, 387 are classed as able-bodied men, though many of them 
scarcely deserve the name. 

There were from 19,000 to 20,000 persons relieved in this union during the 
past year from the rates, besides about 10,000 children who received rations 
from the British Relief Association ; few however of the latter, we are led to 
suppose, would be entitled to relief from the poor rates. 

From the great distress existing at present in this union, caused by the failure 
of the potato crop, the unproductiveness of the grain crop, and the absence of 
agricultural employment, we are led to suppose that even a greater number of 
persons will require relief before next harvest than during the previous year. 

If it were possible to procure further house accommodation in this union, we 
are satisfied, from experience, that the numbers would be much less than we 
have mentioned, as we find many clamorously demanding relief who will not 
accept it in the workhouse. This, in our opinion, clearly demonstrates that 
affording relief in a workhouse is more efficient, as a test of destitution, than 
any system of labour that can be had recourse to ; and so strongly are we of 
this opinion, that we hesitate not to state, that we are convinced, if sufficient 
house accommodation could be procured, though the number of applicants might 
be as great, the number of recipients would be reduced to half or even less. 

To relieve the amount of destitution in this union until next harvest, it will 
require considerable funds, — much greater, we fear, than it will be possible to 
make the rates available to meet. We are led to this opinion by taking into 
consideration the poverty of a great portion of this union, which is occupied 
for the most part by small cottiers, depending altogether until lately on the 
potato crop for food for themselves and families, and paying their rents, rates, 
and taxes from their wretchedly-tilled corn crops ; and latterly, by the hire for 
their labour, which they earned by emigrating to England at certain seasons. 
Now that they are deprived of the potato crop, they are obliged to consume their 
corn, leaving them very limited resources to meet the various demands on them 
as occupants of the soil. These remarks refer in a great degree to the class 
who, in this union, are called farmers. 

From every inquiry, we are induced to suppose that the stock of potatoes is 
very small in general in this union ; and from their high price, not available for 
the peasantry, who chiefly subsist on Indian meal and turnips. 

We are of opinion that a considerable portion of the outstanding rate, 
£15,518 85 . 3 d., can, by proper exertion, be collected, say £11,000. In case 
of making a new rate before next harvest, we are of opinion that it cannot be 
collected before that period, except from some proprietors and large occupiers. 
The means of even many of the proprietors are very much reduced, from the 
difficulty, if not the impossibility, of getting their rents; and a great many 
occupiers have surrendered their land, stating, that from the low price of 
agricultural produce, and the pressure of taxation, they are unable to employ 
labourers, or pay even what might be considered moderate rent. 

We consider the collectors to be strictly honest, but have found it necessary 
to call on them for increased exertion in collecting the rates. There has been a 
very decided opposition to the payment of the rate in parts of this union. This 
opposition was. at first shown in the Loughglynn and French Park electoral 
divisions ; and in our opinion, formed from every information we could obtain, 
it was first caused by an appeal to quash the rate on those divisions.

2. The numbers likely to require relief between the present timeand next harvest 
will amount, as well as I can judge from the present condition of the union and 
from past experience, at the lowest calculation, to an average of 15,000 per 
week for out-door relief, making a total of about 18,000 persons, to support whom 
it will require, at a fair estimate (including all expenses connected with the 
administration of relief), about £21,000, exclusive of the existing liabilities. 

3. As to the funds the union is likely to derive from poor rates before next 
harvest, I think it will be well to observe here, that since January, 1848, three 
rates, amounting to 8s. 11 d., have been struck in this union, two of which have 
been collected, and a sum of £22,000 lodged to the credit of the union. 

The present rate, if collected, would only suffice to pay the existing liabilities; 
and a great portion of these liabilities must very shortly be liquidated, as the 
union creditors have become latterly very pressing for a settlement of their claims: 
and consequently, this present rate cannot be calculated upon to defray the 
expenses that will be incurred between this time and next harvest for the relief 
of the destitute. At the expiration of the collection of the present rate another 
3s. rate, amounting to about £11,000, may be collected; but this supposition I 
could not strongly confirm, as I fully believe that the resources of all classes of 
ratepayers are now very considerably exhausted. 

With regard to proprietors, they have latterly received from the small class 
ol landholders little if any rent ; the failure of the potato crop having rendered 
that class almost unable to provide sufficient support for themselves and families 
This, coupled to the taxation to which they have been subjected, must have 
greatly impaired their now contracted resources, and no doubt will, in many 
instances, very shortly render them unable to cope with their increasing difficulties 
The class of large occupiers, though also considerably injured by the failure of the 
potato crop and heavy taxation, are not, I consider, so much exhausted in their 
means as other classes in this union, from being in possession of large tracts of 
rich land, with considerable stock, &c. &c. ; but as this class is, I may sav, the 
main stay of the poor rate, it would be difficult to say, with any thin^ like 
certainty, how long their means may be able to endure the increasing demands 
made upon their iudustry and capital for the support of the destitute. Under 
these circumstances, and especially as dishonesty cannot properly be applied either 
to the collectors or ratepayers in this union, there is, I fear, every prospect of 
a very considerable insufficiency of funds to meet the destitution between this 
period and next harvest. 

4. In this union, in former years, a great portion of the good land was appro- 
priated for grazing purposes, and in the hands of a few large occupiers ; the poor 
being generally squatters on the brink of bogs, or collected in large numbers, in 
villages, on the poor and unprofitable lands ; the con-acre potato system, their chief 
means of support, for which, I am informed, they paid exorbitant rents ; this they 
contrived to do by the produce of their earnings in England or in Leinster durino- 
the harvest months, having seldom any employment at home, subsisting entirely 
on the potato, and living in comparative idleness the greater part of° the year, 
io the disastrous failure of the potato crop, and the almost total want of employ- 
ment, must consequently be attributed the great destitution now existing in this 
union. 0

5. As to the present stock of potatoes, and the kind of food commonly in use 
amongst the peasantry. From my own observation, and from information I have 
been able to gain on the subject, 1 should say that the stock of potatoes on hand 
in this union is very trifling, entirely in the possession of the better classes, by 
whom it is intended for seed, and is in no way available as an article of food to 
the poor, who subsist on Indian meal and turnips principally, — of which food even, 
I fear, they can seldom procure a supply sufficient to satisfy the wants of nature, 
their appearance everywhere indicating great bodily debility and extreme 
wretchedness. 

In concluding this report, I am happy to have it in my power to say, that up 
to this period the resistance to the collection of poor rates has been very trifling ; 
and, but for the accumulation of liabilities contracted previous to the com- 
mencement of out-door relief in February, 1848, this union, notwithstanding the 
large amount of relief it has since been necessary to afford to the destitute, would 
be at this moment comparatively in a satisfactory condition. 



Roscommon Union , in Cos. Roscommon and Galway — Messrs. Delamar and 
Burroives , Vice-Guardians : — January 23, 1849. 

In framing this report we have confined ourselves to the consideration of the 
cause of the destitution which exists, its present amount, and probable increase 
before harvest; and how far the union will, from its own resources, be enabled to 
provide funds sufficient to defray the expenses incurred in relieving such.

We are of opinion that the number of persons who will require out-door relief 
in this union before harvest will average from 14,000 to 16,000 ; and that the 
number who will require and for whom in-door relief can be provided, will 
amount to 3,000. The funds that will be required to meet this amount of 
destitution will average, we should say, from £20,000 to £22,000 ; and we con- 
sider that the very utmost of the above amount the poor rates will be able to 
provide, will be about £20,000. We have formed this opinion from a conviction, 
that notwithstanding every exertion on the part of the collectors and inclination 
on the part of the ratepayers, it will be only possible to collect before the ensu- 
ing harvest one uniform rate of 3s. in the pound, in addition to that recently 
made and at present in collection. It must at the same time be borne in mind, 
that of this sum of £20,000 it will be necessary to appropriate one-half — say 
£10,000 — to the liquidation of existing liabilities ; so that of the amount which 
we may calculate on collecting before harvest, the portion which will be available 
for meeting the destitution which no doubt will exist, cannot, at the utmost, be 
estimated at more than £10,000, being about one-half of what will be required-. 

Having no reason to consider either ratepayers dishonest or collectors negli- 
gent, we find little difficulty in stating that we consider the great, and in fact 
only, obstacle that will exist to the collection of rate to a larger amount than 
what we have above calculated on as likely to be realized, to be, that the resources 
of the proprietors are exhausted or nearly so. 

Though convinced that such is the chief obstacle to the collection of rates, we 
cannot afford further proof of this being the case, than in the first place, our 
experience of the increasing difficulty of collecting rates from proprietors ; 
secondly, the evident alteration in their style and manner of living, and general 
retrenchment of personal expenses; to which may be added the unanimous opinion 
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of those who should be well informed. It is far easier to advance reasons why Pres 
the resources of the proprietors must be exhausted or nearly so, than to prove it and 

the case. The fact of their receiving little or no rents from the small occupiers, 

and at the same time being subject to the payment of heavy rates, has proved Con-naught. 
sufficient for this purpose. It is upon the class of large occupiers that we mainly Co • Roscom mon. 
rely for being able to collect even the amount of rate we have above stated, as Roscom^iJnion 
the causes which have been the means of impoverishing the proprietors do not Population, 83,437 
affect them by any means so forcibly; for holding their farms at a high rent, Valuation,’ £85^873 
they are almost entirely relieved from the payment of the heavy rates to which 
the others are liable for the support of the poor; and we are by no means 
inclined to admit, that the fact of this class having in many cases lately given up 
possession of large farms, is conclusive that they are circumstanced similarly as 
the proprietors; for we have reason to believe that in many cases they are actu- 
ated in adopting this course, from calculating that ere long the proprietors will 
be compelled to set the same lands at a much lower rate. 

In considering the precise cause of destitution, we should premise by stating 
that almost the entire of the labouring class and small occupiers in this union 
subsisted upon potatoes. This being the case, the almost total failure of what 
might be called the staple food of thousands, aided by the entire absence of what 
alone, under such a visitation, could afford relief, namely, agricultural employ- 
ment, affords ample cause for the existence of an immense amount of destitution. 

The present stock of potatoes is very trifling, — the people supporting them- 
selves, for the most part, on Indian meal and turnips. 

We can state that there has been little, if any, resistance to the collection of 
poor rates in this union ; but on the contrary, we feel pleasure in recording that 
they have been uniformly well paid, which may be ascertained from the fact, that 
a sum of £21,000 has been lodged since last January, and that another rate, 
amounting to £12,000, is now in active collection. 

In conclusion, we have only to express our sincere regret, that in the com- 
mencement of the year 1848, when the ratepayers could much better struggle 
against heavy taxation than they now can, the rate struck by the then Guardians 
was not by any means commensurate with the existing liabilities and prospective 
destitution ; as had it been otherwise, the present condition of the union would 
be much more satisfactory than it is.

We beg to forward you the following report on the present condition and 
future prospects of this union : — 

In order to arrive at more accurate information on the subject, we submitted 
to our rate collectors and relieving officers (twenty-four in number) a series of 
questions, condensed from your circular; and from their replies we draw the 
conclusions embodied in our report. 

The number of persons in receipt of relief on last Saturday, 20th instant, 
was -in doors, 2,180 ; out of doors, 4,291: able-bodied men, in the house, 280, 
none in receipt of out-door relief. 

. From personal observation and inquiry, as well as the sources above men- 
tioned, we have come to the conclusion, that we shall be obliged to provide 
house-room for at least half as many more as are now on our books, and to 
double the numbers on the out-door lists, in the ensuing five months. This 
estimate will, if correct, make our numbers 3,270 in the house, and 8,600 out of 
it; which, as compared with last year, will show a great increase of in-door 
relief, and a corresponding decrease out of doors. 

The present cost of relief in the house is, in round numbers, £160 per week ; 
out-door, £100. Add one-half to the former, £80, and double the latter, £200, 
and add for establishment and all contingences, £60, and we have an outlay of 
£500 per week, which is probably in excess. 

1 0 meet this expenditure out of our present rate, Ave have, after all our debts 
and the cost of collection, and allowing near £600 for bad and irrecoverable 
rate, being deducted, £9,000 available, — that is, if you do not call for the moneys 
collected to repay temporary advances to the Westmeath divisions. Assuming 
you do not, it will carry us doAvn to 1st June, perhaps 1st July. If you do 
AvithdraAV it, our funds will but last to 25th March, as originally estimated for. 
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We do not apprehend any unusual obstacles to getting in this rate. Over 
£3,050 has been paid in during the last seven weeks, from little more than half 
the divisions (which were being revised). We cannot charge our collectors with 
either negligence or dishonesty; and resistance on the part of some of the smaller 
ratepayers is, we fear, more induced by poverty than any other motive. 

Atmone umuu. With respect to the propriety of making another rate in March, the answers 
to the queries before mentioned seem unanimous as to the difficulty of obtaining 
Valuation,’ £99,331 it, except from the wealthy few; no doubt sufficient could be had from that class 
to meet the curtailed expenditure of three or four months, from 1st of May or 
June to 1st September; but from the small farmers, valued from £15 and under, 
little could be got till harvest. The means of all classes are seriously curtailed, 
but from the small occupiers nothing is to be expected at present. Indeed, in 
many cases we find it almost equally difficult to obtain the rate from proprietors 
reputed wealthy ; and the absence of stock on their lands for months past is 
proof positive of the existing distress. _ 

The precise causes of destitution are, doubtless, the failure of the crops tor 
three successive years. The consequent inability to pay rents involved the rich 
as well as the poor, and caused a complete revolution in landed property. The 
quarter-acre clause and ejectments have filled the workhouse ; and where, by 
mutual agreement, the cottier has surrendered his holding for a sum of money, 
and thrown his cabin down, it is more than probable the parent or parents have 
emigrated to America, and left the children a burden on the union. This is 
most frequent on Roscommon side. 

The stock of potatoes in this union is evidently less than at any former period ; 
very inferior in size and quality, and only available for seed. The present price 
is from Qd. to 8 d. per stone. It is not possible to compute the quantity in the 
union. . 

Indian meal is the staple food of the poor. Oatmeal and bere meal are 
deemed luxuries ; and amongst the rural poor, turnips and Indian meal may be 
said to constitute their entire diet. The turnips are now all housed, and this 
has driven many to the workhouse. A marked change is visible in the emacia- 
tion of the applicants for relief during the past month as compared with the 
two previous. . . . , . - . . 

There lias not been any systematic opposition to the payment ot the rates in 
the union. From our collectors we learn that they are more frequently obliged 
to seize than heretofore, and rescues have been more prevalent, particularly on the 
Westmeath side, where parties of some influence have given opposition, and 
raised a partial outcry against the impost ; but poverty is the mainspring of the 
opposition.

We have had no out-door relief in the union since the 23rd of September last, 
owing to our having procured considerable extra accommodation by the renting 
of auxiliary workhouses, and applying the in-door test to all who were then 
receiving out-door relief. 

2. It would be almost impossible to state the number of persons who are likely 
to require relief in this union before next harvest. Were out-door relief again 
commenced, the applicants would undoubtedly be very numerous ; but such is 
the antipathy that many have to becoming inmates of the workhouse, that there 
are instances where the destitute would rather die of starvation than accept 
in-door relief. Yet we consider the system liable to such frightful abuses, that we 
think it would be very wrong to give relief out of doors until the workhouse and 
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auxiliaries become full, so that it cannot longer be avoided. On the corres- 
ponding date of last year there were 1,162 in the workhouse, and 4,375 receiving 
out-door relief ; the latter in a few weeks afterwards increased to 8,389 ; but we 
are of opinion, that if additional buildings can be procured, the numbers to be 
relieved before next harvest will not exceed 3,000 or 3,500 ; and on the other 
hand, if we are obliged to give relief out of doors, there would not be fewer than 
6,000 or 8,000 applicants during the first two or three weeks after the commence- 
ment of the system. 

3. The funds which this union is likely to derive from the poor rates before 
next harvest will be sufficient to defray the expenses incurred for the relief of the 
destitute. A rate was struck on the 16th November last, amounting to £15,814 
6s. 7d., for the support of the poor of the union, and also for the purpose of 
repaying the sum of £8,506 16s., advanced by the Relief Commissioners to this 
union in 1847. Of this rate we have now collected £4,842 19s. 7 d., out of which 
we have repaid two instalments, amounting to £2,366, of the advances under 
the Temporary Relief Act. 

There is certainly great negligence on the part of the ratepayers in settling 
their accounts with the collector, which we attribute in a great measure to the 
system heretofore pursued in allowing the collector too long a time for his 
collection, and not enforcing his collecting the rate within a limited period. In 
this union there was considerable dishonesty practised by some of the collectors 
with the late Board of Guardians ; but we do not think that dishonesty now 
exists either on the part of the ratepayers or collectors. 

The means of the proprietors and occupiers are not exhausted, although in 
many instances they are very limited. The proprietors and oecupiei’s of this 
union have advantages that are not generally derived in others : the greater part 
of the land is in grass, and the failure of the potato, so general throughout 
Ireland, had not so disastrous an effect on the proprietors of this union ; yet the 
small farmers who depended on this crop have suffered considerably — and in a few 
of the divisions throughout the union where poverty exists to a great extent, the 
occupiers are unable to meet the landlord’s demand for rent, and consequently the 
means of the proprietors as well as the occupiers of those divisions are greatly 
exhausted. 

4. The precise causes of the destitution existing in this union are — the want 
of employment for the able-bodied, who (if they could obtain it) would support a 
number of their aged and infirm relations now depending on relief ; and also the 
failure of the potato, of which there was formerly a supply in the garden of each 
poor man sufficient for the support of himself and family during the winter 
months when labourers were not required. 

5. There is but a small stock of potatoes throughout the union, and they are 
being held over for seed. The potato is not used as food amongst the peasantry, 
who principally exist on Indian and oaten meal, and in many instances boiled 
turnip is the chief means of support. 

6. There has not been any opposition to the payment of the rates in this union ; 
nor do we think there is likely to be any, so long as the ratepayers are able to 
meet the demand. 



Longford Union, in Cos. Longford and Roscommon — Major Holiday : — 
January 29, 1849. 

The condition of this union is calculated to cause much anxiety. Notwith- 
standing that its area comprises a great deal of fertile and highly improveable 
land, there is at present a vast degree of distress and poverty among most classes, 
and of extreme destitution among thousands of the cottier or labouring people ; 
and there seems to me to be but little chance of any alleviation of this unfortunate 
state for a long period ; arising, as I conceive it has arisen, from many causes of 
long continuance, as well as the failure of the crops in 1845, 1846, and 1S48. 
The electoral divisions of which the union is composed, differ however materially 
in their circumstances and prospects ; and I have no doubt that several of these 
are, notwithstanding the present pressure, likely to pass through the next seven 
months without becoming involved in ruinous debt, and even to advance after 
that period in cultivation, and in the well-being of their population ; but for 
several others, such as Tarmonbarry, Ballinamuck, Mohill, and Drumlish, I can 
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see little prospect of improvement from any internal resources unassisted, for 
a much greater length of time. 

1. I have not with me any enumeration of the number at present receiving 
relief in the workhouse and auxiliary houses of the union, or of those on out-door 
relief; but, secondly, allowing the union to have accommodation of the former 
kind for 1,800 persons, (as I believe the brewery in the town has been fitted up 
as an auxiliary house,) it may be assumed that the whole of this will be constantly 
filled throughout the ensuing year, and that the numbers on out-door relief will 
be about 0,000, or possibly even greater until the month of April, when it is 
probable that the revival of farm work, and the emigration of able-bodied men, 
either to America, or to England and Scotland, will gradually reduce the numbers; 
but I conceive that the out-door list will not possibly be compressed within 
5,000, until some kind of crop becomes available for food in autumn. W ere 
there any amount of employment to be obtained in the summer, in even a few 
scattered localities, either in arterial drainage or land improvement, it would 
however very much modify the estimate I have formed. Probably about 000 
able-bodied men must be relieved out of doors for a longer or shorter period ; and 
the workhouse may contain also about 180 more of this class with their families. 
The number of able-bodied single women will also necessarily be very great, as 
the county offers no manufacture, or any means of subsistence for such females, 
except household service with the gentry and farmers; and the pressure upon all 
such persons has universally led to a great reduction in the number of such 
servants retained by them. 

8. The amount of rate uncollected on the 31st December, 1848, was 
£8,590 6s. lid . ; but I am satisfied that a large portion of this (say £2,500) will 
not be collectable until after next harvest, and probably about £700 or £800 
will be utterly irrecoverable. At the present rate of expenditure, (which cannot 
be expected to decrease for at least two months,) the whole amount likely to be 
derived from the current rate would only suffice to maintain the union until the: 
middle of May, putting aside even the repayment of advances under the Relief 
Act. Another rate sufficient for the support of the destitute until after harvest, 
and even for the repayment of a portion of the relief advances might be made,' 
and perhaps two-tliirds of it collected without difficulty in the divisions of 
Longford, Newtownforbes, Killashee, Ardagh, Edgeworthstown, (no debt as I 
remember due to Government,) Taughshenod, Taghshinny, Moydow, Agharra, 
Forgney, Rathcline, Ballymahon, and perhaps in Cashel ; but I fear that it 
would be impossible to collect it with any success in Ballinamuck or Drumlish, 
Kilglass, Mohill. About one-half might be collected in Kilcommock, and in 
Tarmonbarry not an eighth of the amount requisite. The latter division is indeed 
in a most hopeless state. Such is its poverty — and such the lawless character of 
the inhabitants, that the collector has for a length of time abandoned the attempt 
to levy rates there. He dare not make his appearance without an escort of 
police or military ; and although the assistance given him by the resident magis- 
trate, who personally accompanied the party, enabled him in autumn to make 
a few seizures and compel some payments, he found it useless to continue the 
attempt, being completely baffled by the locking of doors, and the removal of all 
chattels or crop that could be seized, to those premises on which the rates had 
been paid. The poor of this division must be subsisted throughout the spring 
and summer chiefly by money borrowed on the credit of the union, or raised for 
the time by rates on the other solvent divisions. 

In reply to the inquiry — “what is the obstacle to additional rates being 
collected?” In those divisions where I apprehend a failure of sufficient funds 
being raised, I have to state, that the collectors are not in my opinion negligent 
or dishonest, but they had not acquired thorough experience or tact in collecting 
in a country where great difficulties were caused by the intricacies arising from 
incorrect valuation and innumerable changes of occupancy, as well as the 
unfortunate circumstance of large arrears having been permitted to remain 
uncollected. Many of the occupiers were undoubtedly (if not dishonest) yet 
much opposed to payment of rates, and inclined to evade the demand by locking 
up any cattle or means from the collectors; and many proprietors or middlemen, 
rated as immediate lessors, resisted payment of sums thus charged to them, on 
the ground of their not being justly liable for the rates on tenements divided by 
the occupiers without their consent into portions valued at and under £4 
annually, while they regarded such occupiers as joint holders of tenements 
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exceeding that value. In many cases there is no doubt that the means of the 
proprietor are exhausted so far as regards any annual benefit from the land ; and 
in still more numerous cases the means of the occupiers, at least those means 
which are available to the enforcement of rates, are also exhausted. The proof 
is, that many farms are surrendered to the landlord or abandoned ; and that 
although a heavy rate be due on them, they are left bare of even grazing cattle, 
and likely to remain unoccupied for months. In many others, although the 
tenant has not yet given up possession, he is not tilling the land nor keeping 
any stock on it ; and is well understood to be only waiting a favourable oppor- 
tunity to leave the country. 

4. The precise causes of the destitution so severely felt in many parts of the 
Longford Union, it would be presumptuous in me, after but a few weeks’ resi- 
dence to assign, ex cathedrA ; but I venture to express my opinion, that in addition 
to the losses caused by the failure of crops for three years, which have affected 
every class in the community, and have thrown helpless on the aid of those at 
all above want, the numerous class who formerly subsisted during one-half of 
the year on potatoes grown by themselves ; the principal causes are the rude 
and backward state of agriculture (in which nevertheless the whole of the people 
have been dependent), the greater portion of the land being in a wet and unim- 
proved state, and the increase of population, in consequence of early marriages, to 
a degree far beyond the increase of improved tillage. 

The latter circumstance led to a continued subdivision of land into portions 
too small to support a family, except by the abundant produce of the potato ; 
and the excessive number of hands had 'reduced the rate of wages of labour to 
a miserable pittance, only to be obtained casually, or at one or two short periods 
of the year. The farmers who employed such, have within the last two years 
contracted the number of hands they formerly engaged, having no longer the 
ample stock of food to diet them. The union also labours under the disad- 
vantage of comprising many estates belonging to persons who never reside in 
the country nor expend capital in agricultural improvements ; and other estates 
are under the courts, and are thus likewise debarred from the benefits of outlay 
on employment. The present pressure is also much aggravated by the numbers 
thrown upon the poor rates, by dispossessal or by surrender of the small holdings, 
the occupancy of which debarred them from relief under the present law. These 
holdings, bv the produce of which the late occupant was unable to maintain 
himself, will no doubt eventually be better farmed and rendered more pro- 
ductive ; but just at present the pressure of poor rates renders it difficult to find 
tenants for surrendered farms. 

5. I apprehend that the county of Longford, and consequently this union, 
suffered as severely from the potato disease in 1848 as any part of Ireland! 
Where it did not entirely destroy the tuber, it almost universally arrested the 
growth of all but the very early plants. At present I conceive that there is no 
stock of potatoes in the union available to any extent as food, except for the 
table of the more affluent, and that the chief part of what now remains will be 
used for seed. Potatoes were still to be seen in the Longford market in the 
early part of January, but of an inferior quality — the price from Gel. to 8c?. per 
stone. The food chiefly used among the peasantry was oatmeal, and some 
butcher’s meat among the tolerably comfortable farming class; among the poor, 
Indian meal and turnips. 

0. There has been a great deal of opposition to the payment of poor rates 
in the Longford Union ; and in the greater number of electoral divisions these 
rates are enforced by seizure and distress every week, while cases of rescue of 
distress are frequent; but the parties committing such generally avoid actual 
assault on the collector and his party, and adopt the method of obstructing the 
cattle they may have seized, in the narrow lanes or gateways, and driving or 
frightening them away out of his reach. In Balliuamuck there were some more 
serious cases, and in Tarmonbarry, the spirit of resistance is such as will require 
very rigorous measures to put down. I attribute the resistance to the poverty 
of the class of small farmers, whose only cow or last article of furniture of any 
value must be sold to raise the amount of rate due ; also to the extreme ignorance 
on the subject of the law and of the principle upon which every portion of land 
is held liable to rate. The greater part of the occupiers in the union still 
regard the rate as a personal tax, and it is even more obnoxious to them than rent. 

I lie apparent hardship or injustice often incidental to the present recovery from

Longford Union, before his occupancy from the next rent payable by him, I have been often 
Population, 87,757 assured that in practice this does not avail him, inasmuch as it is not admitted 
Valuation, £124,496 by the proprietor or agent, who has the power of giving notice to, and dispos- 
sessing ultimately, any tenant not holding by lease who should insist on this 
deduction without his consent. 

As far as my observation extends, resistance to the payment of poor rates 
(and very often successful evasion if not resistance,) will generally be found to 
occur whenever the tenements are very numerous and small in extent. As 
holdings become enlarged this resistance will disappear, inasmuch as it must be 
fruitless against the collector’s power of seizure. 



Longford Union, in Cos. Longford and Roscommon — Messrs. M‘ICinstry and 
Dysart, Vice -Guardians : — January 23, 1849. 

There are at present receiving out-door relief, 9,474 : out of this number 99 
are able-bodied, making with their families 391 of the above. In the house 
there are 1,521 : of whom 718 are able-bodied, with 311 males and 407 females. 
This is an aggregate of 2,600 more than were receiving relief during this month 
of last year. 

From the great pressure the last two weeks, and the reports we have from 
the relieving officers, rate collectors, and through other channels, we much fear 
that the numbers will be greatly increased, probably up to 14,000 or 16,000. 

We found on our entrance, in March last, a heavy debt due to contractors and 
others; the payment of which, added to the increased demand for relief, has left 
us without funds in bank, and no other prospect than the striking of another 
rate in the month of April next : indeed we are scarcely safe in calculating on 
the rate now in course of collection carrying on so long ; as from the present 
state of both occupier and lessor, a very large portion of it, we haA r e reason to 
dread, wall not be got until after the next harvest, and the making of a new rate 
will we are aware be considered very hard, and even unfair, by those who have 
always paid their quotas. We are of opinion that the present rate would have 
been in a more forward state of collection, had there been a collector in each 
electoral division ; and it would have been much to the advantage of the payer, 
had he been forced to pay in October and the early part of November, rather 
than January and February. 

The county of Longford should not be in destitution ; it is a fine country, with 
many advantages, yet there is no employment. The inhabitants, proprietors as 
well as occupiers, appear nerveless, — paralyzed at the prospect of overwhelming 
destitution. The provident and energetic farmer having in very many instances 
emigrated, and a less worthy class, to avoid the threatening of inevitable ruin, 
have absconded, many with their families, and as much of the rent as they were 
able to retain in their hands ; whilst others still worse, leaving families in posses- 
sion, to keep the grounds waste or to be supported by the rates. 

We believe there are more potatoes in the country than the owners are willing 
to admit ; and that there will be some in market for seed in spring. We expect 
that amongst the farmer class a moderate breadth of potatoes will be planted. 

There are no potatoes used as food ; oatmeal being low, with Indian meal, is 
w r e believe the chief food. 

Except in one division, that of Tarmonbarry, Ave have not experienced opposi- 
tion to the collection of rates. In that division there were, Ave may say, no 
rates paid prior to October last ; when, under the auspices of that excellent 
magistrate, Captain Hill, R.M., with a suitable escort of troops and constabulary, 
the greater part of six rates were collected.

Although in most of the electoral divisions of the union (except Castle- 
Nugent, Avhere the circumstances of the farmers, and the extensive employment 
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given by Major Blacltall, M.P., prevent distress from existing to any extent,) 
there is a great deal of destitution ; and a large number of persons, both male ““ 

and female, unable to obtain any employment for their support, and consequently 

great pressure. There are manifest symptoms of future improvement in the Le^ste^. 

union ; and although I fear it will be impossible for it to discharge its liabilities °' on& ' ur ' 

for advances under the Relief Act before the next harvest, there is no reason to Granard Union, 
doubt its being able ultimately to do so, should the season be favourable and the Population, 55,130 
crops good, alter that time. _ _ Valuation, £8 1,914 

X. The numbers receiving relief in the workhouse and out of doors, amounted 
in the early part of this month to above one-eighth of the whole population of 
the union ; and I have no doubt that these must have increased considerably 
since that time. There was no assistance given by the majority of the resident 
farmers and ratepayers to the relieving officers, by making known the exact 
circumstances of the numerous applicants ; and it is almost impossible for that 
officer in many cases to ascertain the truth, in consequence of the frequent 
changes of residence of such applicants, and his inability to find out whether 
they may have property elsewhere ; and of the fact (on the other hand), that at 
this season, there is absolutely no employment to be obtained by the greater 
number of those who have nothing but their labour to maintain them. The 
workhouse accommodation in Granard is much too contracted to enable the 
guardians to “test” the asserted destitution of the applicants ; and the latter 
contrive to find out when the workhouse is full, and trust to obtaining out-door 
relief by submitting to enter the house for a day or two. Out-door relief to 
able-bodied men had commenced, although in point of fact many of those so 
called were not men in the vigour of health, or such as a farmer would readily 
employ. 

2. The number of persons likely to be at any one time on the out-door relief 
lists in the union, may (I think) be estimated at from eight to nine thousand of 
all ages ; and of these there will probably be about six hundred men classed as 
“ able-bodied.” But if the Vice-Guardians can succeed in obtaining any suitable 
auxiliary workhouse, for the accommodation of the children of both sexes, the 
numbers of these might be reduced nearly one-half ; and it may be hoped that 
out-door relief to this class will cease by the latter end of March. 

3. As to available funds, for the expense of supporting the numbers requiring 
relief (which will probably not fall below five thousand, until the beginning of 
August), it is to be observed, that the amount of the current rate uncollected on 
the 31st December, was £5,077 16s. 5 d. The sums due to contractors for 
former supplies would exhaust the balance in the treasurer’s hand, and require 
a further sum of about £1,800, as well as I can estimate ; and a small portion 
of the present rate, (say £600) would in all probability be uncollectable until 
after harvest. It may therefore be assumed, that another rate will require to be 
levied for the support of the destitute, from the beginning of May until 
September, even if the repayments of the instalments of advances under the 
Relief Act be deferred. The collection of sufficient rates for the former purpose 
alone will be a matter of much difficulty in the divisions of Columbkill, Scrabby, 
and Lougligowna, as also in Mullahoran, and Drumlumman, and by no means 
easy in Geisha. In the remaining divisions there should be no difficulty, and 
they might even repay a considerable portion of the relief advances ; but if rates 
for the purpose were made early in the year (as before May), it might probably 
tend to cause a good deal of land being left unsown, and would certainly prevent 
the farmers keeping grazing cattle to some extent, as being the easiest distress 
for the collector, at the season when the farmer’s means of raising money are at 
the lowest ebb. 

The foregoing remarks will explain that there is reason to fear that the funds 
to be obtained by rates, will, in certain divisions, be insufficient for the support 
of the destitute until harvest, and that those divisions must incur further debt ; 
and they also point to the obstacles to tli© collection of additional rates. There 
is neither negligence nor dishonesty among the collectors, those officers being in 
the Granard Union, effective, intelligent, and correct men as any I have seen. 

Many, no doubt, of the ratepayers, will evade payment of the rates. 

The liability, as “immediate lessors,” is a frequent subject of dispute, in conse- 
quence of the subdivision of farms among families, without the sanction of the 
. proprietor or agent ; and in such subdivided lands the poverty of the occupiers 
very generally defeats the power given under the 3rd section of the 6 & 7 Vic., 
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Present condition C ap. 92, of recovering- such rate after five months from the date of making it ; 
mi fiST ° " hile fhe proprietors, if residing out of this country, are beyond the reach of the 
' collector or guardians. 

Leinster. With respect to the exhaustion of the means of either proprietors or occupiers ; 

Co. Longf ord, j re ply, that in many instances, the available means, no doubt, are at present 
Granarci Union, exhausted. Very few of such proprietors are resident or accessible to the 
Population, 55,130 collector, and very many of the occupiers, are, by the succession of bad seasons, 
Valuation, £Si,9i4 reduced to absolute poverty. The proof is too visible in the number of farms 
left untilled and waste, on which not a single head of cattle is to be seen ; and 
the attempt to raise from the proportion of solvent and still independent occu- 
piers alone, the whole amount required, which should be equally spread over the 
whole of the tenements in each division, would create great alarm, and might 
have a very injurious effect on the cultivation of land. 

4. The causes of the destitution existing in a large portion of the Granard 
Union appear to be the immediate as well as the contingent effects of the 
destruction of the potato, among a population consisting almost entirely of small 
farmers and cottiers, dependent on agriculture, and that agriculture being of an 
unskilled description. The farmers employ fewer labourers or servants than 
formerly, being less able to feed them (their diet having been always a principal 
part of the remuneration of labour) ; and the numerous class who made a little 
money by the harvest in England, and lived throughout the winter and spring 
months on potatoes grown by themselves, gained during the last autumn an 
unusually small amount of money, in consequence of the long continued rains 
and uncertain weather, which protracted the harvest and compelled them to 
expend more than usual in their own maintenance in England ; while, on the 
other hand, they have now no potatoes or other produce of their own to live on. 

5. The disease affecting the potatoes was very extensive last autumn, both in 
those parts of Longford and of Cavan, which form parts of the Granard Union. 

I believe that the stock of potatoes at present must be extremely small — 
enough for seed, but too inconsiderable to be calculated on for food. Oatmeal, 
Indian meal, and turnips, form the food of the peasantry. 

6. No opposition of importance has been made to the payment of poor rates, 
except in the division of Scrabby and Columbkill,* where it was found necessary, 
in consequence, to give the collector a higher rate of remuneration. I have no 
doubt that such resistance will be put down by a little firmness and determina- 
tion on the part of the collectors, and a few examples being made of the persons 
■effecting rescues of distress. The opposition is to be attributed to the poverty 
as well as the ignorance of the occupiers in those divisions, which, bordering on 
the county Leitrim, and the division of Ballinamuck, in Longford, partake in 
the rude and lawless habits that have formerly characterised, and still exist, in 
those districts. 



Granard Union, in Cos. Longford, Westmeath, and Cavan — Messrs. Tresilian and 
BarnewaU , Vice-Guardians : — Jan. 22, 1849. 

We beg to annex a return, showing the number of persons at present relieved, 
also the number of persons likely to require relief before the next harvest, and 
the amount of rate likely to be collected from the present rate. With respect 
to the funds, we consider that the present rate will be insufficient to meet the 
expenses after March next, at which time, we see no obstacle to striking an 
additional one ; we also beg to observe, that we have not found any dishonesty 
or negligence on the part of the present collectors, and little opposition to pay- 
ment on the part of the ratepayers. 

With respect to the destitution existing in this union, we consider the want 
of employment the precise cause of such ; and we do not consider that there will 
be any reduction in the numbers relieved before the middle of March, at which 
period the oat-sowing commences, which we presume will give employment to 
all the able-bodied men at present relieving. 

With respect to the fifth query, we beg to state that the stock of potatoes in 
this union is very small, and which all the farmers are anxious to preserve for 
seed ; the food commonly in use amongst the peasants being Indian meal and 
oaten meal.

Oldcastle Union, in Cos. Meath, Westmeath, and Cavan— Mr. Deane, Temporary 
Inspector .- — January 24, 1849. 

The number of persons receiving relief on the 13th January was, — out-door 
5,402 persons, of which 236 were able-bodied men, with 1,020 dependent on them- 
in-door, 940 persons, of which number 97 were able-bodied men. 

From what I- have- been' enabled to judge during the short experience I have 
had of the union, the number of persons likely to require relief before next harvest 
may be fairly considered about the same as on the 13th of January. 

Sufficient funds will be derived from the collection of the rates for the relief of 
the destitute. There has been neither negligence nor dishonesty on the part of 
either collectors or ratepayers, and the rate has been generally paid without the 
collectors having been obliged to use their legal powers. 

In that portion of the union which lies in the county of Meath, the proprietors 
and occupiers are much better in circumstances than those who reside in Cavan. 
In the one there is a large tract of country profitably used. for grazing; in the 
other there is a larger population, and the proprietors, unable to obtain rents, are 
deprived of the means of affording employment. In the electoral divisions of 
Virginia and Munterconnaught there has been a voluntary rate for the support 
of the able-bodied. Mr. Sargent, the agent of the Marquess of Headfort, is 
actively engaged in a laudable endeavour to dispense with the necessity of taxing 
those electoral divisions with the expense of supporting the able-bodied, and 
remunerative employment has been provided. 

In Meath, in the electoral divisions of Crosskeale and Killileagh, as compared 
with this time last year, there is a decrease in the amount of destitution owing 
to the employment given by Mr. Wade, the chairman of the board. 

I have no reason to believe that the means of the proprietors in the Meath 
district are exhausted, .or likely soon to be 'exhausted. There is a disposition to 
assist themselves, and in their effort to do so the immediate occupiers will be 
likely to be sustained. 

In the Cavan district, in the electoral divisions of Castlerahan and Ballyjames- 
duff, I undei stand the circumstances of both proprietors and occupiers are very 
different to those of their neighbours in Meath, and that a few- more rates struck 
in the union would soon exhaust their resources. 

All the electoral divisions in the union have rates struck sufficient to pay the 
amount required as a first instalment for the advances' made under the Temporary 
Relief Act, and the ordinary expenditure to the 25th March, except Castlerahan, 
Ballyjamesdufi, and Virginia, for which divisions rates have been determined upon 
to pay the expenses to 25th March, and the rate books are in preparation. An 
uniform rate of 2s. 6c?., or even 2s. on the whole union would, in my judgment, 
provide ample funds for the support of the destitute from the 25th March to 
harvest. 

The failure of the potato crop is the leading cause of the destitution which 
exists ; consequent upon that calamity came the inability of the proprietors to 
provide employment, which has necessarily increased the amount of poverty and 
distress. From what I have learned, there is a very small quantity of potatoes 
in the union, which is now hoarded for seed. 

Indian meal and oatmeal are the kinds of food used most commonly by the 
peasantry. Turnips are planted extensively, and they too supplied food. The 
farmers, however, find it difficult to prevent the people from stealing them, and I 
do not think they will be planted in the same quantity as last year. 

There has been no opposition to the payment of poor rates in this union.

The food most 
commonly in use among the peasantry is Indian meal made into stirabout, with 
seldom the luxury of buttermilk. 

There cannot be said to have been an opposition to the payment of the poor- 
rates. In a few instances forcible measures have been resorted to, but the 
general feeling has been merely to defer payment ; on the other hand, I hear 
that there is much more money among the small holders than is shown ; they 
are hoarding and holding on to see what is to be done for them, and as a last 
resource, throw up and emigrate. This will at all events impede agricultural 
pursuits. 



Trim Union , in Co. Meath — Messrs. Scroope and Austen , Vice-Guardians : — Trim Union 

January 23, 1849. Population, 3*411 

We must admit that the pressure for relief in the union has very considerably ^ aluatlon,i£100,82 - 9 
exceeded what was calculated upon, particularly as regards the applications of 
the able-bodied for workhouse relief; and we were induced to come to our former 
conclusion from the general numbers which had previously been relieved in-doors, 
which number never, till the latter end of October last, much exceeded 500 indi- 
viduals, whilst from that date to the present time the numbers have gradually 
been on the increase, and at present amount to considerably above 700. Not- 
withstanding this excess of pressure over our expectations, we still feel confident 
that our funds in hand, together with the amount of uncollected rate, will enable 
us to meet any exigency that can be expected between the present time and next 
March, when, of course, it will be necessary to make preparations for a new rate. 

In making the above statement, of course we guard ourselves against any unfore- 
seen visitation of sickness or other casualty which might materially involve the 
interests of the union. 

At present the number of individuals receiving relief in the union are about 
2,360 ; of these 750 are inmates of the workhouse, and about 1,600 receiving 
out-door relief under the first section of the Relief Extension Act. Of the former, 

115 are able-bodied men, only 30 of whom have dependents, the male able-bodied 
class representing in all 200 individuals. Of boys in school there are 91, and 
girls 119, other children between the ages of two and five, together with infants, 
about SO, the remaining number of 250, or thereabouts, being principally com- 
posed of able-bodied women deserted by their husbands, or women with illegiti- 
mate children. 

We see no x-eason to report that a gi-eater demand for relief will be experienced 
during the coming season than was granted during the period between the month 
of March, 1848, and the harvest of that year ; and from our experience of last 
year, we have come to the conclusion, that during the months of August and 
September the able-bodied population of the Trim union are hardly sufficiently 
numei-ous to meet the demand for laboux-. 

Upon a close inspection of the relief lists of last summer, we find that the 
highest number receiving relief at one time was 2,674 in the month of May, and 
that a gradual diminution of numbers took place from that time till the month of 
September, when they were reduced as low as 1,698. Although at such times,— 
namely, during the time of gathering the crops, — no absence of employment can 
ever be complained of, yet there are other seasons, — namely, from December to 
May, — when it; appears that little general employment is given to the labouring- 
classes excepting to those who are employed by the year. This circumstance 

K 
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alone will account for the destitution which, during this period, exists to a great 
extent among the able-bodied. 

As to the funds of the union, we have reason to believe, that, notwithstand- 
ing a greater pressure than we had expected, our present assets will prove 
sufficient to meet all demands and liabilities till the 25th of March, as well as 
repay the sum of £1,438, still due for advances under the Act 10 Vic., cap. 7 ; and 
as to a future prospect of funds for the period between March 25th and the 
ensuing harvest, we see no reason to think there will be any difficulty in meeting 
by a rate any destitution likely to occur. It would indeed appear that a rate 
amounting to 10 d. in the pound on the net annual value of the union, of course 
apportioned according to the requirements of each electoral division, will be 
found ample. And further, from the willingness hitherto evinced by the rate- 
payers, and the continued exertion of the collectors, of whose upright conduct and 
general activity we take this opportunity to report, we see no reason to appre- 
hend that much difficulty will be experienced in the collection of such a rate. 

As to the potatoes at present available for food in the union, Ave feel some 
difficulty in giving an opinion ; yet we do not hesitate to infer, — from the state of 
the markets, to which none or very feAv are brought for sale, and also from a 
knowledge that the diet of the people consists chiefly of bread stuffs, mostly 
Indian and oaten meal, — that the stock of potatoes is very low in the union. 

Having before had occasion to allude to the willingness with which the rate- 
payers have met the demands upon them, we may here repeat, that no opposition 
whatever has ever been given to the collectors in the performance of their 
duties, nor do we think any thing of the sort can be apprehended in the Trim 
Union. 

Zing's Co. Tullamor e Union, in King's Co. and Co. Westmeath — Messrs. Butcher and Langrishe, 

Vice-Guardians: — January 22, 1849. 

Population 6 53 905 The actual number of persons noiv receiving relief in this union workhouse is 
Valuation, ' £77,859 1,748; out of the Avorkhouse, 2,574; in all, 4,322, besides fever patients in 
temporary fever hospital. Out of the former number, 278 are classified under 
the head of able-bodied men ; at the same time not more than 140 can be really 
looked upon as such, the remainder being both boys of 1 5 and 1.6 years of age, 
and men Avho cannot be actually termed able-bodied, they being more or less 
disabled. There are no able-bodied men (except in cases of sickness) receiving 
out-door relief in this union. 

It would be difficult, or, in fact, impossible, to state Avith accuracy the number 
of persons likely to require relief in this union during the coming spring and 
summer seasons ; but it would not be unreasonable to infer that as great a num- 
ber, if not a greater, will require relief betAveen this present time and next harvest 
as during the corresponding seasons of 1848, when there were from 4,000 to 
7,000 persons receiving relief from the poor rates in this union. That a 
considerable portion of this number would not have accepted the Avorkhouse, had 
there been room therein to offer them, there can be but little doubt. The 
condition of the paupers seeking admission to the Avorkhouse at the present time 
is much Avorse than at the same period of last year ; they appear generally to have 
undergone considerable privations before they will enter the Avorkhouse, which 
they are at length compelled to do. It is the general opinion that this is a Avorse 
year than last, consequently we do not see how the people can support their 
families without the assistance of the poor rates. 

We cannot estimate the probable expenses to be incurred in this union for the 
relief of the destitute from the present time until next harvest at less than 
£11,000. At the same time, avc do not see how the amounts required in the 
Tullamore, Killoughy, and Clare divisions of the union can be paid, as the funds 
of the ratepayers in these divisions must be almost exhausted, the prices of 
agricultural produce being so very low, and the pressure upon them so very 
heavy, particularly in Tullamore division, where the trvo last rates have amounted 
to 8s. in the pound. We see no reason why the other divisions of the union 
should not be able to bear their burdens, as the rates upon them will be compa- 
ratively light. The farmers, however, in this union, went to a great expense last 
season to procure seed potatoes; and were generally obliged to dispose of their horse 
or coav in order to pay for the seed, as there was no credit. The crop has 
almost entirely failed ; consequently, they cannot have much means left in those 
divisions where the last rates were heavy. We cannot say that the funds of the 
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proprietors are altogether exhausted, although they in many instances complain Present condition 
bitterly. There will be a large amount of arrears at the close of the collection and P r ° s pects of 
of the present rate in Tullamore division, where the parties rated have had no Umon8 , 
means of paying, a considerable portion of which will eventually come upon the Leister. 

proprietors. The collectors have generally acted zealously in the discharge of their Kin S' s Co - 

-duties, and the ratepayers have, comparatively speaking, paid their rates willingly. Tullan^Tunion 

Ihe causes of the destitution in this union may be disposed of under these Population 53 905 
heads first, in consequence of the labouring class having little or no potatoes, Valuation, £ 77,859 
either bad or good ; and in the second place, because the farmers do not give 
general employment, partly from the pressure of the taxes, and partly from the 
want of capital to work their farms. 

The stock of potatoes in this union may be considered as limited, although 
they have kept much better than was expected. The market in this town is well 
supplied every week from remote parts of the country. There are but little 
potatoes in the country available for food, as the price is quite beyond the reach 
of the peasantry — Indian meal being much cheaper. We believe the poorer 
persons live for the most part upon' turnips, which they steal at night, and such 
potatoes as they can collect by following the ploughs ; the employment being but 
limited, they can have but little means for purchasing food. 

. We cannot say that there has been any opposition to the payment of poor rates 
in this union, excepting in the Ratan division, where there has been a decided 
spirit of opposition shown, so much so, that the collector dare not go through 
the division without a strong guard of police. The cause can only be attributed 
to their determination to oppose the poor-law system.

Kilkenny Union. 

In the effort to place before the Commissioners the destitution existing in this Population, 120,082 
union, the means necessary to afford relief to it and such as may hereafter arise, Valuation >' £237 > 1 42 
and what pressure its support will place upon the ratepayers, we seek to direct 
their attention to the period when, during the last year (1848), the smallest 
amount of pauperism was relieved in this union, as to a time when an amount 
of destitution existed which the ratepayers must, under all circumstances, be 
expected to support. As soon as the opening of harvest work gave hopes of 
employment to the labouring classes, who chiefly occupy the workhouse, they 
readily sought that employment in the country districts. ‘'The space thus left in 
the workhouse permitted the policy to be adopted of removing from the out-door 
relief lists, and offering the workhouse to, all persons whose situations were above 
litter and hopeless destitution through entire decrepitude, or other similar cause. 

Although this had the effect of reducing to 2,400 the out-door relief lists, 
which we found (in February) at 12,244, and had gradually diminished to about 
4,000, it also compelled some of those removed therefrom to enter the work- 
house. While thus the number relieved in the workhouse was at its minimum 
(821) about the middle of August, the out-door relief was not finally reduced till 
about two months later. The whole numbers relieved continued to decrease till 
the end of September, when it reached its minimum — 3,304. The numbers on

workhouse, about 900 children, and a few of other classes ; and upon out-door 
relief, of aged, infirm, and widows and their children, as such relief we have 
earnestly laboured to keep under the 1st section of 10 Victoria, c. 31, only. 

On referring to the state of the union this time last year, it appears 
The number in the workhouse was, .... 2,012 
On out-door relief, . . . . . • • .7,331 

The total number relieved, 9,343 

Of this there appears to have been in the workhouse about 800 able-bodied ; 
but we have the statement of the clerk of the union, that of those placed as 
under the 1st section of 10 Victoria, c. 31, by the Board of Guardians on out- 
door relief, a large number were able-bodied : his statement is one-fourth, — say 
1,800 persons. 

The diminished number of those now receiving relief, as compared with last 
year, is not, we fear, to be attributed to an improved condition of the poor. We 
are rather of opinion, that the classes approaching destitution are this year really 
in a worse condition than heretofore. 

Many reasons may be adduced in support of this position — a single one will 
perhaps be sufficient: the fact, that while even in the January of 1848 some 
potatoes still remained as food for the poor, at the present time no such circum- 
stance can be reported. 

We have sought to ascertain by how many may it be expected that the 
number at present receiving relief may be increased. We do not think we are 
over-estimating the number, when we express an opinion, that in addition to 
the 7,300 now receiving relief, it will be necessary to relieve about 1,500 more. 
We believe a large number of these will be relievable under the 1st section of 
10 Victoria, c. 31 ; but yet, in order to preserve the administration of relief 
to this and the workhouse, it will be necessary to have in-door accommodation 
for about, in all, 3,000 individuals. 

The renting of three additional houses has added 730 to our previous accom- 
modation, which was calculated to be 2,080. The whole accommodation would 
have been therefore 2,810, were the order of the 12th January not issued, while 
now, it being but 2,500, a necessity exists for preparing accommodation for 500 
(instead of, say, 200), in which there is no slight difficulty, as we. have already 
rented almost every building in the city readily available, and suitable for our 
purpose. 

Upon seeking to investigate the amount of funds necessary for defraying 
expenses incurred for the relief of the destitute before next harvest, we place 
among the funds available the amount of rate which may be collected before 
Lady-day, and the large balance which at present is in the hands of the union 
treasurer. We do not believe these sums will do much more than meet the 
expenditure to about April, and to pay the amount required by the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, as directed to be repaid by your circular 
of the 8th January. A sum will therefore be requisite to be collected to meet 
the summer expenditure. We find the sum collected from Lady-day to Michael- 
mas last year did not considerably exceed the actual expenditure of the same 
period. We are of opinion that an amount could not be collected this year 
equal to what was collected during a similar period of last year. We believe the 
difficulty of collection will consist in the difficulty of the ratepayers meeting the 
demand with diminished means ; and the argument weighs more in this union, 
upon which rates, varying in amount from 6s. in the pound to Is. 8 d., had been 
levied and collected in the course of fourteen months. 

Proofs of the same inability consist in the facts, that many of a respectable 
and comfortable farmer class are, we are credibly informed, preparing to leave 
the country in the coming spring, and that the smaller class of farmer has for 
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some months past disemployed the farm servants usually kept (if but for their 
food), and will, in their present circumstances, till their holdings without aid 
from the labourer. 

The statement recorded in page 67, shows how large a number are always in 
the union with no means of independent support. In addition to these, a large 
number of persons have fallen upon the rates for support, who, before the loss of 
the potato crop, would have procured existence without such aid. Thus, a cir- 
cumstance has been brought under our notice by the intelligent relieving officer 
of the Kilkenny division, which shows in how many ways, known only to 
those intimately acquainted with the condition of the poor, has the continued 
failure of the potato crop acted unfavourably upon a population always nearly 
destitute. In that division a large number obtained an existence, by travelling 
the many roads in the neighbourhood of the city, begging potatoes. In this 
manner a larger number than would, without entering into a calculation, be 
conceived, was supported, but now is supported by and entirely dependent on 
the rates for support. In this division, except in mercantile establishments, 
there is little employment for the labouring class. The able-bodied who seek 
relief are not in the same position as the labourer from the rural districts of the 
union, who seeks relief only at the periods of the year when no work is to be 
done. W ant of sufficient employment is the general cause of destitution in most 
cases through the union. In some of the rural divisions special causes exist — as 
the results of premature decay in the (coal) mining district of Castlecomer, or 
the over population of the bog district of Urlingford. 

The reports which have reached us from all parts of the union, as to the food 
of the people, are the same ; that potatoes now kept, or sold as seed, are beyond 
the reach of the peasant class ; that turnips, with Indian meal, where it can be 
got, form the principal article of food. 

We rejoice to be able to report, that for many months past there has been no 
opposition to the payment of the rates. Soon after the dissolution of the board, 
and the appointment of paid officers, some opposition was given in the division 
of Urlingford : prompt measures to vindicate the law being adopted, the opposi- 
tion ceased. We have reason to believe, that the people generally look on 
the rates as an inevitable tax, and prepare for its levy accordingly. We do not 
foresee any grounds for anticipating opposition, save from the cause w 7 e have 
before stated. The diminished means of the ratepayer, or disinclination to have 
the repayment of the Government advances made with the present prospects, may, 
we are informed, form grounds for opposition.

2. I should think, under the present circumstances, that the above number 
might be considered as a fair average to be relieved in the union until next har- 
vest. However, should public works open to any extent, of which there appears 
at present no prospect, I am of opinion that about two-thirds of the above num- 
ber might be considered a fair average for relief in this union until the harvest. 

3. lhere is an arrear of £3,000 uncollected of the present rate. There has 
been a rate struck, and the rate books made out amount to £6,000. A rate after 
the 25th March will amount to about £9,000, which will defray the current 
expenses of the union to next harvest, making allowances for all unavailable rates 
out of the total £18,000. There has been some negligence on the part of the 
collectors hitherto, but latterly they have been more efficient. The means of the 
smaller classes of occupiers, generally speaking, is in a low condition. As regards 
the proprietors in this union, their rents have been (taking into account the 
existing distress of the times) pretty well paid to them. 
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4. The failure of the potato crop, and consequent want of employment gene- 
rally throughout the union. 

5. I should think, from all the information I can get, amongst the higher 
classes of farmers they have sufficient quantity for seed, but amongst the small 
farmers there are no potatoes at all. The food entirely in use amongst the 
peasantry at present is Indian meal and turnips. 

6. There has been no opposition of any consequence to the payment of the 
rates in this union. 



Co. Wexford. New Jtoss Union, in Cos. Wexford, Kilkenny, and Carlow — Mr. James Power 
New RossUnion an ^ Captain Newport, Vice-Guardians: — January 23, 1849. 

Population, 74,923 j The number of persons actually receiving relief in the workhouse, including 
Valuation, £110,167 aux -]j ar y establishments, on this day, the 23rd of January, 1849, amounts in the 
aggregate to 1,076. Of the above number there are 189 able-bodied adult male 
paupers. The number of persons receiving relief in kind out of the workhouse, 
under section 1 of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, amounts to 472 for the 
last week. 

2. This query, we respectfully submit, can only be answered in a general way, 
it being next to impossible to state, with accuracy, what pressure may arise 
between this period and the next harvest; but on comparing the numbers relieved 
during the corresponding half-year in 1848, we do not apprehend that the num- 
bers of applicants will exceed those of 1848 during the ensuing half-year; never- 
theless, a heavy pressure for relief has lately commenced, but we have reason 
to believe that such has mainly arisen, from a prevailing rumour and expecta- 
tion of an extensive system of out-door relief, which we discourage as much as 
possible. 

3. We are now on the eve of striking a rate for the ensuing six months, 
which will include the sum of £5,262 7s., being as an instalment of advances 
from the Treasury. We have reason to believe, that some difficulty will exist 
in the collection of the proposed rate, from the occupying tenants of small 
holdings in most of the rural districts ; however, we have every confidence in 
the collection of the rates from all such as have an interest in their farms. We 
cannot disguise the fact, which we derive from general information, that con- 
siderable distress prevails amongst the great mass of the ratepayers ; however 
we will not anticipate any serious deficiency in funds for the next six months ; 
neither can we ascribe any apparent reluctance to pay rates, as proceeding from 
negligence or dishonesty on part of the collectors or the ratepayers. 

4. The precise cause of destitution which exists in this union, evidently 
proceeds from a very general want of employment. We must, however, beg 
leave to observe, that there are some excellent examples shown by landlords in 
this union. It might appear invidious to name them at present, but there can 
be no doubt, if such employment as they give were more general, we should soon 
be enabled to reduce the pressure of rates on the union. 

5. From inquiries of persons well qualified to give an accurate estimate of 
the quantity of potatoes in the union, we are led to believe that thei*e is still a 
good supply on hands, amongst the better class of farmers, who continue to send 
large parcels to Waterford and the Ross markets, the average price being five 
pence per stone of 14 lbs. We believe that there will not be any material 
diminution of such supplies until after seed time, which, in this union, is usually 
completed by the latter end of March, or first week in April. 

The present food in general use by the peasantry is oat and Indian meal. Of 
the latter there is an abundant supply with the merchants of Ross, as well as 
with small retail dealers throughout the union. 

6. It is gratifying to state, that there has not hitherto, neither are we under 
the slightest apprehension of any opposition to the payment of rates in this 
union. On the contrary, we believe there is every disposition to support the 
house, and that those ratepayers who have visited the establishment and its 
auxiliaries, have uniformly expressed their general approval of the system under 
which the union is managed. 
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New Ross Union, in Cos. Wexford, Kilkenny, and Carlow — Mr. Todd, Present condition 

Temporary Inspector : — February 3, 1849. and prospects of 

Unions. 

1. The number of persons actually receiving relief in this union on the 1st 

instant, was 2,696 ; in the union and auxiliary workhouses, 1,941 ; upon out-door cl^Wexfmd. 

relief, (1st section), 755; of the workhouse inmates there are 1,090 adults; the 

number of able-bodied men is 216. New Itoss Union. 

2. If out-door relief is confined to persons who are relievable out of the P°P uIa .tion, 74 >923 
workhouse, under the 1st section of 10 Vic., c. 31, and if those persons are obliged Va uatlon ’ £110 < 167 
to enter the workhouse previous to their being placed upon the out-door relief 

lists, I do not anticipate that the present pressure for relief will continue beyond 
the next five weeks, if so long. Of course much destitution must be expected 
from the latter end of May, probably to the commencement of the next harvest ; 
in fact, this period has ever been one of more distress and want than any other 
portion of the year, but has pressed more heavily upon the poor during the last 
few years, as they cannot, as in former years, obtain provisions upon credit. 

3. As the new rate, which has this day been made to provide funds to meet 
the probable expenses in relieving the destitute in the New Ross Union to the 
31st of July next, has been estimated upon the basis of last year’s expenditure; 
and as I am very sanguine that that expenditure will be found greatly to exceed 
the demands upon the poor rates during the current six months, I anticipate no 
deficiency in the funds of this union before next harvest. 

Since I have taken charge of this union I have not heard of any act of dis- 
honesty on the part of the rate collectors ; there has been much negligence and 
inefficiency, especially amongst those recently appointed. The vice-guardians 
are not answerable for this, as I believe they have always selected the best 
qualified of the candidates. 

I have no method of forming any opinion as to the means of proprietors in 
this union. Of their expenditure in providing employment it would be easier 
to speak, but somewhat invidious, and not perhaps necessary. I believe there 
is considerable distress amongst the class of small occupiers, nor do I calculate 
upon their ability to pay another rate before the next harvest. I have formed 
this opinion, not only from the information of persons possessing much local 
knowledge, but from the fact, that there are at present in this union and auxiliary 
workhouses upwards of 500 able-bodied young women, such as are in ordinary 
years employed as general servants (hired for in and out-door work) by the class 
of small landholders I have alluded to. 

4. Want of employment, and a partial failure of the potato crop. 

5. I believe there is a much larger stock of potatoes in this union than might 
be expected; I judge from the great facilities for export, and the easiness of the 
market price of potatoes in New Ross. 

6. There has not been any general or combined opposition to the payment of 
poor rates in this union ; nor do I apprehend any likelihood of such occurring. 



Waterford Union, in Cos. Waterford and Kilkenny — Mr. O'Connor and Mckster. 

Captain Fitzgerald, Vice-Guardians : — January 22, 1849. Co. Waterford. 

The number of persons at present receiving in-door relief is 2,345 ; of this "Waterford Union, 
number, 383 are able-bodied men. The number on out-door relief at this date Population, 84,360 
is 2,050 : there are no able-bodied men on this list. From all the information Yaluation > £185 > 485 
we can procure, we are led to suppose that it may be necessary to afford relief 
to about 2,000 more persons, at intervals between this and next harvest; and 
this upon the assumption, that we can continue to put the house test. This is a 
point that has occupied our most serious attention. 

. About £5,000 of the late rate remains uncollected. Under the most favourable 
circumstances we consider it will be necessary to strike a new rate about the 
end of March next, a portion of which, sufficient to defray the current expenses 
of the union up to next harvest, can wc think be collected. A large proportion, 
particularly on the rural divisions, it would be unsafe to calculate on receiving 
previous to that period. A great number of small landholders are under eject- 
ment; and all classes appear to feel the severe pressure of the times. The 
principal cause of destitution in this union is want of employment, in connexion 
with failure of potato crop. It is difficult to obtain correct information as to 
the quantity of potatoes on hands, but from the best we can obtain, we believe 
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Present condition that a quantity sufficient for seed in the ensuing season still remains sound : 
and prospects of these are all in the hands of large farmers, none at present being used as food 
Unions. py the lower orders, they in general use Indian or oaten meal — in some cases 

Monster. turnips and sea-weed. 

Co. Waterford. There has not been any decided opposition to the collection of rates in this 
w t FTunion union ; any delay that has occurred is to be attributed to errors in the rate 
collectors’ ' accounts, or to inability on the part of ratepayers to discharge the 
amount demanded. 



Co. Tipperary. 

Clonmel Union.

Clonmel Union , in Cos. Tipperary and Waterford — Major Holiday, Temporary 
Inspector: — January 23, 1849. 

Having been but a few days resident in the union, and from other engagements 
unable as yet personally to visit and inquire into the circumstances of each 
electoral division, I can only form my opinions on such information as I have 
been able to obtain from the relieving officers, guardians, or other persons 
acquainted with the localities, and do not therefore put them forward with much 
confidence, although I conceive they are not very far from correct. 

The union of Clonmel, in considering the relative proportions of population to 
extent of arable land and its net annual value, ought not to present any great 
difficulties in management, even at this period of general pressure in Ireland; 
and although there appears to be at present a vast and increasing urgency ot 
applications for relief from the poor rates, I consider that much of the desti- 
tution is only apparent, and that a steady attention to the business of the union, 
and consistent enforcement of effective discipline and employment in the work- 
house, and a strict system of task-work for the able-bodied receiving relief out of 
doors, would, within a few weeks, reduce that pressure greatly. The Board of 
Guardians comprise a number of most intelligent and effective men of business; 
but the labour required just at this period, even to examine the application and 
report books of the relieving officers, appears to disgust many who attend readily 
each week for a short time, and a feeling of annoyance at the non-attendance of the 
guardians of the more distant electoral divisions, who leave the work of deciding 
on all the cases of applicants to the few who ordinarily go through that task, 
threatens to leave this business of indispensable necessity undone, and to consign 
the care of relieving the destitute in some divisions, exclusively to the discretion 
of the relieving officer. 

To advert to the points requiring to be specially noticed, I have to report : 

1. The number of persons at present receiving relief in this union is 5,219, viz.: 
In the workhouse and auxiliary houses, including also a few 

patients in the fever hospital in the town, . . . 1,980

merely desired to go to the overseers, who had not received from the guardians

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any proper books, or definite orders as to how they were to enforce task-work. Present condition 
The proper books are being now procured, and the guardians intend to complete and P ro . s P ects 
arrangements for the daily issue of rations to this class. After the system has been Umops ' 
brought into practice, I have no doubt the labour gangs will be thinned rapidly. Munster. 

2. I estimate the total numbers requiring to be relieved at any one period, as Co • Ti PP erar v- 

likely to increase to about 6,000 ; but so much will necessarily depend on the cionmdUnion 
degree of superintendence that can be brought to bear upon the overseers of population, 39,993 
labour, and the enforcement of employment in the workhouses, that I can offer Valuation, ’ £91,450 
this as but an approximation. 

3. The amount of rate, including arrears, at present in course of collection is, 

£11,853 6s. 3d., of which sum £1,111 10s. Id. had been collected on the 17th 
instant. After repayment of the sum demanded on account of advances under 
the Relief Act (£4,190), this rate ought to pay off the debts due to contractors, 
and maintain the destitute up to the latter end of March, when it will be neces- 
sary to make and collect another rate for the ensuing six months, of nearly equal 
amount, to enable the guardians to pay off the remainder of the relief advances, 
and defray the ordinary charges up to the period when a rate can be again 
advantageously put in collection after the harvest. There is no reason why funds 
sufficient for the support of the destitute in the union, should not be raised by 
rates, px’ovided they are but judiciously and economically administered. 

4. The chief cause of the destitution existing in this union, is undoubtedly the 
general failure of the potato crop, which was the principal reliance of the cottier 
and labouring class. The scarcity of this once cheap food in the possession of the 
farmers, also induces many of these to discharge the labourers whom they 
formerly used to employ throughout the winter, and diminishes the number of 
single women hired as servants among them. The farmers also having suffered 
by the very defective yield of wheat during last season, and from the low prices 
in the markets, and feeling pressed by the poor rates, endeavour to curtail their 
expenditure in wages. The supply of labour, in short, is at present much beyond 
the demand for it. 

5. As far as I can ascertain, the failure of the potato crop has been general 
throughout the union, and at present there is no stock available as food for the 
poor and labouring classes, the price of those brought to market being from 6c?. 
to 9c?. per stone of 14 lbs.; but there is no inconsiderable quantity still in the 
possession of many of the more extensive farmers, which will for a few months 
supply the markets and the tables of the tolerably affluent, and suffice for planting. 

The ordinary food of the poor and the labouring class is Indian meal and turnips; a 
large breadth of the latter was grown last year, and many of the more destitute 
have latterly subsisted principally upon these, which they get by begging from the 
farmers, and, if I may judge by occasional complaints, not unfrequently by theft. 

6. There have been a few unimportant cases of rescue of distraint, or of 
resistance to payment of rates, but throughout the union generally, I may say, 
no opposition has been made to the payment of rates. I am informed, that in 
some localities, wlxex - e the farms are small and subdivided, the tenants are con- 
verting what they can into cash, and withdrawing any stock or crop elsewhere, to 
evade paymeixt; but as I have not had any opportunity yet of meetixxg the 
collectors themselves, I cannot vouch for the correctness of this assertion. 



Cashel Union, in Co. Tipperary — Mr. Woods, Temporary Inspector : — Cashel Union

1. The total number of persons receiving relief in this union on Satxirday ^ aluatlon ’~ 130 > 026 
the 20th inst., amounted to 14,549 ; of these 2,164 were in the workhouse and 
auxiliaries, the remaining 12,3S5 were in the receipt of out-door relief. The 

number of able-bodied men in the workhouses was 420, the same class on out- 
door relief amounted to 1,193. 

2. From information received fronx the relieving officers aixd others, I should 
say that 18,000 will be the greatest number likely to require relief before next 
harvest; and that in the months of February, J une, and July, the largest amount 
of destitutioix will exist. 

3. The probable aixxount of funds to be derived from rates before harvest, 
camxot be estimated at over £16,000, even if another rate be struck. The sixnx 
collected out of the presexxt rate, say £10,000, will decidedly be insufficient to 
meet curreixt expenditure. During the seven nxonths betweeix the present tixxxe

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Present condition and harvest, another may be struck and partially collected ; hut I am of opinion 
and prospects of the entire money derivable from rates in this union up to harvest, will not 
Unions. jj e sufficient to defray current expenditure for the same period. 

Monster. As a body, the rate collectors are doing their duty honestly and diligently; but 

Co. Tipperary, ffiom the difficulty which they experience in the collection of the present rate, it is 
r .TTT. much to be feared, that the greater part of another rate should remain uncollected 
PopSon, n 69,640 until after harvest. The means of numbers of the occupiers are already 
Valuation, £130^020 exhausted, or very nearly so, as is sufficiently proved by their allowing their 
stock to be sold (often at a very low price) by the rate collectors, and by their 
offering to give up their lands to the proprietors. I believe that the means of 
proprietors are not generally so low as those of occupiers'; but that they are in 
a very reduced state is I conceive proved by their constantly refusing to take the 
land off the hands of the tenants, lest they should be made liable for the rates due. 

4. The cause of destitution, based on the potato, failure, is in this union an 

almost total want of employment for the numerous labourers and others who 
have either been evicted, or given up their lands in order to be qualified for the 
receipt of relief. ... „ 

5. Potatoes are scarcely used as an article of diet, with the exception oi a 

small supply in the market of Cashel ; they are not to be had in this union at 
present; but I have been informed that a fair supply for seed is hoarded up 
through the country, and that they are not becoming decayed. The principal 
food of the people is Indian meal and turnips : both, or either, as they can best 
be procured. . 

6. There has been very little active opposition to the collection of rates ; the 
collector experienced some, which originated in an erroneous idea of some persons, 
— namely, that the collectors could not distrain until after a lapse of two months 
from the date of the rate being struck.

2. With respect to the number of persons likely to require relief before next 
harvest, we can form but an approximative estimate of the probable amount of 
destitution within the period adverted to. After minute inquiry into the circum- 
stances of each relief district in the union, viewed in connexion with the 
experience of the past year, we are of opinion that, unless sources of employ- 
ment for the able-bodied should be opened up, of which there is at present not 
the slightest indication, the numbers on out-relief will increase by at least 30 per 
cent., or about one-third more than the number exhibited in the preceding 
summary. When the labour season arrives, _ there will be a decrease for some 
weeks, but, we apprehend, not to a very considerable extent, as this is more a 
grazing than a tillage district of country. 

3. Under the important head of inquiry, which relates to the funds of the 
union, we have to observe, that the balance of rate and arrears of rate remain- 
ing uncollected on Saturday the 13th instant, was, £14,272 15s. 5 d., of which 
we cannot safely calculate on more than about £10,000 as collectable. 

Now, there are seven months to be provided for before harvest; and assuming 
that the average expenditure for each month will be £2,500, we would require 
£17,500 to meet the current expenses up to next harvest, exclusive of the out- 
standing liabilities on the 29th September last, of which about £6,000 remain 
unliquidated. Adding this sum to the amount of current expenses, the whole 
sum required would be £23,500, or £13,500 more than the amount of rate 
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appearing collectable as above stated. To provide for this deficiency, a -new 
rate of about 2 s. Qd. in the pound, over the union, would be necessary ; and it 
is our intention, about March next, to strike a new rate, but we fear that 
serious difficulties will impede the collection of any further rate before harvest ; 
and wo should say, that the funds derivable from the poor rates up to that 
period, will not be more than adequate to the current expenditure of the union, 
leaving the balance of old liabilities as it stands at present. The obstacle to 
the collection of additional rates does not arise from any negligence or dishonesty 
on the part of the collectors, who appear to us anxious faithfully to discharge 
their duties ; but in the majority of cases, from the inability of the ratepayers 
to pay. This inability proceeds from various causes, to the combined operation 
of which it is to be traced ; but the principal are, the failure of the potato crop, 
the all but total want of employment, and the deep-seated habits of indolence 
and inactivity, under which the energies of both proprietors and occupiers seem 
paralyzed. Equally hopeless and helpless, they want, apparently, both the power 
and the will to put forth a vigorous effort for the amelioration of their condition, 
or to grapple manfully with difficulties, over which firm resolve and unflinching 
energy would enable them finally to triumph. This last cause presents, perhaps, 
the gloomiest feature in their condition, because it is not of a contingent or 
temporary nature ; and before it be utterly removed, we fear the present genera- 
tion must pass away. 

From what we have stated it might be inferred that the means of proprietors 
and occupiers are, to a considerable extent, in a process of exhaustion ; and of 
this we have tolerably conclusive proof in the fact, that occupiers of small hold- 
ings are anxious to give up their land, and actually pressing it on the acceptance 
of their landlords ; whilst, on the other hand, the landlords refuse to take it, in 
order to avoid an increase of the charges incidental thereto. 

On the whole scope of this third head of inquiry, we conclude our remarks bv 
observing, that if we leave the existing balance of liabilities incurred by the late 
board as it is, without further liquidation, we shall be able to provide for the 
exigencies of the union until the ensuing harvest, without increasing those 
liabilities, or requiring any loan. 

4. As to the precise causes of destitution existing in our union, we have 
already adverted to them, incidentally, in our remarks on the preceding topic. 
They are mainly two, — want of employment, and the failure of the potato crop. 
Generally speaking, there is no employment to any extent or of any description 
within the union ; and we have found, on inquiry,* that numbers of able-bodied 
tradesmen are content to break stones or sweep the streets, from want of work. 
This fruitful source of destitution is increased, owing to the principal proprietors 
being non-resident; and no improvements, in the way of drainage or otherwise, 
are carried on upon their estates. The capabilities of a soil naturally productive in 
the highest degree, are thus suffered to lie dormant, and remain' untouched by 
the hand of cultivation. Further, the small proprietors are unable to pay wages, 
and are giving no employment whatever. Before the failure of the potato crop, 
they got their labour done by cottiers, under the con-acre system— at best a 
vicious system — the injurious effects of which, under the present circumstances 
of the country, are sensibly felt. 

5. The stock of potatoes in this union is not great, and the consumption 
very limited. Indeed, in the rural districts, wo may say that no potatoes are 
consumed, and the stock on hands is reserved for seed. In the town of Cashel 
the market is to a certain extent supplied with potatoes for daily consumption ; 
and the price varies from 5£r/. to 6d. a stone. As to the quality of the potatoes, 
they are generally sound ; and in some districts of the union the reserved stock 
for the purpose of cultivation is pretty considerable. The food most commonly 
in use among the peasantry consists of Indian meal, where it can be had, and 
turnips ; but principally of the latter vegetable. 

6. The collectors have met no systematic or violent opposition to the pay- 
ment of poor rates, except in a few cases where, on seizure of goods, a rescue has 
been attempted — and in one instance with success ; but the parties engaged in 
this violation of the law have been distinctly recognised, and will, in due course, 
be made amenable to justice. Some of the collectors, indeed, are apprehensive 
that, in the progress of their collection, they will be obliged to have recourse to 
the aid of the constabulary, in a few districts ; but we trust this may be rendered 
unnecessary by the combined exercise of judgment and a firm discharge of duty.

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Tipperary Union, in Cos. Tipperary and Limerick — Captain Haymes, R.N., 
Temporary Inspector : — January 23, 1849. 

The total number of persons receiving relief in and out of the workhouse, 
amount at this date to 16,411 :

From the great destitution which prevails, and the numerous weekly applica- 
tions for relief, I may safely calculate on an average of 20,000 persons who 
will have to be relieved for the four or five months preceding harvest ; and it 
will require all the vigilance and most stringent tests to keep the number at 
this estimate. . « . 

A rate has just been made including a portion for repayment ot the Govern- 
ment advances made under the Temporary Relief Act of 1847. This rate, now 
awaits the sanction of the Commissioners, and amounts to £21,359. There is an 
outstanding balance of last rate of £5,250, of which there is little doubt that 
£3,250 is perfectly recoverable, consequently there would remain a sum of 
£24,600 to carry the union on till next August ; that is, supposing the Lords 
of the Treasury permitted the portion raised for their repayment to be made use 
of for the ordinary purposes of the union. The above sum would very nearly 
cover our present debt and the expenditure to the 1st of August next, when it 
would be necessary to make a strong rate, so as to have it in course of collection 
in the month of September, — of course, to include the Government advances. 

I see no obstacle to the full and entire collection of the rates, if the collectors 
do their duty fearlessly and impartially, more particularly when the revision of 
the union is completed. Up to the present moment the collectors have not 
used due exertion or made use of the powers given to them by the law; hence 
the unsatisfactory state of the collection which was tolerated by the late Board 
of Guardians. By the appointment of vice-guardians the whole will shortly 
be placed on a better footing ; and these officers will be made to do their duty 
most vigilantly or abide the consequences. 

The chief part of the proprietors and occupiers in this union are well able to 
pay the rates. The land, being some of the richest in Ireland, is for the most part 
in laro-e dairy farms, the stock on which is of considerable value ; and as they make 
and sell vast quantities of butter from the month of May to that of September, 
they must be in a better position than those who depend wholly on the return 
of crops at harvest. 

The principal causes of destitution in this union are, first, the large proportion 
of grass lands, which require a very small amount of labour ; second, four electoral 
divisions being situated in mountainous districts, in which there is a superabundant 
population, obtaining a precarious subsistence from the cultivation of small 
patches of potatoes and oats ; third, the entire failure of the potato crop, which 
was more complete in this union than in most others. . There are no potatoes of 
any kind left amongst the peasantry ; whilst one remained, they continued to eat 
them, though frequently in a putrid state. Since the first of January, but very 
few have been brought to market, and those are chiefly purchased by the better 
classes for seed : they vary in price from 6d. to 7 \d. the stone. The. people 
subsist wholly on Indian meal, and the small farmers on oaten meal, with cab- 
bage or turnips. 

Some opposition to the collection of the rates was encountered last year in 
the district of Bansha, where three men, employed by the collector as caretakers 
of stock distrained for rates long due, were barbarously murdered. This out- 
rage was committed, not from any inability to pay, but was the result of a cold- 
blooded conspiracy got up amongst the small . farmers with . intent to resist 
payment of all rates through this method of intimidation. The vigorous measures 
taken by the Government and local magistracy on this occasion were the means 
of at once putting an end, I trust for ever, to this attempt to evade the payment 
of rates. I am happy to add, that most of the perpetrators of this vile act are in 
custody, and await their trial at Clonmel. This is the only obstruction of any 
consequence that has come to my knowledge during the past year; and I have 
every reason to believe, from the present state of the country, that a recurrence 
of so atrocious an act is not probable. 

In conclusion, I must give it as my decided opinion, after nearly a twelve- 
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month’s constant residence and close inspection, that the union of Tipperary 
may be considered as one of the richest in Ireland, as much from the fertility of 
its soil, and its stock of all kinds, as from the wealth of its landed proprietors 
generally. 



Tipperary Union, in Cos. Tipperary and Limerick — Messrs. Richards and Fennell, 
Vice-Guardians : — January 21, 1849. 

So far as we have had an opportunity of judging of the present state and future 
prospects of this union, we consider that they present a very favourable contrast 
to other unions in which we have been employed. 

The number of persons receiving relief at present in this union amounts to 
16,518, of which 1,492 are relieved within the workhouse, and 15,026 on out- 
door relief; of these, 225 are able-bodied males relieved in the workhouse, and 
1,428 relieved out, making a total of able-bodied men receiving relief in the union 
of 1,653 ; and we confidently expect that these numbers will not materially exceed 
their present aggregate. We are however aware, that this opinion is not gene- 
rally looked upon here as correct ; and it is argued that an enormous increase to 
the numbers receiving relief may be expected : but we are led to form our con- 
clusions from the fact of the late Board of Guardians having left too much power 
in the hands of the relieving officers — that too great a facility was afforded 
improper objects to get on the lists — and that the destitution of parties applying 
for relief has not hitherto been sufficiently tested. 

With reference to the funds which the union is likely to derive from the rates 
for the support of its destitute poor, we have a confident expectation that the 
rates which we are now about to lay on, and which are calculated to produce about 
£21,474, can for the most part be collected, and will be amply sufficient to bear 
the expenses of the union up to next September, unless some extraordinary con- 
tingency may arise from the extensive spread of cholera or other epidemic disease ; 
and even should such a calamity meet us, we do not anticipate being obliged to 
impose additional rates, if the arrears of the last rate prove recoverable to the 
extent that we are led to expect from the report of the revising valuator. 

Without imputing actual dishonesty to the collectors of rate in this union, we 
are far from being satisfied with their efficiency. We do not consider that they 
have discharged their duties in a trustworthy manner. We look upon them as 
either not possessing sufficient energy, or otherwise as not being sufficiently inde- 
pendent for the discharge of such an important trust; as had they fairly and impar- 
tially discharged their duty, it would have been impossible that such an arrear of 
rate could have been left uncollected as we now find outstanding. There were 
ample means in Tipperary union to discharge a very much higher rate than that 
laid on last June if it had been collected with vigour; and we cannot find that 
there has been any organized opposition to the payment of poor rate throughout 
the union. 

Although there can be no question that the circumstances of the proprietors 
of landed property, and the occupiers generally, are much reduced in consequence 
of the last three years of national distress, still the means of these classes in this 
union are not exhausted, nor are they likely to be exhausted by any rate which 
we foresee a necessity of imposing upon them for the support of the destitute 
poor during the next year. 

The immediate cause of the destitution at present existing is to be traced to 
the destruction of the potato crop throughout the country. The most extra- 
ordinary exertions were made by all classes last spring to procure seed ; and 
numbers of small farmers and tradesmen have disposed of their only cow and 
of their furniture, in order to enable them to purchase potatoes to plant. The 
ground, which would have otherwise been laid down under rye, bere, parsnips, 
and turnips, was reserved almost generally for potatoes; and the lamentable 
destruction of that esculent, lias, as might be expected under the circum- 
stances, thrown the country into its present state of privation and distress. But 
there are other causes of a local and social nature, to which perhaps it is not 
our province to allude in this report, which have materially tended to increase 
the miseries under which the great mass of the people laboured. 

It is extremely difficult to ascertain with any degree of accuracy the probable 
stock of potatoes on hand, as parties having any supply carefully withhold 
any information on the subject. There is however no doubt that the stock of 
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potatoes in this union is at present very limited, the crop having suffered more 
here than in most other places ; but such samples as we have seen, are for this 
period remarkably fine ; and it is a positive fact, that the tubers have not mould- 
ered to decay, in the same manner or to the same extent as the remnant of the 
crop of 1846. 

The food generally in use amongst the peasantry at the present time consists 
of stirabout made of Indian meal, or bread composed of Indian meal and barley 
meal. Some of the humbler and more destitute classes subsist on a kind of 
pottage made of turnips, parboiled, with a very small portion of Indian meal; 
but the quantities of food which the great majority of the peasantry are able to 
procure are barely sufficient to sustain mature. 

There has not been any serious or organized opposition to the payment of 
rates in this union, although it was here that the brutal murder of the bailiffs 
employed by the rate-collector took place last October. We are not however 
disposed to attribute these murders to any deep-seated aversion to the payment 
of poor rates, or to any general conspiracy against that impost ; but as arising 
from some local cause, and perpetrated under the influence of the sanguinary 
passions of the persons engaged. We do not however mean to convey an 
impression, that the assessment for the poor is a popular tax; on the contrary, we 
believe that it is looked upon with extreme aversion by the large majority of the 
landed gentry. 

Tlmrles Union , in Co. Tipperary — Mr. La Barte, Temporary Inspector : — 
January 22, 1849. 

In preparing a detailed report on the present condition of the union, and on 
its prospects between the present time and next harvest, in accordance with your 
circular letter of the I6th instant, it is obviously necessary, in order to form 
an accurate opinion on the subject, to advert to the amount of the destitution 
that existed in the corresponding period of 1848, and to the sufficiency of the 
pecuniary means then at the disposal of the Board of Guardians to defray the 
expenses incurred. 

During the early part of 1848, relief was extended to the able-bodied classes, 
without much discrimination as to the real condition of the applicants, and with 
but little regard to the existing state of the finances. The relieving officers, who 
to a great extent were permitted by the guardians to suggest not only the persons 
to be relieved, but also the nature of the relief to be given, had no other means 
of acquiring a proper knowledge of their duties than by the practical working of 
an extensive and costly system of relief. 

The pressure on the out-door relief lists was so urgent, from the first, as to 
render it impossible for the relieving officers to institute the necessary prelimi- 
nary inquiries ; and as the guardians had neither the leisure nor indeed the dis- 
position to investigate the claims of the different applicants, relief appears to have 
been given in almost every case, and as a matter of course, to numbers who were not 
entitled to receive it. Such continued to be the system until the labour test came 
into operation in the beginning of March, when the destitution in this union was 
greatest. From that period, the number of able-bodied men gradually diminished, 
until the end of May, when it increased again, upon the cessation, of the spring 
labour, and continued to do so till the month of J uly, when a rapid diminution 
took place, until out-door relief to the able-bodied entirely ceased on the 1st of 
September. 

Keeping in view the above state of facts, I proceed to afford the information 
required upon the several points referred to in the circular. 

1st. The number of persons who actually received relief in the week ended the 
13th inst., whether in or out of the workhouse, distinguishing able-bodied men 
from the other classes, is shown in the following table

2dly. Although the able-bodied men relieved in the workhouse bear but a 
small proportion to the total number of the inmates, I do not anticipate that any 
material change will occur under that head during the next six months. The 
workhouse is generally full, or nearly so, and is likely to continue in that state 
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unless auxiliary accommodation can be procured elsewhere, or additional build- 
ings can bo erected on the present site. But with respect to the number of per- 
sons likely to require out-door relief in the ensuing spring and summer, it would 
be difficult to form a correct judgment. Estimating from an analogous state of 
things in 1848, the destitution that may be expected to prevail in 1849, and 
allowing for a better administration of the law and a more stringent application 
of the labour test, I think it probable that in the eight months from 1st of January 
to 1st of September, 1849, the number of persons for whom out-door relief must 
be provided will not exceed the average of 11,000 weekly. In 1848 the weekly 
average was upwards of 15,000 persons, of whom about 1,100 were able-bodied 
men. The number of that class at present receiving relief is 760. 

AVith respect to the funds likely to be derived from the poor rates before next 
harvest, to provide for the relief of the destitute, I would observe, that it is only 
gradually, and as the rate now in course of being collected is obtained, that the 
union is being relieved from the heavy embarrassments which were mainly caused 
by the extent of the destitution in 1848, and by the reckless profusion with which 
relief was administered by the guardians. 

In October, 1847, rates were struck varying from 5 d. in the pound in Inch, 
to 5s. in Thurles, which if collected would have produced £16,650. There was 
also an apparent arrear of £2,350 (a good deal of which was hopeless, and some 
of it fictitious), making a total of £19,000 to be collected on foot of that rate. 
Of that sum, £14,400 was actually collected ; and 1 have no doubt that with 
honest and zealous officers, a considerably greater amount of the rate could have 
been collected between the period at which the rate was struck in October, 1847, 
and the close of September, 1848. Had the late Board of Guardians struck 
sufficient rates in the summer of 1848, so as to have them in course of being 
collected immediately after the harvest was saved, I am disposed to think that 
the union would not only now be free from debt, but that a considerable surplus 
would be in the hands of the treasurer, and be amply sufficient to provide for 
the prospective wants of the union to the 25tlx of March. The proper time w r as 
permitted to pass over, and the harvest was actually saved, and much of it had 
been taken and sold by the landlords, before the guardians could be induced to 
strike another rate to meet the expenses of the approaching winter. In the 
meantime, the debts of the union were hourly increasing ; and when the Board 
was dissolved on the 24th October, the liabilities must have certainly exceeded 
£ 10 , 000 . 

The rates struck in Oct obex 1 , 1848, were not put in course of being collected 
until the 8th of Novembei 1 , and even then only in parts of the union. The total 
amount of those rates (which are not uniform) is something less than £15,500, 
making, with the arrears of former rates since 1842, a sum of £20,000 to be 
collected by the present officers, and of that sum £1 1,400 has been already 
collected. In one district the collector has been but four weeks in office, and 
the greater part of his collection may be reckoned upon as certain. 

Of the uncollected portion of the rates (about £8,600), allowing for errors of 
valuation and transcription (and they are numerous), and also for changes of 
tenantry, subdivision of holdings, recent evictions, difficulties arising from the 
absence of immediate lessors, false entries made by defaulting collectors, and 
fictitious arrears carried forward from year to year, not to mention sums of money 
received but never accounted for, — the utmost that, in my opinion, it is possible to 
collect on foot of the above balance, caixnot exceed £5,000, which, with £2,700 
now in the treasurer’s hands, will not be sufficient to discharge the outstanding 
debts, and provide for the current expenditure of the union to the 25th of March. 

It is true, that in a few electoral divisions the present rates would not only 
suffice to discharge all their liabilities, but to carry them over the greater part 
of the spring ; while in others they are miserably deficient. It is to be feared, 
that when the accounts for the half-year shall be made up to the 25th of March, 
and the expenditure apportioned to each electoral division, those will be found 
to be most involved in which the highest rates will be required, and which are 
the least able to bear them. An additional rate in the same half-year, to be 
paid out of the produce of the same harvest, is scarcely to be collected in the 
poorer districts of the unioix ; bxxt if some delay be permitted to take place, I do 
not aixticipate that aixy great difficulty will occur, if sufficient rates are struck in 
May, in collecting theixx ; or at least in collecting a sufficiency to meet the current 
expenses of the union, froxn persons who are at all times ready to meet their 
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liabilities ; leaving tlie residue to be afterwards collected during the harvest, from 
those who are less independent, or not so well inclined to pay. 

The present collectors appear to be acting with energy and zeal ; and though 
some instances of favouring particular ratepayers may possibly occur, I have no 
reason to suspect either a false entry in the books, or the receipt of money which 
has not been accounted for. The poorer class of ratepayers are not disposed to 
pay if they can avoid it, and many of them are literally unable to do so. It is 
among the better sort of small farmers that opposition to the payment of rates is 
to be met with ; though, on the whole, it is not as great as I expected it to be. 
The means of many of the proprietors and occupiers have been very much 
diminished by the events of the last three or four years. Rents are very badly 
paid ; and land, when brought into the market, is sometimes scarcely saleable. 
One proprietor, a deputy-lieutenant, assured me lately, that in the event of being 
forced to pay another rate, he would be obliged to break up his establishment and 
leave the country, as he had not received twenty per cent, of his rental since 1846 ; 
and another, of still more ample means, who has always evinced the most praise- 
worthy exertions to keep down destitution and provide employment for his 
tenants, informed me, that he has at length been compelled to discharge the 
greater portion of his labourers, and throw them on the rates for relief. 

The causes of the destitution in this union are to be ascribed to the almost 
total failure of the potato crop, and the partial loss of the wheat crop in 1848, 
following, as they did, so soon after the disasters of 1845 and 1846. The potato 
crop of 1 847, though certainly not equal to what it used to be in former years, 
was sufficient, both in quantity and quality, to provide for the wants of the 
greater portion of the labouring population to an advanced period of the year ; 
while the crop of 1848 was not only deficient in quantity, but most of what are 
now on sale in Thurles are so deteriorated in quality as to be scarcely fit for 
human food. Such as they are, the best are kept for seed ; and the poor people 
are, for the most part, subsisting on turnips, which are exceedingly cheap, and 
upon Indian meal, when they have the means of procuring it. 

In the immediate neighbourhood of Thurles, and in particular in cases where 
immediate lessors are liable for the rates, houses are being levelled and clear- 
ances effected to a considerable extent; though, as yet, without any of the 
lamentable consequences that have been notorious in other unions. 

The opposition to the collection of the rates has not as yet assumed an 
organized appearance, and has arisen either from inability to pay, or from a 
reliance on legal quibbles, frequently resorted to for the purpose merely of 
gaining time. Some few cases have occurred where cattle seized for rates have 
been forcibly rescued ; but I have not heard of a serious injury having happened 
to any of the persons concerned. 

I omitted to mention, as further evidence of the increasing destitution of the 
people, that the crime of sheep-stealing is becoming quite common. Scarcely a 
night passes that robberies are not committed. 

Emigration, upon an extensive scale, is also going on on the part of the 
farmers who have still sufficient left to carry them away ; and it must be con- 
sidered as a further proof that they have nothing to hope for in remaining. 



Thurles Union , in Co. Tipperary — Mr. White, one of the Vice-Guardians : — 
January 21, 1849. 

1. The number at present receiving relief in Thurles Union is as follows : — 
On out-door relief, on 13th January, 10,876, of whom 756 are able-bodied males ; 
in the workhouse, on the 20th, 1,041, of which number only 162 are able-bodied 
males ; making a total of 11,917 of all classes. To this must be added the 
persons admitted to out-door relief on the 16th and 17th, the returns of whom 
cannot be had in time for this report. 

2. I cannot (from my short residence in this union) form an estimate of the 
numbers likely to require relief between the present time and harvest, except by 
comparison with the corresponding weeks of the last year, which show a frightful 
amount of destitution, amounting at one time to 17,000. However, I would hope 
from the greater experience of the relieving officers, and the more careful examina- 
tion of the claimants, that the demand would not be so great. A diminution on 
the out-door lists may be expected as soon as the spring farming-work shall have 
begun, the commencement of which depends in some degree on the weather ; 
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and again, an increase in the month of June and part of July. I am also 
inclined to think, that the pressure on the workhouse in the summer months 
will not be so great, as the small farmers have usually some work going on at 
that time. 

3. As to the funds which are likely to be available in this union for the relief 
of destitution between this and harvest, there is a balance in favour of the 
union in the treasurer’s hands of £2,518 3s. 5\d., with an uncollected rate of 
£8,678 5s. lid., which, even if all got in, would be very far from being sufficient 
for defraying the cost likely to be incurred for relief till next harvest, even 
without providing for the payment of the outstanding debts of the union. 

4. The chief objection to striking a new rate at present is, the inability of both 
proprietors and occupiers to pay it ; also at this time of the year the county cess 
is in progress of collection, and the collectors of both rates are contending with 
each other for the first demand. That the proprietors are much crippled in 
their resources, is evident from the great number of evictions daily taking place 
in the union ; and that the means of the occupiers are nearly exhausted may be 
inferred from the great number of civil bills at the quarter sessions all through 
this county. I do not think the present rate collectors are to be charged with 
either negligence or dishonesty ; on the contrary, some of them are most zealous 
and diligent in their collection. 

The cliief causes of destitution in this union are to be attributed, first, to the 
failure of the potato crop ; second, to the total want of employment for the 
labouring classes, (except in two electoral divisions,) owing in some measure to 
the low price of all sorts of agricultural produce. 

5. The stock of potatoes in the immediate neighboui-hood of this town 
(Thurles) is perhaps greater than in the other districts of the union ; but can 
hardly be reckoned on as likely to contribute to the relief of destitution, as they 
are only in the hands of the better class of farmers, and will not be more than 
sufficient for seed ; besides, the quality is so very bad that in a short time they 
will be unfit for food. 

6. I have not heard of any general or systematic opposition to the collection 
of rates ; but in many instances the collectors have been forced to resort to 
distraint and other legal modes of enforcing payment, which I think is caused 
by the want of means to meet the demand, as I find many names of persons 
who hitherto willingly paid their rates, returned as defaulters on the collectors’ 
books.

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Valuation, £105,275 required for pressing claims for ordinary consumption, all former means of 
support having been lost, and their being now compelled to draw upon their 
stock, produce, and even implements to provide for their subsistence. So strongly 
is this felt, that the collectors express a decided unwillingness to collect another 
rate. In the Roscrea electoral division the collector states, that on some 
hundred tenements, on which rates are still due, there is no property that can be 
made available to pay the arrears, but bedding and furniture, which generally 
are of such a wretched description as to be of little or no value as saleable 
articles. In the rural districts the collectors have been obliged to seize on the 
agricultural implements of the ratepayers. There is infinitely less winter corn 
sown in this district than in former years, from the inability of farmers to procure 
Seed ; and in the interval between this and harvest two county rates must be 
collected, which will probably amount to 5s. per acre. 

With very few exceptions, the means of the proprietors are exhausted: this 
is proved by the reduction or breaking up of establishments, ceasing to employ 
servants and labourers as heretofore, from inability to pay them, giving up their 
amusements, having their land unstocked, debts to tradesmen, and the con- 
sequent cessation of credit; the anxiety with which every little place of 
emolument is sought after by classes who, a few years ago, would not have 
thought of such occupations ; and lastly, by the general desire to emigrate. 

The means of occupiers are also exhausted ; their working capital has been 
materially diminished by the recent heavy demands upon them, without any 
corresponding return ; which, added to the great deficiency in the wheat and 
potato crops, and the low price of agricultural produce, has lessened their 
means of carrying on their business with any prospect of success in the ensuing 
season. 

The great amount of destitution existing, and likely to increase, is attributable 
to the failure of crops, loss of stock by distemper, depreciation in prices, and 
chiefly to the want of employment of the agricultural population ; the occupiers 
of land not having the means to pay the labourers, who are therefore compelled 
to apply for relief on the rates. 

The stock of potatoes is small ; they are used but by few persons as an article 
of food, and are overheld by some as seed for the ensuing season. The food of 
the peasantry is chiefly Indian meal and oatmeal ; turnips have formed a large 
ingredient in their diet up to the present time, but they are not now generally 
attainable. 

Opposition to the payment of rates has not been manifested, except in rare 
instances, by acts of violence. The demand has not been resisted; but the want 
of power to comply with it has been generally complained of, and payments have 
been consequently slow.

The number of persons in receipt of relief at the present moment is 6,150 ; 
of these 2,870 are in the workhouse, and 3,280 in receipt of out-door relief. 
There is no order for out-door relief to able-bodied men under the second section 
of the Irish Poor Law Extension Act ; and of that class the workhouse contains 
308 ; of these, by far the greater number are boys, just over 15 years, or between 
that age and 17 or 18 years. It is possible that half as many more as those at 
present in receipt of relief may require it before the next harvest ; but I have 
no means of forming any thing like an accurate estimate. The number that 
received relief in the year 1848 cannot be at all relied on as likely to indicate 
it, as the abuses were so great, and the mismanagement of the guardians so 
remarkable. The cost of out-door relief for the week ended the 22nd of January, 
1848, was £3o3 5s. Gd., whilst for the corresponding week of this year it was 
but ,£83. The total sum that the rate made upon the 19th of December, 1848, 
will produce, is £17,420 ; of this sum, £5,462 is for repayment of advances

The barony cess collector also told me he was 
surprised at the sum of county cess paid by the 1st of January, being double the 
sum he had ever received at that period in any previous year ; he at same time 
remaiked, that lie had commenced its collection earlier than usual 

The precise causes of destitution in this union I hold to be want of employ- 
ment, and the number of evictions that have taken place within the last two 
years ; in tact, those at present in the workhouse are mostly of that class 

There is a much greater stock of potatoes in the union than could be supposed 
to remain after the very extensive failure that occurred ; these, however, are not 
generally used as food and are being preserved for seed. Indian corn meal is 
the staple food of the farmers; those a class lower use a portion of turnips as 
well as Indian meal. 1 

Nothing like an organized opposition to poor rates has taken place in this 
union, rsow and then rescues of stock have occurred, but nothin^ serious The 
collectors of rate are active intelligent men; and I look forward °to almost the 
whole of the present rate being made available for the purposes of the union.

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4. Want of employment is the precise cause of the destitution existing in this 
union, nor is there any prospect of employment being given. Add to this, the 
number of evictions which have taken place, and the numbers of people, heads 
of families, who are every day leaving the country, emigrating to America, taking 
away all their means, and leaving their families chargeable on the union ; all 
this, however, is only the direful consequence of the loss of the potato, and the 
shortness of the cereal crops, which did not reach half an average in this union. 

5. The stock of potatoes, at best but small, is all but exhausted ; what remains 
is only fit for seed, and wholly unfit for human food, and is only in the hands 
of substantial farmers. Indian corn meal is the food most commonly in use 
among the peasantry. 

6. There has been no systematic opposition to the payment of poor rates in 
this union. 



Ennis Union, in Co. Clare — Colonel Vaughan Jackson, Temporary Inspector : — 
January 22, 1849. 

I enclose a statement (No. I.) of number actually receiving relief in-door and 
out-door for week ending Saturday, 13th January. The expense of the staff, and 
the rent of houses used as auxiliary houses, are included in this estimate, showing at 
the present standard of outlay an expense of £46,843 per annum on a rateable 
property of £101,222 ; the rateable property having been valued at its present 
standard before any agencies of depreciation, consequent on famine, took effect. 
All opinions here are agreed that no reduction in present scale of expense, or 
of numbers on the rates, is likely to take place between this and next harvest. 
Many, in whose judgment and experience I have every reason to place confidence, 
consider that there must inevitably be a serious increase of numbers on the 
rates, diminishing in some degree in the seeding time, but increasing at a high 
velocity from May and June to harvest. My own conviction is, from all I have 
seen of the union since I took charge of it on the 5th ultimo, and the wretched 
appearance of the population, that a great increase beyond the present number 
on the rates must take place before harvest. 

I revised the lists since I came here in five electoral divisions. I saw the 
individuals on the rates; a more painful aggregate of misery can scarcely be 
imagined. The instances of imposition I discovered are unworthy of mention 
in so great a number. I have not yet had time to inspect and revise lists in the 
worst of the electoral divisions. 

In this union any drain through emigration appears to be insignificant com- 
pared with the pressure. There appears to be scarcely any employment. The 
Fergus and Quinn drainages are both stopped, although not a third of the in- 
tended work is yet executed. I think any calculation made with a view to the 
relief of destitution in this union till harvest, cannot be prudently struck at a 
lower scale than 30,000, or say 10,000 in addition to the present numbers, unless 
some agency of assistance, not now apparent, comes in aid. 

As regards the funds likely to be made available from the resources of the 
union, to meet this enormous mass of helpless poverty, I have no hesitation, in 
expressing it as my decided conviction, that the internal resources of the union 
cannot by any ordinary process of striking and collecting rates, be made avail- 
able adequately to provide for its destitution till next harvest. It must always 
be kept in view that rates now struck rest on property depreciated at least 30 
per cent, since the valuation was made ; so that although a rate may appear 
light and would be before the famine light, it would in reality be at present 
severe. In April, 1848, a rate of 3s. in the pound was struck ; a similar rate was 
struck in September, 1848, making 6s. in the pound in the year 1848. The 
union at present owes £4,083 ; and there remains uncollected of the two rates 
I allude to, £6,447 6s. 1 Id., by return dated 9th instant. I have no reason to 
think the collectors have been wanting in energy and zeal, although I have had 
to complain of their not attending at the hours fixed at the board-room. There 
is no indisposition in this union, that I can discover, either to strike or pay rates. 
Non-payment I believe arises from inability to pay. Complaints have been made 
to me of cruelty being used by the collectors in seizing and selling property com- 
paratively worthless for rates, and exposing the owners of household furniture 
of the worst description to great privation, by selling their effects for a few pence. 
The property of a gentleman, two years ago considered most solvent, was sold 
last week for rates. 
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There are no potatoes in the union that can be taken into account as food ; 
there are a few for seed ; all I have seen are very bad. The population live on 
Indian, oaten, rye, and barley meal. 

I consider the means of all classes in the Ennis Union seriously deteriorated 
by the agency of the famine, except those having property not connected with 
land — that is, money in the funds, in railway shares, &c. This is proved by the 
extensive surrender of farms to landowners ; by many farmers, with ample 
means, going to America or elsewhere, leaving obligations unpaid; by the great 
increase of taxation on the one hand, while the means of meeting it decreased ; 
by the disappearance of the staple food of the country. Pigs, as a medium of 
extensive trade, have disappeared ; so has butter among the humbler class of 
farmers. The distemper among cattle has also had its influence. At last October 
sessions, of 104 ejectments brought by one solicitor, 98 were not defended : this 
fact in Clare speaks most loudly of the decay of industrial vitality, as well as 
the decline of production. 

Before the famine, Ennis was the centre of an immense trade. Remote from 
other towns, it engrossed all the business of the rural population for miles around. 
I learn, and I believe, the tradespeople as a class are now bankrupt or insolvent, 
or both. The sale of food is now almost the only business. I enclose a memo- 
randum (No. II.) showing the position of classes connected with the Savings’ Bank 
in November, 1847, and November, 1848. The serious diminution is attributed 
to drawing money to purchase food. 

The wheat and grain crops were inferior last harvest in the proportion of 
four to fifteen. 

I feel extreme difficulty in approaching the subject of striking and collecting 
future rates. A small rate, say 2s. or 3s. in the pound, will be inadequate to 
meet the wants of the union till next harvest. A heavy rate, say 5s. in the pound, 
would, I am informed by persons of the highest character and quite disinterested, 
tend to stop production, to throw land most extensively out of cultivation, to 
prevent grazing farms from being taken. There is more land fit for grain crop this 
year in this union than there has been for a long time. Potatoes were most 
extensively cultivated, and the soil is now available for wheat. My own impres- 
sion tends to a 5s. rate for the remainder of this year, to be paid by instalments, 
and taken (as there is no indisposition to pay) as parties are able to pay. Some 
serious questions are involved in the striking of the next rate. Some of the 
electoral divisions are heavily in debt ; the ratepayers connected with those in 
credit object to an uniform rate ; in many of the electoral divisions now in debt 
scarcely any rate could be collected. I am clearly of opinion, that not being 
able to realize funds from the resources of the union to meet its destitution till 
harvest, would arise from the inability, not the indisposition, to pay, of the 
majority of the ratepayers. I make this report under the disadvantage of having 
arrived in this union a perfect stranger to it, and having been but very few weeks 
in charge of it ; I have taken pains, however, to invite the opinions of persons of 
the highest character and the most enlarged experience, and I trust the views I 
express are essentially correct. I enclose a letter (No. III.) from Air. Hill, the 
county surveyor, giving his views of the present and future prospect of the Ennis 
Union : he has had a long and extensive experience. 

It may be interesting if I briefly allude to some points of social and material 
contrast between the Ennis and the Ballina and Swineford Unions, with which 
latter I had hitherto been connected. 

Before the appointment of vice-guardians in the Ballina Union the board con- 
sisted of sixty-six guardians. The board in the Ennis Union numbers fifty-six. 
With such immense numbers the transaction of business is impossible. Fancy 
five juries, or sixty individuals, trying any question of life, liberty, or propert}’. 

From what I have seen I consider the worst is yet to come in the Ennis 
Union. 

In the Ballina Union I hope the worst is arrived or passed. In the Ballina 
Union, emigration, through money sent from America, has had an important 
influence in relieving pressure. On one day in November, twenty-nine persons 
left the parish I lived in for America ; on another day, within a short period, 
nineteen left. In the winter of 184G-’47, masses went to America; they have 
sent, and arc now every day sending, for their friends and kindred. In the 
Ballina Union, arterial and other drainages, and employment given by the 
gentry, largely assisted the poor. The Society of Friends, in a land-cultivation 
experiment, cropped over 500 acres (Irish) of land. This land was selected at 
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oaTppomci'of a ". f omts , of tl,e union. The outlay in labour was about £6,000. This money 

Unions. P. wee J'v g' ave _ impulse to emigration, enabled the poor to provide food, 

raiment, in many instances seed for their own farms. A large supply of vege- 

oTc w*. tables,— carrots, parsnips, Swedes, and other turnips, — was raised; and these 

bemg sold to the poor in small quantities at a low price, greatly mitigated their 

Ennis Union. Sufferings. 

Population, 77,840 In the Ennis Union the population do not appear to have moved ; there is 
ua ion, , - neither internal nor external agency of relief ; masses are thrown on the rates, 
to be taken off them only by death. 

In the Swineford Union, for the last twenty years all the male adult population 
have gone to England for the harvest. They go yearly to their old employers, 
and bring back money. In the Swineford Union the guardians as a body are 
practical men of business ; they pay the greatest attention to the relieving 
officers department: any great increase of numbers applying or put outlie rates, 
is the signal at once for searching scrutiny in the electoral divisions. Every 
guardian considers this duty his personal affair. Besides this scrutiny the vice- 
guardians in Ballina have brought the labour test to the highest point. In the 
Ennis Union, although there are fifty-six guardians, the department of the 
relieving officers is not sufficiently attended to. 

I attribute the great excess of numbers on the rates in the Ennis Union, 
compared with population and value of rateable property in the other two 
unions, first, to there being in each of the Mayo Unions alien elements of 
employment and assistance that do not exist in the Ennis Union ; and next, to 
the superior manner the vice-guardians in Ballina, and the guardians in Swineford, 
attend to the relieving officers’ department. 

. One feature is very striking in contrasting the Ennis with the two Mayo Unions ; 
in Ennis Union every high-road is stained with blood. When first I came I was 
shocked at the number of places that were pointed out to me, as I went to visit 
the electoral divisions, where murders or attempts at murder had taken place. 
Deliberate assassination is unknown in the two Mayo Unions I speak of.

Dear Sir,— W ith reference to your inquiry about the present and prospective state of 
this union, I regret that my opinion of it is a very gloomy one. 

I had opportunities of observing the habits and circumstances of the population in this 
county for the last six years, employing numbers of the peasantry prior to the relief works 
halt ot which were m my charge, and had considerable intercourse with every other class’ 
and it is quite evident to me that the population are fast sinking beneath the pressure of 
distress pervading all orders; and alarming as the numbers are now requiring relief I am 
aware that very great numbers who were up to this time in comparative independence are 
last sinking into the rank of paupers. 1

There is neither 
dishonesty nor negligence perceptible amongst the collectors or ratepayers 
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generally ; but in the division of Burren a large amount of rate is outstanding, 
occasioned by the circumstance, that tenants are overholding the possession ot 
land, and are in contention with their landlords, by reason of which the collectors 
can find no available distress to enforce the rates. 

4. We are of opinion that the cause of destitution in this union is want of 
employment ; the great bulk of the labouring population being idle, and, by the 
loss of the staple food of the country, now thrown for support exclusively on the 
rates. 

5. There is not that amount of potatoes in this union which can properly be 
called a stock for food ; the farmers hold some, which they are reserving for 
seed. Indian meal is the principal food of the peasantry ; turnips are partially 
used by the very poorest. 

6. There has been no opposition to the payment of rates in this union. 

In submitting the foregoing report, the vice-guardians are necessarily obliged 
to exhibit the discouraging prospects of this union ; the extensive and increasing 
destitution of its people, and the difficulties to be apprehended in getting in 
from the rates sufficient funds for the requirements of the union, will not fail to 
arrest the serious consideration of the Commissioners.

I may here remark, that the number of houseless poor in the union, whose 
cabins have been levelled, renders the workhouse test comparatively inoperative; 
they in the majority of instances seek it for shelter as. much as food. This 
class is daily on the" increase. I cannot estimate the evictions in the union much 
under 150 souls per week, and I anticipate little decrease for some months to come. 

The number in receipt of out-door relief on the 13th January (date of last 
return) was as follows: — under section 1, being the infirm widows, orphans, &c., 
3,547 cases, numbering 8,479 persons ; under section 2, being the able-bodied 
and their dependents, 2,532 cases, numbering 10,102 persons, making a total of 
18,581 souls. The former class is unusually numerous in this union ; insufficient 
or bad food, want of clothing, and exposure in a wet climate, break down many 
before their time, and throw them upon the rates ; their existence is one con- 
tinued struggle for life. Of the latter class, there are but few who realize my 
idea of an able-bodied labourer : the great mass of them are called so, more in 
relation to their years, than their physical power, or in conti’adistinction to those 
who are in the last stage of disease or existence. Men are called able-bodied 
here, who would not be so designated elsewhere. 

I anticipate a steady, but not rapid increase of numbers between this and the 
1st of April, till the numbers reach a total of probably 22,000. Spring work 
is unusually late on the wet and undrained land in this union. A temporary 
decrease of numbers may be calculated upon from the middle of April till the 
middle of June, but not to the extent which might be expected at this season. 

The tillage is completed in a miserable, scratching, slovenly manner, — the small 
farmers assisting one another, and employing but little labour. I anticipate a 
large quantity of land being left untilled : many farms are being thrown up, the 
occupiers becoming convinced that they can no longer pay a potato rent, when 
they can only grow corn on undrained land. The general letting, compared with 
other parts of the country with which I am acquainted, is unusually high. I

Valuation, £59,044 The food in general use among the poor of the union is Indian meal ; it absorbs 
more water in cooking, goes farther, and distends the stomach more than any 
other food, and is therefore preferred by them. The class above the paupers 
eat barley meal of their own growing. Turnips are sold at present for 2d. per 
stone, and the tops are eaten with avidity by the poor who can get them. The 
potatoes which have been saved are keeping well, and I see numerous patches 
of land in preparation for another trial of them. 

I have before stated the creditable fact, that neither landlord nor occupier 
has offered any serious resistance to the collection or payment of rate in this 
union.

2. As evictions and throwing down houses continue to be carried on to large 
extents, and that the quarter sessions now going on shows that a large number 
of ejectments are in process, and we know that within a fortnight upwards of 
800 beings have been evicted from their homes, we cannot, therefore, make any 
calculation that may come near the amount, but are of opinion, that at least 
2,000 persons will be added in some parts of the intermediate season, and that 
about the same number will be off the list in the months of April to June ; they 
increase from that to October. 

3. The increasing poverty of all classes renders the hope of any sum proportion- 
ate to the wants of the union being available, out of the question. The produce 
of the land has almost been entirely disposed of to pay rent or rates, and little 
remains over what will be required for seed. Cattle are scarce, for the same 
reasons, and where they may be had. are of little value. W e saw last week twenty- 
five head of cattle (seized for rent) sold by public auction in the market for £31, and 
had they been for sale for poor rates, there would not be a bidder. Where the 
lands have already been swept of produce and stock, there can exist no chance 
of rate until harvest ; and our own observation, and the information derived from 
the purchasing merchants, of grain, and of the scarcity and low value of stock, 
convince us, that little can be derived from these sources. The only parties 
from whom any probable advantages may be expected, are the landed proprie- 
tors and immediate lessors ; and we submit, that the obstacle to an additional rate 
being imposed would be, the hopelessness of obtaining under a third rate what 
could not be levied in the two former, and would fall exclusively on the proprie- 
tors and lessors, who would thus be required to pay three rates, when the 
generality of ratepayers had not paid any. On consideration of all subjects, we 
do not conceive it possible to render a larger sum available out of the present 
rate than £3,000, and about a similar amount might be collected from the new 
rate ; but we cannot suppose more could by any measures be enforced. 

There has certainly been negligence in the collectors in some instances.' We 
cannot charge the ratepayers with dishonesty, or, except in a very rare instance, 
with obstruction. While the means existed, the rates were paid without opposition; 
but we must observe, in all quarters, the increasing poverty of the landholders, 
and consequent exhaustion of the means of those whose incomes were derived 
from the payment of rents. 

4. The causes of destitution are those that have been too prevalent in all parts 
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of the south and west of Ireland. In this union, the sea and Shannon were the 
boundaries of three-fourths of its extent; and the facilities of fishing, and manure 
from seaweed, caused thousands of families to be allocated near the shores. The 
failure of their staple food, and precarious produce of the fishing on the western 
coast, has thrown all the numerous families entirely for support on the rates, 
except for some of the summer months. 

5. The stock of potatoes is, we apprehend, of a quantity limited for seed. The 
poor people still cling with desperate hope to their wonted food. We see none 
for sale, except in very small quantities. Any that still retain land have some 
portion in their houses for seed. The usual food among any peasantry not on 
out door-relief, is barley, rye, or oatmeal, turnips, and cabbages. 

G. There has been virtually little opposition to the collection of rates. Cattle 
have, in some instances, been removed off lands where rates were unpaid, or 
concealed in houses, but since our arrival, we have never been under the neces- 
sity of applying to the civil power. 

In conclusion, we beg to forward the estimates for a new rate. We deem it 
our duty to lay fairly before the Commissioners the entire of our liabilities up 
to the 30th December, and estimates for the six months ending the 1st July; 
and in calculating the actual wants of the union, we have not included the instal- 
ments due for the workhouse, or those due to the Relief Commissioners, which 
would add fearfully to the melancholy prospects before us, of being able to con- 
tinue a supply of food for any length of time.

There are now 2,282 persons in the workhouse, and 10,034 receiving out- 
door relief, making a total of 12,136 persons in receipt of relief ; of these there are 
6G0 able-bodied men in the workhouse, but there is no sealed order in force in this 
union, authorizing out-door relief to able-bodied men. I fear, as the season 
advances, the numbers on the relief list must to a certain degree increase ; the poor 
are now in very great distress, and there is very little employment given. I find 
that the largest number receiving relief last year at any one time, both in and out of 
the house, amounted to 15,152; but I trust, that although the present number may 
increase a little, it may not at any time in this year extend to that amount. The 
guardians have now a great deal more in-door accommodation, and are in a position 
to test a greater number of applicants ; and I also think, that there is now a 
greater wish amongst the ratepayers and guardians to detect abuses, and prevent 
an improper administration of relief, than was the case during last year. 

As to the funds which the union is likely to require to defray its expenses to 
next harvest; there is a sum at present of £1,125 in the treasurer’s hands, and 
an amount of rate uncollected of £18,G70, making a total of £19,795; deduct 
from this the liabilities of the union, amounting to £4,506, and there appears a 
balance of £15,289 available for the prospective expenditure of the union. 

It appears to me that if the rates are properly collected, that sum will be 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the union up to the beginning of August ;

Now, estimating that the same sum will be required this year, that was 
expended during the last (which I trust may not be the case), the available 
funds will suffice up to the beginning of August, and it would then be necessary 
to strike a new rate. There will not, however, I think, be any obstacle to such 
additional rate as may be required being collected. 

There has never been any opposition to the payment of poor rates in this 
union. The collectors are efficient officers ; and although I believe that from 
the extreme poverty of the country, and from the fact of the means of a 
number of the proprietors and occupiers being more or less exhausted, they will 
find it more difficult to collect this rate than they have any previous one ; still, 
by using a proper degree of exertion, they will be able to proceed with the 
collection sufficiently fast to meet the demands of the union. 

The precise cause of destitution is undoubtedly the failure, for the last three 
years, of the potato crop. The potato is now altogether extinct, as regards the 
food of the peasantry ; and I believe there will be very little planted this year. 
Up to this time, the food most commonly in use among the poor has been meal 
and turnips.

In the first place, _ with respect to the persons receiving relief at present, and 
likely to require relief before next harvest : the numbers receiving relief at pre- 
sent, both in and out of the workhouse, amount to 19,756 ; of these, 1,301 are 
either able-bodied men or the heads of families receiving relief by authority of a 
sealed order, authorizing out-door relief under section 2 of the Irish Poor Relief 
Extension Act. I think that the only criterion for estimating the number likely 
to require relief until harvest is, to judge by those receiving relief for the same 
period last year, and I find that the greatest number receiving relief at any one 
time last year amounted to about 23,000. This is only 5,744 more than the num- 
ber receiving relief at present ; and I see no reason to expect that the amount of 
relief that must be given this year will be less than during the one that is past. 

With respect to the state of the funds of this union : upon the 1st of January 
there was a sum in the treasurer’s hands amounting to £10,550 ; the liabilities 
of the union were £4,375, leaving an available balance of £6,175. Add to this 
the amount of the present rate uncollected, at that time amounting to £5,823, 
and there appears a total sum of £11,998 available to meet the prospective 
expenditure of this union. 

.In order to judge how far that may be sufficient to meet the requirements of 
this union until next harvest, it will be necessary to estimate according to the 
expenditure of last year ; and I find that the monthly expenses for the same period 
during the year 1848 were as follow : —

Population, 60,007 incurred by the late elected Board of Guardians, as well as to place a considerable 
Valuation, i£ 1 06,459 sum in bank to the credit of the union at the present moment. Nor have we 
any reason to apprehend the slightest failure in our being able to raise whatever 
amount may be required to defray the expenses necessary for the relief of the 
destitute before next harvest. But while recording this gratifying intelligence, 
we must not conceal from you the fact, made patent every day, that the means of 
many that were once respectable and wealthy in this union are rapidly becoming 
exhausted, — executions from the superior courts against person and property are 
of frequent occurrence, — decrees from the quarter sessions are daily executed, — 
summonses issued against respectable parties at every petty-sessions’ court, — every 
pound is full, — and very many haggards in the charge of the keeper; and, in fact, 
generally speaking, of the residents, from the proprietor in fee to the possessor 
of the smallest lot disentitling the holder to relief, every person seems labouring 
under great embarrassment. Those among the farmers as well as the small holders, 
and many, very many among the labourers, who were able during the course of 
the year to dispose of their holdings or other property, and supply themselves 
with ready money, have all emigrated. The generality of the people now think 
no more of the difficulty or danger of a voyage across the Atlantic, than they 
would of removing from one parish to another; and were it not for the low price 
of all agricultural produce, the numbers leaving would be three times as great as 
they have been. This general migration is attributed to the fear which 
_ possesses them, that all their means will be swamped from the various cesses, 
rates, and taxes, now in process of collection. 

The cause of destitution in this uuion may be entirely assigned to the total 
and continued failure of the potato crops ; and the effects of this famine are, we 
- fear, in no district in Ireland more acutely felt than here at the present moment. 
There is, except in a few isolated spots, very little employment. 

Fever, and of a bad type, dysentery, small-pox, and measles, are rapidly on 
the increase. Our four fever hospitals — Killeedy, Ballingarry, Abbeyfeale, and 
Newcastle — are all full; and numbers at each of these daily refused admittance 
from want of room. The clothing of the people is nearly worn out ; so that with 
bad covering, a scarcity (and that badly saved) of fuel, much sickness, accompa- 
nied latterly by great mortality, a painful picture is presented of our present 
miserable condition. 

The potato crop in this union has been a decided failure; and what has been 
heretofore brought to market is of the very worst description, and so wet as to 
be unfit for human food. The general opinion is, that the supply at present 
remaining is very small, and only intended to be reserved for seed. 

The principal food in use among the people is Indian meal, with small portions 
of turnip, especially among the humbler classes ; but the farmers use their own 
wheat, barley, or oats, as they have them, baked in cakes and eaten with turnips — 
which diet is considered wholesome and nutritious.

On an average about 20,000 up to the end of March next; during April and 
May, probably from 10,000 to 12,000; and following May up to harvest time, 
the average may reach to, and possibly exceed, 15,000 persons. 

3. As to the adequacy of our funds likely to be derived from the poor rates 
before next harvest, to defray the expense of relief. The current rate ought to 
be more than adequate to meet the expenses for the half-year ending 25th 
March next.

I greatly hope, however, that the average expenses for the next ten weeks will 
be considerably under £700 per week : but on the other hand, there will be 
some of the poor rates uncollectable. 

For the wants of the next half-year, another rate will of course have to be 
struck, of about 3s. in the pound. The present rate continues to flow in ; and I 
have no reason to anticipate any insufficiency of funds. 

4. As to the precise causes of destitution. The primary causes are, the failure 
of the potato, the con-acre system, and rack-rents. 

5. There is still a constant supply of potatoes at the market; and I am 
credibly informed, that there remains a considerable stock of sound ones on 
hand, more than sufficient for the supply of seed. The progress of the disease, 
too, appears quite arrested. 

The food at present most commonly used by the peasantry is Indian meal. 
Turnips also are much used ; and they are to be had in any quantities at a shil- 
ling the hundred weight. 

6. There has been no opposition made to the payment of the poor rates, if I 
except an occasional rescue, unattended with any aggravating circumstances. 
Indeed I might add, that the cowardice of the keepers" on distrained stock more 
than invites rescue on many occasions ; for whenever an offence of this kind is 
committed, the offenders are always most anxious to compromise the matter by 
promptly paying their poor rates.

2. “The number of persons likely to require relief in the union before 
harvest.” The greatest number of persons who actually received relief last 
year was 24,220. There is every reason to conclude, that the destitution this 
year is greater even than last year ; and as we understand the labour test 
■was then applied with great strictness, we cannot hope that the maximum 
number of recipients of relief will be much under that amount, previous at least 
to the agricultural works of the spring, which do not, we believe, commence here 
till late in March ; subsequent to which time, we may look forward to a gradual 
decline in the numbers, to be affected of course by the state of the weather, 
which to a certain extent regulates the amount of labour.

From the short acquaintance we have had with the resources of this union, we 
can give no opinion as to the means of the ratepayers to meet this demand on 
them previous to harvest ; but when we consider that a rate varying from 6s. 8 d. 
to Is. 9d. in the pound has been on the levy since November, and nearly 2s. 3d. 
of it still unpaid, we fear that an average rate of 3s. Id. in the pound, and which 
will be probably much higher in the poorest districts, will be with difficulty 
collected from a portion of the ratepayers previous to harvest. We must add, 
however, that no difficulty has as yet arisen in collecting the current rate. 

4. What are the precise causes of the destitution existing in the union ? — We 
conceive that unquestionably the most direct and proximate cause of destitution 
is the successive failure of the potato crop. Under every circumstance the loss 
of the staple food of a country must entail on the lower orders the greatest 
misery; but when we consider the social state of a people living, with the 
exception of occasional labour in spring and harvest time, on potatoes, raised on 
small plots of ground and on con-acre, with the refuse of which they fed their 
pigs, — and see this means of support suddenly swept away, leaving them without 
any other resource, — we can hardly be surprised at, however we may lament, the 
destitution that exists, more particularly in unions circumstanced like this, where, 
with the exception of the electoral divisions of Abbey Dorney, Ballyheigue, and 
Newtown Sands, there seems to be no compensating system of remunerative 
labour carried on. 

5. We have but slight means of forming an opinion on this head. We appre- 
hend, however, that although potatoes are wholly unavailable as food for the 
people, probably when the planting season comes in there will be found a 
sufficiency to put down a reasonable crop with. Indian meal is the ordinary food 
of the peasantry. 

6. We believe thex-e has been no opposition to the collection of rates 
up to this date, further than the usual ruse of occasionally locking up the 
cattle, &c.

Though there is a good deal of destitution in the union, and its financial 
affairs are in an embarrassed state, I cannot be without a hope that a union, 
containing a population of 56,151, with a net annual value of £84,625 5s. 10 d., 
is possessed of resources sufficient to meet its destitution, and discharge its 
liabilities. 

At present the number of paupers in the workhouses amount to 2,129, 
of whom 452 are able-bodied, while those receiving out-door relief under the 
1st section amount to 5,018, and under the 2nd section, 2,000 ; of the latter, 
about 400 are able-bodied. The total number receiving relief both in and 
out of the workhouse amounts to 9,147, of whom 852 are able-bodied. 

Every able-bodied male in the 'workhouse is daily employed, either in direct 
workhouse business, breaking stones, or draining and preparing the land for raising 
green crops: and measures are being taken to erect a capstan mill to grind corn ; 
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the expense will be defrayed by a saving to the union of one pound per ton in 
the price of meal, and additional profitable employment afforded. 

The females in the workhouse are, as far as practicable, engaged in spinning, 
knitting, making and repairing clothes for the paupers, all of whom are dressed 
in union clothes, and have a change of linen weekly. 

As regards the number of persons likely to require relief in the union before 
next harvest, it is difficult to calculate, so much depends upon the extent of Population, 56,isi 
labour — I think I may state between 11,000 and 12,000, or one-fifth of the Valuation, £84,625 
population of the union. 

Several of the wealthier farmers have left the country, and the employment 
given by such will be so far diminished. The emigration of many able-bodied 
also, while it lessens the number, may throw the weak upon the union for 
support; but there is a prospect of increased labour this spring and summer, and 
almost a certainty that provisions will be considerably cheaper than they have 
hitherto been. 

Owing to the irregularity of former collectors, whose deputies absconded, the 
rate books were, when I took charge of the union, in a most unsatisfactory state ; 
and though some were placed in the hands of the collectors as early as May, the 
majority were not ready for signature until July, August, and September : this 
delay led to a ruinous expenditure, as in some instances contracts were made at 
25 per cent, above the current price of the day, and the liabilities of the union 
are now between £7,000 and £8,000. 

A uniform rate of 3s. has been made, and two of the rate books will be 
handed to the collectors when their bonds are perfected, the remainder will be 
ready for signature by the 5th February. This rate, including arrears, will 
amount to over £13,000, and if collected in due time, -will meet the liabilities 
and current expenses of the union, as during the spring months it may be 
assumed that the destitution will be considerably lessened by the employment 
required during that period, after which, from the*regularity of the rate books, 
now being completed, there can be no delay in making a new rate for the ensuing 
six months ; and unless some unforeseen calamity arises, the union will, I expect 
by harvest, be in a more prosperous state than since the first failure of the 
potato crop. 

There may have been negligence, but not dishonesty, in either collectors 
or ratepayers. Generally speaking, I do not think the means of either pro- 
prietors or occupiers are exhausted yet ; but should destitution continue to the 
extent it has, much longer, I fear I could not speak so favourably. 

The precise causes of destitution are, the absence of many landed proprietors, 
a general want of employment, and the failure of crops last year. 

If the desire to plant potatoes this year was as great, which it is not, as last 
year, there would not be sufficient seed in the union. I have examined the 
market books ; the weekly sale of potatoes does not average more than from 25 
to 30 tons. The food most commonly in use amongst the peasantry at this 
time is Indian meal. 

With the exception of threats and an occasional rescue, the collectors met 
no opposition in collecting the poor rates : those who rescued were punished by 
the magistrates.

The number of persons receiving relief at present in the union, both in and 
out of the workhouse, is 8,955; of whom there are in the house, able-bodied men, 
including persons over fifteen years of age, 218, and on out-door allowances, 823 
■ — making a total of 1,041. 

Secondly, as to the number likely to require relief before harvest, I am of 
opinion that there will be a rapid increase until it exceeds one-third of the 
population, or in round numbers about 12,000. 

Thirdly, as to the funds necessary, &c., I consider that if the rates lately struck, 
of 3s. in the pound for eight electoral divisions, and a 2s. rate for the remaining 
two divisions, with another uniform rate of 2s. for the entire union, be collected 
before the 1st September next, it will be the very utmost of what the ratepayers 
are capable of paying ; and when it is taken into account that the debts amount 
to about £1,000 over and above the portion which remains uncollected of the 
rate struck in October last, it is not going too far to say, that the available funds

fairly chargeable to collectors or ratepayers ; and I regret to be obliged to state 
that it is my decided opinion that the means of both proprietors and occupiers, 
if not quite exhausted, very soon will be, which I propose to prove in the 
following way: — the last numbers receiving and likely to receive relief, will, of 
themselves, show to what an extent land has been surrendered, to say nothing 
of the evictions for non-payment of rent; the greater part is, and it is feared 
will be for some time to come unproductive; the emigration to America, and the. 
desertions by others at night time carrying with them the proceeds of live 
stock, &c., and owing, as they often do, from one to two years’ rent ; a county; 
cess averaging £5,000 per annum ; — these are some of the causes, with others, 
incidental to, and characteristic of, Irish proprietors and Kerry farmers, which 
induce me to think that their means are very soon likely to be exhausted. 

Fourthly, as to the causes of the destitution of the union, I think the three 
successive failures of potato crops were the primary causes, all the other evils, 
following in their train, namely, want of employment, want of capital, minute 
subdivisions of land, superinduced by early and improvident marriages, and 
during the last four months the ruinously low prices for all sorts of agricultural 
produce and stock, the only hope of a district of country purely agricultural. 

Fifthly, as to the present supply of potatoes in the union, I believe that owing to . 
the high price of this scarce article of food throughout the season (about Qd. per. 
stone) there is still a fair supply, being used only by the growers and the few 
persons who can afford to purchase ; and as far as the means of the people will; 
allow, I have reason to believe that they will be planted nearly to the same 
extent as last year. They are generally sound and well adapted for seed, but 
by no means as good for eating as formerly. 

Sixthly, there has been no opposition to the collection or payment of the rates; 
and for the forbearance and good conduct evinced during a period of unparalleled, 
difficulties and trials by the poor people, amongst whom I sojourned for twelve 
months, I will merely observe that it was beyond all praise.

Of the present condition of this union we can we think speak favourably in 
every way ; but the consideration of its prospects for the term referred to, 
supposing the union in the meantime to depend exclusively on its own resources, 
presents a picture entirely different. 

The number at this moment accommodated in the workhouse is 1 ,455, including 
only five persons classed as infirm. The number on the out-door lists whose 
cases have been examined by the board, and for whom relief has been ordered,, 
has as yet only reached 1,179, all coming under section 1 of the Extension Act; 
but the number of applications has within a short period swelled to a most 
formidable amount ; and it is probable, judging from appearances, and the 
experience of last year, that before many weeks have elapsed it will be found 
necessary to extend relief to, as closely as it can be estimated, about 3,000 
persons in all; and it is not unlikely before harvest the recipients of out-door 
relief may number as high as 4,000, which we take to be the highest point that- 
can be ever temporarily attained. 

During the past year the number receiving in and out-door relief in this union > 
never quite reached 5,000, or one-sixth of the entire population ; but it must be 
borne in mind, that concurrently with the above, the British Association fed, on 
an average, about 3,000 children; and it cannot therefore be matter of surprise if,- 
this resource being withdrawn, the pressure on the poor rates should receive, 
not perhaps a proportionate, but certainly a considerable increase. 

The local resources that can be relied upon as available to provide for the 
expenditure to harvest are exceedingly limited. 

At Michaelmas a uniform rate of 3$., calculated to produce £3,43 6 9s., was made 
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in this union, and arrear of old rates introduced into the books increased the Present condition 
total sum to be collected to £3,737 3s. 2d. an d prospects of 

With the exception of little more than £500, most of which is at present Umons ‘ 

uncollectable, the . above amount has been since realized ; but the discharge Munster. 

of long accumulating debts has absorbed the great bulk of this sum, and our Co. Kerry. 
present balance does not exceed £548 10s. 5 d., while our net liabilities, which on Cahirci^en Union 
the 31st ultimo were £91 6s. 3f d., are since considerably added to by the daily Population, 29,800 
increasing expenditure now unavoidably entailed upon us. The funds, therefore, Valuation ,’ £23451 
either now at our disposal, or likely to be derived from the rate still outstanding’ 
are not wholly insufficient to meet future expenditure, but are not even calcu- 
lated to liquidate our existing liabilities ; while the obstacles to the imposition 
of an additional rate for the purpose, appear to us as insurmountable at this time. 

The difficulty lies not either in the inefficiency of the persons employed as 
rate collectors, with all of whom we have had a great deal of satisfaction, nor in 
any inclination whatever on the part of the ratepayers generally to offer 
resistance to the payment of their rates ; but at no period was money available, 
or rent ever expected in this country, at the present season of the year. 

The staple produce here is butter ; and it is only during that season, and 
when the harvest, such as it is, has been gathered, that any public or other fund 
of moment could, by possibility, be realized from the occupiers or proprietors of 
land in the union. 

Tillage for any crop but potato was, till lately, almost unknown here; and 
when it is recollected that three successive and utter failures of this, and the 
payment of two rates, of 3.?. each, coupled with so much rent as they could afford 
their landlords (and which has averaged at about one in two gales since the famine 
set in), have been just met by the people,— we think it will not be doubted that 
our fears, as to the probability of our being at this period able to derive the 
means necessary for the support of the destitute off the land, are but too well 
founded. 

It is impossible to speak with accuracy as to the present stock of potatoes 
remaining in the country ; but the general opinion appears to be, that beyond 
what has been reserved for seed they are now almost universally exhausted. 

The food most generally used is Indian meal. Those who cultivated barley 
have been till now living upon it ; but we find, from inquiring at the mills, the 
most of this article is now consumed, and that the population generally may be 
said to be everywhere dependent on imported food. 



Cahirciveen Union, in Co. Kerry — Dr. Dempster, Temporary Inspector : — 
January 22, 1849. 

I have had but little opportunity of personally making the required obser- 
vations to the several queries; but having been in daily communication with the 
vice-guardians since, my. arrival in this union, and having perused their report 
forwarded this evening, in every particular of which I concur ; it would merely be 
a repetition of what these gentlemen have sent in, were I to make separate 
observations on the subjects discussed. 

Thus far, I have to remark, that I have seen but little preparations for agricul- 
tural purposes, in fact, almost nothing doing for spring sowings; and in travelling 
from Cahirciveen to Glenbeigh Electoral Division this day, a distance of twenty 
miles, I saw only two men engaged in planting potatoes, and no other field work 
going forward, forming a great contrast to what I observed in passing through 
the counties of Galway, Tipperary and Limerick, especially in the two latter, on 
my way to this union.

In estimating the number of persons likely to require relief before next har- 
vest, various considerations must be kept in view. But highly as I appreciate 
the practical knowledge and energy of the present vice-guardians, I cannot expect 
that their efforts will produce any sensible diminution in the number of persons 
requiring relief, for destitution is very general ; and the system heretofore pur- 
ivpnmare union, sued appears to me to have had the effect of inducing the people to believe that 
Population, 33,656 Government aid would be extended to them during the present _ season ; conse- 
Valuation, £24,486 q U ently there was not that economy observed in the consumption of food, nor 
those exertions made to obtain work, as would otherwise have been the case ; 
and this compels me to believe, that 10,000 persons, or one-third of the entire 
population, will, on an average, require relief until the next harvest. 

The financial state of the union is most embarrassing. There is now a debt 
due to contractors and others exceeding £5,500. Clothing and bedding of eveiy 
description is required to a large amount — say, £500 ; and to feed 1,600 paupers 
in the workhouse, and 8,400 on out-door relief, for twenty-six weeks, would cost 
£9,500, making a total of £15,000. To meet this sum, the. arrears of the present 
rate, and the new rate about to be put in course of collection, may possibly pro- 
duce £4,000, leaving a sum of £11,000 to be provided for, which would require 
a 10s. 6f/. rate ; or in fact making the poor rates levied within twelve months 
approximate to within an insignificant fraction of the net annual value of the 



The arrears brought forward from former rates are not of sufficient magnitude 
to maintain the supposition of negligence or dishonesty in collectors or rate- 
payers ; but the amount of rates already collected, coupled with the depreciated 
value of butter and cattle (the staple products of this country), leaves no room 
to doubt the exhaustion of means of occupiers of land ; and that those of pro- 
prietors or others dependent on them, are in an equally exhausted state. It is 
difficult to adduce demonstrative proof on this point ; but it can be shown that 
there is only one resident proprietor in the union who is known not to be embar- 
rassed ; while it is equally well known, that a great proportion of the others are 
utterly and hopelessly insolvent. 

There is no social evil existing in any part of Ireland, save that of combining 
for deliberate assassination, that lias not its ramifications in this union. Middle- 
men, with all the consequences of infinitesimal subletting. Political agitation, 
which, though now slumbering, has produced its demoralizing effects. Religious 
animosity. Habits of idleness, with all their vicious fruits. These, combined 
with a state of semi-barbarism, consequent upon remoteness of geographical 
position and non-intercourse with the civilized world, are sufficiently evident 
causes of the existing destitution; and although it may be universally affirmed, 
that the failure of the potato crop is the true and _ only cause, I cannot but 
express my conviction that it only hastened that crisis, which was long since 
foreseen to be inevitable by every reflective man having a knowledge of the 
country. . . 

I have reason to believe, that there is a larger stock of potatoes in the union 
than is generally supposed ; and I arrive at this conclusion, from the fact that 
there is very little retail demand for Indian meal ; and that preparations are 
making on an extensive scale for again trying the experiment of their growth. 
There has been no extension of disease ; those harvested in a sound state still 
remain so. There is much economy observed in their consumption, and very 
small quantities are exposed for sale ; but it is evident that those persons not in 
the workhouse, nor in receipt of out-door relief, must use them for fopd. . 

There has been no opposition of an organized character to the collection of 
poor rate ; but I am informed by those best acquainted with the people, that 
very considerable difficulty will be found in the collection of that now made.

The number of persons receiving relief at the present time in the union is, as 
far as could be ascertained on this date, 7,645. Two of the relieving officers for 
the most extensive and remote districts, having neglected to forward their 
returns for the week ending the 20th instant, we cannot vouch for the precise 
accuracy of the above number. There are 680 able-bodied men in the work- 
house, and none of that class on the out-door relief list. 
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Taking the state of the union into consideration, together with the great 
pressure for relief now existing, we have every reason to fear, that before the 
end of June next, at least 10,000 persons will be on the in-door and out-door 
relief lists. We consider that the sum of £9,500 will be required for the 
maintenance of the destitute poor up to the 20th of August next ; before which 
time no assistance from the proceeds of the next harvest will be available. The 
funds likely to be derived from the rates within the same period, cannot be ; 
calculated at more than £6,000 ; which would little more than suffice to meet 
the present outstanding liabilities. The primary obstacle to the collection of 
additional funds from the rates, is to be attributed to the extreme want of means 
amongst the great majority of the ratepayers throughout the entire union. We 
have no grounds on which to lay a charge of negligence or dishonesty against 
either collectors or ratepayers. 

From the information we have been enabled to procure since assuming the 
charge of this union, it appears to us, that the means of both proprietors and 
occupiers, with but few exceptions, are much limited; and the neglected appearance 
of extensive tracts in many of the larger divisions, together with the reported 
disinclination of the small occupiers to till their land, renders it evident that the 
resources of the agricultural classes are nearly exhausted. The precise causes 
of the destitution existing in this union, we believe to be, the failure of the 
potato crop, want of employment, and the thoughtless, improvident habits of 
the people. 

From what we can ascertain, the present stock of potatoes is very limited ; and 
confined almost entirely to the large occupiers and better class of farmers. The 
food most commonly in use amongst the peasantry at the present time is Indian 
corn meal. 

There has not latterly been any opposition to the payment of poor rates in this 
union. 



Bantry Union, in Co. Cork — Messrs. Clarke and Willis, Vice-Guardians : — 
December 18, 1848. 

The chief cause of destitution has arisen from the reliance of the people on the 
potato, as their sole food. The facility with which this food has hitherto been 
produced, — the small patch of ground necessary to produce sufficient food for a 
large family, — the trifling cost of labour, — were all temptations too strong for our 
people ; and although they had experience of the total destruction of the crop in 
1846, and the partial destruction in 1847, they yet had hopes that the disease 
had passed away ; and in consequence, in the early part of this year they made 
incredible efforts to procure seed, and did put a greater breadth of ground under 
potato tillage than had been for years past. In effecting this object, we believe 
it to be an acknowledged fact, that the people parted with all their little neces- 
saries; and when the terrific blight in August came, they had no reserve, nothing 
whatever to fall back on. At that time it was considered by parties of much 
experience, and who were well acquainted with the habits and the wants of the 
people, that although the disease had been most virulent and destructive to the 
potato crop, still, that a sufficient portion of it would be fit for human food, so as 
to enable the people to struggle on till March. This expectation is however now 
at an end, as that portion of the crop then considered sound, no longer exists. 

As to the degree in which destitution prevails, and the prospects of its cessa- 
tion or diminution. — Destitute is a term usually and fitly applied to the lowest 
and most dependent grade in civilized society. It is however a term that con- 
veys no idea of the privations and sufferings of a large proportion of the people 
in this wretched union: without clothing, without food, without employment, 
with no hope whatever, save from the relieving officer, or from the chilly protec- 
tion of the workhouse. W e have given much and most earnest attention to their 
whole condition, and we have also had pretty extensive communication with well- 
informed parties from each of the electoral divisions, and we have found an entire 
unanimity of opinion as to the pitiable state of the whole of the labouring poor: 
we are therefore grieved to state, that we cannot see any prospect whatever of 
a cessation or diminution of their present misery ; on the contrary, we are com- 
pelled to express our fears, that their wants and their sufferings will very con- 
siderably increase.

Of these 
Population, 50,764 there are none who at present come under the class of able-bodied men, though 
uation, £37,206 some are on the lists who may hereafter be classed under that denomination, 
being casually disabled, by sickness or accidental injuries. 

2. The number of persons likely to require relief in the union before next 
harvest. — It is difficult to form a correct estimate on this query. If we were to 
take for our data the corresponding period of the last year up to the 25th of 
March, and select that between the 16th and 17th week, we might calculate on 
having an increase of about 25 per cent, on our present expenditure ; and taking 
into consideration that we have now a better trained and a more vigilant and 
efficient staff of officers; on that scale I would be inclined to compute the 
probable increase of destitution up to the 25th of March next, with a gradual 
decrease after that period down to the present numbers receiving relief, as the 
progress of agricultural labour and the fisheries might absorb and afford remu- 
nerative employment for labour. But the Vice-Guardians are of opinion, that we 
must be prepared for an increase of at least 50 per cent, on the present amount 
of destitution up to a much later period ; and judging by the reports from several 
of the relief districts, and the general state of the population, they have some 
rational grounds for this calculation. 

3. The Vice-Guardians propose to strike a rate of 3s. 4 d. in the pound, which 
at the present valuation of the union is calculated to produce £6,200 ; of this we 
cannot depend on more than £4,000 being collected before harvest. Of the 
present rate there remains uncollected an arrear of £3,260, and of this I do not 
reckon upon more than £1,500 being collected, making a total of £5,500. 

Our present expenditure being £1,260 per month of 31 days, it is evident that 
the rates will be insufficient to provide absolute necessaries, leaving out of the 
account the existing liabilities. 

I have not observed any indications of dishonesty in the collectors, though to 
some of them may be attributed some want of energy, and negligence in enforcing 
payment of the rates. There is a prevalent disposition in the ratepayers to 
evade the payment of the rates. 

The obstacle to additional rates being collected consists — 1st. In the general 
poverty of the district ; 2nd. To the obvious decrease in the quantity of stock 
and of agricultural produce remaining in the possession of the occupiers ; 3rd. To 
the quantity of land lying waste and uncultivated ; 4th. To the apparent want of 
energy and exertion in preparing the small proportion of arable ground for get- 
ting in any spring crops in proper season ; and 5th. To the general want of 
seed and capital necessary to enable the small occupiers to cultivate their holdings 
with advantage. 

The means of the proprietors and occupiers are nearly or quite exhausted, and 
likely not to improve, from the causes above stated; and this is proved by the 
difficulty experienced in collecting the rates and county cess, and which agents to 
large properties encounter in getting rents and arrears of rent due to the land- 
lords. It is further proved by the frequency of tenants abandoning their farms, 
with all the assets they can realize, to avoid the grasp of the proprietors and 
their agents. 

4. What are the precise causes of the destitution existing in the Union? 
These are so numerous, and have their origin in a period so remote from the 
present time, that they would require a very lengthened report to enumerate 
them, and to have their progress and all the details. 

Independent of the immediate cause in the failure of the potato crop, upon the 
culture of which the small occupiers and cottier tenantry had last year expended 
all their visible means, the first and most prominent cause is that which must 
strike any observer long and intimately acquainted with the state of Ireland in 
general, and of this union in particular, namely, the reckless and improvident 
mismanagement of landed property, the imprudence and want of foresight of the 
proprietors, and the total neglect of all rational, well-devised, or steadily-pursued 
measures of improvement on their estates, or for the industrial training and 
instruction of the ignorant and half barbarous tenantry.

The union is free of debt, excepting Government advances; and on the 27th 
ultimo there was a balance of £2,864 to its credit in the hands of the treasurer, 
and £8,033 to be collected, a very small part of which will remain in arrear. 

Great exertions have been made in this union to relieve the destitute from the 
natural resources of the country, without soliciting aid from Government or the 
British Relief Association.! In the year ended 9th September, 1848, the following 
rates were levied: —

Although the number of persons receiving relief is large, it is not so overwhelm- 
ing in proportion to the population as in other unions adjoining ; and I think it 
probable, from the interest taken in the affairs of the union by many of the 
leading gentry, that an early improvement may be expected in the moral and 
physical condition of the people. 

The potato disease was particularly capricious in this union. In the western 
part I believe there to be an ample sufficiency for seed ; and in the northern 
electoral divisions of Currans and Killeentierna, I am informed that on some 
townlands potatoes were abundant, while on others they totally failed. This, 
most probably, arose from the different periods at which they were planted. 
On the whole, I can have no doubt that there is a larger quantity in the country 
than is generally supposed, as there is little demand for Indian corn or other 
meal. 

There is no opposition whatever to the payment of poor rates in this union ; 
and if the repayment of Government advances be not pressed before the next 
harvest rate, I have every confidence that affairs will be conducted to your per- 
fect satisfaction.

In addition to the reply of the vice-guardians to your circular of 16th instant, 
I have the honour to submit the following observations on the state of this 
union : — 

The numbers on the out-relief list at present being about equal to what 
they were at this season last year, evince a degree of destitution not decreased 
since then ; nor is jt at all reasonable to expect any decrease, but rather a con- 
siderable increase, in the number this year. The failure of the potato crop seems 
to have been more complete this year than last ; and that portion which has 
escaped the blight, being those planted in the early part of the year, never attained 
full perfection, and are not wholesome food. In this union a small portion of 
the crop has been saved, but is carefully kept for seed ; and such is the state of 
destitution and of demoralization in the country, that the farmers will not trust 
their potatoes to the pits in the fields as formerly, but have removed them in 
most instances to the insides of their houses. Many small farmers who held 
land last year, and pledged their small means to procure seed for potato sowing, 
have had their whole substance exhausted by the loss of their potatoes, and have 
in most instances had to surrender their land, and are now applicants for relief. 
Added to these, are those who have been ejected since March last; and many of 
this class are now houseless. The want of sufficient clothing is a fruitful source 
of disease; and disease quickly produces destitution. The prevalence of diarrhoea 
and dysentery among the labouring class has increased to an alarming extent ; 
and while it has materially decreased the number of the able-bodied, it has 
swelled immensely the number of the sick and infirm on the relief lists. As long as 
the harvest employment continued, and even later, while threshing and autumn 
ploughing were carried on, there was some little employment for the able-bodied ; 
but since these sources failed there seems to have been almost an universal 
discontinuance of farm employment throughout the country, excepting in those 
few localities where drainage is carried on by the proprietors. The farmers 
seem to have almost simultaneously, and with one accord, dismissed their farm- 
servants, both male and female : the number of the latter recently dismissed 
from farmers’ houses in all parts of the union is quite remarkable. The general 
appearance of the labouring class who are seeking relief, evinces a degree of 
destitution which, from its frequency, we have become familiarized with, but 
which a few years ago, before the loss of the potato, would have been regarded 
with horror. At the same time it must be confessed that imposition is frequent, 
and that no pains are spared by the class of persons seeking relief, to place 
their apparent wretchedness in the most prominent point of view. 

Among such a population, one-fourth of whom are receiving relief, it appears 
strange to say that the poor rates have been collected with facility and without 
any serious opposition. Our collectors are men of respectability and good feel- 
ing ; and while they perform their duty to the guardians, they are careful not to 
oppress or needlessly harass the poor. It is very much owing to this judicious 
exercise of their power, that the collection has been a successful and a peaceable 

P 



amply sufficient to defray all expenses to 29th September, 1849, should not be 
collected before the harvest, as the collectors are good, and the ratepayers 
generally willing to pay : this we attribute to the low valuation of this union, 
which throws the greater part of the rate on the landlord, and to our having 
struck the rate before the 29th September. The means of the proprietors and 
large occupiers are greatly deteriorated ; most of them have diminished or broke 
up their establishments; and the large occupiers have dismissed their farm- 
servants, doing the work themselves. The means of small farmers are nearly 
exhausted, some of them have become paupers in the workhouse. 

4. Destitution in this union is caused by the want of employment, the failure 
of the potato crop, and by the produce of all the other crops (with the exception 
of oats) being below the average quantity and quality. 

5. It is very difficult to ascertain what stock of potatoes still exists, as the 
peasantry in many instances hide them for seed ; but from the best information 
we can obtain, we have reason to think that the stock is very small and bad ; and 
Indian meal constitutes the food of the peasantry and small farmers. 

6. The rates have been collected without, we may say, any opposition.

Population, 85,861 one for the farmer, enables him to meet his rates and other expenses in the 
Valuation, £ 104,675 summer months ; this is the usurious practice of borrowing money from the 
Cork merchant in anticipation of future deliveries of butter. For this not only 
is a high interest charged, but the price of the butter is reduced much below 
the market price for cash. The Cork merchants having recently met with losses 
by dairy farmers absconding to America with their borrowed money, have this 
year restricted considerably the amount of their accommodation. This has 
added to the pecuniary embarrassments of the farming class, the loss of whose 
potatoes had also restricted their means. The class of proprietors of land are 
also suffering severely from the non-payment of rent, and from the quantity of 
land thrown upon their hands, which they have not immediate means of making 
productive. Our collectors find much difficulty in getting the rates from the 
gentry, owing to these causes, and many of them have to beg for delay until 
stock or other property is disposed of for the purpose of paying the rate. 

The food of the labourers and small farmers is chiefly Indian meal. There is 
still a considerable stock of turnips held, and they are extensively used by the 
labouring class, either with or without meal. The farmers who have had crops 
of oats, retain a sufficient portion to convert into oatmeal, for the use of their 
families. This they prefer to selling the oats and buying Indian meal.

1. There are 3,307 paupers in the Macroom workhouse and auxiliary buildings; 
of these, 420 are able-bodied men. 

2. I do not think that the numbers in the Macroom Avorkhouse will undergo 
any material increase or decrease before next harvest. 

3. I annex a table showing the amount of the present rate Avhich will be avail- 
able to meet the expenditure in each electoral division from the first week of 
February, 1849, to next harvest ; the estimated expenditure on account of 
each division to the 29th of September, 1849 ; the sums due to the Relief 
Commissioners for advances ; and the present poundage of rate. From this table 
it is evident, that the funds at the disposal of the electoral divisions, will be 
sufficient for the Avants of the paupers to next harvest ; but there is no provision 
for the repayment of the loan from the Relief Commissioners in 1847 ; and 
considering the depressed state of the electoral divisions of Macroom, Bally- 
vourney, Clondrohid, Kilnamartery, Kileorney, Aghabullogue, and Eveleary, 
I am of opinion that an immediate additional taxation for the repayment of the* 
advances would lead to the utter prostration of the landlords and farmers. The 
Macroom Union has already paid £4,000 of the loan from the Relief Commis- 
sioners, and in the event of more prosperous times the remaining sum of £6,179 
175. 2 d. can be levied with the next rate. I think that the means of the pro- 
prietors and occupiers in the Avestern and northern electoral divisions of the 
Macroom Union are nearly exhausted, and the support of the labouring popula- 
tion of those districts is almost entirely derived from begging and poor rates. 
Comparatively speaking, the proprietors and occupiers in the eastern and 
southern electoral divisions are in good circumstances ; the rents are well paid ; 
the rates are light, and although the wages are miserably low, there is employ- 
ment for the able-bodied labourers. 

* \ Th ® P overt y of the Macroom Union may be attributed to the depreciation 
m the price of corn and cattle, the loss of the potato crop, and the departure of 
many comfortable farmers for America. 

5. The farmers have a good stock of seed potatoes ; a portion of which they 
are selling, at from 7 d. to 8 d. per weight. The peasantry are living on Indian 
meal.

There are 6,182 paupers iu the Cork workhouse; of these, 453 are able-bodied T ‘ lu,t ” n, ‘ eM3 ’ 558 
men. 

I do not think that the number of paupers likely to require relief in the Cork 
union before next harvest will exceed what can be contained in the Cork work- 
house and auxiliary buildings, where good accommodation is provided for near 
7,000 inmates. 

On the 13th of January, the Cork guardians had a balance in the treasurer’s 
^ present rate will produce a further sum of about 

£>4,000, making a total at the disposal of the guardians of £12,000 ; as the expen- 
diture of the union funds for the next four or five months may be computed at 
about £600 per week, a new rate must be in the course of collection by the end 
ot March, or the beginning of April, 1849. Supposing that the new rate be made 
equal to the present rate (a copy of which I annex to this letter), I calculate 
that by the 30th of September, 1849, the guardians will have a balance to their 
credit of near £10,000. There js not any obstacle to the collection of the poor 
rates m the Cork union, which is in a great measure to be attributed to the 
vigilance and intelligence of the collectors. The failure of the potato crop has 
been a severe blow to the proprietors and occupiers of the soil; generally 
speaking,, the proprietors are the greatest sufferers, as in many instances the 
depreciation of their receipts has rendered them totally unable to meet the 
mortgages, rent-charges, and annuities on their properties. The occupiers are 
a so scveiely pressed, as they are not obtaining remunerative prices for the pro- 
uce o their farms, and the loss of the potato crop has taken from them the 
staple food of their families, servants, and farm stock. 

ic precise causes of destitution in the Cork union may be attributed to the 
ailure ot the potato crop, and the great influx of destitute strangers, who arrive 
m shoals from the west of Ireland. 

The small stock of potatoes in the Cork union is solely in the hands of indivi- 
duals, who -are now selling but a scanty portion, in hopes that exorbitant prices 
may be realized when the proper time arrives for planting the seed in the potato 
a ar ens. Ihe food most commonly in use amongst the peasantry in the Cork 
union, is Indian meal, oatmeal, and low class flour. The farmers complain that

Fermoy Union, in Co. Cork. — Major Bolton, Temporary Inspector' : — Jan. 22, 1849. 

The number of persons actually receiving relief at the present time in the 
Fermoy union workhouse amounts to 3,405, of which number 395 are able- 
bodied men. 



I am of opinion that the number of inmates in the workhouse may be expected 
to rise to about 4,500 from this period until the middle of March next, from 
which time it will gradually diminish until it falls to about 2,500. 

There is now' in the treasurer’s hands the sum of £10,388 8s. 4 d. to the credit 
of the union ; out of this is to be deducted the amount of present liabilities, about 
£1,100, which will leave a net balance of £9,288 8s. 4 d. It is expected that 
about £4,000 of the rates now uncollected, amounting to £0,744 7s. 1 0 d., will be 
made available, which, added to the above net balance, will make the sum of 
£13,288 8s. 4 d. to defray the expenses of the union up to next harvest, which it 
is estimated will be about £14,816. It appears there will therefore be a defi- 
ciency of about £1,427 11s. 8 d., which sum it is proposed to raise by borrowing 
from the treasurer, as is usually done in this union at the period preceding the 
harvest. The rate struck last August was calculated for twelve months, and it 
has been found by experience that any attempt to strike and collect a second rate 
in the spring or summer would be fruitless. That the means of the proprietors 
and occupiers are nearly exhausted, and likely soon to be almost entirely so, is 
proved by various circumstances, amongst which are the following, viz., a great 
deal of land is left wholly waste, the tenants having deserted them and gone to 
America; upon a proportion of the remaining lands very little preparation has been 
made for tilling or sowing the ground ; some of the farmers have scarcely produce 
enough left for seed ; and it is generally supposed that very few of the landlords 
have any prospect of being paid their March rents, many of whom are in most 
embarrassed circumstances. I have no reason to think there exists any negli- 
gence or dishonesty in collectors or ratepayers. 

The precise causes of the destitution existing in this union arise from the 
loss of the potato crop and the general want of employment. The present stock 
of potatoes is small, and generally of very bad quality. Indian meal and turnips 
(of which latter great quantities are stolen by the poor) are the kinds of food most 
commonly used by the peasantry at the present time. 

For some considerable time past there has been very little opposition to the 
payment of poor rates in this union, which may be attributed to the plan adopted 
by the Board of Guardians, of striking an annual rate about the month of August 
or September, and collecting it after harvest, when the people have means avail- 
able for the payment thereof.

and I am to request, that you will be so good as to state whether the result of 
your observations, in reference to the clothing of the peasantry in your district 
coincides with the observations of 'Mr. Phelan. * 

The Commissioners would wish to know whether there is any perceptible 
difference between the manner in which the peasantry used to be dressed-on 
Sundays, and the manner in which they are so dressed now. 

The Commissioners will likewise be obliged to you, if you Will make inquiry 
of the most intelligent and respectable pawnbrokers in your district, and obtain 
detailed information from them on the point which is the immediate obieet of 
this communication. J 

I am to observe, that in regard to such pawnbrokers, it would be interesting 
to obtain a statement of the number of pledges received and returned by them 
during each month of the last five years respectively, and to annex, at the same 
time, any well-considered observations which the pawnbrokers may have to offer 
m explanation of any increase or diminution, in any particular month or months 
m the number of pledges received or returned by them respectively.

All the pawnbrokers statements which I send, agree in the fact, that while the 
pledging of articles has greatly increased, the redeeming of pledges has more 
considerably decreased.

We, the undersigned pawnbrokers of this town, give the following reasons for the great 
decline in business, consequent on the blight of crops (both of potatoes and corn) for the 
past four years, viz. : — 

. ,. *?*". f ma ^ _ c °tti_ers and struggling farmers, with artisans and other trades, are greatly 
d i minis hed by emigration, deaths innumerable by starvation, and a vast quantity obliged to 
resort to the poorhouse, thereby rendering so much of the working population totally unable 
to apply to pawn-offices either to buy, pledge, or redeem ; and the remaining part thereof are 
reduced to utter destitution, and are also unable to resort to the pawn-offices in the usual 
manner, which, in our opinion, is the cause of the pawnbroking trade being so languid as 
it is at present, and very likely to be worse.

Mr. John Slattery states, that he is extensive in the pawnbroking trade; has offices in 
Lismore, Tallow, Youghal, Dungarvan, and Mitchelstown ; for the last two or three years 
he finds that the pledging of- articles belonging to the middle and lower orders has 
increased very considerably, at the same time that the releasing of articles by these classes 
has very considerably lessened ; is of opinion, that more articles have been forfeited during 
the last five years than for the previous ten years — small farmers, tradesmen, and labourers 
have been pledging their clothing and bedding for the last three years, and less redeeming 
than for years before; is satisfied that the labouring class was never so badly off in 
the way of clothing as they are now; has a great quantity of unredeemed pledges, con- 
sisting of bedding and clothing, on hands, which he finds it impossible to get rid of, the 
people having no means to purchase those articles ; has at present above five hundred 
pounds’ worth of feathers in the article of feather beds, wliich he cannot dispose of. A 
return of the number of pledges taken by the pawnbrokers is made every month by them 
to the marshal of Dublin.

Thomas Reynolds, Esq., is marshal of Dublin ; and every pawnbroker in Ireland is bound 
by law to give him a return, monthly, for all pledges taken into their establishments, and 
also an account of the amount redeemed during said month ; and any information neces- 
sary on this subject, it is Mr. Reynolds that will give you the full particulars, whether there 
is an increase or decrease.

I have been engaged in the business of pawnbroking for the last thirteen years, and 
during my experience I never knew the poor people, viz., labouring classes and peasantry,

sufficient goodness are already in the pawn-offices, and they only retain such clothes as are 
not worth pledging. In the way of selling articles, it is exceedingly difficult to realize even 
the money advanced on them. The demand is also much diminished ; and the purchases, 
such as they are, are now made by people who some years ago would not think of 
buying any but new articles. The cause of all this is the poverty and want of employment 
of the people. J

I never recollect the .clothing of the poor people in this neighbourhood, for the last eight 
years that I have been m the pawnbroking trade, to he so bad as at present. I have 
remarked that for some time past, that the articles sought to be pledged are becoming 
worse and worse for the last two years ; the redemptions have been growing less. Since 
1846, 1 had to sell twice as much unredeemed stock as in the preceding years. I attribute 
this increasing destitution to the loss of means of livelihood and the scarcity of employ- 
ment, consequent on the loss of the potato crop.

In reference to the inquiry as to the state of the clothing of the working classes in this

The useful and necessary articles of dress, with which they may have heretofore supplied 
themselves, are being considerably lessened ; and such as have been pawned, have not 
been so generally redeemed as heretofore.

Our shelves are now loaded with these 
articles, and very rarely indeed do we find purchasers for them, and only by the greatest 
exertion get them off our hands.

Munster. I found some difficulty in procuring information from the pawnbrokers on 

Cos Limerick P 0 ^ referred to by you ; their books are not so kept, as to enable them to give 

Clare, &c. ’ the numbers of each description of article pawned. I enclose a return received from 

one of the most extensive offices in the city of Limerick, which shows the number 
of articles pledged and released in each year since 1843. And I am informed by 
persons on whom I can rely, that the pawning of clothes, a practice so common 
a few years ago, is now almost altogether discontinued ; not that the people are 
less distressed, but from the fact of not having a second suit. Previous to the 
failure of the potato crop, the most lucrative business of the pawn-offices was, 
to lend small sums of money on articles of wearing apparel, which were 
generally released on the Saturday, and often put back into pledge on the 
following Monday. This part of their business is now knocked up, and the 
class who were in the habit of pawning their clothing have been lately com- 
pelled to part with their beds, bedding, and other articles of furniture, with little 
prospect of being able to release them.

There are about twenty offices in Limerick, and I am of opinion, that business has been 
done in the same ratio.

Mr. R. BourJce — Counties of Mayo and Galway : — December 18, 1848. 

In the counties of Mayo and Galway no person can fail to be struck with the 
wretched appearance of the lowest orders in this respect. The vast majority of 
persons who apply at the workhouses for relief are covered with rags of the worst 
possible description ; and although in some cases these are assumed to indicate 
a greater degree of poverty than they really endure, yet the appearance of 
this particular class upon other occasions, is such as to show that their wants 
are actually very great in this respect. This must however be understood as apply- 
ing to the lowest orders of peasantry alone. Amongst those who frequent markets 
and fairs, or who attend at chapels, the difference in clothing between this and 
former years is not very perceptible ; but the diminished number of persons to 
be met with on these occasions may in some measure be accounted for by the 
absence of decent clothing, which disinclines them from appearing in public. 

I have conversed with two highly respectable and intelligent pawnbrokers in 
Ballina and Westport, and find that they agree in their observations on this subject. 
They state, that the quantity of clothes pledged during the last three years has been 
above the average, and that this spring especially large numbers were deposited ; 
but in Westport I have been informed that a greater quantity has been 
redeemed this year than any other ; and that this has continued until within the 
last month, during which but few deposits have been withdrawn. In Ballina, 
the pawnbroker informed me, that he discouraged as much as possible the 
pledging of clothes during the summer, being apprehensive of the infection 
they might produce. 

In the whole county of Mayo, I believe, there are not eight pawnbrokers. In 
the Ballina Union, I have heard but of one. In Westport and Ballinrobe, the 
number is the same. In Castlebar, there are but two ; and the small towns do 
not contain one. But this applies to licensed pawnbrokers. I have no doubt 
there are others who carry on the trade privately, and on less fair terms. 

The pawnbroker at Westport informed me, that it was by no means uncom- 
mon for parties on their way to the workhouse to leave their best clothes with 
him in pledge, stating that they were about seeking admission, and thought 
their clothes would be safer with him than elsewhere.

If these returns are to.be depended upon, the condition of the general class of Co ' Ma} ' a 
depositors in Ballina Union would appear to be much below that of the same 
class in Westport and Ballinrobe, for whilst in Ballinrobe the proportion borne 
by articles of clothing redeemed to those deposited, has been for the last five years 
as three to four, and in Westport somewhat higher,— in Ballina, the proportion 
th ® y ears 1846 and 1847 has been as two to three, and during the year 
1848 has fallen to one to five. It is also remarkable, that in Ballina alone has 
there been a very perceptible difference in the redemption of articles of clothing 
deposited during the last year, though it is undeniable that the adjoining union? 
have shared in an equal degree in the prevailing poverty. 

The practice of pledging prevails in these unions, as in most other parts of 
Ireland, to the greatest extent during the months of April, May, June, and July; 
and the redemptions principally occur during and immediately after harvest. The* 
reason of this appears to be, that during the months from April to July the stock 
of potatoes is exhausted, and labour very scarce, whilst during harvest the 
labourer can support himself on the potatoes he has himself planted, and apply 
his wages to the redemption of his clothes from the pawn-office. 

Mr. Hogan, of Westport, observed to me that redemption had taken place more 
extensively this harvest, than during the corresponding period of any previous 
year, and attributed this to the large stock of potatoes brought into market 
at an early period, in anticipation of their failure if kept. He also stated, that 
many persons, whilst on their way to seek admission at the poorhouse, stopped 
at his office to pawn their clothes, having previously put on the covering of 
most wretched rags in which they usually present themselves before the guardians. 

He informed me that he had not observed any difference in the class of depositors, 
between the present and any former years. On the contrary, Mr. Higgins, of 
Ballina, states that deposits are now made by persons in a very superior class of 
life, compared to those of former periods. 

The practice of pawning is of somewhat recent introduction in the county of 
Mayo ; and for this reason it appears to me not to offer so sure a criterion of the 
distress of the people as might be expected in other districts. The pawn-offices 
too are very few in number, and not always within reach of the poor, even if 
they were aware of the facilities they afforded for raising money. But as it is 
quite certain, that the poorest classes of people in that county have, during the 
last two years, gradually parted with every article of furniture they possessed, 
and with such ol their clothing as could be disposed of, I can only suppose this 
has been effected by exchanging them with their wealthier neighbours for 
articles of food. The principal part of the dress of men and women in Mayo is 
of home manufacture, and composed of wool; and as this has been very low in 
price during the last two years, they have been enabled to make it at less cost 
than heretofore— their labour being not more valuable now than at any other 
time. And I think it is for this reason, that the clothing of the generality of 
country people of Mayo is not perceptibly worse at fairs, markets, or other 
public places now, than in former years. 

Upon the whole, I think I may state the result of my observations to be, that 
the only class whose clothing is very deficient, or manifestly inferior to wliat it 
was in former years, are those whom the loss of the potato has rendered paupers, 
wherever the poor have been enabled to keep themselves above this condition, 
either by continuing to occupy land, or by earning wages from labour, they have 
1 think contrived to preserve, the same appearance, with regard to clothes, as 
formerly, though continued privation has created a very sensible difference in 
their physical appearance.

Mr. Flanagan — Counties of Roscommon, Leitrim, Longford, and parts of Cavan, 
Galway, King's and Queen's Cos. and Westmeath: — January 28, 1849. 

In the counties of Roscommon, Leitrim, and Longford, and those portions of 
the counties of Cavan and Galway which lie within my district, the clothing of 
the peasantry generally is of the most wretched description. 

The same may be said of the King’s County, more particularly that portion of 
it bordering the counties of Westmeath and Galway. 

In the Queen’s County, and the county Westmeath generally, the clothing of the 
peasantry, though very bad, is not so wretched as in the other counties above 
named. 

From all that I have been able to ascertain on the subject, I believe that the 
chapels are now, in the rural districts, comparatively deserted; and that this arises 
altogether from the want of clothing of the poor. By the peasantry, I would be 
understood to mean the cottier tenants, holding from one to five acres of land, 
and the destitute poor who form the bulk of the population, and who last year 
were recipients of out-door relief. The farmers of the class somewhat better than 
cottiers — that is, holders of from five to ten and fifteen acres of land — I think 
are this year fully as well, if not better, clad than during the last two years. I 
account for this by the fact, that their clothing, not having been renewed for the

And under the head of other coarse goods, the 
principal are grey calicoes, from 2d. to 4rf. per yard; grass-bleached sheeting, commonly called 
union linen, from 3d. to Ad. per yard ; cheques, milled flannels, common navy and true blue 
print Chambray, and strong black calicoes for petticoats. 

A great portion of the sales for past four years has been to persons emigrating to 
America, most of whom get an outfit previous to leaving this country. Any goods pm- 
chased by the very poor are second-hand ready-made articles of wardrobe, to be had of the 
several brokers in town.

IX — Mr. Goodbody, Clerk of the Mountmelick Union, to Mr. Flanagan : — 
January 3, 1849. 

With regard to the clothing of the peasantry in this county, there is a most decided 
change for the worse this last few years. The description of clothing now worn by the 
farmers is almost exclusively frieze, or very coarse cloth ; the same class of persons two 
or three years ago wore blue cloth. The labouring classes have nothing but patched old 
clothes, aud the females quite ragged — and such a thing as a good cloak with any of them 
is not to be seen. 



X. — Mr. John J. D’Arcy, Pawnbroker, Portarlington, in Mountmelick Union, to the Clerk 
of the Union : — December 23, 1848. 

In reply to your letter of the 21st instant, I beg to say, that 1 regularly send monthly 
returns of the business done in my office to the City Marshal of Dublin, Thomas Reynolds, 
Esq. ; consequently he could give you all the information you might require relative to 
the pawnbrokers of this union. However, as I on my part am anxious to give you 
whatever information I can in that way, I have been yesterday and to-day looking over my 
books for that purpose. 

The following is a list of the tickets which I have given out since the 1st of November, 
1846 ; at the same time I have to remark, that on an average they exceed the number of 
tickets given out any of the previous months, by about thirty each month : —

Mr. J. Johnston, Clerk of the Union, to Mr. Flanagan -.—December 20, 1848. 

There is not a pawnbroker in this union. 

The clothing of our peasantry is wretched beyond description; there has been a visible 
and progressive change for the worse in the clothing of this class during the last two 
years; so much so, that I am not aware of a single instance in this locality, in which I could 
say that an able-bodied man had an entire suit of clothing, or even a coat without patches, 
liiere is no necessity for a pawn-office here ; for I am convinced that the entire clothing of 
a lamily, on an average of circumstances, would not bring five shillings. The greatest 
difficulty we experienced in turning persons out of the workhouse, is the want of clothing • 
and on last week, the guardians were obliged to clothe a great number with the condemned 
clothing of the workhouse. 

H the Board of Health would direct tlieir attention to the bedding of the poor and 
provide some warm clothing for the wretched inmates of the miserable hovels throughout 
the country, it would do more to prevent the spread of fever than any other of the various

The results of my observations in the unions of Sligo, Manorhamilton, Bally- 
shannon, Donegal, Glenties, Milford, and Dunfanaghy, in general coincide with 
those expressed by Mr. Phelan. , , , 

In the other portion of my district, I have not perceived any marked change 
in the clothing of the adult peasantry, or in that of the destitute poor that apply 
for relief under the Poor Law. , . , , , T 

Very few cases have come to my knowledge in any union (only two as I 
recollect) where paupers of the class that could be placed on out-door relief 
were unwilling to accept of it, chiefly influenced by want of fuel and clothes. 
The decided preference for out-door relief entertained by all classes of the poor, 
appears to me to counterbalance the want of clothing, fuel, and comfortable 
shelter, generally attendant on that mode of relief ; and I have often been 
surprised at the effect of the workhouse test, when I have seen such iS-clad and 
perishing-looking creatures so anxious to avoid it, and to obtain out-door rebel, 
even without lodging money, sooner than come into the workhouse. 

I have observed a much more marked alteration for the worse m the clothing 
of children, than in the clothing of adults, and my observations in tins respect 
extend to a greater or less extent over the whole of my district. I find children 
of even a better class of the peasantry, and belonging some few years ago to 
the class of the more comfortable small farmers, now very badly clothed as 
compared to their clothing formerly. The clothes distributed last year by the 
British Association to children, had, I consider, the most beneficial effect. 

I do not in general observe any very perceptible difference between the man- 
ner in which the peasantry formerly dressed on Sundays and holidays, and the 
manner in which they are dressed now' on such days ; and the only way I can 
account for this (in the unions I have mentioned) is, that many who formerly 
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attended divine worship or met together for amusement on these days, do Clotlwg

In reference to your communication of the 29th ultimo, in which you request 
of mo to make inquiries from the most intelligent pawnbrokers in my district, 
and to obtain from them detailed information as to the number of pledges 
received and returned by them during the last five years, and having made the 
required inquiry as requested, I now beg to report as follows, taking the month 
of November in each year as the criterion, not having been able to obtain a more 
elaborate return, having found it most difficult to get even this information, 
most of the pawnbrokers not being inclined to afford it, especially as to the* 
number of redeemed pledges, even during this period. 

It appears that from the infor- 
mation furnished to me, the clothing of the poor in this district is very miserable.

This man commenced business in September last. It has been leported to 
me, that the state of the clothing of the poor in this district is wretched m the 
extreme especially those seeking relief in the workhouse. A number of the 
class of persons who were in the habit of pawning their goods became inmates 
of the workhouse ; and the worthless articles latterly offered for pawn, and 
refused at the office, will account for the decrease. 

Gortin Union.— There is no office in this town. I he clothing of the poor in 
this union does not appear to be as good as heretofore as all the mone y 
people could raise in May and June last, was laid out in the purchase of seed 
potatoes, but having been put down late the crop was a general failure. 
p ICOkeel Union. — There is no office in this town. ^ It has been reported to me 
that in this, neighbourhood the people are very indifferently clad, and that m 
many instances they have little else than an outer covering. The wants of the 
poorf with regai-d to clothing, have been provided for, in a small measure, by the 
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•distribution of fifty pounds’ worth of clothing, a short time since, being the 
amount of a yearly bequest of the late Mr. Meedham. The applicants being very 
numerous, the proportion given to each was very small. 

Lisnashea Union. — Lisnaskea Pawn-office, November, 1848, pledges received, 
124. This office only opened in November. I am informed that in this union, 
the state of the clothing of the poor is rather Avorse than formerly. 

Lowtherstown Union. — There is no office in this town. By the accounts from 
this union, it Avould appear that the clothing of the pauper class is not sufficient 
to preserve them from the inclemency of the weather. The state of the labouring 
class is equally bad, particularly where there is a family. The earnings of the 
head of the family are too little to procure a scanty food, and very bad lodging, 
without being able to appropriate any of it to procure clothing. 

Monaghan Union. — The pawnbrokers (three in number) refused to give any 
information. As to the state of the clothing of the poor, they are reported as 
being very badly clothed, of course, in consequence of want of means to procure 
a supply.

With regard to the clothing of the poor in this district, it has been reported 
to me that the increase in 1846 arose in consequence of small farmers being 
obliged to pawn articles of wearing apparel to pay rent and purchase food. The 
year 1 847, it seems, presents a great decrease, in consequence of the articles 
being of a very inferior description, and frequently so unclean that they would 
not be taken in pawn. An increase appears in 1848, as small farmers, in many 
instances, I am informed, prefer pawning to enable them to pay rent, rather 
than dispose of the remainder of their grain, which they wish to keep for the 
sustenance of their families. It is stated that prior to 1846 the peasantry of 
this neighbourhood generally appeared on Sundays respectably clothed, but 
since that period a melancholy reverse is visible, and that many, from Avant of 
decent clothing, are ashamed to attend public AA r orship on Sundays ; and that the 
clothing of the labouring classes, who are generally unemployed, consists of 
tattered garments. 

It is very easy to account for the wretched Avay in which the peasantry are 
clothed in several parts of the country, and I may say particularly in the county 
of Cavan, Avhere considerable poverty and destitution prevail. In the first 
place, the successive failure of the potato crop has entailed much privation 
upon them ; and it is Avith difficulty that even the small farmer could keep 
himself and family from actual starvation, not to speak of procuring adequate 
clothing for them. Then as respects the labourer, many of them, from the 
scarcity of employment, and from actual necessity, have been in the habit of 
Avorking for their meals ; whilst others, who considered themselves more for- 
tunate, obtained, besides their meals, the miserable sum of two or three pence 
wages per diem : but even the former current wages of the country, say ten pence 
per day, without diet, for a labourer Avith a family, since the failure of the 
potato, Avould scarcely support him, not to say clothe him. Under these circum- 
stances, the clothing of the labouring classes, and in some instances, the small 
holders of land, have, from all the accounts I have received, and from what I 
have seen myself, become very bad, and probably will continue to be so, until 
the standard of AA r ages is raised, and that a labourer receives a fair remuneration 
for his labour.

II. Reports of Temporary Inspectors on Particular Unions. 



Glenties Union, in Co. Donegal — Captain O'Neill: — December 19, 1848. 

The want of warm clothing is very much felt by the poor peasantry in this 
union. It is painful to see the wretchedness and misery of some of them, wan- 
dering about the country without being half clad ; and the rags they have to 
cover them are in such a tattered and filthy state, the poor creatures cannot 
receive either heat or comfort from them. 

I would respectfully urge on the Commissioners (if possible) to cause a supply 
of warm clothing to be sent to this union, as I am of opinion that the poor 
people are as much in want of that necessary article as they are of food. 

Milford Union, in Co. Donegal — Mr. Horsley: — December 26, 1848. 

In no part of Ireland have I ever seen the peasantry, without distinction as 
to sex or age, more miserably clad than in the Milford Union. A continuance 
of extreme indigence among the industrial classes, for a very long period, has 
deprived them of power to clothe themselves comfortably; but it cannot be con- 
cealed, that their own incorrigible habits of sloth, carelessness, and love of dirt, 
have at the same time done much to aggravate the evil. 

During the winter and spring months of this year I was enabled, through 
the benevolent assistance of the British Relief Association, to distribute a full 
suit of warm and substantial clothing to each of 1,300 poor children in this 
union ; and yet in two, or three months at the most, after being so clothed, 
these same children were in as ragged and dirty a condition as ever. Their 
parents and friends were, in vain, exhorted to teach them habits of cleanliness, 
carefulness, and tidiness. The wholesome proverb, that “ a stitch in time saves 
nine,” if it be understood, is never acted upon in this district ; and I verily 
believe that money expended in clothing gratuitously the poorer classes, is 
money thrown away, except in so far as its expenditure may give an impetus to 
manufactures and trade. 

Thousands of needy persons in this union, from not having a sufficiency of 
blankets and warm bedding, lie down at night in the rags worn by them through- 
out the day ; and thus, filth and vermin are fostered, diseases are engendered, 
and contagion is spread. 

As far as the preservation of their health is concerned, I am convinced, the 
poor would be more benefited by being supplied with blankets and warm bed- 
ding, than by being given day clothing. 

I have been informed that, as compared with former years, there has, during 
the two last years, been a marked change for the worse in the clothing worn on 
Sundays by the Protestant portion of the population, and that very many poor 
persons of this denomination have been kept away entirely from their places of 
worship, in consequence of disliking to appear there without decent apparel. 
This change for the worse is also perceptible among the Roman Catholic popu- 
lation, but not to the same extent as in the case of Protestants : the latter used 
to be respectably and comfortably clad in better times, whereas the former were 
generally more or less in rags. 

I do not think that in this union any thing short of actual want of food, or of 
the near approach of starvation, induces paupers to wish sincerely for admission 
into the workhouse ; but when once admitted, and habituated to the comforts of 
decent clothing and warm lodging, distasteful as the confinement of the workhouse 
is to them, they become unwilling to exchange it for their rags and cold hearths. 

There are no licensed pawnbrokers in the Milford Union ; there are however 
several dealers in second-hand clothes; but these persons have assured me, they 
never either lend money upon, or buy outright, clothes or bedding from needy 
cottiers or tenants in the union. They purchase all their stock in the large 
manufacturing towns of England and Scotland, such as Liverpool and Glasgow. 
They moreover state, that in consequence of the extreme poverty of the labour- 
ing classes, their sales and profits have of late fallen off so much, as to render 
the trade scarcely worth pursuing. 



Carriclcmacross Union, in Co. Monaghan — Captain Dent: — January 15, 1849. 

In the article of dress there is the greatest possible distress — most having 
been worn out or pledged in the pawn shops. — On all sides I hear that the 
distress is really greater than it has been heretofore. 
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Dundalk Union , Co. Louth — Captain Dent: — January 24, 1849. 

There is a great want of clothing, even among what were heretofore con- 
sidered respectable people. 

Manorhamilton and Sligo Unions — Captain Gilbert:- -December 18, 1848. 

My opinion coincides with that of Dr. Phelan regarding the unions of Sligo 
and Manorhamilton. 

There does certainly appear a marked difference between the manner in which 
the poor people were dressed on Sundays heretofore and the way they are now ; 
their clothes as well as their food having suffered by the loss of the crops. 

There is no pawnbroker in Manorhamilton. 



Ballina Union, Co. Mayo — Captain Hamilton : — January 5, 1849. 

I have so frequently alluded in my reports to the want of clothes, which 
must be apparent to any person who visits the dwellings of the poor in this 
union, that I had nothing further to say on the subject. 

I have pointed out to the vice-guardians the only means which I see of 
remedying the evil, viz., the gradual admission to, and discharge from, the 
workhouse of such persons as are most destitute of clothing, and can legally 
be relieved otherwise than with food ; and the manufacture of a particular 
description of stuff in the workhouse for clothing such objects. 

I do not think that either on Sundays or market-days there is any striking 
difference in the manner which the peasantry, in general, are now dressed com- 
pared to former years, in other parts of Ireland; but I fear that there cannot 
be less than 4,000 or 5,000 persons inadequately protected against the weather in 
my district, which is usually much more severe than any part of the world I 
have been in — generally either raining or blowing hard. I am surprised how 
many of the unfortunate people can stand it. 

My experience quite leads me to coincide with Mr. Phelan’s observations. 



Ballina Union — Further communication from Captain Hamilton: — January 16, 1S49. 

I have the honour to transmit a return which I have this day received from 
Mr. Higgins, of Ballina, the only pawnbroker in the entire union.

Mr. G. Higgins to Captain Hamilton : — January 15, 1849. 

Annexed I give yon a statement of the number of articles of wearing apparel and bed- 
ding pledged and redeemed in my office during the period I have held the pawnbroking 
establishment in this town (since the commencement of April, 1S45). You will perceive 
that the number of pledges have been on the increase, and the redemptions fewer, owin°- 
to the increasing poverty of the generality of the people. At the time the people were 
employed, the redemptions increased a little, hut since then they are falling off consider- 
ably ; and I beg to remark, that among the number of pledges lately given in, there are 
some of a superior description to what I had hitherto received ; and I am sorry to add, 
that want and distress are becoming prevalent among that class of persons who were once 
in comfortable circumstances.

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Erris District of Baltina Union — Mr. R. Hamilton : — Belmullet, 
December 19, 1848. 

In reference to the clothing of the peasantry in this district, I regret to inform 
the Commissioners in that respect the condition of the poorer classes is most 
deplorable. In many instances the males are driven to assume the garb of 
females when poverty forces them from the screen of their wretched cabins to 
seek for support. Again, they are frequently to be observed with no other 
covering except the remnant of some shattered bed-clothing merely hung on their 
shoulders — two or three persons being covered with what was once a blanket. 
The clothing peculiar to the children of the more distressed portion of the 
peasantry has become extinct. The principal covering which has the semblance 
of dress amongst these unfortunate children, are the remnants of the clothes 
given by the British Association last year. I distributed 1,500 suits of these 
clothes — and I could have disposed of upwards of 3,000 suits to deserving objects. 
No doubt the effect of such insufficient covering is disastrous in its consequences, 
as regards the health of the people, as well as preventing them from seeking 
support by labour. I may mention the fact, that several of the paupers within 
the workhouse, who would otherwise have been discharged, are now retained 
merely from their want of clothing. In some instances the vice-guardians have 
been obliged to discharge paupers giving them their workhouse dress. 

I communicated with Mr. Crampton (Mr. Carter’s agent), with a view of 
obtaining the most accurate information, as regards the clothing ot the peasantry 
prior to the failure of the potato crop, and I annex a letter which I have received 
from him on the subject. 

There is no pawnbroker in the district ; and as far as 1 can ascertain there 
never was one. The trade is unknown. 



Enclosure. 

3, HenmettOrStreet, Dublin, December 14, 1848. 

Sir — I n answer to your question I have to state to you, that previous to the famine the 
inhabitants of Erris were generally well and comfortably clad ; and that on Sundays, fair 
and market days, and holidays, the costume, especially of the girls, was such as gave these 
meetings a gay and lively appearance. Frieze coats, and sometimes on the sea-shore pilot 
cloth with corduroy, and sometimes pilot cloth trowsers with something gaudy tor the 
waistcoat, felt hat, shoes and stockings, were generally worn by the men ; black, and some- 
times red cloth cloaks, caps, with gay ribbons, shoes and stockings (when at mass or meeting), 
stuff gowns looped up, so as to exhibit a portion of a short red, or black flannel petticoat, 
completed, as far as I could ascertain, the dress of the women. 

I need not call your attention to how much this is changed, and I believe that the 
smallness of the number of persons who attend the chapels on Sundays, is to be very much 
attributed to the want of even decent clothing. I am sorry to have to add that 1 do not 
see the slightest prospect of improvement in this state of things, the march of the country 
being decidedly in the direction of poverty, and which, under present circumstances, I see 
no means of staying.

Ballinrobe and Westport Unions — Dr. Dempster : — December 14, 1848. 

I can corroborate Mr. Phelan’s observations, as regards the Unions of Westport 
and Ballinrobe, to the fullest extent. I have not observed any difference in 
their dresses on Sundays. 



Westport Union — Dr. Dempster: — December 20, 1848. 

I have the honour to transmit the accompanying return of pledges received 
into, and redeemed out of, the pawn-office in this town. I cannot find that there 
is any other office in the union. 

I requested a detailed monthly return for the last five years, as required by 
the circular, but could not obtain it. The return now sent shows, progressively, 
the distress from 1844 to 1848 — that of the latter year out of all proportion to 
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any of the former, as to the number of unredeemed pledges ; evidently proving 
the very great destitution which at present prevails. But it is necessary to 
remark, that the distress is not confined to the lower classes of society, but per- 
vades many others, as the pledges received into the pawn-office indicate.

BaUinrobe Union — Captain Labalmondiere : — Dec. 19, 1848. Cos. Mayo and 

Galway. 

I enclose a communication I have received from Mr. M. Murray, the only 
pawnbroker in this union, together with a return made by him on a form I drew 
out for the purpose. He did not begin business till August, 1845 ; the return, 
therefore, only commences from that date. 

This return shows a gradual increase in the number of deposits, with a corres- 
ponding proportion of the numbers forfeited. The largest number of deposits 
are made annually in those months immediately preceding the harvest, and they 
reached their maximum in the month of July, 1848, when the small supplies of 
the people were exhausted, and before the new crop was ready for food. The 
increase in the deposits in the potato-planting months, is not near so great as 
I had been led to expect from the anxiety of the peasantry to possess themselves 
of seed, and the unredeemed pledges are also very few. 

With respect to the observations of Mr. Phelan, the miserable state of the 
clothing of the peasantry in this union cannot be overstated. Those who come 
to the workhouse are in wretched rags; but I entertain no doubt that, scanty as 
their raiment is, they would infinitely prefer remaining in it, and upon the out- 
door relief, to obtaining admission to the workhouse. 

Those classes who appear on market-days and Sundays, do not show any- 
marked difference in their manner of dressing now from that of former periods, 
but numbers, I am led to believe, stay away altogether from their inability to 
appear decently clad. All the answers to the inquiries I have made, state the 
congregations at the different Roman Catholic chapels to have very much dimi- 
nished, and the decrease in the number of attendants is no doubt partly attribu- 
table to the want of clothing among the people. 

Just at this moment their clothing is at its worst point. From this time to 
February they get small portions of frieze and flannel wove from the wool which 
the women spin at home, and get it made up into coats, &c.

BaUinrobe, December 19, 1848. 

Sir — I have the honour herewith to forward for your information, as desired, a tabular 
return of the numbers and descriptions of the articles deposited in my pawnbroking establish- 
ment in this town, from August, 1845, (the period of my commencing business here,) down 
to the present date, specifying also the number of articles unredeemed in each month. 

With reference to the queries you have submitted, touching the opinion I entertain in 
respect to the condition of the peasantry of the BaUinrobe Union, generaUy, as to clothing 
and the causes thereof, derived from my experience and position as pawnbroker ; I take 
leave to remai'k that the data afforded by the very limited amount of business transacted 
in my establishment (the only one within the union) would, if exclusively relied on, afford 
a very imperfect and totally wrong criterion, by which to judge of the actual state of the 
peasantry, in regard to their physical condition generaUy. Though the only pawnbroker 
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within the Union of Ballinrobe, and though it is not exceeded by many in Ireland in 
superficial extent and population, and by none in the unenviable scale of poverty as is 
unhappily manifest by the extent of relief afforded under the poor law ; nevertheless I 
can safely assert as an indisputable fact, that far and away less business offers in the 
pawnbroking trade in Ballinrobe, than in any other town of equal extent in Ireland, no 
matter how circumstanced. 

To account for this fact seemingly so irreconcilable with the notorious poverty of the 
dense population of this district, I may I believe with justice observe, that the long-exist- 
ing poverty of the population, has of itself precluded the possibility of their realizing, or, 
if realized, retaining property of a description sufficiently valuable to admit of being 
taken in deposit ; that a pawnbroking establishment in this district, is an institution novel 
to the people, mine being the first ever established here, and but in operation for a period 
of three years and a half; that though being the only one within the union, there are 
three in Tuam, two in Castlebar, and one in Westport towns, all equi-distant from here, 
not exceeding fifteen Irish miles, and all within a few miles of the north and south- 
western boundaries of this union. To these considerations may be added the peculiarly 
primitive character and habits of the rural population, their lamentable intellectual defi- 
ciency generally, and the utter want of an intermediate class between the comparatively 
comfortable and the utterly destitute, so numerous in other districts, and which, as repre- 
senting the artisan class in populous towns, is the one from which pawnbrokers in other 
localities derive their principal business. 

These considerations, in my judgment, are the least unreasonable and most satisfactory 
in accounting for the anomaly of a badly-supported pawnbroking establishment in a pre- 
eminently wretched district. 

With regard to any supposed connexion between the undeniably naked and ragged 
condition of the pauper class generally, in this union, and their dealings with the pawn- 
office, independently of the very inconsiderable amount of business transacted, and the 
consequently small quantity of articles forfeited, which bears no greater proportion to the 
deposit, than about one to nine, the actual forfeited property scarcely comprises one-half 
of wearing apparel. These proofs make sufficiently manifest the fact, that to long-existing 
poverty, now terribly aggravated, and not to extensive patronage of the pawnbroking sys- 
tem, at least in this union, is to be traced the miserable and scanty clothing of its poor.

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Swineford Union — Captain Hanley : — December 15, 1848. 

The observations of Mr. Phelan, in reference -to the clothing of the poor, are 
truly applicable to this union, and in which I fully coincide. It is painful daily 
to behold groups of those unfortunate people shivering under disgusting raws, 
with difficulty kept together, and barely affording a partial covering. ° ° ’ 

In this union the peasantry generally are extremely ill off’ for clothing : fuel 
is scarce ; and I apprehend much suffering during the winter. There is a per- 
ceptible, indeed a marked, difference between the manner in which the peasantry 
used to dress on Sundays, and how they now appear— a sad falling off; and I am 
convinced many are obliged to absent themselves from divine service for want 
of clothing. 

In this union we have no pawnbroker. To Castlebar, or to Ballina, the dis- 
tressed have recourse, who seek assistance in that way. 



Boyle and Camck-on-Shannon Unions — Captain Wynne: — December 18 1848. Cos. Roscommon, 

’ Leitrim, &c. 

The result of my observations in the Carrick-on-Shannon and Boyle Unions, 
m reference to the clothing of the peasantry, entirely coincides with those of 
Mr. Phelan. 

There is a very perceptible difference between the manner in which the pea- 
santry used to dress on Sundays, and the manner in which they now so dre«s • 
in fact, dressing on Sundays is now entirely confined to the class of comparatively 
comfortable farmers. 

There are but two pawnbrokers in the two unions of which I have charge ; 
and they have been established only within the last twelve months — they are 
therefoie unable to furnish the information which the Commissioners require, 
in reference to the number of pledges received and returned by them durino- 
each month of the last five years respectively. They state that their business 
has been confined to the better classes in society, and to the comparatively 
comfortable farmers, having deemed it expedient to decline accepting of the 
filthy and valueless rags presented for their acceptance by the poorer classes. 

In conclusion I have to state, that every day’s experience strengthens me in 
the opinion which I have already expressed in my former reports, in reference 
to the state of the clothing of the peasantry, than which nothing can be more 
deplorable. 



Mohill Union — Mr. Gibbons : — December 17, 1848. 

I perfectly coincide with Doctor Phelan’s observations, contained in his report 
of the 29th November. 

I have travelled in various parts of some of the western unions, particularly 
by the cross and private roads, and have visited many villages remote from the 
high roads, and have observed great want of clothing among the children ; in 
fact, I have frequently seen them naked in the huts, and the women washing 
the rags, or I should say clothes. ° 

I feel particularly interested in the fate of the destitute poor children, and 
should gladly assist in any means tending for their improvement ; and I should 
observe, that in the event of any relief being afforded them in the way of 
clothes, that the benefit to the union would be very much enhanced by the 
clothes being made in the union, as many poor women, now in the receipt of 
relief, might be employed in making the articles of dress. 

. My own observation, as well as all the information I have been favoured with, 
justify me in stating, that the poor children have no change of dress for Sunday, 
&c. I have observed the children on Sundays, and found that generally the 
femmes have their hands and face washed, and their hair has the appearance of 
having been brushed or combed ; but I have not observed among the destitute 
children any change in their dress, it may have been washed, but otherwise no 
change. 
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There is, to my view, a very marked difference between the manner the peasantry 
used to be dressed on Sundays and the manner in which they are now dressed ; 
and it is a fact that many of them do not attend prayers on Sundays, not having- 
decent dress, and I have been so informed in other unions that I have been in 
charge of by reverend gentlemen. 

Respecting pawnbrokers, there are none in the Mohill Union ; therefore I 
cannot forward the desired information. 

Respecting the want of fuel ; I am aware that even before I left the Gort 
Union, the destitute in many parts of that union were suffering severely from 
the want of fuel, and I am aware that many applied for the in-door relief, 
stating, they were suffering from the cold as much as from hunger, and had no 
means of cooking the meal, and therefore begged the in-door relief; however I 
must remark, that there was a very insufficient supply of turf cut in the Gort 
Union during the past season. I paid myself, in the month of September, three 
shillings for the same quantity of turf as I purchased in May for one shilling. 



Granard , Longford, and Mohill Unions — Major Holiday : — December 15, 1848. 

From my intimate knowledge of the Mohill Union I can state, that in no one 
point is the misery and poverty of the poorer classes (including even a vast 
number of ratepayers) more striking and pitiable than in respect to this. The 
term “ clothing” would be, in fact, a misnomer for the rags that too generally 
constitute their covering. 

I can however state with regard to the Longford and Granard Unions, that 
the want of clothing is very generally alleged by the inmates of the workhouses 
as a reason for being unwilling to accept out-door relief, and that there is an 
evident greater readiness among applicants for relief to enter the workhouses at 
this season than in summer and autumn. 



Granard and Mohill Unions — Further communication from Major Halidaxj : — 
December 20, 1848. 

The result of the closest inquiry I could make of the relieving officers, rate 
collectors, and other persons well acquainted with the towns in the union of 
Granard (from which I have just this night returned) establishes the fact, that 
there are no pawnbrokers in the whole union, and consequently I could not pro- 
cure any such returns as those desired by the Commissioners. In the town of 
Granard itself (the principal town in the union) there has not for some years been, 
any pawnbroker; but finding that there was a ti*adesman who dealt in second-hand 
clothes, I made inquiries in his shop, and was informed that he rarely purchased 
clothes from the poor ; but that for the last two years he had been constantly 
besieged with applications from the distressed for him to purchase articles of 
clothing which they wanted to sell. The forcible expression used in reply to my 
inquiry was, that “ if he would have bought all they wanted him to take, a dozen 
such houses as his would not hold them all.” 

Although I have remarked among the crowds of applicants for relief, and 
among the poorer peasantry whom I have passed on the roads, a very perceptible 
superiority as to clothing to that of the similar classes in Leitrim ; I think it 
may be safely asserted, that no pawnbroker would receive into his keeping or 
advance money on such articles as are possessed by the classes who generally 
seek admission into the workhouse. 



Castlerea Union — Mr. Auchmuty : — December 14, 1848. 

There is only one pawnbroker in this union : he is an intelligent person. I 
send a return which he states to me is most accurate. I am certain that there 
are at present numbers of paupers now in the workhouse, who never would have 
applied only for want of fuel and clothing. Every part of the union I visit, I 
see the poor in a sad state for want of clothing. The dress of the peasantry on 
Sundays is not near as good as it used to be. I am informed that the chapels 
are not near as well attended as they were formerly, the poor not being able to 
make a decent appearance.

In 1844, might lend nearly the entire value, and the goods would be all nearly released. 

In 1845, any thing that remained unredeemed, would bring more than its value the 
attendance was so large at pawn-office auctions. 

In 1846, a large stock remained unredeemed, and could not make sale of it, in conse- 
quence of the want of means among the class of persons who usually bought those goods. 

In 1847, stopped receiving most kind of goods or clothing, sickness being so prevalent 
among the class of persons that were compelled to apply. 

1848, has taken less this year, and still a large stock remains unredeemed— what were 
pledged during the above years. 

I am quite satisfied, that many persons make application to get into the workhouse 
during the winter season merely for the want of clothing to cover them by day or ni°-ht 
they having during the foregoing years sold or pledged all the clothing they possessed to 
support nature. 1

Roscommon Union — Captain Musters ; — January 20, 1849. 

From information I have derived from the several relieving officers of this 
union, from the clergy, and other persons likely to be well informed on this subject, 
together with my own observation, I have every reason to believe that the 
statements made in the report of your medical inspector, Mr. Phelan, relative to 
the state of the poor, as regards their clothing, in the west of Ireland, is in every 
way applicable to this union ; and I am credibly informed, that a large proportion 
of the lower classes of the peasantry in this union, are unablfe to attend at the 
chapel on Sundays owing to the want of proper clothes. 

From the pawnbrokers in this town I have ascertained that the average 
number of pledges received monthly, for the last five years, amounts to about 
2,000; the average return during the same period, about 1,800. That there is no 
great difference in the number of articles now pledged, to those pledged during that 
period, but that the articles were now of a much better class, and seldom if ever 
redeemed. That a great deal of property is now offered, which they are afraid to 
take, under the impression they will not' be redeemed ; that the only purchasers 
are persons about to emigrate ; and that other articles, such as beds, beddinc, &c., 
are now seldom redeemed or demanded. 



Ballinasloe Union — Major Stuart: — December 18, 1848. 

As to the state of the poor, as regards their want of clothing, they are in the 
Ballinasloe Union, in that respect as in all others, in the most deplorable want 
The observation of Dr. Phelan, as to the want of turf, is also too true. 

As to the difference between the manner in which the peasantry are now 
dressed on Sundays, and that in which they used to be dressed, it is very per- 
ceptible; but its full extent is not so easily observed, because the number 
attending divine worship has considerably diminished ; and I have been credi- 
bly informed, that not a little of that diminution is occasioned by want of 
clothing, and by the necessity which compels the poor to seek daily, by beaming 
or otherwise, for food and fuel. ' J o 

. 1 have made inquiry of the only two pawnbrokers in the union, one of whom 
has taken the trouble of making out the return which is here annexed, showing 
the number of pledges pawned, and the number left unredeemed for the last five 
years; stating also the months in which the greatest number of articles were 
pawned. He has also informed me, that latterly wearing apparel has not been 
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much offered ; but that the articles brought to him are generally blankets, sheets, 
and such like, which indicate a more advanced stage of distress.

The pawnbroker kept no account of pledges returned, but states that in 184/ 
the number was about half; in 1848, very few indeed. 

That in 1848 the quantity of clothes offered for pawn was so great that his 
premises, if they were double the size, would not have held them, but refused, 
fearing infection, to take them. 

The people of this union are wretchedly clad ; nothing can be worse. 



Galway Union — Major M‘Kie : — January 8, 1849. 

In this union no one can fail to observe the wretched state of a great propor- 
tion of the poor as regards their want of clothing ; many have scarcely a rag to 
cover them ; and the majority are very scantily clothed, 'the men particularly. 

I do not think the want of clothes, however, would induce them to remain 
m the workhouse, if they had the option of being relieved out of the house * 
nor do I think they would seek the workhouse from the want of clothing, if 
they could obtain out-door relief : the instances of persons preferring the work- 
house are very few indeed. 

None of the seven pawnbrokers of this town can give a return of the number 
of pledges redeemed in any particular month, as they keep no account of the 
dates when pledges are returned or redeemed. 

They all state that the inability of the people to redeem their pledges latterly 
has caused a great accumulation of pledges in their offices, for which they can 
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find no purchasers when the time allowed for redeeming them has passed: 
that in consequence, for the last, two years, they were obliged to refuse :

Gort Union — Mr. Deane: — January 5, 1849. 

My experience in reference to the influence which the want of cl 
lias upon both in-door paupers in objecting to be placed on out-door i 
and upon applicants for admission to the workhouse, coincides entirely 
Mr. Phelans. There is a lamentable want of clothing amongst the poor p, 
of this union; and the scarcity of fuel, added to the fact of so many pe 
having been deprived of their houses, which (upon giving up their land) were' th 
down, operates powerfully upon the applicants for relief, in choosing the v 
house in preference to out-door relief. I have remarked, within the last - 
years, generally throughout the south of Ireland, that the great coat whicl 
male peasantry used to wear is now very seldom to be seen. The fe 
peasantry, on the other hand, struggle to keep their cloak; it is always the 
article which they take to the pawnbroker. The cloak, however, only con 
the miserably wretched clothing underneath. 

These observations apply to what I have seen in Gort Union.

In January, 1845, poverty and distress did not prevail to the extent it afterwards 
reached to. In February, March, April, May, June, July, August, September, October, 
November, and December, there was a sufficient share of native provision, and no scarcity 
existed — nor no lives lost for want thereof. _ _ 

In October, 1846, the blight on the potato appeared to every farmer, and the disease 
thereon caused a great loss among the middling class of farmers in this locality. 

In April, 1847, the farmers again ventured on sowing potatoes, which produced a very 
excellent crop, notwithstanding the seed being at the time of planting diseased. 

In June and July, 1846, the potatoes rated at this market from 3d!, to 5d. per stone, 

In May, 1847, and in June and July, same year, the potatoes rated from lOcZ. to \5d. 
per stone.’ During the three months, at the time of planting, the highest rate noted was 

^In September, 1847, the poorer class of people, who previously visited the pawnbroker’s 
office, became so poor, and their pledges so valueless, that in • fact -no money could be lent 
them on the pledges they took to the office. And from September, 1847, to December, 
1848, a second and third class have, by the cause of the failure in the potato crop, the 
enforcement of poor rate and other taxes, become so wretched' and' so miserable, that 
more than one-half the population of this locality, in and about Go rt, are at this moment 
in such distress, that unless the Government comes forward at once with unlimited relief, 
thousands will perish for want thereof.

For the three years ending 1845, pledging and releasing went on in the ordinary way 
as usual in former years. 

For the three last years the pledging increased and releasing diminished — there had 
been a hundred pledges offered, for every twenty received. 

Our reason for not receiving as many as were offered — we apprehended that the people 
would not be able to release them ; and secondly, the articles offered were so very bad, 
that we would not take them.

140 PAPERS RELATING TO THE RELIEF OF DISTRESS, 

I find that there is only one pawnbroker’s shop in the union — that is, in the 
town of Killaloe, — the business of which has become only nominal. The proprietor 
lives in Limerick, and the establishment is conducted by two females, who state 
that they have had nothing to do for the last year, and that articles pawned 
within the last two years have not been redeemed, except in a very few instances. 



Ennis Union — Colonel Vaughan Jackson: — January 6 , 1849. 

All opinions agree that the state of the clothing of the lower classes is quite 
deplorable — they have clothes neither by day nor by night. The best-informed 
persons tell me that not more than one in four attend places of worship, from 
want of clothes. Two of the guardians stated to me, that in their parishes, on a 
recent occasion, the chapels were crowded at an early mass, the poor having 
gone thus early, though they would feel shame in going, from their shabby dress, 
at a later hour of the day. 

My own observation accords with what I hear.

Kilrusli Union — Captain Kennedy : — December 13, 1848. 

Doctor Phelan’s observations are quite applicable to the Kilrush Union. A 
great portion of the people are all but naked. The great mass of the population 
of the union have been without the means of purchasing clothes for the last 
three years. They had no potatoes, no pigs, and consequently no money. Money 
wages are not- generally given in this union — and where given, are in amount 
altogether insufficient for the supply of clothing in addition to food. 

I have paid particular attention to the appearance and clothing of the 
peasantry on Sundays, as affording a very fair criterion to judge of their real 
state. There is a marked difference and deterioration in their clothing since last 
year. I have conversed with many Roman Catholic clergymen on this subject ; 
and they assure me that considerable numbers absent themselves from chapel 
from want of clothing, especially women and children. 

This subject has been a matter of painful concern to me for a considerable time. 
I can with truth repeat, that the stock of mere rags among one hundred paupers 
is not sufficient for the clothing of twenty. 

It is a truth, as suggested by Doctor Phelan, that many seek the workhouse 
partly from want of clothing. 

The number of paupers in this union who are absolutely without houses, 
clothes, food, or fuel, is most distressing and embarrassing. 



Kilrush Union — Further communication from Captain Kennedy December 17,1848. 

. * obtained permission to have access to the books of the principal pawn-office 
in the union. The enclosed table shows the number of pledges, respectively 
for every month during the four, years from 1845 to 1848,. inclusive. This table’ 
considered m all its bearings, affords a melancholy proof of poverty. 

It will be observed that the number of pledges are less in the winter than 
the summer months : this may be accounted for by stating, the residue of the 
small farmers’ means are insufficient to carry them over the year. It will also 
be observed that the number of pledges received during the present year falls far 
short of the number received during any of the preceding years; and this may 
be accounted for by what I believe to be the fact, that the class who were the 
principal customers have now nothing to pawn, and are all but naked. 

I ascertained from the same source that the average number of articles 
redeemed during the period embraced in this table was one in twenty. 

I speak from my own observation when I state my belief, that out of 16 000 
paupers m receipt of out-door relief, sixty per cent, are without bedding or 
Soffiy bed° f a ° y kind ' Stl ’ aW ’ t0 ° fre< l uentl y both d amp and dirty, constitutes

Listoicel Union — Major Hart: — January 8, 1849. ' 

The only pawnbroker doing business in the union, Miss Bridget Donovan, in- 
formed me, that from want of storage she had discontinued taking any more pledges. 
I enclose the document she gave me, exhibiting the number of pledges received in 
each month during the past five years ; and this was the only information I could 
acquire in that quarter. 

It is, of course, quite out of my power to state, from my own personal obser- 
vation, what may be the difference in the clothing now worn by the peasantry 
as compared with former years, having but recently, and for the first time 
m my life, visited these parts. There can be no doubt, however, that a great 
number of the very poor are much in want of clothing; and amongst that class 
there is no perceptible difference between the dress worn on Sundays and other 
days ; at the same time, the distress which I have as yet observed here, does not 
bear a shade of comparison with what I daily witnessed in the county of Clare.

From tile very short time I hare been in this part of the country (Onions of 
Rathkeale and Newcastle), I am unable to form any decided opinibn upon the 
subject myself, except that those persons whom I have seen in °-ohio- through 

the country do not appear to be in great want of clothing • ° ° 

I understand, from conversing with the gentry and others in 'this country, that 
the numbers who crowd round the workhouse doors upon board-days present 
the most miserable and ragged appearance; but that among other classes of the 
peasantry, the difference as to their clothing in this and other years is not so 
very apparent. I believe, however, this arises very much from the'fact of their

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Tralee Union — Mr. Lloyd: — January 4, 1849. 

The result of my observations, in reference to the clothing of the peasantry in 
this union, coincides with the observations of Mr. Phelan. 

I cannot from my own knowledge state whether there is a perceptible 
difference between the manner in which the peasantry used to be' dressed on 
Sundays and the manner in which they are so dressed - now ; but I. learn from 
persons competent to form an opinion, that the peasantry are much- worse clad 
on Sundays now than they were formerly. 

There are six pawnbrokers in this union ; of these five live in Tralee and one 
in Castle Island. I have been to each of their establishments, and I find their 
stores are filled with wearing apparel of every description, home-made clothing 
materials, feather-beds, bedding, and tradesmen’s tools of every kind. Many of 
these pledges will not be released, as the money advanced thereon exceeds the 
price they would now bring if sold. Home-made linen and flannel, have been 
bought for the use of the workhouses at very reduced prices, and of a much better 
quality than can be had by contract. 

I beg leave to transmit herewith a statement of the number of pledges received 
and returned during each month of the last five years, respectively. I cannot 
obtain a satisfactory explanation of any increase or diminution in any particular 
month or months in the number of pledges received and returned.

AND STATE OF UNIONS, IN IRELAND. 



Dingle Union — Sir Thomas Ross: — December 21, 1848. 

While I agree in opinion with Mr. Phelan, as to the want of clothing by 
the peasantry, particularly the recipients of out-door relief, I cannot coincide 
m his views as expressed by him— that either the want of clothing or fuel 
influence the paupers in preferring in-door to out-door relief; and in respect of 
this opinion I may mention, that in discharging paupers from the workhouse on 
two occasions within the last six weeks, on out-door allowances, to the number 
of about 200 heads of families, I did not meet with a single instance of unwilling- 
ness to be discharged, with the exception of a few cases of persons who had no 
houses or cabins to seek shelter in, and who in consequence were allowed to 
remain until it would be ascertained if houses could be provided for them. 

I can form no opinion as to the “ manner in which the peasantry used to be 
dressed on Sundays,” from personal observation, having been only twelve months 
in the union ; but I have reason to believe, that although the clothing was always 
of coarse and rude manufacture, the persons and linen of the people were clean. 
I wish I could say that this was the case now, even in the latter particulars ; 
the contrary unfortunately is the fact ; and I can safely say, that I have not 
observed a new article of clothing of any kind worn, or added to the slender 
stock of the poorer classes, since my arrival amongst them. 

There are no pawnbrokers in Dingle, nor nearer than Tralee, therefore I cannot 
supply the information; but I have no doubt, that perhaps with the exception of 
the “ iron pot ’ to boil their stirabout in, and perhaps their bed-clothes, all other 
articles found purchasers and pawn-offices nearer home. 

I trust I shall not be understood by the foregoing as having given any opinion 
that the poor of the union are not in want of clothing ; so far from it, I believe, 
that if not supplied from some quarter, they will soon be reduced to the greatest 
possible suffering. °

Cahirciveen, KiUamey , and Kenmare Unions— Colonel Clarke:— December 16, 1848. 
. -^ le ex treme destitution in this particular, which characterizes other parts, 
is not observable in the Cahirciveen Union. Previous to the famine, I think 
they were the most comfortably dressed peasantry in the west of Ireland ; and 
even now the generality of those attending mass are decently clad. The clothes 
of those admitted to the workhouse are decidedly in a worse state than at 
the corresponding period of last year ; but there is not a single pawnbroker’s 
establishment in the union, nor do I believe there to be many of the class of 
usurious money-lenders, so common a pest in some unions. 

I think the peasantry in the Killarney and Kenmare Unions are worse off for 
clothing than m Cahirciveen ; and in these there are pawnbrokers, which may 
itself account for the fact for it is generally admitted, that the greatest demora- 
lization exists where this class of tradesmen most abound. 



Bantry Union — Captain Lang :— December 28, 1848. 

With reference to your circular of the 9th December, and the enclosure from 
Dr. Phelan, I have observed the same absolute destitution of clothing throughout 
the entire district. The people present the most revolting picture of squalid filth 
and rags ever beheld in a Christian land. Paupers are every day admitted to the 
house, who have not removed the rags from their backs for months, and who would 
find difficulty in putting on again what they have once thrown off. The same 
is observable on the recipients of out-door relief; and many able-bodied men 
remain in the workhouse from the 'absolute want of clothes to go out of it with. 



Fermoy Union— Major Bolton -.—Jammy 5, 1849. 

The result of my observations, respecting the clothing of the peasantry in the 
Fermoy Union, coincides with those of Mr. Phelan perfectly; and there is a 
perceptible difference between the manner in which the peasantry used to dress 
on Sundays and their present appearance on that day. 

I have made inquiry from Mr. Downing, a most respectable pawnbroker who 
resides in Fermoy, and has branch offices in different parts of the union ; and 
herewith enclose a return, showing the number of pledges received and returned 
by lum during each month of last five years, respectively, together with his obser- 
vations thereon.

I consider the increase in the number of pledges in the year 1846, was owing to the 
destitution which commenced in that year (the greater portion of which wore not 
redeemed); and that the diminution in 1847 and 1S48 was caused by the peasantry not 
having articles to pledge. And I do perceive a manifest difference in the manner in 
which they are now dressed on week-days and Sundays to what they formerly were.

Co. Tipperary. Tipperary Union — Captain Haymes, R. N. : — December 21, 1848. 

I have addressed myself to Mr. Ferguson, the only pawnbroker in my union, 
who, being a very intelligent person, has afforded me much interesting information 
on the subject. I cannot do better than transmit to the Commissioners Mr. 
Ferguson’s letter to me, together with the returns, for the last five years, of the 
number of pledges made and released, month by month ; but it must be borne in 
mind, that for the last two years the clothes of the peasantry have been wholly 
excluded from these returns, as being too worthless to take as pledges. 

See Return for three Mr. Ferguson further states, that he has two establishments of the same kind 

years, p. 155. Q a hir, which would give similar returns to those annexed, and that the people 

have no kind of bedding or other covering than the rags in which they stand — 
that they sleep on some straw in a corner of the hut — and this frequently old, 
filthy, and wet. This latter assertion I have often verified, when, in the course 
of my duties, I have had occasion to visit their miserable cabins ; still I am of 
opinion, that this arises more from slothful and apathetic habit, than real desti- 
tution ; for although they have no money to buy clean straw with, yet I never 
heard of a farmer refusing a bundle of straw to a distressed family for a bed, 
particularly if the old is returned to him for manure. 

It cannot however be doubted, that the covering of the peasantry generally, is 
no longer worthy of the appellation of clothes, they are literally a mass of rags — 
and great ingenuity is displayed by making them adhere to the body ; they must 
consequently suffer immensely at this inclement season of the year, particularly 
as they are totally without fuel : add to this the pangs of intense hunger, and 
the spread of fever and dysentery amongst them is easily accounted for.

Mr. Ferguson to Captain Haymes : — December 20, 1848. 

I send you a statement of the business done in one of my establishments, during each 
inonth, for the last five years and five months. 

I have been making the most minute inquiries from the conductors of my establishment, 
relative to the cause of the great falling off in pledges, and the consequent reduction in the 
profits of the concerns, to more than half what it was before the failure of the potato crop. 
It appears, that before that period there were various establishments that afforded the 
.people an opportunity of renewing their clothes, such as loan offices ; and woollen-drapers 
were in the habit of giving out materials for clothes to the people, on their joint security, 
from one to four pounds’ worth, payable at one shilling per week for each pound. Those, 
resources were immediately discontinued after the potato failure, and the people’s clothes 
became so bad, that no pawnbroker could receive them as pledges, and such as were- 
pledged remain forfeited, and when brought to a sale, scarcely or never realized the origi- 
nal sum lent on each article. Therefore pawnbrokers had to limit their business; and the 
dlass of persons I understand who resort the establishments latterly, arc the small farmers, 
who were in comparative comfort some time since. 
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. I. feci satisfied, that if reference be made to every pawnbroker in Ireland, a statement 
similar to what I have furnished will be given. If I can afford any additional information 
to enable the Poor Law Commissioners to carry out their charitable intentions, I will feel 
most happy.

Cashel Union — Mr. Robinson : — December 16, 1848. 

From the information I have received from persons who have been for many 
years resident in this town and country, I can learn that the appearance of the 
country people upon Sundays, now, is very much worse than it was about three 
years ag - o, but that still they have the remains of their old clothing left, which 
gives them a tolerably respectable appearance. I also understand that they are 
in much greater want with respect to bed-clothes, than wearing apparel. 

If I were to judge from my own observation upon the subject, I should say 
that the appearance of the peasantry, with regard to clothes, is not so bad as the 
very great amount of destitution that exists would lead one to imagine might 
be the case. It is true that among the applicants for relief, there are some 
very miserable-looking objects ; but I have not known an instance of want of 
clothes causing a pauper to apply for admission to the workhouse, if he were 
allowed to receive relief outside. 

I annex a return I have received from Mr. Lyttleton, pawnbroker, showing 
the number of pledges received and returned during the last five years; and 
as his is the chief pawn-office in this town, I think that his return is a very 
good criterion as to the business transacted in those establishments through 
other parts of this country. *

Thurles Union — Mr. La Bartc : — December 27, 1848. 

In my frequent visits to the stone-breaking depots, in the spring and summer 
of the present year, I was particularly struck by the wretched appearance of the 
labourers, who had’ scarcely any clothing to protect them from the weather ; and 
the same want is now very plainly observable among the applicants for out-door 
relief, who come before the Vice-Guardians every week. Most of them are in 
rags, and many of the children haA’e scarcely any covering at all. The appear- 
ance of the people who crowd the streets of Thurles and the roads in its vicinity 
on market-days, or when proceeding to chapel on Sundays, is altogether different 
from what it used to be a few years ago ; indeed I am not aware of any evidence 
of the utter destitution of the people, so convincing, as the almost entire absence 
of decent clothing among them. 

The deficiency of fuel has also been very much complained of, and presses 
severely upon the resources of the people. Turf of an inferior quality is now 
being sold, much beyond its usual price. Good turf is scarcely to be had at all. 

I have received the few returns now transmitted ; but they are neither perfect 
nor comprehensive in their details.

Roscrea Union — Mr. Bayly : — January 8, 1849. 

From my own observation, and that of many with whom I have conversed on 
the subject, I regret to say that I most fully coincide with the statement of Dr. 
Phelan, in reference to the want of clothes of the peasantry in this union. I have 
witnessed several cases where the parties seeking relief preferred accepting it for 
themselves and families in the workhouse, although offered it out of doors, in 
consequence, as they stated, of not having sufficient clothing. 

There is very little difference perceptible between the dress now worn by the 
poorer classes on Sundays and on week-days ; and I believe that many absent 
themselves from their places of worship in consequence of their not having decent 
covering. 

I have endeavoured to obtain returns from the Roscrea pawnbrokers, but have 
not received any that are of interest ; they all agree, however, that the persons 
beneath the rank of farmers, who used formerly to pledge large quantities of 
clothes, have been gradually decreasing in number for the last two years, and 
that the farmers are now the parties who pledge their clothes, their beds, and 
farming utensils. The pawnbrokers also state, that they have more than double 
the quantity of unredeemed articles in their stores than they ever had before at 
one time. 



Nenayh Union — Mr. D'Arcy : — January 24, 1849. 

My own observations do not at all agree with those of Mr. Phelan or Captain 
Wynne, upon which they seem to have been made, so far as the clothing of 
the lower classes are concerned; and indeed the first thing that struck me on 
coming here, was the very superior clothing that persons representing themselves 
as destitute appeared in when applying for relief. Some have, undoubtedly, 
very wretched clothing ; but still, take them as a whole, paupers here do not 
present the very miserable and wretched appearance that the same class invariably 
did in the counties of Donegal and Leitrim. 

It may be proper to remark, that the time which has elapsed since the first 
failure of the potato is not sufficient to have worn out frieze, linsey, or drugget, 
of which the peasants’ clothing was composed ; all these being, when home-made, 
most durable ; and if not wantonly abused, sufficiently good for use for four or 
five years, and I have known a frieze coat and over-coat used by labourers for 
fully that period. 

I must, confess I never met with any reluctance amongst the paupers to 
exchange in-door for out-door relief ; and even in some instances where parties 
have, in reply to questions, admitted that they had no houses of their own, still 
pressed for out-door relief, saying, that they could easily, amongst friends and 
acquaintances, obtain the shelter of a roof. 

The class immediately above the paupers, that is, those supported by daily 
labour only, and the small farmer, never, in my recollection, could clothe them- 
selves any thing like so cheaply as within the* last year : wool, that some years 
since ranged from 18s. to 22s. per stone, can now be purchased at from 9s. to 10s. ; 
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Clothing . an( j w hen it is borne in mind that its manufacture, save for weaving and 
W PawTihroke 1 ' 8 ’ t a Hqririg 9 costs nothing, as it is carded, spun, and thickened at home, I think it 
e * must be admitted that there never was a period in which the poor could clothe 
Temporary themselves at a smaller outlay. 

Inspectors’ Reports. j carmo t perceive the slightest difference in regard to the dress of the peasantry 
Munster. on Sundays, or fair and market days, now and formerly, save the absence of 
Co fT~erar some usec ^ to much worse dressed than the generality ; and this may be 
. ipperary. accounte( i f or by the fact, that that class were paupers, and are now the occupiers 
of the workhouse.

were in the habit of pledging their clothes on Mondays, and of releasing them on Saturdays 

which caused a tolerable brisk circulation of money, and which enabled me to take more r „ 

articles in pawn than I now can, from the want of that circulation. The contrast in the Inspectors Reports, 
manner winch the people now dress, and the way they heretofore dressed, is very striking. . Leinster. 

J-iio majonty of the working men of this neighbourhood who, a few years ago, might be 

seen clothed respectably and comfortably, according to their means, are now in a most Co ' Wexford - 
deplorable state for want of clothing — those which they wear are more like a patchwork of 
rags than any thing else. 1 

I have known persons who were obliged to absent themselves from divine worship on 
oundays from the want of sufficient clothing. I have been speaking to clergymen on this 
subject, and the picture they gave of the state of the poor, in regard to their want of 
clothing either for day or night, is most horrifying.

Ever since I have been in Ireland, there is a very perceptible difference in the 
clothing of the poorer classes; that, generally speaking, there is little or no 
change between the Sunday and every-day dress, unless it happens they have 
a large coat or cloak left, which they contrive to cover the wretchedness of their 
under garments with. „ But while this is the case of what may be termed the 
poorest labouring class, it is a matter of astonishment to me to see the manner in 
which the grade above them may be observed coming out of the most miserable 
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dwellings— dressad out in, apparently, clothes of good materials, and of every Clothing 
known colour. It must be from this class that the pawnbrokers derive their and Pawnbroker*’ 
present profit, as the rags of the other class would not be accepted. The want Eeturn3, 
of clothes among these, is as severely felt as that of food ; while in their wretched Temporary 

novels their beds are seldom composed of more than straw — seldom any blankets Inspectors' Reports. 

they lying down in the same clothes they wear by day. Leinster 

I forward a return from an intelligent pawnbroker resident in this town, with 

his observations, which, while they confine themselves to what was required, is Co- MeatL 
worthy attention, as it is, I believe, a well-conducted establishment. There is 
another of the sort in the town, to which I have also made application, but the 
owner resides principally in Navan, and I have failed in obtaining a return from 
the managing person. I do not consider this of much consequence, as I have 
every reason to believe the establishment is badly conducted, from the number 
of complaints I hear at the petty sessions, from those poor persons who have 
pledged their clothes. 

I would call your attention to the circumstance Mr. Finnigan mentions, of 
persons acting as pawnbrokers without being duly authorized. I am aware that 
this is a great evil in this country ; and had occasion, under the late Relief Act, 
to bring it before the Commissioners. The poor creatures pledge their articles 
for bare necessaries ; and if in a position to reclaim, are almost invariably put off, 
or an article of very inferior value offered them, which they have no redress on 
refusing.

This office opened in February, 1845, and- a rival establishment opened shortly after- 
wards, owing to which — in a poor inland town, with neither trade nor manufacture the 

business is small and unprofitable. 

It will be readily observed, that in the spring and harvest seasons, when the labouring 
class obtain even partial employment, (namely, May and September,) the pawning is 
much less, and the redeeming greater. 

llie articles now pawned are far inferior to those deposited at the commencement 
owing to the extreme poverty of the people, who were unable to purchase any clothing 
during the three last years of famine. ‘ ° 

I may also remark, that the number in the poorhouso increased from three hundred to 
fifteen hundred, and the rates from Is. 6d. to Ss. Ad. in the pound per annum; so that it 
is too plain that the enormous rates, with no employment, are driving not only the poor 
but the once comfortable farmers, tradesmen, and shopkeepers into the poorhouse by hun- 
dreds, and will eventually, in my opinion, ruin and destroy the whole fabric of society, 
it not immediately remedied by useful and reproductive employment. 

. Ihe peasantry, as well as the great majority of tradesmen and women in the town, are 
m such a miserable state of nudity, that immense numbers of them are precluded from 
attending their respective places of worship; and when they do attend, it is remarkable 
that their dress m general consists of some ragged outside cloak or coat to cover their 
other scanty rags and emaciated bodies. 

I have received several complaints of parties, both in town and country, who take 
pledges from the poor and ignorant people for meal and other necessaries, at less than 
one-tourth their value, and never return those articles to the unfortunate owners.

The Board broke up after the reading of the foregoing letter. 



Mr. Robinson to the Commissioners : — October 12, 1848. 

I have the honour to make my weekly report to the Poor Law Commissioners 
respecting the state of the Cashel Union. 

I was present at the meeting of the Board of Guardians this morning, when 
the letter from the Commissioners dissolving the board was read. Some of the 
guardians present were glad to be released from the responsibility of the office, 
and some others were very much annoyed at the occui’rence; but they broke up 
without passing any resolution upon the subject. 

Of course no business was transacted ; but I examined all the books usually 
laid before the guardians, and I also gave instructions to the relieving officers 
and the master, as to the carrying on of their duties until the arrival of the 
vice-guardians. 



Report from Messrs. Frazer and Mahon, Vice-Guardians, to the Commissioners: — 
November 10, 1848. 

In dischai’ge of the duty which devolves upon us as Vice-Guardians of the 
Cashel Union we have the honour to submit to you a report of our proceedings, 
in virtue of the office to which we have been appointed ; and, as being our first 
report, we deem it necessary to place before you a more detailed exposition of 
our views with regard to the condition and prospects of the union than would 
otherwise be expedient. 

I. Our attention was naturally directed in the first place to an inspection of 
the workhouse and its supplementary buildings, with reference to the condition 
and classification of the inmates; and we have much satisfaction in stating that 
we found a degree of comfort, cleanliness, and good order, combined with correct 
classification, which surpassed our expectations, mainly attributable, as we 
believe, to the vigilance and assiduity of the Temporary Inspector of the union, 
notwithstanding the difficulties with which he had to contend before our 
arrival. 

II. In the supplementary buildings, as might be reasonably expected, the same 
amount of comfort and exactness of classification do not prevail, partly from the 
difficulty of adapting to the methodical system of workhouse relief buildings not 
originally designed for such a purpose, and in most instances unsuited thereto — 
and partly from a very defective supply of clothing and bedding. For the latter 
evil we have provided a sufficient remedy by contracting for supplies of clothing 
and bedding, in such quantities as may be required for the ensuing six months ; 
and accordingly, new clothing has been ordered for 100 men, 100 boys, 250 
women, and 500 children ; in making up which, about 130 women will be set to 
work by the matron, 30 girls by the schoolmistress, and a few boys under the 
direction of the tailor. In reference generally to the supplementary buildings we 
have no doubt that when the measures which, in conjunction with Mr. Robinson, 
we are adopting, shall have been matured, they will approximate as closely to the 
discipline of a regular workhouse as, under all the circumstances, is practicable. 

III. In regard to the various officers of the workhouse, they appear anxious to 
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discharge their duties with efficiency, so far as their knowledge and experience Dissolution 0 f 
will enable them to do ; and we consider that the union is fortunate in having B “ ri3 * 
the services of a matron who seems in every respect well suited to her situation ° f Gu " di " i "- 

the Vorh,™ f the b ° -U S ,°{ aeC0 ™‘ V f0Und that ’ with EOme few exceptions,' CUM Union, 
the vaiious forms prescribed by your orders were carefully kept by the clefk and 

other officers, lhe deficiencies which we noticed under this head of inquiry are 
chiefly confined to some of the hospital books, one or two of the out-relief forms 
and to the want of any record of industrial progress. We have called attention 
to these matters, so that the defects adverted to will speedily be supplied, whilst 
the improvements which we have suggested, and the general directions we have 
glV T w’ Z 1 } ensure a m ? re s f stematie adherence to the required forms in future. 

. -th® llext question, and one of the gravest importance, which demanded 
our immediate consideration was this: — how far, judging from the experience of the 
past, and having regard to the probable pressure of destitution in the approaching 
winter, our workhouse accommodation would be sufficient to meet the exigences 
ot the union ? b 

In considering this subject we have examined all the weekly returns of 
the numbers relieved during the past year, and we find that in several instances 
the numbers admitted were in excess of the number for which workhouse 
accommodation has been provided ; whilst concurrently therewith out-door relief 
r,f 5 C °^ S1 f e S le l Cxtent ' vas administered under both the first and second sections 

a noi 0 KeIief Act; under the latter section at one period it reached 

4,091 cases, and 9,163 persons. 

Looking to these facts, and impressed with the conviction that the winter on 
which we are entering will in many respects be more trying and severe than 
last year, we at once concluded that we ought in every practicable way to extend 
our workhouse accommodation, so as to avail ourselves in the greatest possible 
number of instances of the workhouse test, that surest detector of doubtful or 
deceptive cases of destitution,— and thus to keep within the narrowest limits con- 
sistent with a due provision for the destitute the administration of out-door 
relief, especially to able-bodied men. In a word, we consider it our dutv, as far 
as in our power lies, to obviate the necessity (always to be deplored) of having 
recourse to the second section of the Extension Act, at least in the full scope of 
its provisions ; because we believe that under the operation of that section the 
Ut wi St 7§ llanCe W0 ? ld hardl T be sufficie nt to prevent many and serious abuses. 

. ' Vliat then > w „ e usked ourselves, are the most practicable means to be adopted 
m furtherance of these views ? Referring to the first annual report issued by 
your board we find, at page 95, four expedients suggested for the extension of 
workhouse accommodation, viz. : — 

1. To grant out-door relief to the permanently disabled. 

2. To grant similar relief to widows with two or more legitimate children. 

3. lo remove the schools to a separate establishment. 

^ 4. To hire temporary fever hospitals. 

Since ou r arrival here, we have been steadily acting on the first two expe- 
dients, and shall continue to do so. With respect to the third, we are endeavouring 
to obtain a suitable building for the girls’ school, which is very numerous, and 
. 1 , n treat - v for , ? ne > wdliout however an immediate prospect of securing it. 

While on this subject, we beg leave most earnestly to recommend the building of 
two schools with upper stories in the probationary yards, which at present are 
not of much use. It this were done it would greatly relieve the main building 
from the pressure on its space, caused by so many children, whilst it would 
materially conduce to the more effective training, moral and industrial, of the 
children themselves. 

Further, we are of opinion, that a temporary fever hospital should at onee 
be opened m Cashel, that which was formerly in operation having been closed 
on the 29th of September. This measure would increase our accommodation in 
accordance with the fourth suggestion above referred to, and be attended as we 
believe with many advantages. We have therefore made inquiries on the subject 
and have reason to think, that without much trouble we could obtain possession 
of the district fever hospital, a spacious building which would be admirably suited 
to our purpose. _ At present there are but about twelve patients, and we have 
received intimation that the committee of management, being destitute of funds 
tor its support, would willingly transfer it to our hands to be converted into a 

Y * 
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temporary hospital. We recommend that steps be taken to accomplish this 
transfer by an application to the Central Board of Health for directions autho- 
rizing us to act. 

Lastly, under this head we have to state, that in anticipation of a pressure 
on our available accommodation, we have for some time been in treaty with a Mr. 
Power for extensive grain stores in the main street of Cashel, which by a small 
outlay would accommodate about 400 persons, capable of being extended to 
accommodation for 800. These premises Mr. Power has at length agreed to 
lease for twenty-one years, with a clause of surrender, at a rent of £150 per annum; 
and we agreed to his offer, subject to your approval. The event has proved that 
our anticipations were but too correct, for on Wednesday and yesterday such an 
overwhelming rush of applications for admission was made as baffles description. 
From every part of the union, able-bodied men and women came ostensibly to 
seek workhouse relief, but really, by a preconcerted design, to force us to the 
alternative of relieving them out of the workhouse, from want of accommodation 
within. Fortunately we had made a conditional agreement with Mr. Power ; 
and after consulting with the Inspector, we conceived that tire emergency would 
justify us in at once acting on our own responsibility, and closing with Mr. 
Power, which we did. We have now to request that you will sanction this 
proceeding. 

V. In order more effectually to check any extravagance in out-door relief, and 
to repress the tendencies to abuse, we consider that it would be desirable we 
should visit the remote districts of Fethard and Killenaule, and ascertain by per- 
sonal inquiry, as near as may be, the amount of existing destitution and the pro- 
babilities of its increase ; as also, to inspect the temporary hospitals : moreover, 
there might by possibility arise the necessity for holding board meetings else- 
where than at the workhouse ; and on these grounds we respectfully suggest that 
a sealed order be made out, empowering us to hold such meetings, if occasion 
should require us so to do. As to our travelling to Fethard and Killenaule, and 
other districts of the union, the necessity for which became manifest in the admis- 
sions of yesterday and the day before, we await your directions as to the mode 
of charging our expenses. 

VI. From the increased accommodation which we have already provided for, 
and which we contemplate still further extending, it will be obvious that the 
present staff of officers is inadequate to the proper discharge of the increased 
weight of official duties. We therefore propose, subject to your sanction, to 
appoint three additional officers, viz., an assistant master, an assistant school- 
master, and an assistant schoolmistress. Without this addition to our staff, we 
feel confident the business of the union cannot be effectively managed. 

VII. The subject of industrial training has already been incidentally mentioned, 
and it is one worthy of our best, consideration. In reference to it, very little 
deserving the name has hitherto been attempted in this union ; and we are occu- 
pied in devising plans for its extension. x\t present we content ourselves with 
two recommendations on the subject : — 1st, that a bakery, combined with a mill 
and kiln, be constructed for the manufacture of the bread used in the workhouses : 
2nd, that a few acres of land be procured for agricultural industry, which might 
eventually, through the medium of an agricultural teacher, become instrumental 
in diffusing sound principles of husbandry, and in leading to an improved system 
of tillage, independently of the direct benefit conferred on the adult inmates. 
For this purpose we have been informed, that any quantity of land can be had 
for about 35 s. an Irish acre, within a mile and a half of the town. 

VIII. In our next report we shall take up the financial state of the union, and 
for the present we conclude by exhibiting in numerical summary the sugges- 
tions and recommendations, which in the foregoing report we have respectfully 
offered : — 

1. That two school-rooms be erected in the probationary yards. 

2. That the district fever hospital of Cashel be converted into a temporary 

hospital for fever patients, under the directions of the Central Board 

of Health. 

3. That our agreement with Mr. Power receive the sanction of the Com- 

missioners. 

4. That a sealed order be issued, empowering us to hold board meetings 

in different parts of the union. 
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S. That the staff of officers be increased by the appointment of an assistant 
master, schoolmaster, and schoolmistress. 

6 a. That a bakery with mill and kiln be constructed on the workhouse 
grounds. 

6 b. That additional land be taken for agricultural industry. 



The Commissioners to the Vice-Guardians in reply: — November 17, 1848 

I he Commissioners have communicated your suggestion, that two schools 
should be built with upper stories in the probationary yards, to their architect- 
and on receiving his observations they will address you again. Meantime how- 
ever, the Commissioners would be glad to learn what arrangements the vice- 
guardians propose for defraying the cost of the projected buildings. 

In regard to your suggestion, that application should be made to the Central 
Doarcl of Health for directions authorizing you to open a temporary fever hos- 
pital at Cashel, you having reason to think that you could obtain possession of 
the district fever hospital for that purpose, I am to state, that the Com- 
missioners understand that the object which you have in view in making this 
suggestion is, that you may clear the workhouse fever hospital of patients, and 
thus render it available for general workhouse purposes ; and if such is your 
object, the Commissioners think that the temporary fever hospital, to be hired 
tor the reception of the workhouse patients, might be hired by you, without 
reference to the Board of Health, under the sixteenth section of the 6 and 7 Vic 
°n P ' i j v If ’ Il 0 Yv V , er, 1 the vice-guardians think it desirable that the fever hospital 
should be established under the provisions of the Temporary Fever Acts it is 
open to them to apply to the Board of Health on the subject. 

The Commissioners have already conveyed to you their approval of the course 
adopted in regard to Mr. Power’s premises in Main-street, Cashel; and as the 
lease must be made to the Commissioners, they request you will furnish them 
with such particulars as may enable them to instruct their solicitors, with a view 
to the preparation and perfection of the necessary document. 

The Commissioners concur with you, that it is desirable tiiat you should visit 
the remote districts of the union as you propose ; and they have given directions 
that an order be issued empowering you to hold meetings in different parts of 
the union In regard to your travelling expenses, the Commissioners think it 
desirable that you should keep an accurate account of your weekly expenditure 
m this respect for the next three or four weeks, and then transmit the account 
to the Commissioners, who will thereupon give further directions on the subject. 

I he Commissioners will raise no objection, under the circumstances, to the 
appointment of the three additional officers proposed by you, viz., an assistant 
master, an assistant schoolmaster, and an assistant schoolmistress ; such appoint- 
ments of course to be made in conformity with the 28th and 29th articles 
of the General Regulations. 

I he Commissioners are glad to find that the important subject of industrial 
occupation for the workhouse inmates, has already engaged your attention. 
They approve of your proposal to establish a bakery, with a mill and kiln, for 
the manufacture of bread for use in the workhouses; but in regard to your sug- 
gestion, that a few acres of land be procured for agricultural industry, the 
Commissioners do not, upon the whole, consider it desirable that adult inmates 
of workhouses should be employed in agriculture; but if the land is intended 
to be taken for the purpose of employing the boys in the workhouse, and for 
instructing them in an improved system of agriculture, the Commissioners will 
readily give their sanction to the proposal, which is in fact in accordance with 
i t V1 ^°i the legislature, as expressed in the first section of the recent Act, 
11 and 12 Vic., c. 25. 

The Commissioners will be glad to receive your report on the financial state 
of the union.

The number of deaths in the week ended as above, was eighteen ; thus showing 
that of the entire inmates but about sixteen per cent; were under hospital treat- 
ment, whilst the deaths were under one per cent. 

2. The medical attendant states, that the sickness at present is generally con- 
fined to those recently admitted, arising in great measure from their previous 
destitute condition in regard to food and clothing ; and he is further of opinion, 
that the sickness would be much greater than it is, but for the introduction of a 
wholesome bread and soup diet for dinner, instead of stirabout and milk, as here- 
tofore — the effect of which change has been the almost total cessation of dysen- 
tery, at a season when that disease is prevalent among the poor. Besides, being 
much more nutritive, we find that soup is less expensive than milk ; and our 
present weekly expenditure for bread will be much reduced when our bakery is 
set up, which will enable us to bake a sufficient quantity of bread, composed of 
rye, barley, and whole-meal, at one-half the present cost of bread. When these 
arrangements for baking coarse bread shall have . been completed, the expenditure 
for the dinner meal of bread and soup, as contrasted with milk diet, will, accord- 
ing to calculations we have made, stand thus : —

. Thus, with a more wholesome diet, substituting one pint of soup for half a 
pint of milk, a saving of one-eighth will be effected. 

3. In regard to clothing, to the want of which we adverted in our former 
report, we confidently expect, that by the end of next week all the inmates of the 
different houses will be supplied with the workhouse apparel. 

4. Since our arrival we have secured additional accommodation for 700 
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inmates, but regret that as yet we have been unable to procure suitable premises, 
which would enable us to remove the schools from the workhouse. This, an 
object of such vital importance, we hope to be able shortly to accomplish ; and 
in such a manner as to make both industrial in the correct sense of that term, 
and to impart to the boys the benefit of agricultural training. In the mean- 
time we have, as far as practicable under present circumstances, introduced 
into the women’s department, carding wool, spinning, knitting, and needlework ; 
and on the men’s side, tailoring and shoemaking ; and we hope shortly to set up’ 
looms for weaving, to erect the bakery already alluded to, and eventually a 
mill in connexion therewith; but until the removal of the schools, which occupy 
so much of the day accommodation, it will be totally impossible to introduce 
such a system of industry as would be beneficial to the union and satisfactory to 
ourselves. J 

5. The workhouse, we regret to state, wants the immediate inspection of your 
architect, as within the last week we have discovered that the end of the male 
and female dormitories on the south-west side, permits the rain to permeate the 
walls m such quantities, as if not immediately remedied, must most materially 
injure the stability of the walls, and also deteriorate the flooring and joists. We 
therefore request that the architect be directed to visit the workhouse for the 
purpose of applying the proper remedy. 

6. In conclusion, we beg to inform you, that within the present week we have 
procured from Mr. Robinson’s foundry two steaming apparatuses for cooking, 
at a cost of about £40 ; one of which we have had erected in the auxiliary 
house at Power’s stores, capable of cooking food for at least 500 persons ; and 
the other at the Lower Gate auxiliary workhouse, which will cook food for 300 
inmates.

Thus showing, that if every farthing of the above amount of rate were col- 
lectable, the assets at that period fell short of the liabilities by £1,617 16.?. 9d. 
But the amount of rate appearing on the face of the returns, as above, was 
quite delusive, and included on the very lowest calculation at least £2,000,’ that 
cannot be considered collectable. For instance, it included the sum of £680 
12.?. 7 d., which was lost by embezzlements and defalcations in the year 1845, as 
appears from a return now before us, verified by Mr. Tracy, and authenticated 
by the signature of the auditor, Mr. Matthew. Deducting then from the 
amount of rate remaining uncollected, as shown by the books, the sum of £2,000, 
the financial state of the union, without taking into the account the item of 
Government advances, will exhibit the following result : —

So far with regard to the financial state of the union when we entered 
on our duties. It now remains for us briefly to indicate what progress we have 
made in relieving the union from the pressure of unliquidated claims, what our 
financial position is at present, and what are our hopes for the future. 

1. We could not contemplate the pecuniary difficulties already detailed, with- 
out at once perceiving that it was our obvious duty, in the first place, to press on 
the collection of outstanding arrears of rate, and "in the second Tplace, to make 
sufficient provision for future expenditure. Accordingly, on the 26th of October 
we took both these points into consideration; and having given stringent orders to 
the collectors to expedite and complete their collections, we proceeded to examine 
the schedule of rates agreed upon by the late board on the 28th of the 
preceding month, which amounted in total to £8,554 19.?. 7d. This sum, with a 
deficit of upwards of £3,600, was manifestly inadequate to the wants of the 
union, and therefore we increased it to £13,262 12$. 3 ±d., as shown underneath.

2 In regard to payments, we have liquidated the debts due on the 29th of 
September by the payment of £2,090 16s. 4d, leaving a balance of £9,046 16s.

ture the sum of £1,383 5,9. 5 d. 

The plan which we have adopted in regard to payments is this— on the first 
Ihursday in each month we pay off all demands for current expenditure in the 
first instance, and then appropriate whatever surplus may be available to the 
liquidation of old liabilities. 

3. Our financial position at present is, under all circumstances, sufficient to inspire 
us with hope for the future, notwithstanding the great pressure of destitution. 
For convenience’ sake we shall exhibit it in summary as it stood on the 1st day 
of this month, or rather on the last day of November.

If the accounts were made up to the present date, the results would appear 
stdl more favourable ; as it is, we confidently expect to have most of the old debts 
paid off by the 25th of March without any additional debts being incurred, and 
to have a balance in the Treasurer’s hands sufficient for our current expenses. 
We, therefore, think we may congratulate the Cashel Union on the improved 
state of the finances. And we have only, in conclusion, to add, that we shall 
spare no exertions in speeding the collection of the rates, so as, without delay, to 
extricate the union from those pecuniary difficulties, under which it is impossible 
satisfactorily to conduct the administration of relief.

The Commissioners to Mr. Lab arte. Temporary Inspector : — September 2, 1848. 

The Commissioners have had before them the minutes of proceedings of 
the Board of Guardians of the Thurles Union on the 29th ultimo, and°as it 
appears that the guardians have again elected Mr. Sweeny to the office of poor 
rate collector for the district of Templemore, and their chairman, Mr. Lanigan, 
having stated that nothing but a firm conviction on the part of the guardians' 
that Sweeny has been made the victim of misrepresentation and falsehood’ 
could induce them to do so, I am directed by the Commissioners to request that 
you will be so good as to hold a formal investigation on oath, respecting the 
charges brought against Sweeny, and report the result to the Commissioners 
with as little delay as possible. 



Mr. Labarte to the Commissioners : — September 9, 1848. 

In accordance with the instructions conveyed to me in your letter of the 2nd 
inst., that I should hold a formal inquiry upon oath, respecting the charges pre- 
ferred against Daniel Sweeny in the memorial of Thomas Fogarty, of Lisheena- 
tagart, I have the honour to state for the information of the Commissioners, that 
on the 4th instant I issued the necessary summonses under seal, requiring the 
parties to appear before me on Thursday the 7th inst.; and at the same time I 
wrote, expressing my readiness to summon any persons whose evidence either of 
them might consider it necessary to have. Accordingly, at the instance of the 
memorialist, five persons were summoned ; three attended and were examined. 
Mr. Sweeny wrote to inform me, that his witnesses would attend without beino- 
summoned ; but as I was desirous of conducting the inquiry in conformity with 
the statute, I apprized him that I could only examine such witnesses as were 
properly summoned. He then asked me to summon two parties ; only one of 
whom was subsequently in attendance. I refused to permit him to appear by 
attorney, because I must in that case have extended the same permission to the 
memorialist ; and it appeared to me that the presence of two attorneys would

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rather retard than facilitate the inquiry. I took down the evidence in the form 
of depositions, which I afterwards read to the witnesses, and which they signed 
in the presence of the principals. The depositions are very long, and contain a 
great deal of irrelevant matter, which I found it impossible to exclude. They 
are forwarded with this report. 

The first charge is, “ That although property was every day upon the lands, he 
(Sweeny), through partiality, favour, bribery, or otherwise, neglected to collect 
the rates.” I had no evidence of “ bribery,” but the rest of the charge has been 
in my judgment substantially proved. Sweeny’s own admissions are sufficient 
evidence of culpable neglect ; and that such neglect arose from favour and par- 
tiality, is to be inferred rather from a consideration of the other circumstances 
proved by the witnesses, than from any direct evidence of the fact itself; which 
is scarcely susceptible of proof, in the absence of the party alleged to have beeD 
favoured. But when it is considered, that it was not the 3*. rate only, but three 
former rates also, each comparatively small in amount, that were left uncollected, 
a strong presumption arises, that the admitted neglect must have been caused 
by a desire to benefit the individual. 

In the early part of the winter, Sweeny became aware that Doherty was under 
ejectment; and he soon afterwards heard of his intention to go to America; 
nevertheless he still depended upon his promises of payment, or of his getting 
the rates from Mr. Trant, with whom, as Doherty alleged, he was then in treaty 
for the sale of his interest in the farm ; and it was not until after the parties had 
actually disposed of their effects by auction (there were two, with an interval of 
ten or twelve days between them), that, as he states, he began to get alarmed 
for the rates. He swears he did not know of the sale until it was over ; but I 
confess I cannot give credit to that assertion. The evidence of all the other 
witnesses tends to prove, that the auctions were publicly advertised for some 
days in Templemore, where Sweeny resides, as well as in Loughmore and Drom ; 
and he could scarcely have been ignorant of what was known to all the country. 
After the first auction was over, it does not appear that he took any steps to 
anticipate the second. I summoned the auctioneer, but he did not attend; I am 
informed, that being unlicensed, he was afraid to do so. I canuot avoid coming 
to the conclusion, that Sweeny must have known of the intended auctions, or at 
all events of the second, and that he permitted them to take place without any 
effort to levy the rates. 

It appeal's that soon after the auctions, Sweeny went to the lands and made a 
distress, by seizing three head of cattle belonging to another person. It has 
been sworn by a most intelligent witness, that he remonstrated with Sweeny 
against taking the cattle of a man who had paid his rates, and that he offered to 
point out property belonging to Charles Doherty sufficient to pay the amount. 
It is true Sweeny has sworn that no such offer was made to him, and he has 
been corroborated to some extent by the only witness he produced ; but, from 
other evidence it is sufficiently plain that there was ample property belonging to 
Charles Doherty then upon the premises ; and that a considerable part of it 
remained in his possession until within a few days of his leaving Ireland, when 
he disposed of it for his own purposes. 

The cattle were subsequently rescued by the witness Shanahan, assisted by 
two other persons ; and he was aftenvards arrested upon Sweeny’s informations, 
and held to bail at Templemore. I am quite satisfied that the reason alleged 
by Sweeny for not having followed up the case against the party most prominent 
in the rescue is not the true one ; but even if it be, it is scarcely a sufficient 
excuse for having abandoned the prosecution. 

Sweeny’s witness (Maher) stated that a shot was fired during the rescue ; but as 
that fact was not even alluded to by Sweeny in his examination, or during the pre- 
vious investigation in June last; and as it was too remarkable an incident to be easily 
forgotten by all the parties if it had in reality ever occurred (and Shanahan has since 
positively sworn that it did not occur), I dismiss it as altogether unworthy of the 
least credit. Indeed the entire of Maher’s evidence is so contradictory in itself, 
and in some parts so inconsistent with Sweeny’s own account of what occurred 
upon the day of the rescue, that I cannot attach the least weight to any thing he 
said. Sweeny appeared to think that such must be its effect on my mind — for 
when it was over he reproached Maher with having been drinking ; but however 
unscrupulous or over-zealous he may have been, the man was certainly sober. 

I have gone into this detail, because I feel that in the truth or falsehood of 
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the first charge the real question of Sweeny’s conduct is involved. The other 
charges are comparatively of little moment, except as they appear to bear out 
the principal one. Upon one point all the witnesses, with the exception of 
Maher, who 4tnew nothing about it, perfectly coincide — namely, that Doherty 
was always considered to be in comfortable circumstances, and that property 
more than sufficient to pay his rates was at all times to be had upon the land. 

With respect to the second charge, that Sweeny had a cow upon Doherty’s 
pasture, &c., and drove her off the land the night before the auction, having full 
notice thereof, it is fully admitted that the cow was there ; but there is no 
evidence of any corrupt understanding between the parties, that the one should 
give the grass in consideration of not being pressed for the rates by the other. 
It is in evidence, that the cow was removed before the auction, whicli is only 
material as affording additional proof that Sweeny must have known that a sale 
was about to take place. He has sworn, however, that the cow was not removed 
m consequence of the auction. 

I he third charge in the memorial, that Sweeny hjid stored in his house a 
quantity of meal, the property of Thomas Doherty, for some time before the 
auction, has been distinctly proved. That the meal was sold at his house, and 
for Doherty s benefit, it is impossible to doubt ; and so far it is evidence of the 
possession of property by Doherty, with the perfect knowledge of Sweeny. 

With respect to the last charge, Sweeny’s sworn evidence qualifies to some 
extent his admissions made at the former investigation in June; but whether he 
was or was not the acting clerk of Doherty’s attorney in the ejectment suit is 
really of no importance whatever ; it is admitted that Doherty told him he was 
under ejectment, and about to leave the country, and Sweeny should at once 
have looked for payment of the rates. 

Having disposed of the charges, it is now my duty to state, that as Mr. 
Lanigan, in his letter to the Commissioners, impeached the character of the 
memorialist, I have made inquiries respecting him, and from every thing I can 
learn, he by no means deserves the imputations attempted to be cast upon him ; 
that Mr. Lanigan should interest himself strongly on behalf of Sweeny is but 
natural, as they are nearly related ; but when he goes on to insinuate as he has 
done, in a letter which I got from him on Thursday, that there are other parties 
behind the curtain, and that Fogarty is only nominally the complainant, he lays 
himself open to the charge of a similar want of candid dealing in the business. 
Whether he has any grounds for the assertion I cannot tell ; I can only say I 
never heard it before, and I do not believe it now. Most certainly Fogarty had 
reason to complain ; for he has had to pay four rates in consequence of Sweeny’s 
neglect, whether arising from a corrupt motive or not. 

There is one other reason, from which I am compelled to conclude that 
Sweeny’s case is not an honest one. After the greater part Of the evidence had 
been taken, I ascertained that attempts had been previously made to induce the 
witnesses on the part of the memorialist not to give their evidence or appear upon 
my summonses ; this fact only appears in the depositions of one witness, but was 
sworn to by three. 

In conclusion I have to state, that the opinion which I formed upon the first 
investigation as to Sweeny’s conduct, has been confirmed upon the second ; that 
in my humble judgment there was not the least pretence for asserting, that his 
case had not been fairly and impartially considered, or that the decision of the 
Commissioners was not a just and proper one.

Depositions upon oath, taken by Mr. Labarte, in Thurles, upon the 7th and 8th days 
of September, 184S. 

The examination of Thomas Fogarty, of Lisheonatagart, who, being duly sworn, saith : 

That the memorial now produced was sent by deponent to the Poor Law Commissioners 
.and that the name Thomas Fogarty, at foot thereof, is in the handwriting of this deponent •' 
did not draw up said memorial himself, not being able to do so properly, hut employed 
another person to do so, to whom deponent stated the facts. Some of the witnesses who 
have been summoned here to-day were present when the memorial was prepared. It was 
drawn up by an attorney’s clerk, and ho was paid for doing so by deponent. First pro- 
posed to take the farm held by the Dohertys about the beginning of last April. Knew 
that the rates were then due— that more than one rate was due ; was told by the land- 
lord, that the land was not liable, as the collector had allowed the rates to remain uncol- 
lected through his own neglect. Was perfectly well aware of his own knowledge, that at 
all times there were effects on the lands sufficient to cover the rates ; lived close to the

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lands for tlie last eighteen years, and was intimate with the Dohertys. Cannot say of his- 
own knowledge that the Dohertys were in difficulties ; never heard it, further than that 
they were in arrear with the landlord. Is not able to state of his own knowledge, that 
Sweeny neglected to collect the rate through partiality or bribery; but from the informa- 
tion of others he believes the fact to he so, and will produce witnesses to prove the truth 
of the charges in the memorial. Cannot say of his own knowledge how long Sweeny’s 
cow was on the ground ; knew her to bo there ; heard she belonged to Sweeny ; heard it 

from Thomas Doherty. That was before the auctions took place ; there were two auctions 

one of Thomas Doherty’s effects, the other of Charles Doherty’s; they wore held at 
different times, and to the best of deponent’s belief, there was an interval of ten or twelve 
days between them ;_ attended the auction at Thomas Doherty’s; heard that both auctions 
were publicly advertised, and it was very well known they were to take place ; heard they 
were advertised in Drom, Louglimore, and Templemore ; heard some time before the 
auctions, that the Dohertys intended to go to America ; knew that the farm was under 
ejectment ; heard it six months before. It was well known in the country that the Dohertys 
were to be ejected; the first auction was on the 10th of last February, the second about ten 
or twelve days afterwards. With respect to collector having had meal of Doherty’s stored 
in his house at Templemore before the auction, deponent does not know that fact of his own 
knowledge, but will produce evidence to prove it ; had summonses served for the purposes 
of this inquiry, on William Long, John Shanahan, Lawrence Shanahan, John Watson, and 
Thomas Fogarty; some of his witnesses are in attendance. Has heard and believes, that 
attempts have been made to keep back witnesses from coming forward this day ; but 
believes if they do appear, and are sworn, they will prove the truth of the charges in the 
memorial. 

Cross-examined by Daniel Sweeny, through inspector. — Deponent agreed to give the 
landlord £50, and his note for £37 10s., by way of a fine for the farm ; asked the landlord 
not to require the note ; landlord stated he required the note, to secure him for part of 
what was then due on the land, and to cover part of the loss he had sustained through 
the Dohertys ; has heard there was two years’ or two and a half years’ rent then due ; does 
not expect to be asked for rent until next April ; cannot say whether a year’s or a half- 
year’s rent will be then required ; has been promised a lease in November. Deponent 
has since paid the greater part of the note ; conceives the note was given by him in the 
shape of fine ; heard there had been an execution against the Dohertys in the hands of 
the sheriff, at the suit of the Tipperary Joint Stock Bank ; did not know, and never heard, 
that bailiffs were at Doherty’s place to seize his effects ; heard he was in gaol at Nenagh ; 
cannot exactly state when, but knows he was at home on the Sunday next after the 28th of 
June, 1S47, as deponent saw him on that day ; he had been then released from gaol ; heard 
it, but cannot say he ever heard how he got out of gaol ; cannot say whether he heard it 
was by means of the Insolvent Act or not; cannot say how long Doherty was in gaol. 
The proceedings by the bank were taken before he was put into gaol. 

The examination of Daniel Sweeny, of Templemore, late rate collector, who, being duly 
sworn, saith He cannot recollect when he was first appointed collector for the electoral 
division of Loughmore, West; believes he collected four rates since his appointment; the 
entry of £3 6s. 3 bd., appearing in the rate-book as due by Thomas and Charles Doherty 
before the striking of the jiresent rate, is in deponent’s handwriting, and was to the best 
of his belief a correct entry ; thinks that arrear was made up of two former rates and part 
of a third, left uncollected by the former collector ; thinks he was paid one rate of 2 id. 
in the pound by Tom Doherty ; he is this deponent’s second cousin, and he was brother 
and executor of John Doherty, the father of Charles, whose name appears in the rate-book; 
this deponent often demanded payment of the rates from Tom Doherty, who never refused 
to pay ; he often promised to do so ; Tom Doherty sought to be forgiven the arrear entered 
against him by former collector ; deponent cannot say whether, previous to the present rate 
being struck, he could or could not have made a distress on the lands for the arrears then 
due ; . has been upon the lands, but not often ; has no doubt that there was often a 
sufficient distress upon the lands, but having been promised payment he did not go there 
to see ; had no doubt of being paid ; considered Doherty at one time to be in good 
circumstances, and fully able to pay so small a sum, and on that account trusted to his 
promise ; often demanded the present 3s. rate and the arrears from Tom Doherty ; believes 
the Dohertys were joined in the land, as it is entered in the rate-book under one valuation ; 
never attempted to drive for, or take other proceedings for, the rates until the 25th of last 
February; deponent then served notices at the houses of Tom and Charles Doherty 
admits he did not previously try if there was a sufficient distress upon the lands ; cannot 
say when he first heard that the Dohertys were under ejectment ; heard they had heen 
served with ejectments ; heard of it from Tom Doherty, who also stated, as deponent believes, 
that he had taken defence ; cannot recollect when that was. Cannot say when he first heard 
the Dohertys were about to leave the country ; heard from Tom Doherty that he was about 
to deal with Mr. Trant, and that he expected that Mr. Trant would pay up the rent and 
all the encumbrances, and give him something besides to take him out of the country ; that 
was before he served the notices on the Dohertys; did not at that time take any stops to 
enforce payment of the rates. This deponent first began to feel alarmed about the rates 
after he heard that Tom Doherty had sold all his effects by auction ; that was some time 
before the 25th of February ; did not know of the auction until it was over ; he then served 
the notices ; served them himself on the 25th of February ; afterwards, about the beginning 
of March, issued summonses, and took James Maher with him to the lands to serve them ; 
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• 

one summons was put in under Tom Doherty’s door, and the other pushed through the 
keyhole of Charles Doherty’s house ; Tom Doherty’s servant boy was outside looking on • 
the summonses were poor law summonses to the next petty sessions at Templemore. The 
Dohertys d'd not appear, and deponent got a decree against both of them on or about the 
loth ot March ; heard that all their cattle had not been sold at the auction, and expected 
to have taken the cattle under the decree. On the same day on which the summonses 
wore served, but after the service, deponent distrained three head of cattle on the land • 
belore the cattle were driven off the land deponent was told that the cattle were trespassers! 
and belonged to Patrick Fogarty, whose land adjoined Doherty’s; was told so by the 
•servant boy, but was not inclined to believe him ; was not told so by anybody else until the 
cattle were out on the road, when three men came to deponent, and one of the men 
told lnm the cattle belonged to F ogarty, and that he should not take them away ; deponent 
said ho would do so ; no rescue was then attempted. Saith, that to the best of his recol- 
lection, lie was not informed by any one of the three men that there was a sufficient distress 
then on the lands belonging to Doherty. Deponent drove the cattle as far as the ford of 
Craigue, about a mile and a half from Doherty’s farm ; it was there the rescue took place • 
the three men came down against the cattle and would not let them go on ; the three men 
were active in the rescue : one had a pitchfork, and the others had wattles ; there were 
other persons looking on, but not many ; they did not interfere; deponent had his man, 
James Maher, with him. One of the men told deponent his name was Larry Shanahan; 
the others did not give their names. Deponent did not think he could resist the three 
men, and the cattle were driven back. Deponent then returned to Templemore and lodged 
informations against Larry Shanahan and the other two men, by the names of Dan and Con 
1' ogarty ; was told those were the right names. When the case was called on by the 
magistrates deponent did not appear ; the reason was, that he was informed on that day 
that the men who had taken part in the rescue were not Dan and Con Fogarty, and when 
deponent saw Dan and Con Fogarty he knew they were not the men, and as he had not 
all the right parties before the court he did not think it right to proceed against Shanahan; 
the case was dismissed. Deponent did not proceed further, nor take any steps to ascertain 
the names oi the parties who assisted Shanahan in making the rescue ; deponent did not 
execute the decree ; did not think there would be any use, as Doherty had no propertv on 
the land. Believes the Dohertys continued about the place for some time ; often saw Tom 
Doherty m Templemore ; they went soon afterwards to America, but cannot say when. 
Deponent was aware that Tom Doherty was in gaol in 1847, from April until June ; heard 
there was an execution against his goods at suit of the Tipperary Bank; that was before 
Jus arrest ; Doherty had his stock then concealed, as this deponent was informed; 

• considered Doherty to be then in difficulties; had made no effort to get the rates, as he 
still trusted to Doherty s promise to pay him. Deponent never abstained from making a 
distress out of favour or partiality to Doherty, and never abstained from going there to 
avoid making a seizure. Neither of the Dohertys ever told deponent that they did not 
mean to redeem the land, and that he should look to their successor for the rates due by 
them. Cannot say if the Dohertys sold all their effects by public auction, hut is positive 
that he had no knowledge of the auction until it was over. Deponent had a cow on 
Doherty s land last winter ; she remained there about six weeks ; Doherty had her milk 
;or her keep ; cannot say when she was brought home, or whether it was before or after 
the auction ; but is certain it was not in consequence of the auction ; had.no understanding 
with Doherty that he was to give the keep of the cow in consideration of not being 
pressed for the rates ; admits that Doherty did leave oatmeal at this, deponent’s house! 
in lemplemore; the meal was left there on its way from the mill to Doherty’s house ; 
it was in the absence of deponent and without hi's knowledge; part of the meal was 
sold and taken away by the purchasers, and the rest removed elsewhere ; never heard 
and does not know that the meal was advertised for sale at deponent’s house. Mr. 
Lgan, of Roscrea, who is an attorney, sometimes attends the Templemore sessions, and 
keeps an office there at deponent’s house ; pays no rent for it, but promised to give some- 
thing to one of deponent’s daughters. Mr. Egan was Doherty’s attorney, and acted for 
lnm m delending the ejectment; Doherty told him so; never induced Doherty to employ 
Mr. Lgan ; there was no understanding between them that Doherty should employ Mr. Egan. 
Mr. John Lanigan, the chairman of the Board of Guardians, is deponent’s first cousin ; and 
•deponent has sometimes gone with the sheriff to take up the possession of farms for him; 
is not paid lor so doing ; but sometimes gets the grass of a calf from Mr. Lanigan; deponent 
took out a licence to sell spirits in the early part of this year; never did so before since 
ms appointment as collector ; was not aware that it would disqualify him, until informed 
ol that fact by the inspector ; when first spoken to on the subject denied the fact of his 
having such licence, but admitted it on the last inquiry. 

Cross-examined by Thomas Fogarty, through the inspector. — Did not from any improper 
motive show favour to the Dohertys more than to the other farmers on the same townland ; 
the other tanners in general paid their rates when required to do so ; served them also with 
notices to pay ; served them on the same day as the Dohertys, that is, on the 25th of 
February ; went on their lands that day ; did not go for the purpose of ascertaining if 
there. was sufficient on their farms to pay their rates; went only to demand the rates and 
leave the notices; did not intend or mean to treat the Dohertys in a different way from 
the other farmers. 

e n x ,r“° n ^ awrence Shanahan, of Lisheenatagart, who, being duly sworn, 
saith : That ho is caretaker for Mr. O’Ryan, of Carrick-on-Suir, the landlord ; knew that 
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Dissolution of the Dohertys were under ejectment ; knew that the rates were due by them. The Dohertys 
Boards had the reputation always of being in comfortable circumstances ; they were considered to 

ot Guardians. b e ve ry respectable farmers. Saw the lands every day ; lives on the bounds ; the haggard 

•Thurles Union. * s c ^ ose to t * ie house ; there was at all times, since last harvest, sufficient stock and corn 

upon the farm to pay the rates ; cannot he mistaken — every man on the land could prove 
it. Never saw Sweeny there until the day he made the seizure, which was a few days 
before the 1 Sth of March ; heard of Sweeny being there before that day, but not of his 
having demanded rates, or made a distress for them. Recollects the day of the rescue ; 
it was before the 18th of March a few days ; did not see Sweeny seize the cattle, but saw 
them with him before he got out on the road ; met him on the road ; deponent had no one 
with him then ; there were persons on the road looking on ; asked Sweeny where ho was 
taking the cattle ; Sweeny said he was taking them for Tom Doherty’s rates ; deponent 
then asked him did he not know the cattle were not Doherty’s ; Sweeny said he did not 
care, he got them on the land ; deponent then said, it was a bad right to take the cattle 
of a man who had his receipt for his poor rates in his pocket, for another man’s debt ; that 
the cattle belonged to Pat Fogarty, and were on Doherty’s land as trespassers; Sweeny 
said he did not care ; deponent then asked him to stop where he was until Fogarty came 
home ; Sweeny refused to do so ; deponent then told Sweeny to go with him to Doherty’s 
premises, and that deponent would there show him full value for the rates ; saith that Sweeny 
did not pretend to hear him ; deponent then asked him would he let back the cattle ; 
Sweeny said he would not, hut that he would hold what he had ; deponent then said he 
should not hold them long ; deponent then went back and crossed the fields to the ford of 
Graigue, and then went before the cattle to rescue them ; deponent was then alone ; after- 
wards another boy came to his assistance ; deponent had a pitchfork, and believes the boy 
had a stick ; Sweeny had his man with him ; deponent had no assistance in making the 
rescue but the one boy ; Sweeny and his man resisted, but deponent rescued the cattle ; 
Sweeny then asked him his name, which he told him; did not hear Sweeny ask the name 
of the other boy. Deponent was taken by the police in a few days afterwards, and brought 
to Templemore ; two other, boys Were also arrested for the rescue ; they were not present at 
it at all, nor in sight of it ; deponent was bailed at Templemore ; afterwards attended 
before the magistrates, but Sweeny did not follow up the case, and deponent was dis- 
charged. Deponent knew of the auction being held at Doherty’s house ; it was publicly 
advertised in the country, and everybody knew it was to take place ; deponent saw the 
advertisement in Drom ; it was in writing ; saw it also in Loughmore ; it was advertised 
for some days before it took place. It was very well known that Doherty was goin«- to 
America ; it was notorious in the country. Never heard, until this affair, that Sweeny 
showed favour to the Dohertys. Deponent saw Sweeny’s cow upon the land ; heard she 
was his, but never heard she was there in consequence of any arrangement about the rates ; 
missed her off the land a few days before the auction ; is quite certain she was removed 
before the auction. Deponent heard that meal belonging to Doherty was selling at Sweeny’s 
house ; knew persons who bought it there ; that was after the auction ; he is quite certain 
of tliat ; heard that the meal had been advertised for sale, but did not see the advertisement ; 
it was said in the country that the meal was sent to Sweeny's for sale, because the Dohertys 
were going to America ; is positive the meal was sifted and prepared for sale at Doherty’s, 
after it came from the mill, and before it went to Sweeny’s ; knows a woman who was em- 
ployed for two days sifting the meal ; saw her sifting it ; went to look at the meal with the 
intention of buying some of it ; to the best of deponent’s belief, that was after the auction ; 
heard that the meal was sent direct from Doherty’s to Sweeny’s ; heard that Doherty first 
offered it for sale to Martin Boyhon, and then wished to leave it with him for sale ; Bovhon 
refused to have any tiling to do with it ; knows that Boyhon used to sell meal himself. 

Cross-examined by D. Sweeny, through inspector. — Deponent is positive that he offered 
to show Sweeny full value upon Doherty’s premises for the rates ; that was upon the day that 
Sweeny seized Pat Fogarty’s cattle; Doherty had a mare and foal — there were also a cow 
and yearling ; they belonged to Charles Doherty ; cannot be sure whether the cow did not 
belong to his mother ; heard she afterwards claimed her. There were also at Charles 
Doherty’s house, four bags of either corn or meal, and three feather ticks. The horse and 
foal were left with John Shanahan until Easter; Charles Doherty lived with Shanahan 
until he went to America, when he parted with the mare and foal to a relation ; is positive 
the mare and foal were in Charles Doherty’s house the day Sweeny made the seizure ; the 
cow and yearling were in an out-house, which was not locked. 

The examination of Thomas Fogarty, of Lisheenatagart, farmer ; who, being dulv sworn 
saith;— That he knows the farm lately held by Thomas and Charles Doherty ; acted for the 
landlord, Mr. O’Ryan, and looked after the tenants ; knew the farm was under ejectment 
last winter ; believes there was two years’ rent due ; knew that the poor rates were unpaid 
and that more than one rate was due ; knew it because he was generally present when the 
.Dohertys paid their rent, and they made no claim for the last three or four years to be 
allowed for the rates ; lives on the bounds of the lands ; saw them, and passed through the 
lands very often. Until lately deponent always considered the Dohertys as being able to 
meet any demands against them ; at all times during the last four years deponent saw stock 
and corn on the lands quite sufficient to cover the rates due ; frequently heard it stated in 
the country that Sweeny showed more favour to the Dohertys than to other parties on the 
townland; deponent believes it to be true; also heard the Dohertys were his relations: 
did not know Sweeny to press or distrain other tenants on the lands; but supposes it was 
because they paid their rates; often heard before last October that there was great 
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friendship between Tom Doherty and Sweeny, and that the former frequently went to 
Sweeny’s house for advice upon law ; deponent never heard of Sweeny going to Doherty’s 
Louse, either to look for the rates or to see if there was sufficient property there to pay 
the amount due, but knew of his going to the land and demanding rates from" other persons 
living there, who were just as well able to pay as Tom Doherty ; is quite certain he could at 
any time have levied the rates from the Dohertys ; and believes it was from favour and par- 
tiality he did not do so. Deponent knew that the auctions were to take place ; heard the" 
auction at Tom Doherty’s was posted both at Tcmplemore and Loughmore, but' did not see 
the advertisement ; it was posted for a few days ; it was well known that Doherty was 
going to leave Ireland ; it was quite notorious in the country, and Sweeny could not be 
ignorant of it. The first auction at Tom Doherty’s was on the 10th of February, the other 
at Charles Doherty’s about a fortnight later ; but deponent cannot be sure of the time • 
the Dohertys wished to turn all their effects into money to take them to America, before 
the sheriff should take up possession of the farm ; does not believe the auction could have 
taken place without the knowledge of Sweeny, as it was currently reported that Doherty 
and his family were backwards and forwards to Sweeny’s house in Tcmplemore, once or 
twice, every week. Deponent was informed by Tom Doherty that he had taken defence to 
the ejectment, and that he had employed Mr. Egan, but he'did not say why he employed 
him rather than another attorney, but deponent always heard, and believes it to be true 
that it was because Sweeny was Egan’s clerk ; saw Sweeny make entries for Egan and’ 
take fees, but has no other knowledge of his being Egan’s clerk. 

The examination of John Shanahan, of Lisheenatagart, who, being duly sworn, saith : - 

He knows the lands lately held by Thomas and Charles Doherty ; knew the p’oor rates 
were due by the Dohertys — not only the last rate, but former rates also. Deponent lives 
close to the lands; saw them very often, and positively states, that at all times during the 
last sixteen years, the Dohertys had stock or corn quite sufficient to pay their rates • 
Doherty was always considered to be in good circumstances, and had as good hazards of 
corn as any man on the townland : deponent heard it stated through the countryfthat the 
reason the Dohertys were not made to pay their rates like other people, was on account 
of the friendship between Sweeny and them; believes they are related to Sweeny; he 
may have gone to the lands to get the rates, but deponent never knew him to do so,’ but 
knows of his having gone to other farmers for their rates ; deponent believes it was from 
favour and partiality that Sweeny did not make the Dohertys pay ; deponent saw Sweeny 
seize the stock belonging to Pat Fogarty, which were on Doherty's land that day, but was 
not near enough to hear what passed between Larry Shanahan and Sweeny ; did not see 
any other stock on the land that day, but did not go through the land ; there may have 
been other stock there without deponent knowing the fact ; deponent knew of the 
auctions to be held at the houses of Tom and Charles Doherty; deponent heard the 
auctions were publicly posted in Templemore, Loughmore, and Drom ; did not see the 
advertisement, and could not read it if he did ; it was before the auctions took place that 
deponent heard of the advertisements. It was perfectly notorious in the country that the 
Dohertys were selling their effects in order to go to America : and deponent does not 
believe that Sweeny could have been ignorant of that fact. When the auction was over, 
Charles Doherty and family lived in deponent’s house until they went to America ; they 
w ent off on Easter Monday ; Charles Doherty, while at deponent’s, had a marc and cow'- 
a few days before he went off, he gave away the mare and sold the cow; he sold her for 
£5 15s. or £6; while the mare and cow remained at deponent’s, Charles Doherty did not 
appear afraid of their being taken ; Charles Doherty remained at deponent's house more 
than one month; during that time, Tom Doherty and family were lodging in Templemore, 
near Sweeny’s house, and had four or five beds with him, which he took to America : Tom 
Doherty remained in Templemore more than six weeks ; deponent was often there with 
him; knew that Tom Doherty gave a party before he went to America; heard Sweeny’s 
daughters were there; Sweeny could not have been ignorant that Tom Dohertv was living 
for that time in Templemore ; deponent assisted Tom Doherty in drawing meal from the 
mill to his own house — that was before the auction ; there was about one ton of meal 
drawn; heard the meal was afterwards sent to Sweeny’s; the meal was ground for sale; 
Doherty did not like the price offered for it at home, and sent it to Sweeny’s to be sold ; it 
remained some time in Tcmplemore ; deponent was sent by Tom Doherty to Sweeny’s 
house to bring back what had not been sold, about a bag and a half; got it at Sweeny’s 
house; Sweeny’s family knew it was to be sent for, and Sweeny could not have been 
ignorant it was at his house ; to the best of deponent’s belief, it was after the auction that 
lie brought back the meal from Templemore; but lie is not certain about the time. 
Since the deponent was served with the summons to appear before the inspector, which 
lie received on Wednesday morning, lie was spoken to by Philip Cleary on the subject 
of the present inquiry. Cleary told this deponent to go home,* and that nothing could 
happen to deponent for not appearing upon the summons, and that he need not mind it. 

The examination of James Maher, of Tcmplemore, bailiff, who, being duly sworn, saith • 

He knows the lands of Lisheenatagart ; went there one day in the early part of March, 
but cannot state the exact day ; went there with Dan Sweeny to serve summonses ; some- 
times acts as bailiff for Sweeny ; served the summons at Thomas Doherty’s house by 
pushing it in through the keyhole ; served the other summons by pushing it in under 
the door of Charles Doherty’s house, as deponent believes ; was never, on the lands before 
that day ; deponent knocked at the doors first, and demanded admission ; the doors were 
fastened, and no answer was made from the inside; saw a man outside; deponent after* 
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■wards heard he was Tom Doherty’s servant hoy; saw three cows on the land that day; 
Sweeny seized the cows for the rates ; deponent was present, and assisted in talcing the 
cows ; the cattle were driven down to the road ; after they were on the road, the first man 
who came up was Larry Shanahan ; did not know him before that day ; two other men 
then came to his assistance ; Shanahan at that time had a pitchfork in his hand ; one of 
the men had a wattle, and the other had stones in his hands ; this happened on the road 
at Lisheenatagart ; Shanahan told Sweeny he should not take away the cows ; Sweeny bid 
him to take care what he was about ; Shanahan said he did not want to deny his name — 
that he was Larry Shanahan ; he then whistled and shouted for help ; this deponent was 
close to Sweeny the whole time ; they were on the road ; and never heard Shanahan tell 
him he had seized on cattle that did not belong to Doherty ; did not hear Shanahan state 
that the cattle belonged to Pat Fogarty, or that they were only trespassing on Doherty’s 
land ; did not hear any such conversation pass between Sweeny and Shanahan ; was close 
to Sweeny the whole time, except while he was following a cow in over the ditch to drive 
her out again ; admits he did hear Shanahan state, that the cattle seized did not belong to 
the land, when Sweeny answered that he would hold what he had got on the land ; never 
heard Larry Shanahan offer to show Sweeny sufficient property on the land belonging to 
Doherty; Shanahan then wliistled and called the men to his assistance; the men came up, 
and one of them raised a wattle over deponent’s head ; this was still upon the road at 
Lisheenatagart ; heard a shot then fired from behind the ditch, and as deponent believes, 
out of a pistol ; was within twenty yards of where the shot was fired ; did not see the 
smoke ; the men took away the cattle ; Sweeny and this deponent then went home to 
Templemore ; as well as deponent can judge, it is about half a mile from Lisheenatagart 
to the ford of Graigue ; Larry Shanahan opposed the taking of the cattle the whole way 
along ; lie was trying to force them back ; a short way from Lisheenatagart Shanahan 
turned in off the road ; that was after the two men came up ; Shanahan then came out 
on the road at the ford ; it was there the man raised the wattle over deponent ; it was also 
there that the shot was fired ; the shot was fired after the cattle were rescued ; deponent 
did not swear informations for the rescue, and is unable to give any further evidence upon 
this inquiry.’ 



The Commissioners to the Clerk to the Guardians : — September 18, 1848. 

The Commissioners have had before them a report from their Inspector, Mr. 
Labarte, with the evidence taken on oath by him, respecting the charges against 
Mr. Daniel Sweeny, poor rate collector in the Thurles Union, contained in the 
memorial addressed to the Commissioners by Mr. Thomas Fogarty, on the 17th 
of June last. 

The evidence given in the inquiry has satisfied the Commissioners that they 
were fully justified in requiring Mr. Sweeny’s resignation in the month of July 
last, and in their subsequent refusal to sanction his re-appointment by the Board 
of Guardians. 

The Commissioners transmit for the information of the Board of Guardians a 
copy of the evidence taken by Mr. Labarte in this case ; and they forward at the 
same time an order under seal, removing Mr. Sweeny from the office of collector 
of poor rates, which order renders him ineligible to any office connected with 
the administration of the poor laws, without the previous consent of the Com- 
missioners. 

The Commissioners request the guardians to proceed in the appointment of a 
successor to Mr. Sweeny in the usual course.

The Commissioners have referred your report of the 4th instant, and the 
guardians minutes of the 3rd instant, to Mr. Lynch, the permanent Inspector of 
the district, and have requested him to attend the general meeting of tliS 17th 
instant, and report, after conference with you, his views on the condition and 
future, prospects of the union, and the steps to be taken for the effectual 
administration of the law.

n^ dVe ?lo?uTr- tlie a PP ointraent of medical officers under the provisions of the 
11th and 12th Vic., c 131, as directed by the circular letter of the Commissioners, 
1 Have to state that the guardians are determined to elect not only the medical 
officers but apothecaries also, for tile hospitals at Thurles and Adamstown, 
without having the least regard to existing interests, or to the amount of the 
salaries hitherto paid to those officers. It is perfectly plain that their object is 
lT/ X % C ' Se ° f i? e P atr “ lla f e , P Iaced at ‘heir disposal, and not the selection of 
good officers. _ Doctor Bradshaw has been the apothecary of the Thurles fever 
hospdal since it was first opened. He was originally elected by the subscribers, 
and continued by the Relief Commissioners and the Board of Health, and has 
been a leading practitioner in Thurles for more than twenty years. It is now 
intended, if possible, to displace him, for no reason that I know of except his 
religion, m favour of a young man who has certainly neither his reputation nor 
his experience With a view to drawing the attention of the board to the mani- 
fest injustice of the intended proceedings ill reference to the future medical 
officers, I read the recent circular of the 30th ultimo; but an appeal to their 
justice where their patronage is concerned, has very little probability of succeed- 
ing with the guardians. 



Mr. Labarte to the Commissioners ; — October 18, 1848. 

I have the honour to report the proceedings of the guardians at their ordinary 
meeting yesterday, when there was a very full attendance of elected guardians. 
Mi. Lynch . Poor Law Inspector, was present, and had ample opportunity of 
observing the mode m which the business of the union is transacted bv the Thurles 
Board, and the difficulties which a public officer has to contend with in 
endeavouring to have the law fairly and effectively administered ; but it is ’not 
lor me to anticipate the nature of his report. 

I have already reported the serious illness of the master of the workhouse and 
at present it is impossible to say how it may terminate. A resolution appointing 
his brother, Mr. Lhomas Bourke, to act as temporary master, was passed by the 
board; the amount of his remuneration to be considered hereafter upon the ter- 
mination of lus services. 

In accordance with Mr. Lynch's suggestion, a small weekly allowance as 
lodging money m addition to the quantity of food ordered by the board, was 
extended to widows with two or more children, who were recently removed to 
make room for persons not entitled to relief under see. 1 of the Extension Act, 
out of the workhouse. Hie allowance to aged and infirm persons, who were also 
lately removed from the house, was increased from Is. to Is. id. each; in such 
cases no relief ill food is given. There are a few more of this class still in the 
house to whom it would be well to apply the same regulation 

I he necessity of procuring additional workhouse accommodation in the shape 

of auxilary houses was strenuously urged by Mr. Lynch; and as there is con- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining a building fit for the purpose in this town, the 
clerk has been directed to advertise for a house or store, to be rented by the 
guardians, either in Templemore, Borrisoleigh, or some of the. other towns of the 
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union. If an adequate building can be procured, it would be very advisable to 
remove the schools entirely away from the present workhouse. 

Tenders for supplying whole-meal, Indian meal, flour, and rice for in-door and 
out-door relief, were considered by the board. The tender of the Messrs: Russell, 
of Limerick, who have been the contractors for this union for the last four or 
five months, and to whom a very large sum of money is owing, was accepted by 
the guardians. The terms are far from being moderate, and a high rate of 
interest for credit is to be given ; but in the absence of any competition for sup- 
plying the entire union with the articles required, and in the present state of the 
finances and credit of the guardians, they had scarcely a choice in the matter, 
but either to accept of the tender as offered, or run the risk of leaving the house 
and out-door poor totally unprovided for. By Mr. Lynch’s advice, the contract 
has been taken for one month only. The contract for supplying the house with 
rice has been also taken for one month by another party, at 15s. per cwt. 

A tender for altering and raising the idiot wards according to the plan and 
specifications sent from Dublin, to be completed in three months, for £400, was 
accepted by the board, subject to Mr. Wilkinson’s approval of the terms agreed 
upon, which I trust will not be delayed. I also hope it will be convenient that 
one of his assistants should from time to time inspect the progress of the works, 
as building is a matter upon which I have had no experience, and cannot exer- 
cise a judgment. 

A tender for improving the ventilation in the wings of the main building of 
the house by opening additional windows was considered and approved of; as 
was also one for erecting a new gateway and wicket, in accordance with Mr. 
Wilkinson’s design. With respect to the gate there will be a trifling deviation 
from the plan sent down by the architect. Tenders for printing notices, forms, 
and such books as are not usually supplied by Mr. Thom, were next brought 
under consideration, and one by a very competent party was accepted by the 
board. 

The consideration of tenders for providing coffins for destitute persons in 
receipt of relief at the time of their death, was postponed for a fortnight, and the 
clerk was directed to advertise again. 

The election of a medical officer for the Thurles district fever hospital, under 
the 12th Victoria, chap. 131, section 4, was then proceeded with. Dr. Laffan, of 
Thurles, was the successful candidate. I believe he is perfectly competent for 
the situation, having been for some years one of the medical officers attached to 
the hospital while it was supported by county presentments. I regret to say he 
is at present in a delicate state of health. At a former meeting of the board his 
salary was fixed at £60 a year. A resolution to advertise for an apothecary for 
the same hospital was lost upon a division, the votes being equally divided — 
consequently Dr. Bradshaw, the present apothecary, continues as such upon the 
reduced salary of £30 per annum ; but I anticipate that another attempt will be 
made to remove him by some guardians who are interested for another candidate. 

A committee of seven members, composed of guardians and ratepayers, to 
manage the hospital and correspond with the Board of Health, was at my sug- 
gestion proposed and appointed. I shall be anxious to see if the members will 
really act, or, like other committees, exist only upon paper. 

The appointment of the medical officer for Adamstown fever hospital was post- 
poned for a fortnight, and a resolution was passed to the effect, that it is expedient 
to abolish that hospital ; and with that view that a negotiation should be opened 
with the trustees of the Templemore Subscription Hospital, for the purpose of 
putting it under the management of the Board of Guardians. 

There is no doubt that Adamstown has been a gross abuse ; and that if retained 
it will require a large outlay of money. If the hospital in Templemore can be 
obtained, it will amply suffice (with the hospital at Thurles) for the probable 
wants of the union for some time to come; and a small sum would materially 
improve the accommodation it affords. The resolution of a former meeting, which 
fixed the salary of the medical officer of the Adamstown hospital at £20 a year, 
was rescinded, as being unfair and informal ; and £1 per week is to be paid to 
him until it is finally decided whether that hospital is to be retained or not. 

The workhouse continues to be full, or very nearly so ; and except that there 
is still a deficiency of clothing for the paupers, and that the classification is neces- 
sarily imperfect, owing to the great majority of the inmates being women and 
children, it is in as satisfactory a state as at any period since my arrival in 
Thurles ; but all its deficiencies are to be attributed to the one cause — want of 
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money. The number in the house on Saturday was 941 ; and the cost of in- 
mamtenance for the week was £73 18*. 8 d„ and the general average cost was 
1*. 4 per head, which Mr. Lynch informs me is higher than the average in 
other workhouses. The recent change in the dietary, which has not yet been 
acted upon, will lead, I expect, to a diminution in the weekly expenditure. The 
average cost of a patient in the workhouse hospital was 2s. bd The number 
remaining upon the doctor’s list on Saturday last was fifty-four. Three deaths 
occurred during the week. 

. With respect to the out-door relief given under the first section of the Exten- 
sion Act .no material alteration has taken place since my last report. The 
returns laid before the board on Friday last were made up, as usual, only to the 
preceding Saturday, and exhibit a total of 4,403 persons relieved during that 
week, at an expenditure of £119 85. 5 d., or about §\d. for each pauper In 
reference to out-door relief I have received some valuable suggestions from Mr 
Lynch, upon which I mean to act ; and I also find that in some respects the 
' Te }\ e ving officers have been hitherto acting upon erroneous principles, but for 
which I am in some measure to be held accountable. 

Such of the rate-books as had not been signed at the meeting of the guardians 
on the nth instant were signed yesterday ; and it would be very advisable that 
they were placed m the hands of the collectors with as little delay as possible 
No communication having been received from the Commissioners in reference to 
the several persons who were elected on the 3rd instant, except the letter which 
related to Sweeny, the former collector of Templemore, it was unnecessary to 
advert to the matter yesterday, further than apprizing the guardians that his re- 
election could not possibly be sanctioned ; which however gave rise to a long 
discussion, in which Mr. Lynch took part, and endeavoured to point out to the 
guardians then present the futility of persevering any further in opposition to the 
Commissioners ; but with how little effect his report will probably show. The 
guardians are not, in my opinion, disposed to yield upon the point, as appears 
from the terms of a resolution appointing a committee to communicate with the 
Commissioners upon that particular matter. 

Having had much conversation with Mr. Lynch upon the condition of the 
union generally, and particularly upon the state of the finances, I cannot close 
tins report without expressing an opinion, that as business is now transacted by 
the Ihurles Board of Guardians, it is almost impossible that the union can be 
released from its difficulties, or the exigencies of the approaching winter be 
properly provided for, without a much greater degree of attention to the details 
of management, both m-door and out-door, than the guardians have hitherto 
given. Had the same pertinacity that was shown in retarding the striking of a 
new rate, or in defending their officers from the consequences of their incapacity 
or misconduct been exhibited in scrutinizing the lists and investigating the 
details of re hef, or in visiting the house and superintending its management, the 
union would not now be involved in insuperable difficulties. 
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Mr. Lynch to the Commissioners : — October 18, 1848. 

. accordance with the directions contained in your communication of the 9th 
instant, I proceeded on the 16th to Thurles, and attended the meetino- of the 
Board of Guardians held on yesterday. Mr. Labarte, Temporary Inspector, also 
attended. r 

As there was a notice to elect two medical officers for fever hospitals, the 
attendance of guardians, particularly elected guardians, was more than usually 
large. J 

Mi . Patrick sweeny was present, but did not proceed on the notice which he 
gave on the 3rd instant, for the dismissal of the board; and consequently there 
was no discussion on this point. 

I examined minutely into the financial state of the union, which I regret is in 
a very embarrassed condition; so much so, that it is with the very greatest diffi- 
culty that the common necessaries can be provided for the use of the inmates of 
the house ; and on the 3rd October, the master reports to the guardians in the 
following words,— The provision stores are empty; we have no food for dinner, 
nor any chance of getting it in town without money ;” and it was only on the 
chairman advancing the sum of one hundred pounds, that the inmates of the 
house were provided with food ; and such was the deplorable state of the funds,

At the close of September, 1847, the debts of the union amounted to £1,465 
9s. 6d. To meet this, as well as the current expenses for general relief, a rate 
amounting to £19,906 14s. 3 d. (including arrears) was struck in the month of 
November, 1847, out of which there was collected, up to the 29th September, 
1848, £15,308 7s. 2d., while the expenditure of the union for the same period 
amounted to £22,290 17s., thus increasing the amount of their liabilities on the 
29th of September, 1848, to the sum of £8,295 8s. Id., while an arrear of 
£4,598 7s. Id. still remains uncollected. The district of Templemore, Tem- 
pleree, &c., has been allowed to remain without a collector since last July, 
though there is an arrear of £733 11s. 6d. due by this district. There also 
appears an arrear of £1,241 12s. If/, due by the electoral division of Thurles, 
and £548 19s. 10c?. by Borrisoleigh — sums which it is quite clear might have 
been collected during the last ten months, had the collectors used even ordinary 
diligence. 

The guardians have made a new rate of 3s. in the pound, which will amount 
to little more than £16,000; and, from the class of collectors which they have 
appointed, as well as from the indifference which the majority of the board 
manifest for the success of the collection, I see very little prospect of the union 
being able to surmount its present difficulties. 

For the Thurles district the guardians have elected Mr. James Burke as col- 
lector. He was the master of the house, and though respectable in character, 
he is sadly deficient in energy and activity ; and, from all I can learn, he is not 
likely to succeed in enforcing the rate any better than his predecessor. For 
some of the other districts they have elected the former collectors ; and for 
Templemore they have re-elected Mr. Daniel Sweeny, who in the month of July 
last was called on by the Commissioners to send in his resignation, and was 
afterwards, on the 18th September, dismissed under a sealed order. I pointed 
out all this to the board yesterday ; but they appear to me to be determined to 
adhere to their- resolution of the 3rd October, and, if possible, continue Mr. 
Sweeny in their employment. I annex a copy of a resolution passed on the 
subject, which I am led to believe was adopted more for the purpose of delay 
than any thing else. Under all these circumstances I cannot hold out any 
expectation to the Commissioners that the administration of the law will be 
satisfactorily carried out in the union of Thurles by the present Board of 
Guardians. 



The Commissioners to the Clerk to the Guardians : — October 23, 1848. 

The Commissioners have received reports from their inspectors, Mr. Lynch 
and Mr. Labarte, describing the present condition and prospects of the Thurles 
Union, and have likewise had under review their correspondence with the Board 
of Guardians on several points, and more especially that which relates to the 
case of Mr. Daniel Sweeny, late collector of poor rates for the Templemore dis- 
trict of the union. 

The Commissioners are informed that such is the present financial embarrass- 
ment of the union, that it is with great difficulty that the common necessaries of 
life can be provided for the inmates of the workhouse ; and it appears that on 
the 3rd October the master reported to the guardians in the following words — 
“ The provision stores are empty: we have no food for dinner, nor any chance of 
getting it in town without money;” and it was only on the chairman advancing 
the sum of £100 that the inmates of the workhouse were provided with food. 
It further appears that such is the state of the competition for contracts, in con- 
sequence of the debts of the union and the low state of the funds, that the 
guardians were obliged at their meeting of the 17th instant to accept a tender 
for Indian meal at £11 9-?. per ton, on the further condition that Is. per ton 
per week is to be charged until payment ; which is in effect a rate of interest of 
nearly 25 per cent, per annum on the amount of the contract. 

It is without doubt from the same want of confidence in the solvency of the 
union that the guardians have not been able to obtain such tenders as they 
could accept for certain alterations of the workhouse, designed to increase the 
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amount of room and to improve the ventilation, two objects of the most pressing Dissolution of 
urgency and importance in the present state of the Thurles Union. Boards 

The present large accumulation of debt appears to have occurred in great of Guardians, 
measure from the want of an efficient collection of poor rates during the past year. Thurles Union. 
At the close of September, 1847, it appears that the debt amounted to £1,465 
A rate of £19,906, including arrears, was made in the following November; out

1 lie Commissioners are not enabled however by past experience of the exer- 
tions of the guardians and their collectors to feel any confidence on this point; 
and the recent proceedings of the guardians in the appointment of collectors 5 
have evinced an entire absence of inclination on the part of the guardians to co- 
operate with the Commissioners in a proper and effectual administration of the 

In the Thurles electoral division the outstanding arrears of the last rate amount 
to no less a sum than £1,241. The collector chosen by the guardians to collect 
the present rate and the arrear in the Thurles district, is the late master of the 
workhouse, who was required to resign that office on account of inefficiency, and 
wno the Commissioners are satisfied does not possess the energy and activity 
necessary to collect the rates in this important district, and whose appointment 
the Commissioners, as at present informed, believe it will not be in their power 
to confirm. 1 

For the Templemore district, in which an arrear has been left of £733 the 
guardians have re-appointed the late collector, Daniel Sweeny, under circum- 
stances winch leave the Commissioners no hope of receiving from the guardians 
that deference to their authority, which in cases of difficulty and embarrassment 
like the case of Thurles Union, is necessary to enable the Commissioners 
properly to discharge their public duty. 

Now it was proved by sworn evidence to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
that Daniel Sweeny acted with gross partiality in the execution of his office, in 
neglecting to levy several successive rates outstanding and due from two farmers 
his relatives, (jointly rated,) aud who had sufficient stock on the farm for a 
considerable time previously to their giving up its occupation. It was further 
pioved, on these persons quitting the farm the collector got a justice’s distress 
warrant and seized cattle straying on the land, although there were goods 
belonging to the defaulters on the premises at the time, and although this was 
pointed out to the collector. This collector, after a compulsorv resignation, was 
twice re-elected by the Board of Guardians, and subsequently dismissed by an 
. a t!- . Co ™“f»oners, under seal, which the guardians were informed 
rendei-ed him ineligible to any office connected with the administration of relief 
to the poor. Notwithstanding this intimation, the guardians, in defiance of the 
authority of the Commissioners, and of the provision of the law above referred 
(hstrict 6 17t 1 inStant re ' elected Dani el Sweeny collector of the Templemore 

The Commissioners are not only unable, under these circumstances, to give 
their sanction to the two appointments of collectors adverted to, but they are 
unable likewise to regard with any confidence the selection which the guardians 
have made of collectors for the other districts of the union; and as at present 
informed they are not in a situation to confirm any of these appointments. 

The Commissioners therefore, impressed with the urgency of the present 
embarrassments of the union, and after a review of the past proceedings of the 
Iliuiles Board of Guardians since the general annual election in March last, are 
of opinion that the time has arrived when they would no longer be justified in 
delaying the exercise of their power to dissolve the Board of Guardians, and 
appoint paid officers to act in execution of their duties.

Captain Hart, Temporary Inspector, to the Commissioners : — October 26, 1848. 

I have been here now upwards of a fortnight ; and after having instituted due 
inquiry into the affairs of this union, I proceed to acquaint you that, for a very 
long period, your rules and regulations have not only been a dead letter here, 
but they have also been systematically violated in the most flagrant manner. 

The Board of Guardians appear to have exercised no control whatever over 
their rate collectors and their relieving officers ; the former have been left to 
collect or not to collect as they themselves pleased. In the meantime the guar- 
dians have run up a debt exceeding £5,000 ; and although a formal resolution 
was passed a fortnight since, to the effect that the collectors’ warrants 
should be ready for signature on this day for the new rate, several of them 
neglected to send in the sheet containing the arrears which are to be brought 
forward ; and a request was made that another fortnight should be allowed tliem 
to collect the outstanding amount of the old rate. During this delay the land- 
lords are sweeping all before them ; and it appears clear to me, that unnecessary 
obstacles have been interposed in putting the new rate into course of collection, 
with the express view of enabling the landlords to forestal the collectors. 

As to the relieving officers, some of them have never made any entries at all 
in their application and report books, of persons to whom they have issued 
tickets of admission to the workhouse, the acceptance of which seems to have 
satisfied the relieving officers that relief was really needed ; for as to visiting, the 
system appears to have got into disuse, except in cases of alleged sickness ; and, 
from the state in which I find the weekly relief lists, — the 'amount of relief being 
capriciously changed from week to week without any recorded authority for it, 
as well as from the reckless manner in which provisional relief has been dis- 
pensed— every applicant being forthwith supplied with a full week’s allowance 
of meal ; to say nothing of the recorded cases of improper and illegal relief — to 
wit, the following extract from the application and report book for electoral 
division of Lisselton : — “ Thomas Griffin. — This man ordered to work to Mr. 
Blacker’s drains, and to receive two stone of meal — 15th June, 1848:” — from 
these facts it is quite clear that the ratepayers of the union are left completely 
at the mercy of the relieving officers (one of whom absconded last week), over 
whose expenditure no control has been exercised ; for their application and 
report books, it is admitted, have been initialed by any individual guardian 
(without any examination) that the relieving officers could induce to remain a 
short time for that purpose, after the chair had been vacated, at the close of a 
day wasted in irrelevant discussions ; and thus the guardian who initialed the 
application and report books might, for all he knew, be giving legality to a fraud. 
Thus, whilst a profligate expenditure has been taking place — for in this union 
there really is some little employment to be had— the sick and suffering poor 
have not been duly relieved ; for I submit, that it is worse than a mockery to 
pretend that a destitute person, prostrate in typhus fever or dysentery, can be 
in any way relieved by the weekly receipt of seven pounds of Indian meal ; 
and this is the only mode of dispensing relief which this Board of Guardians 
authorize. 

Yesterday I had to wait at the board-room until nearly two o’clock before the 
business of the day could be commenced, and not more than three guardians 
attended, out of a board numbering upwards of forty members. This day there 
was a better attendance ; and I took the opportunity of expressing myself 
strongly to the board, with reference to their great neglect of duty and violation 
of the law. I brought also to their notice the fact, that no visiting committee 
had been in the house since January, 1847, except on one occasion — viz., on the 
13th September ; and that under each of the outer windows of the boys’ dor- 
mitories in the auxiliary house, a large heap of filth had been suffered to accumu- 
late in consequence of the night slops being emptied out; and that the effluvium 
arising therefrom was sufficient to create a pestilence in the town. 

I have now to acquaint the Commissioners, that the Board of Guardians most 
frankly confessed that they were guilty of every default with which I charged 
them ; and they added, that so far from feeling offended, they were very much 
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indebted to me for my expressed intention of bringing the matter prominently 
under the notice of the Commissioners, with the view to the dissolution of the 
board which I beg leave to recommend in the strongest manner ; and that vice- 
guardians may be appointed with the least possible delay, in order that the 
destitute poor may be duly relieved, the rate-paying classes protected, the poor 
rate collected, and the debts of the union paid off. 1 

If the Commissioners see fit to appoint vice-guardians to this union, it is my 
opinion that out-door relief to the able-bodied classes may be staved off, at least 
tor some time to come ; but not otherwise. 



The Commissioners to the Board of Guardians: — November 1, 1848. 

The Commissioners have received a report from their Temporary Inspector, 
Captain Hart, on the present condition and the future prospects of Listowel Union • 
and the Commissioners regret to state, that the representations made to them in 
that report, are of such a nature, as to reflect strongly on the manner in which 
the Board of Guardians have hitherto discharged the important duties devolved 
upon them by the Legislature. 

Captain Hart states that the Board of Guardians appear to have exercised no 
control whatever over their rate collectors, or their relieving officers; that the 
union is £5,000 in debt ; and that although a formal resolution was passed a 
fortnight prior to the last meeting, to the effect that the collectors’ warrants 
should be ready for signature on Thursday last for the new rate, several of the 
collectors neglected to send in the sheet containing the arrears which are to be 
brought forward, and a request was made that another fortnight should be 
allowed them to collect the outstanding amount of the old rate. During this 
delay however, the most favourable season for the collection is passing away 
and the guardians cannot but be sensible, that the obstacles which have been 
interposed in putting the new rate in course of collection, must be prejudicial to 
the speedy realization of the rate, which is a matter of the utmost importance in 
tbe present financial position of the union. 

As to the relieving officers. Captain Hart states that some of them have never 
made any entries at all in their application and report books, of persons to whom 
they have issued tickets of admission to the workhouse ; and the system of 
visiting appears to have got into disuse, except in cases of alleged sickness. 
Captain Hart further observes, that from the state in which he finds the weekly 
relief lists— the amount of relief being capriciously changed from week to week 
without any recorded [authority for it; as well as from the reckless manner in 
which provisional relief has been dispensed— every applicant being forthwith 
supplied with a full week’s allowance of meal; and from the recorded cases of 
improper and illegal relief,— it is quite clear that the ratepayers of the union 
are left completely at the mercy of the relieving officers, over whose expenditure 
no control has been exercised. For it is admitted, that their application and 
report books have been initialed by any individual guardian (without any 
examination) whom the relieving officer could induce to remain a short time for 
that purpose, after the chair had been vacated, at the close of a day spent in dis- 
cussion. And as an instance of the recorded cases of illegal relief above adverted 
to, Captain Hart gives the following extract from the application and report 
book for the electoral division of Lisselton “ Thomas Griffin.— This man 
ordered to work to Mr. Blacker’s drains, and to receive two stone of meal — 15 
June, 1848. 

On Wednesday last Captain Hart states he had to wait in the board-room 
a .w r U' 1 ' 0 0 0 °? k ’ tlefore the business of the day could be commenced:

Under these circumstances, and looking to the great importance of insuring at 
this particular season of the year a prompt and energetic collection of the rate. 
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Dissolution of artel a careful, and at the same time efficient, administration of relief to the des- 
of Guardians, ^itute poor, the Commissioners have arrived at the conclusion, that they cannot, 

— consistently with their public duty, allow the union to continue under its present 

Listowel Union. ' management ; and being- of opinion, from the facts above stated, that through 
the default of the guardians the duties of the Board of Guardians have not been 
duly aud effectually discharged, according to the intention of the Irish Poor 
Relief Acts, the Commissioners have issued an order dissolving the Listowel 
Board of Guardians, a copy of which is herewith enclosed. 

The Commissioners will proceed to the appointment of paid officers, to carry 
into effect the provisions of the Irish Relief Extension Act in Listowel Union, 
with the least possible delay.

Tipperary Union. Captain Haymes, R.N., Temporary Inspector, to the Commissioners : — 

December 13, 1848. 

The misery and destitution combined with dysentery and fever, have so 
rapidly increased in the union during the last ten days, that I should consider 
it a neglect of duty on my part were I longer to withhold my strong recommenda- 
tion, that the Commissioners would authorize the issue of out-door relief, under 
section 2. I have already reported on the chief causes of this extreme destitu- 
tion; and I am aware that thousands have for the last three weeks maintained 
a miserable existence, by the pilfering of turnips that were still to be found in 
the fields ; but even that resource is gone, the whole being removed to well- 
secured barns, &c. By the relieving officers’ returns for the past week, they 
have been obliged to relieve provisionally 1,450 persons, to save them from death 
by starvation ; and they further report, that on visiting the cabins of the nume- 
rous applicants, they scarcely know which to select as the fittest object of relief. 

The subject was to have been considered by the Board of Guardians at their 
meeting of yesterday ; but the whole day was taken up by a most futile discus- 
sion on the subject of striking a new rate, which at length terminated in a reso- 
lution, very nearly unanimous, in direct opposition to the law and the orders of 
the Commissioners, and which they well knew could not under any circumstances 
be sanctioned. This done, they left the board-room ; and the important consi- 
deration of life or death to the people was deferred until next Tuesday. Mr. 
Lynch was present, and addressed the board on the subject of the rate ; but 
neither he nor I had influence sufficient to deter them from placing so prepos- 
terous a resolution on their minutes. On the other hand, the board have elected 
very proper persons to fill the situations of clerk and two collectors ; the third, 
Brien O’Donnell, was re-elected, and ’tis possible he may do better now his 
district is reduced. The elections are made provisionally, that is, if the several 
sureties proposed be found good and solvent persons : the scrutiny to be made 
by a committee appointed for the purpose, who will report to the board on 
Tuesday next. 

Some delay has occurred in the fittings of Newtown Cottage, in consequence 
of Mr. Mansergh declining to give up possession until the lease was signed ; but 
as the solicitors inform me it is come down to-day, I anticipate no further 
obstacle to its immediate completion. 

The workhouse and the auxiliary house at Golden continue to be remarkable 
for cleanliness and good order ; and the general health of the inmates is very 
satisfactory, considering the late inclement weather.

The Commissioners to the Board of Guardians -.—December 18, 1848. 

The Commissioners have had under consideration the resolution of the Board 
of Guardians of the Tipperary Union of the 12th instant, to make rates for the 
ordinary expenditure, exclusive of provision for repayment of the advances under 
the Temporary Relief Act in 1847. 

In reference to this resolution, the Commissioners direct me to state, that they 
cannot sanction the making of any rates which are not strictly in accordance 
with the rules explained in the accompanying printed letter, so far as relates to 
the repayment of the advances from the Relief Commissioners. The Commis- 
sioners therefore request the guardians to adopt a scale of rates in accordance 
with the requirements of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury.

Printed Letter referred to in the foregoing. 

Sir, 

With reference to the sums due on account of advances made by the Relief Commis- 
sioners in 1847, on the credit of the rates in union, the Commissioners desire to 

acquaint the guardians that tho Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have been 
pleased to limit then- demand for repayment after harvest, 1848, to a sum not exceeding the 
difference between the amount of the expenses of the half-year ended 25th March last, and 
the amount of 3s. in the pound ; but if the repayment of this sum, in addition to providing 
for tho ordinary expenditure to the 25th March next, would require a rate of more than 3s. 
in the pound, the Commissioners will only insist on tho repayment of so much as a total 
rate of 3s. m the pound, for both purposes, will admit of. 



Dissolution of 
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Tlie following rules, therefore, will determine the amount jto bo repaid : — 

1. Find the sum of money which is the difference between 3s. in the pound and the 

amount of poor law expenses actually incurred in the half-year ended 25th March last. 

2. Find the sum required for the ordinary poor law expenditure to 25th March next. 

3. Add together these two sums. 

4. If these two sums do not together exceed 3s. in the pound, the whole of the first 

sum (viz., the difference between a 3s. rate and the amount of poor law expenses 
actually incurred from last Michaelmas to last Lady Day) is to be repaid after 
harvest, 1848, if so much is due on account of the advances. 

5. But if the two sums together exceed 3s. in the pound, the repayment which the 

electoral division will be called upon to make will be diminished by a sum equal 
to such excess. 

6. In those electoral divisions in which the sum necessary for poor law expenditure to 

the 25th March, 1849, shall in itself require a rate of 3s. or upwards, no 
addition is at present to be made for repayment of the Government loan. 

The Commissioners request that rates may be decided upon forthwith, so as to admit of 
the repayment required, and that you will send up a list showing the amount thereof in 
one of the enclosed forms.

of Her Majesty's Treasury. 

Moved by Mr. Moore, and seconded by Mr. Cooke. Resolved — That the 
following resolution, in answer to the foregoing letter of the Commissioners, be 
inserted on the minutes, viz. : — That we earnestly recommend to the considera- 
tion of the Commissioners the utter impossibility of collecting any larger rates 
than those agreed upon on the 1 2th instant ; at the same time, we acknowledge 
the debt to the Treasury, and will repay it with gratitude at the very earliest 
opportunity. In consequence of the potato failure, the wheat failure, and other 
agricultural misfortunes, it will be with the greatest difficulty, that even the rate 
agreed upon for the relief of the poor solely, can be levied : under these circum- 
stances we do hope sincerely, that the Commissioners will allow of the postpone- 
ment of the repayment of the money advanced by the Lords of the Treasury, to 
a more favourable season, or accept of the repayment by instalments. 

Mr. M ‘Curtin gave notice that he will on this day fortnight — Tuesday, 
January the 2nd — move that the resolution passed on the 12th instant, relative 
to the striking of a new rate, be rescinded ; and that he will further move that 
a rate be struck in accordance with the estimate already prepared by the clerk, 
and which embraces a sufficient sum for the repayment of the Government loan, 
as required by the Treasury, and that timely notice be served on the several 
guardians of the union to that effect. 



The Commissioners to the Board of Guardians: — December 23, 1848. 

Adverting to a resolution appearing on minutes of proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of the Tipperary Union of the 19th instant, requesting the Com- 
missioners to sanction the making of rates which do not provide for the repay- 
ment of the advances under the act 10 Vic., c. 7, the Commissioners desire to 
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acquaint the guardians, that they are not authorized to consent to the Guardians 
making rates which are not in accordance with the directions of the Lords of the 
.treasury; and the Commissioners request therefore that the guardians will pro- 
ceed to make rates as speedily as possible, in accordance with the requirements 
ot the Lords of the Treasury, as already communicated to the guardians. 

Captain Haymes to the Commissioners : — January 2, 1849. 

I think it my duty to inform the Commissioners that I hive just returned 
from the meeting of the Board of Guardians, where they have again passed a 
resolution not to strike a rate that shall include more than one-twentieth of the 
debt due for the Government advances made in 1847: to this thev have 
appended a memorial to the Lords of the Treasury. This continued and 
systematic opposition to the remonstrances of the Commissioners leads to the 
conclusion, that they are decided on resisting to the last the directions they have 
received to strike a rate in accordance with the order transmitted from the Lords 
of the Treasury; anil unless some strong measure be immediately enforced it 
is to be apprehended that the affairs of the union will fall into a state of inex- 
tricable embarrassment. 

The collectors have brought in £71 during the week, out of £6,800 of out- 
staiidnig rates. No notice is taken of this shameful neglect of duty by the board

Memorial. That the guardians of the poor of the union of Tipperary, request 
from the Lords of the Treasury the same indulgence in repaying the moneys 
advanced to the union for support of the poor, that has been extended to counties 
for repaying moneys advanced for the same purpose. The guardians of the 
Tipperary Union beg the Lords of the Treasury to believe that this request 
arises from no disinclination to pay a just debt, but from a conviction, that in 
the present state of the union, suffering from the effects of three consecutive 
years of unprecedented scarcity, any extraordinary demand would, by diminish- 
ing the capital stock of the ratepayers, reduce their means of affording employ- 
ment, and materially interfere with the proper cultivation of the soil. 

Resolution put, and negatived by twenty-three to ten. Amendment put, and 
carried by twenty-three to ten. 



The Commissioners to the Board of Guardians : — January 8, 1849. 

The Commissioners have had under consideration the proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of the Tipperary Union, at their meetings of the 12th and 19th 
ultimo, and 2nd instant, in reference to the amount of rate to be made at the 
present time in the several electoral divisions of the union. 

The Commissioners regret to find that their communications, addressed to the 
guardians on the 19th and 23rd ultimo, stating that the Commissioners are not 
authorized to consent to the making of rates which are not in accordance with 
the directions of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, concerning 
the repayment of the advances made by the Relief Commissioners in 1847, have 
failed to induce the guardians finally to adopt a scale of rates in accordance with 
the demand of their lordships. 

The Commissioners desire to remark, that the demand was; first announced to 
the guardians by the Commissioners on the 5th August last; and thereupon the 
guardians, at their meeting of the 8th day of that month, resolved to adopt a 
scale of rates in pursuance of that demand, leaving themselves free to make 
such changes as might thereafter be found necessary, and finally to strike the 
requisite rates, when the rates then in course of collection should be nearly 
brought in. 

On the subject of the collection of the rates referred to in the above resolu- 
tion, the Commissioners have to observe, that at the commencement of the 
month of August last, there was a sum of £15,780 uncollected of the rates 
made in April and June previous, amounting in all to £20,815. At the same 
date, the debts of the union amounted to £5,190. 

The Commissioners find that at the close of December last, there was a sum 
of about £6,600 uncollected; and Captain Haymes, the Temporary Inspector of 
the union, reported, on the 27th of that month, that the state of the collection 
continued most unsatisfactory, that the collectors appeared certainly not to be 
exerting themselves, and that the guardians, although they put frequent orders 
and resolutions on their books, failed to enforce them against the collectors; 
and he expressed his fears, that unless vigorous measures were adopted for the 
immediate collection of the arrears, — amounting, as before stated, to about 
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£6,600,— the financial state of the union would soon be most deplorable, as at 
the end of the month the liabilities to contractors would, as he estimated, amount 
to a sum little short of £8,000, with an increasing expenditure. 

Captain Haymes, in a subsequent report of the 2nd instant, remarks that the 
continued and systematic opposition of the guardians to the remonstrances of 
the Commissioners, leads to the conclusion, that the guardians are decided on 
resisting to the last the directions they have received to strike rates in accord- 
ance with the order transmitted from the Lords of the Treasury; and that 
unless some strong measure be immediately enforced, it is to be apprehended 
that the affairs of the union will fall into a state of inextricable embarrassment 

Captain Haymes at the same time states that the collectors brought in during 
the previous week only £71 out of £6,600 outstanding rates, and that no notice 
was taken by the guardians of this shameful neglect of duty, although he 
strongly commented on it, and had constantly brought the subject of the collec- 
tion under their notice previously. 

Captain Haymes further reports, that large additions are being made to the 
“ambers on the out-door relief lists ; that the contracts for meal extend only to 
the 29th instant, and that it is to be feared that the contractors will not come 
forward again unless at most ruinous prices. 

With regard to the amount of rate required on the several electoral divisions 
m compliance with the demand of the Lords of the Treasury, the Commis- 
sioners find, by a return prepared by the clerk of the union, that the following 
rates are required to provide for the ordinary expenditure to the 25th of March 
next, and for the repayment of the sum demanded by their lordships

Considering that the expenditure of the year ended 29th September last

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amounted to £28,375, the Commissioners are seriously apprehensive that the 
rates agreed upon are insufficient to provide adequate funds even for the ordinary 
expenditure of the union. 

Looking-, therefore, at the critical state in which the union is placed by the 
pecuniary embarrassments which the guardians have allowed to accumulate, and 
bearing in mind the refusal of the guardians to comply with the requirements of 
the Lords of the Treasury respecting the making of rates for the repayment of 
the advances under the Temporary Relief Act, the Commissioners have arrived 
at the conclusion, that, notwithstanding the intelligence and efficiency of individual 
guardians, and especially of the chairman, whose services the Commissioners 
highly appreciate, the Board of Guardians of Tipperary Union have failed to 
discharge its duties properly, according to the intention of the Legislature. The 
Commissioners, therefore, have determined to exercise their powers under the 
18th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, by dissolving the Board of 
Guardians, and appointing paid officers to manage the affairs of the union. An 
order to this effect will be transmitted to-morrow by the early post ; but the 
Commissioners request the guardians to deal with the applications for relief in 
the usual manner, and to transact the other ordinary business of the union until 
such order shall have been duly received by them. 



Captain Haymes to the Commissioners : — January 10, 1849. 

The Commissioners’ letter dissolving the Board of Guardians was read to them 
yesterday, after the greater part of the business was transacted. The Commis- 
sioners will not fail to remark the document, in the shape of a resolution, which 
appears on the minutes of proceedings of the board yesterday. It was moved 
by the chairman, and supported by all the members who had been in the constant 
habit of attending to the duties of their situation; and certainly contains a 
complete justification of my reports, and the conclusion the Commissioners have 
come to. 



Extract from Minutes of Board of Guardians: — January 9, 1849. 

Present — in the chair, Henry W. Massy ; other guardians — J. Cooke, S. 
O’Meagher, H. Considine, J. Scully, T. Scully, M.P., Dr. Reardon, M. Ryan, 
J. Grant, W. Lonergan, H. Walsh, M. Manning, C. W. Sadlier, P. Rafferty, J. 
Dwyer, W. Hayes, M. Dwyer, W. M'Curtin, M. O’Brien, D. Heffernan, G. 
Baker, J. Beury, T. Ryan, H. Bradshaw. Present, Captain Haymes, Poor Law 
Inspector. 

A letter was read from the Poor Law Commissioners dissolving the Board of 
Guardians of the Tipperary Union, for reasons therein specified, and appointing 
paid officers in their stead, and stating that an order to this effect will be trans- 
mitted to-morrow by the early post; but requesting the guardians to deal with 
the applications for relief in the usual manner, and to transact the other ordinary 
business of the union until such order has been duly received by them. 

Moved by Mr. Massy ; seconded by Mr. M'Curtin : — Resolved, that we have 
observed with deep regret, the course adopted by the majority of this board on 
two recent occasions, in refusing to strike a rate, including a provision for the 
repayment of the Treasury advances — a course of proceeding neither indicative 
of gratitude nor of good faith, inasmuch as a larger sum than that now demanded 
had been advanced to us at a time of unprecedented suffering amongst our poor ; 
and it had been so advanced on the conditional one of a resolution to strike a 
rate for the repayment of same — which resolution was unanimously passed by 
our board. 

2. That a rate was struck accordingly on the 24th April, 1847, which averaged 
35. in the pound, on the valuation of the union ; and the proceeds of that rate, 
or a portion thereof, might justly have been demanded and obtained by the 
Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury; but the Government seeing unusual and 
extensive relief still necessary, were good enough to allow the entire of that 
rate to be applied solely to the relief of destitution in our union ; whereby the 
ratepayers were relieved from the pressure of another rate for nearly fourteen 
months, namely, to the 13th June, 1848. 
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. 3. That when the guardians were then about to strike a rate, it had been pre- 
viously represented to the Commissioners, that the time of year was unfavour- 
able for a large collection ; whereupon the said Commissioners most kindly 
conveyed to us an intimation that the Lords of the Treasury would not ask for 
a rate for the repayment of the advances at that time ; but that it should be 
clearly understood, that immediately after harvest a rate should be put in col- 
lection to meet the repayment of those advances, as well as the ordinary expenses 
of the union; and, on this clear understanding, a rate, averaging only* 1.?. 10 Id., 
for union purposes alone, was struck on the 13th June, 1848, as before mentioned! 

4. That the majority of the guardians are now acting in direct opposition to 
this well-understood agreement, in refusing to strike a sufficient rate. 

5. That we are fully persuaded, however, that our brother guardians so voting 
in the majority are quite incapable of committing a wilful breach of faith, but are 
rather acting from a want of sufficient knowledge of the obligations which have 
been incurred at former periods, by reason of their almost total want of attention 
to the affairs of the union. 

ij. That this unaccountable want of attention to their undertaken duty and 
private interest, will best appear from the following statement of the votes of the 
ex-officio guardians on the present occasion ; and of the number of their attend- 
ances at the board, at those and at former times, since the new board came into 
office after the 25th March ; from which time there were forty regular days of 
sitting, to the 2nd instant, inclusive — the vote for making a rate having "been 
taken on the 12th December. And again, after the remonstrance of the Com- 
missioners, on the 2nd instant, it appears that on either of these occasions twelve 
ex-officio guardians took a part in the vote or discussion. Of this number, ten 
voted against making a rate which would include a provision for the whole sum 
demanded by the Treasury ; one voted for it ; and one refused to vote at all.

1 • That it appears that those of the ex-officio guardians who voted against the 
rate, with the exception of No. 11, devoted but little of their time to the affairs 
of the union ; and which would appear still less, were their stay in the board- 
room to be resolved into hours. 

8. 'I hat it further, appeal’s, that the ex-officio guardians, who might justly be 
supposed to be. most influential and useful, by reason of their greater intelligence, 
education, station, wealth, and high sense of honour, were unanimous, but for 
one exception, in showing an example of refusal to strike a lawful rate ; which 
could not have been the case, had they by former attention, sufficiently under- 
stood the subject. 

9. J hat for brevity’s sake, and considering that the elected guardians in the 
majority may bo justly considered to have followed the guidance of their natural 
leaders, it is unnecessary to extend the analysis of the votes and attendances 
to them ; or to make any allusion to that portion of the board in particular 
beyond the mention of one fact, as exemplifying either the animus or the intelli- 
gence of some of them — namely, that the guardians of Toem, who loudly called 
out against a high rate, voted for Mr. Considine’s proposition, which would place 
a r . a * e °* 2s. 7f d. on their electoral division, and against Mr. Massy’s estimate, 
which only went to place upon it a rate of 2s. Qd. in the pound — the Treasury 
not having demanded any repayment from this same electoral division of Toem. 

10. That although agreeing, with the majority of the guardians in thinking 
that this union in its present circumstances will be sorely pressed by the irnpo- 
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sition of a high rate ; and that the present season of the year is most unsuited 
for the satisfactory collection of same ; still we consider, that honour and fair 
dealing are not for a moment to give place to any pressure or inconvenience that 
may arise ; nor do we at all believe that our union is ruined, or about to be 
ruined, by poor rates, when we consider our state, comparatively with other 
unions ; and when we find that since the commencement of the potato disease, 
in the end of 1845, the following average rates have only been struck : — 

1st November, 1845, average rate in the pound. 

3rd October, 1846, „ 10|d. 

24th April, 1847, „ 3s. O^d. 

13th June, 1848, „ Is. 10|d. „ 

Or as nearly as possible, an average of one shilling rate for each half-year of 
those three dreadful years just gone by ; and when we now find that an average 
rate on the union, of 2s. 6|c?. in the pound, would be sufficient not only to sup- 
port our poor for the next six months, but also to pay off the whole sum 
demanded from us by the Treasury on account of their advances. 

11. That by the recent votes of the majority, however, we are now placed in 
such a position, that although believing the principle of confiding the taxation 
of our properties, and the expenditure of the funds raised by said taxation, to 
strangers who are irresponsible to us, to be dangerous and unconstitutional ; 
still from the state of facts as already stated, which proves the want of interest 
taken or likely to be taken in their own affairs, by those most interested in them, 
and also from the unhappy state into which the financial affairs of our union are 
being plunged, by reason of delay in striking a lawful and allowable rate — our 
debt being nearly £7,000, our expenditure about £500 a week, and our 
collection being less than £100 a week — we are fully of opinion that the emer- 
gency can only be met by the dissolution of our board ; and we accordingly 
think the Commissioners have taken the only course left open to them in dis- 
missing this board. 

Amendment moved by Mr. Manning, seconded by Mr. T. Ryan — That no 
such resolution be adopted. 

Amendment put and carried, by thirteen to six. 



Messrs. Richards and Fennell, Vice-Guardians, to the Commissioners: — 
January 18, 1849. 

Having entered upon the discharge of our duties as Vice-Guardians of the 
Tipperary Union under the authority of your sealed order of the 12th instant, we 
have the honour to lay before you a general report on the state of affairs in this 
union on our taking charge. 

The financial affairs of the union, we regret to observe, are in a most unsatisfac- 
tory condition. The continued opposition of a majority of the late Board of Guar- 
dians to strike a sufficient rate for the ordinary expenditure, and to include a due 
proportion of the Treasury advances, has chiefly led to this financial embarrass- 
ment of which we have so much cause to complain. The debt contracted by the 
late board, and under which the union now groans, is little short of £8,000, which 
must be considerably increased before a new rate can be put in course of collec- 
tion. The present weekly expenditure for in-door and out-door relief amounts 
to £500, not including the various other necessary charges which require to be 
promptly met ; and the season in which we have been intrusted with the manage- 
ment of the union _ is particularly unsuited to the collection of a large rate, 
inasmuch as the available produce of the land has long since been appropriated 
to the payment of rent and other charges ; and until the approach of harvest, 
we cannot expect to find means, with at least two-thirds of the ratepayers, to 
discharge our necessary demands. The contractors also for workhouse supplies, 
will expect at least portions of their respective accounts ; and the most prompt 
and vigorous efforts will be required to relieve the union from the unfortunate 
position in which it is placed. 

. We have, therefore, resolved to strike a rate without delay on the several 
divisions of the union, which is calculated to produce a sum of £21,457, including 
a sum of £3,185 on account of the Treasury advances. The average poundage

rate will not exceed 3s. ; and we trust we may calculate on that sum being in 
most instances cheerfully paid. 

We had at first an intention of declaring a much higher rate than one of 3s. 
in the pound, in order to enable us to provide funds sufficient to pay off all our 
debts, and carry us through for six months ; but in consideration of the season, 
and the various difficulties which surround us, we have reduced our estimate to 
the lowest scale, and trust you will approve of our proceedings on this all-impor- 
tant subject ; and that you will agree that it would not have been expedient for 
us to have declared a higher rate than that on which we have resolved ; and an 
estimate of which we beg to transmit herewith for your observations. 

There appears to have been the most unsatisfactory arrangements entered into 
by our predecessors with reference to the collectors’ districts. One of the 
collectors, Mr. Dalton, had no fewer than sixteen electoral divisions assigned to 
him — the aggregate amount of rate on which was £16,400 8s. Id . ; the warrant 
for collection of which was placed in his hands on the 13th of June ; and the 
natural consequence of having such an extensive district, and the want of proper 
control on the part of the Board of Guardians, has been, that at the close of his 
last month’s collection, there appears no less a sum than £5,913 9s. arrear. 

The other collector, O’Donnell, appears to have been even more unsatisfactory: 
for while he had but four electoral divisions given to him, the amount of rate 
being £4,409 2?. 4c/. he was in arrear at the close of the month £1,656 9s. 

The weekly collections afford more striking proof of the want of proper exer- 
tion on the part of the collectors, and of due supervision on the part of the 
Board of Guardians. The amount lodged by Mr. Dalton off his sixteen divisions, 
during the week ended 6th January, has been but £35 12s. 8c/.; and bv Mr. 
O’Donnell for the same date, £60 13s. od. For the last week Mr. Dalton 
lodged £46 2s. ; and Mr. O’Donnell only £59 9s. 6d. 

Considering that due exertion has not been made by those collectors, and that 
it would be preposterous to permit such a state of things to continue in such a 
union as Tipperary, we have served a formal order on Mr. Dalton, calling upon 
him to collect and lodge within eight days the sum of £300 ; and a like order 
on O Donnell, to collect and lodge £100. And we shall, in the event of their 
neglecting to obey this order, proceed against them before the magistrates, under 
the 1 & 2 Vic., cap. 56, sec. 100 ; and further, shall not consider them eligible to 
be appointed to collect any portion of the ensuing rate. 

The great extent of the collecting districts is a subject to which we shall direct 
our special attention, before issuing warrants for the new collection ; and we 
will take care not only not to appoint inefficient persons, but that the extent of 
the districts shall be such as to insure a speedy and satisfactory collection of the 
rate. 

The valuation books of the union are not yet complete. The revisor has, it 
appears, been making every exertion to complete his books preparatory to the 
striking the new rate ; and he brought in yesterday the rate-books for thirteen 
of the electoral divisions, with the names filled in, and the column for the rate 
left blank ; but on examining these books we found that either from having 
received erroneous instructions, or from want of knowledge, all that had been done 
was incorrect, and the books rendered useless : the occupiers of all tenements 
valued at and under £4 being the persons entered to be rated, and not the 
immediate lessor, whose name was in few (if any) instances inserted at all. 

We require only the valuation books from the revisor, and will have the rate- 
books prepared under our own inspection ; but it appears that different instruc- 
tions were given to Mr. White, who we are bound to state appears most anxious 
to do his duty. 

This unfortunate mistake in the preparation of the rate-books will throw us 
back for some time, but you may rest assured that no exertions on our part shall 
be wanting to place the finances of the union as speedily as possible in a healthy 
state. 

The arrangements of the late Board of Guardians, with reference to the 
question of out-door relief, appear to us to have been highly objectionable, and 
well calculated to perpetuate the grossest system of abuse. The applicants for 
relief were not required to appear before the board ; their applications were taken 
by the relieving officer, and laid before the guardians, who adjudicated thereon, 
without any opportunity of forming observations of their own, but solely upon 
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the representations of the relieving officers. This practice we consider highly 
objectionable, and we are confident that innumerable abuses must of necessity 
have arisen in consequence. Such an unlimited power, we are persuaded, could 
not with safety be intrusted to the class of persons, in most instances, filling the 
situation of relieving officers in Irish unions ; and we have already commenced 
an alteration in the system, by insisting, in every case, on the applicant and his 
family appearing before us ; and we shall, so soon as we have overcome some of 
the difficulties which surround us, attend at the several depots, and commence a 
searching revision of the lists of persons receiving relief, and trust we shall soon 
be able to effect a considerable reduction. 

This is a subject however of serious difficulty, particularly in a district where 
society is in such a state as in Tipperary. It is an easy task for an elective Board 
of Guardians to appease the clamour for out-door relief, by placing the numerous 
applicants on the lists on the reports of the relieving officers, without due inquiry; 
but it is a different matter when your officers come to revise those lists, and to 
strike off parties, who in all probability ought never to have received relief at all. 
We shall however proceed to do so, and shall not be deterred from the faithful 
discharge of our duties by the difficulties of the case ; and we shall endeavour to 
provide ourselves with sufficient accommodation to enable us to test the desti- 
tution of the several parties, without, in the slightest degree, infringing on your 
orders. W e have for the present arranged with the medical officer to discharge 
all the infirm paupers from the house on out-door relief, and we shall supply 
their places with some of the able-bodied young men and girls who are daily 
applying for relief. We shall also have it in our power to procure an auxiliary 
workhouse in the town, capable of accommodating a large number of paupers 
with ample day-room, and splendid exercise ground, perfectly enclosed, and in all 
respects suited for a workhouse. 

The industrial employment of the numerous paupers in the workhouse, appears 
(as is almost invariably the case with elective boards) to have been altogether 
neglected, and no means supplied to keep the able-bodied even partially occupied. 
On our first official visit to the workhouse, Ave found the entire body of the 
paupers idle, with the exception of a few women engaged at needlework. We 
shall however take special care to introduce an active system of industrial employ- 
ment into the establishment. The several tradesmen Avho will resort to the 
Avorkhouse for relief, shall be made to work diligently, as compensation for 
their support. The Avorkhouse grounds, now wholly uncultivated, shall be 
properly tilled; and avc shall each week fonvard you an industrial report, 
in order to show the progress Avhich the inmates are making in their seA'eral 
occupations. 

The Avorkhouse and its inner yards and offices, owing to the constant and 
anxious exertions of your Temporary Inspector, Captain Ilaymes, is not in as 
unsatisfactory a state as might have been expected ; much attention on his part 
seems to have been bestowed on this matter, and the general state of the AA'ards 
and offices is clean and orderly ; but much requires still to be accomplished, 
before, the house can be reported in a perfect state, and we shall devote our 
attention to the subject without delay. 

The sanitary condition of the workhouse is most satisfactory ; and the medical 
officer appears anxious to discharge his duties in an efficient manner. The infir- 
mary patients are well attended to, and the fever hospital connected Avith the house 
is conducted in a highly creditable manner. Captain Ilaymes is also entitled to 
much praise for the efficient control Avhich he appears to have exercised over this 
department. We have not as yet been able, from the pressure of business, to make 
an inspection of the temporary fever hospitals in the town of Tipperary, and at 
Cappawhite ; but we shall soon make a visit to these hospitals, and more par- 
ticularly allude to them in a subsequent report. 

The present staff of workhouse officers we believe to be respectable, so far as 
we have yet had an opportunity of judging. The master appears an intelligent 
person, and has his books Avritten up to the day ; but there is something Avrong 
in his department with respect to the average cost of the paupers on house diet, 
which calls for our minute examination ; and to Avhich Ave will devote our imme- 
diate attention. It seems to us that Avhilst a better desci’iption of diet is not 
supplied to the paupers hei*e.than in other unions in which Ave have been employed, 
the cost per head per Aveelc is considerably more. Thus, in NeAA'castle, as ample a 
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dietary is supplied at Is. 1 \i. per week as here at a cost of Is. 6 U. The clerk has 
been but recently appointed, and gives every promise of becoming a useful and 
efficient muon officer. The ledger however has nothing written in since the 29th 
September nor has the general account of the money transactions of the month 
been ever kept at all. We shall take means to have those books immediately 
got up ; anti we trust we shall not have again to report them in arrear 

We cannot conclude this report without tendering to Mr. Massey, the chairman 
ot the late board, our thanks for the generous offer which he has made, through 
our inspector, of co-operating with us in every way in his power. If other mem- 
bers of the former board would follow the example of their intelligent chairman, 
we might reasonably express a hope, that the Tipperary Union, under the 
management of your officers, would be in a short time inferior to none in Ireland 
lor the economy and general efficiency of all its arrangements

Evicted Poor Protection and Relief Act : — Circular to every Union in Ireland. 

Poor Laic Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, August 29, 1848. 

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland to transmit herewith, to be laid before the Board 
of Guardians [or Vice-Guardians] of Union, copies of an Act (11 and 12 
Vic., c. 47), recently passed, entitled “ An Act for the protection and relief of 
the destitute poor evicted from their dwellings in Ireland;” and the Commissioners 
request that the attention of the relieving officers may be called to the provisions 
of the Act, of which a copy should be given to each of them.

Temporary Additional Workhouse Accommodation : — Circular to Inspectors, 
transmitting Plans prepared by the Commissioners’ Architect. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, September 14, 1848. 

I am directed by the Commissioners to transmit to you herewith, a copy 
of a report received from Mr. Wilkinson, their architect, and of a plan which the 
Co mmis sioners requested him to prepare for providing temporary additional 
workhouse accommodation, where it cannot be provided by hiring an existing 
building, and where it is found necessary to erect such accommodation. 

In a previous report, in reference to propositions frequently made for the 
erection of temporary wooden buildings at the workhouses, by placing them 
inside the yard walls, or alongside the walls of yards, Mr. Wilkinson states, that 
whenever consulted he has always advised against such propositions, which he 
considers highly objectionable, and calculated to destroy the efficiency of the 
present buildings, and engender disease, from the overcrowding some portion or 
other of the workhouse, to the confusion of all discipline or proper management, 
which is more than ever required in the establishment in time of pressure. 

During the late periods of distress, Mr. Wilkinson states, a common practice 
has been to run up some boarded shed buildings around the yard walls, and 
occupy them as day-rooms, in order that the school and day-rooms of the work- 
house may be used as dormitories ; or, as often has been the case, to occupy 
the additions as dormitories also ; while in some houses almost every apart- 
ment is stated to have been made a day-room and sleeping-room at the same 
time, and to have become in consequence almost unfit for habitation. 

Where the state of the union may necessitate the increase of the workhouse 
accommodation, the architect advises, first, the taking some existing old premises, if 
such can be had, and also, if necessary, the enlargement of them by adding buildings 
of a temporary character to them ; or secondly, the erection of temporary buildings 
on a separate plot of ground on the' workhouse site or elsewhere: any building 
of this kind to be used as an auxiliary workhouse for all the children, or for one 
class of children, or for one class of adults. In regard to management it could be 
made subservient to the Central establishment, and be managed by a separate 
person, as the schoolmaster, or schoolmistress, or an assistant appointed for the 
purpose. The architect states that he would advise this course, even as a measure 
of economy. 

In construction, the walls might be of rubble masonry, built almost dry, and 
dashed with plaster inside or outside, to keep out the wind; and the roof to be 
covered with thatch. This kind of building will be much cheaper than any other ; 
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much of the work could be done by pauper labour, where available, and where 
built on the workhouse site, the boundary walls might be made available ; and 
by adopting a plan of square shape, the buildings would thus surround the yards. 

W ooden buildings may be suitable and well adapted for an emergency, par- 
ticularly for fever cases ; but it is stated that they are more costly than the above, 
less durable, and, without frequent care and considerable outlay, will be difficult 
to be kept very long together, from the effect of the varying weather on the 
boards, causing them to crack and twist. 

The architect estimates that for about £1 per head good temporary accom- 
modation by means of an auxiliary poorhouse constructed as above explained, 
could be speedily obtained in most places, and it could be planned on a scale to be 
enlarged to any required extent ; and he recommends the course above pointed 
out in preference to many propositions which have been found objectionable and 
have led to wasteful outlay in the erection of wooden additions from time to 
time made to the existing buildings. 

The advanced season of the year is not now favourable for commencing any 
important new works of a permanent character ; yet it has been suggested that 
the best economy, where funds will permit it, will be found in the execution 
of such permanent additions as the future wants of the union are likely to require ; 
and buildings for the separate lodgment of the children are those perhaps most 
desirable. 

The report and plan herewith give further particulars as to the temporary 
buildings which are recommended by the architect.

Gentlemen, Dublin, September 1, 1848. 

I have recently made a special report to your board on the objections to the erec- 
tion of the temporary wooden shed buildings in the yards of the poorhouses, which have 
been so often proposed in one shape or other. 

In addition to the objections which belong to them, there may probably be a necessity 
in several unions for making a more extensive temporary provision, by means of workhouse 
accommodation, than could be obtained by any temporary buildings adjoining the poor- 
houses under any circumstances. 

I have, therefore, prepared the accompanying plans of a simple and economical arrange- 
ment of a building of a temporary character, capable of being carried into execution on a 
scale suited for 300 or 400 inmates, up to 1,000 or more, if necessary. 

The plan given is a general one, capable of being modified to suit any particular piece 
of land. It proposes the construction of one height buildings, with dry rubble walls, or 
common mortar walls and thatched roofs. 

It is considered that much of the work can be done by paupers’ labour. 

The bu i ldi n g to be kept quite distinct from the original poorhouse, either on an airy 
part of the workhouse site, where spacious enough, or on some convenient field. 

The classes to occupy the building to be either the children or the adults, both men and 
women, or one class only. 

The food might be cooked at the original poorhouse, and carried to the auxiliary one ; 
or be cooked at the auxiliary one with stores kept at the original b uildin g, as may be 
thought advisable, this being a matter, perhaps, that will be chiefly determined by the 
extent or position of the auxiliary building. 

The cost of providing such accommodation may be expected to vary from about 20s. to 
30s. per head in most places. It is probable that the platforms for the beds could, in some 
localities, be made of the old planks employed on the relief works — and the planks could 
also, where available, be used in other parts of the work. 

By using dry walls, where materials are favourable, the walls may he built in winter, and 
if dashed outside or inside, the wind will not blow through them. 

It is desirable, in laying out the buildings, to maintain some separation, so as to prevent 
the spread of fire in case of accident, and the party walls, if carried two feet over the roofs, 
may to some extent assist this object. 

In conclusion, I am desirous of adding, that where any existing premises can be obtained, 
it will, in most instances, be found better to rent them, in order to provide greater work- 
house accommodation, than to make new erections of temporary buildings; the latter, 
however, may be advantageously added to such old premises, where greater room is 
required.

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Two legal questions of great and general importance have arisen under these statutes: — 

Firstly,— Whether a collector of poor rate can distrain under the Grand Jury Act, by 
virtue of his own warrant from the guardians, before the expiration of two months from 
the making of the rate ? 

The law officers of the Crown have all now concurred in opinion, that such distress 
may be made before the expiration of two months, that is to say, immediately after publica- 
tion of the rates, and after demand of the rate and refusal of payment. 

Secondly, — It has been asked whether, under the 6th section of the 6th and 7th Vic., 
c. 92, goods already seized by the landlord for rent, hut remaining on the premises rated, 
can be distrained by the collector of poor rates ? 

The law officers of the Crown have advised that such goods, after being bona fide 
seized by the landlord, are in the custody of the law, and cannot be distrained for poor rates. 

3. The above provisions relate to the enforcement of poor rates from occupiers only 
of rated hereditaments. 

The proceedings to be taken for recovery of rates assessed on immediate lessors of 
tenements, at or under £4 or £8, as the case may be, are provided in the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th 
sections of the Irish Poor Law Amendment Act, 6th and 7th Vic., c. 92.

I. The Commissioners request, therefore, that the guardians will direct dupli- 
cate copies of the form to be supplied forthwith to such collectors as may now 
be under bond to collect rates within a limited period {not yet expired), and that 
they will acquaint such collectors that they are required to balance their accounts 
and fill up the form prepared for the purpose by the Commissioners, immediately 
after the period allowed in their bond has expired, in order that such form may 
be submitted to the guardians, and to the Commissioners, with a view to the 
consideration of the proceedings necessary to be taken on the bond, in case any 
collector shall have failed to close his collection within the time allowed, or at 
least to give a satisfactory explanation of the delay. 

II. With respect to any collector who may have been bound to collect within 
a limited term, which has already expired, the Commissioners request that the 
guardians will direct such collector forthwith to balance his accounts and fill up 
one of the forms prepared for the purpose. 

III. With respect to collectors who may at present be collecting under bonds 
which do not fix a limited term for the collection, the Commissioners request that 
the guardians will require these collectors also to balance their accounts, and fill 
up the form prepared for the purpose by the Commissioners, within such a period, 
commencing from the present time, as shall appear to the guardians to be suffi- 
cient to enable the collectors to close their accounts by using proper exertions 
in the interval. 

The Commissioners desire to be informed of the steps which the guardians 
may take in this matter, in pursuance of the Commissioners’ request, and they 
therefore enclose a form of return relative to the bonds of the collectors, which 
you will have the goodness to fill up after the subject of this letter has been 
considered by the guardians. 

The Commissioners being of opinion, that the guardians may be desirous to 
communicate to the several collectors the wishes of the Commissioners on the 
subject, direct me to enclose printed copies of their letter.

Relieving Officers : — Circular to eachUnion, transmitting Instructions for every 
Relieving Officer. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin , 
Sir, November 14, 1848. 

The Commissioners deem it desirable at this season of the year, again to 
call the special attention of Boards of Guardians and their relieving officers to 
the powers and responsibilities of the relieving officers, under the 7th section of 
the Irish Relief Extension Act, and with this view they enclose a number of 
copies of their circular letter of the 10th November, 1847, on this subject, and 
of the general order therein referred to ; and they request that one copy of the 
circular and order may be given to each relieving officer in your union.

Poor Law Commission, Dublin, 

Sir, November 10, 1847. 

The Commissioners enclose for your use a copy of their general order of the 
2nd August, 1847, for regulating the administration of relief under the acts now in force 
for the relief of the destitute poor in Ireland. 

Article VII. of that order prescribes the “ Duties of Relieving Officers and to this article 
the Commissioners call your especial attention. It is satisfactory to the Commissioners 
that you should thus receive directly from themselves an official intimation of the duties 
which you will he expected to discharge ; and they earnestly impress upon you the neces- 
sity of conforming yourself, in every particular, to the regulations which have been framed 
for your guidance and control. 

The serious responsibilities of the office which you have undertaken should alone suffice 
to convince you of the prudence as well as propriety of your adhering closely to the 
rules prescribed ; for by so doing, and not otherwise, will your conduct escape censure on 
any occasion on which it may appear that the benevolent purposes of the Irish Relief 
Acts have in any respect failed of their accomplishment. 

For example : should the funds necessary for the out-door relief of the poor not be 
provided, this is no reason why you should relax in the performance of such of your duties 
as you can, under the circumstances mentioned, perform. On the contrary, it will be your 
interest as well as your duty to use increased vigilance and exertion, lest, on inquiry being 
made into the causes of mismanagement, any part thereof should be traced to your want 
of attention to your duties. You should, in such a case, not fail to receive applications 
for relief at the times and places appointed by the guardians, inquire into the circumstances 
of the applicants, record the facts of each case in the books provided for that purpose, and 
bring the whole under the cognizance of the Board of Guardians, whose duty it is to order 
or refuse relief, and to supply you with the necessary funds for dispensing relief. By such 
a course you will not only avoid censure, but will have done every tiling within your 
province to remedy the defect of funds, by showing, in the proper quarter, the necessity 
which may exist for providing them. 

The Commissioners now call your especial attention to a most important section of the 
statute under which your appointment has been made ; and, in order to insure your 
acquaintance with the exact terms of that provision, they proceed to quote it from the 
statute, word for word. It runs as follows : 

“ Sec. YII. And be it enacted, That every relieving officer so appointed as aforesaid 
shall have power to give provisional relief in any case of sudden and urgent necessity, 
either by an order for admission to the workhouse or fever hospital of the union, pro- 
vided there be room therein respectively, and by conveying any destitute poor person 
thereto if necessary, or by affording such poor person immediate and temporary relief 
in food, lodging, medicine, or medical attendance, until the next ordinary meeting of 
the Board of Guardians, at which meeting he shall report the case, and the nature and 
cost of the relief so afforded, in such form and manner as the Poor Law Commissioners 
shall prescribe, and after such report shall give no further relief, otherwise than by 
direction of the Board of Guardians in the case so reported ; and the guardians of the 
union shall furnish the relieving officers with the necessary funds for affording relief in 
manner aforesaid, and for the relief of those destitute poor persons to whom relief shall 
be granted by the Board of Guardians, at such times and in such manner as the Poor Law 
Commissioners shall determine and direct.” 

On a judicious exercise of your powers under this section will depend, in a great 
measure, the success of your proceedings. It was not intended that you should, in the 
exercise of this power, undertake on your own responsibility, an extensive system of relief 
without direction or control on the part of the Board of Guardians. Should you do so, 
and should you thereby fall into a system of indiscriminately relieving all applicants, you will 
be adopting an extreme course which will expose you to overwhelming claims, to much 
consequent embarrassment, and probably, to ultimate confusion and failure.

Employment in Workhouses ; — Training Girls in Workhouses as Nurses : 

Circular to Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SiR, November 25, 1848. 

The Commissioners have received a report from their Medical Inspector, 
Mr. Phelan, relating to the employment of nurses in workhouses in Ireland, in 
which he suggests that a girl in each workhouse who has learned to read and 
write, and has made some progress in arithmetic so as to enable her to keep 
accounts, should be selected from the inmates of the workhouse, as an assistant 
nursetender for each female ward of the infirmary, to assist in the nursetendin". 

It will be clearly understood that Mr. Phelan’s proposal is confined to the 
female wards of the workhouse infirmary, where infectious cases are not received. 

Subject to this understanding, the Commissioners think that this mode of 
industrial training might be imparted to some or all of the girls, in turn, with 
great advantage to themselves as well as to the establishment, inasmuch as nurse- 
tending is an employment by which many females earn a good livelihood, especially 
in towns ; and the experience obtainable in a workhouse might enable a girl to 
procure her maintenance as a nursetender out of the workhouse.
